Sir, 

Wb  hare  the  honour  to  present  our  Report  for  the  jear 
ended  Slst  March  1901,  with  the  statistical  and  other  information 
respecting  the  Local  and  Convict  Prisons  in  England  and  Wales, 
as  requii^  bj  statute. 

Local  Prisons. 

2.  The  number  of  prisoners  received  during  the  past  jear  in  NnmlMrof 
Local  Prisons  under  sentence  of  the  ordinary  Courts  was  148,600,  ^^''^'Tf, 
besides  4,079  soldiers  and  sailors  sentenced  by  courts-martial.  ^"™^  *■• 
There  were  also  12,576  persons  imprisoned  as  debtors,  or  on  civil  ^ 
process,   and  1,539  in  aefault  of  sureties,  making  a  total   of 
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166,794.  Of  the  1,539  prisoners  committed  in  default  of 
sureties,  only  four  were  ordered  by  the  committing  Courts  to  be 
treated  under  the  rules  for  offenders  of  the  first  division.  The 
others  were  treated  under  the  rules  for  offenders  of  the  second 
division.

3.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  the  preceding  year  were, 
respectively,  convicted  by  the  ordinary  Courts,  153,460 ;  by  courts- 
martial,  1,743  ;  debtors  and  civU  process,  12,362  ;  in  default  of 
sureties,  1,802 ;  total,  169,367. 

4.  The  population  of  the  prisons  on  the  31st  March  1901  was 
14,702,  having  been  13,484  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The 
average  daily  population  in  1900-1901  was  14,739,  viz.,  11,887 
males  and  2,852  females.  In  the  previous  year  it  was  14,494, 
viz.,  11,795  males  and  2,699  females.

8.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  prisoners  committed  to 
prison  on  indictment  during  the  period  embraced  by  the  above 
table  has  decreased  28*8  per  cent,  absolutely  and  41*8  per  cent, 
relatively  to  population,  and  that  the  number  of  those  com- 
mitted summarily  has  decreased  5  per  cent,  absolutely  and 
22*6  per  cent,  relatively  to  population.

9.  The  average  length  of  sentences  to  imprisonment  during 
the  year,  including  both  indictable  and  summary  cases,  was 
35'76  days  in  the  case  of  male  prisoners,  and  23*19  days  in  the 
case  of  female  prisoners. 

10.  Thirty-six  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  40  per  cent,  of  the 
females  were  sentenced  to  one  week  or  less ;  60  per  cent,  of  the 
males  and  67  per  cent,  of  the  females  to  two  weeks  or  less ;  94 
per  cent,  of  the  males  and  98  per  cent,  of  the  females  to  three 
months  or  less.

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13.  It  will   be  observed  that  more  prisoners  are  committed  Glusifica- 
to  prison   in   default   of  payment   of  fine   than  are  committed  tion  of 
direct  without  any  such  option.     In  a  former  report  we  stated  P™>»®'*« 
that  we  regarded  this  state  of  things  as  somewhat  anomalous, 

and  we  expressed  a  hope  that  if  magistrates  would  take 
advantage  of  the  power  they  now  possess  to  classify  offenders 
in  one  of  three  divisions,  a  greater  differentiation  than  the 
system  now  affords  between  the  ordinary  criminal  and  the 
person  guilty  only  of  an  offence  which  could  be  expiated 
by  a  fine  might  ensue.  It  appears,  however,  that  only  5 
per  cent  of  those  sentenced  to  imprisonment  without  hard 
labour,  any  of  whom  might  in  the  discretion  of  the  magis- 
trates have  been  placed  in  the  second  division,  have  profited 
by  the  new  classification  set  up  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898. 
2,113  prisoners  only  have  been  placed  in  the  second  division 
during  the  year,  being  a  small  increase  on  the  number  for 
the  last  year,  viz.,  2,070.  There  is  much  variation  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter  in  the  procedure  of  the  committing 
courts  in  different  parts  of  the  country ;  e.g,^  at  Birmingham 
Prison,  where  1,624  were  received  under  sentence  without 
hard  labour,  only  five  were  placed  in  the  second  division ; 
whereas  at  Newcastle,  where  tnere  were  1,768  such  prisoners, 
87  were  so  classed.  At  Durham,  where  there  were  1,236, 
170  were  placed  in  the  second  division,  while  at  Leeds,  out 
of  1,376,  only  48  were  so  classed.  At  Liverpool  there  Vere 
4,761  such  prisoners,  of  whom  400  were  placed  in  the  second 
division,  while  at  Manchester,  where  there  were  5,932,  only 
195  were  so  classed.  At  Ipswich,  out  of  114  possible  cases, 
27  were  placed  in  the  second  division,  while  at  Carlisle, 
where  there  were  115  such  prisoners,  only  two  were  so 
classed.  60  prisoners  were  during  the  year  placed  in  the  first 
division  of  offenders  by  order  of  the  committing  courts. 

14.  It   will   be   noted   that   there   is  a  considerable   addition  Part 

in  the  number  of  prisoners  who  paid  their  fines  after  reception  paymtot  of 
into  prison,  and  more  than  half  of  them  paid  the  fine  under  "^•*' 
Section  9  of  the  Act  of  1898.  Though  no  doubt  some  of 
them  might  have  paid  their  fines  in  full  but  for  the  pro- 
visions of  that  Act,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  great 
many  would  not  have  done  so,  and  that  the  alteration  of 
the  statute  has  been  instrumental  m  saving  to  the  State 
the  cosL  of  maintenance  of  a  large  number  of  prisoners  who 
would  otherwise  have  served  the  whole  of  their  time  in 
prison.

18.  The  system,  which  has  been  described  in  former  I'^ports  j^y^j^ji^ 
under  which  juvenile  offenders  under  16  years  of  age  are  made  offenders, 
subject  to  special  treatment,  and,  if  the  sentence  exceeds  one 
month,  collected  in  special  prisons,  continues  to  work  well.  The 
total  number  of  those  treated  last  year  was  1,386.  In  additioii 
to  these  there  were  662  who,  though  above  the  legal  limit  of 
16  years  were,  by  reason  of  their  character,  constitution,  and 
antecedents,  considered  by  the  authorities  proper  subjects  for 
treatment  with  the  juvenile  section  rather  than  with  the  adult 

f)risoner8.  AH,  with  the  exception  of  516,  were  sentenced  to 
ess  than  one  month,  and  in  this  connection  there  is  much  force 
in  what  is  stated  by  the  Governor  of  Durham  Prison :  "  The 
"  more  I  see  of  the  imprisonment  of  young  boys  for  short 
"  periods,  the  more  convinced  I  am  of  its  evil  results.  If  a  boy 
"  of  tender  years  is  deserving  of  imprisonment,  he  may  be 
"  adequately  impressed  after  undergoing  a  term  of  two  or  three 
"  months,  but  I  am  quite  certain  that  a  period  of  a  few  days  is 
*'  the  most  injurious  form  of  punishment  that  can  be  resorted  to. 
"  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  af+er  the  first  experience 
"  bad  boys  come  to  like  it  rather  than  otherwise,  and  nrison  has 
"  no  terrors  for  them.  This  is  not  at  all  to  be  wondered  at 
"  when  the  comforts  of  a  prison  cell,  with  its  peace  and  quiet- 
'^  ness,  is  contrasted  with  tne  reeking  abominations  of  the  room 
"  they  share  with  several  other  persons  in  their  homes,  where 
"  also  they  are  frequently  subjected  to  ill-usage.  I  am  decidedly 
"  of  opinion  some  very  much  better  plan  could  be  devised  for 
"  disposing  of  such  cases." 

19.  It  is  noteworthy  that,   of  the  total  number   committed, 
1,033  went  to  prison  in  default  of  paying  a  fine,  and  nearly  1,500

had  not  been  preyiously  conyicted.  These  figures  would  seem 
to  corroborate  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Chaphkin  of  Bristol 
Prison,  who,  while  deploring  the  presence  of  juyeniles  in  prison, 
states  that :  *^  In  most  cases  their  crimes  are  the  result  of  mere 
^^  childish  mischief,  and  it  seems  probable  that  many  criminals 
^*  are  in  this  way  manufactured  by  the  law."  The  majority  of 
these  juyeniles  (oyar  1,400  of  them)  are  described  as  fairly 
educated,  a  much  larger  proportion  than  in  preyious  years.

21.  The  yarious  discharged  prisoners'  aid  societies  took  a 
most  actiye  interest  in  the  welfare  of  these  young  offenders  on 
their  discharge,  in  many  cases  finding  work  lor  them,  proyiding 
them  with  suitable  clothing,  and  sending  an  agent  with  them  to 
their  homes,  often  many  miles  distant.  In  this  connection  the 
following  report  from  the  yisiting  committee  of  Bedford  Prison 
may  be  of  interest : — 

"  As  regards  juyenile  offenders,  the  committee  cannot  com- 
mend too  highly  the  careful  training  they  are  receiying, 
both  morally  and  physically,  and  it  is  yery  stratifying 
to  hear  of  the  gooa  results  among  this  class  of  offenders 
after  their  release  from  prison,  which  is  due  to 
the  reforming  treatment  they  are  subjected  to, 
especial  mention  being  made  of  the  lectures  and 
addresses  giyen  to  them  by  the  Goyemor,  but  the 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  results  would  be 
far  more  satisfactory  if  the  boys  were  sent  to  prison  for 
not  less  than  three  months,  as  it  is  impossible  in  most 
cases  to  gain  any  influence  oyer  a  boy  in  less  time." 

22.  With  regard  to  another  set  of  younff  prisoners  whom,  in 
order  to  differentiate  them  from  the  juyenile  properly  so  called, 
we  haye  styled  the  juyenile-adult  class,  t.e.,  young  prisoners 
between  the  ages  of  IH  and  21,  we  stated  in  our  last  year's 
Report  that  we  had  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  the  oiffer- 
entiation  of  this  class  under  the  existing  law.  This  scheme  has 
now  taken  practical  shape.  It  has  been  decided  to  surrender  a 
portion  of  the  conyict  prison  at  Borstal  for  the  detention  of  this 
class,  and  the  work  of  re-construction  is  now  being  carried  on 
with  conyict  labour.    The  rules  authorising  the  special  treatment 
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of  this  claBB  are  now  before  Parliament^  and  will  be  foimd  in 
Appendix  No.  15a.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to 
commence  the  operation  of  the  scheme  in  the  course  of  next  year. 
The  idea  is,  in  the  first  instance,  to  begin  by  collecting  from  the 
London  prisons  young  prisoners  coming  between  these  ages, 
whose  sentences  are  of  sufficient  length  to  give  the  reforming 
agencies,  which  it  is  proposed  to  apply,  reasonable  time  for 
operation.  The  element  oi  time  is,  above  all  things,  necessary, 
if  any  good  and  lasting  impression  is  to  be  made  upon  a  class  of 
crimmals  who,  though  young  in  years,  are  probably  hardened  in 
vice — the  result,  perhaps,  in  many  cases,  not  so  much  of  their 
own  natural  perversity,  as  of  the  evil  milieu  in  which  they  have 
lived,  and  the  evil  example  to  which  they  have  been  subject  from 
their  infancy.  It  may  be  said  to  be  established  by  experience 
that  the  professional  criminal  of  later  years,  known  in  France 
as  a  eheval  de  retour^  who  reverts  again  and  again,  with  a 
cynical  indifference,  to  the  prison  from  which  he  has  only  just 
been  discharged,  is  only  a  later  development  of  the  juvenile 
offender  whom  a  succession  of  short  sentences  in  his  youth 
have  made  familiar  with  prison  life,  of  which  the  mystery  and 
the  fear  must  always  constitute  the  principal  deterrent.  An 
example  of  this  is  furnished  by  some  statistics  that  we  have 
recently  obtained  with  regard  to  50  professional  criminals  who 
have  lately  been  discharged  from  convict  prisons.  Of  these  50, 
11  were  under  15  years  of  age  on  first  conviction,  and  23  others 
were  under  21.  No  less  uian  34,  therefore,  out  of  this  lot  of 
50  professional  criminals  began  their  criminal  career  at  an  age 
when,  according  to  our  belief  (which  is  so  far  justified  by  the 
experience  that  has  been  gained  at  Bedford)  the  application 
of  a  special  form  of  treatment,  such  as  we  are  about  to  set  up  at 
Borstal,  might  have  saved  them  from  joining  the  ranks  of  the 
professional  criminal.  The  fundamental  prmciples  of  the  new 
treatment  wifl  be :  (1)  strict  classification  ;  (2)  firm  and  exact 
discipline ;  (3)  hard  work  ;  (4)  oi^anised  supervision  on  dis* 
charge.  In  order  to  secure  this  last,  on  which  tne  success  of  the 
system  must  depend,  or  failing  that,  a  knowledge  of  the  results 
of  the  system  can  be  obtained,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  we  have 
been  successful  in  instituting  a  new  association,  known  as  the 
^^  Association  of  Visitors  of  London  Prisons."  This  association 
which,  under  the  able  direction  of  its  chairman,  Mr.  Haldane 
Porter,  has  already  done  much  valuable  work  in  supen^ising  the 
cases  of  young  prisoners  of  the  class  we  aie  describmg,  on  their 
dif>^harge  from  Bedford  Prison  into  the  London  district,  will 
direct  its  efforts  specially  to  the  Borstal  cases  ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  close  observation  that  will  be  kept  on  the  working  of  the 
scheme  by  the  prison  authorities,  with  the  evidence  which  this 
association  will  be  able  to  afford  of  the  eventual  destiny  of  these 
cases  after  discharge,  wiU,  together,  supply  most  valuable  and 
interesting  data  bv  which  pubBc  opinion  will  be  able  to  judge 
whether  the  results  of  tne  system,  as  a  new  means  for  the 
prevention  of  crime,  are  so  good  that  what  is  now  being  tried 
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odIj  as  an  experiment,  and  in  a  small  area,  should  be  made  o£ 
universal  application.  They  would  also  afford  an  indication 
whether  the  criminal  law  should  recognise  the  potentiality  of 
reclamation  which  these  younger  cases  afford,  and  should  extend 
jbhe  limit  of  time  during  which  they  can  be  made  subject  to 
reformatory  influences,  as  was  proposed  by  the  Prisons  Committee 
of  1894.  That  Committee Trere  of  opinion  that  "the  experiment 
"  of  establishing  a  penal  reformatory  under  Government  manage- 
"  ment  should  be  tried.  It  should  be  begun  on  a  moderate  scale, 
"  but  on  a  design  which  would  allow  of  large  expansion  if  the 
"  results  proved  satisfactory.  The  Courts  should  have  power  to 
"  commit  to  these  establishments  offenders  under  the  age  of  23  to 
"  periods  of  not  less  than  one  year,  and  up  to  three  years,  with 
"  a  system  of  licences  graduated  according  to  sentences,  which 
"  should  be  freely  exercised." 

23.  It  would  be  rash  to  anticipate  what  the  result  of  the  Borstal 
experiment  may  be,  but  if  it  should  be  such  as  to  justify  an 
alteration  of  the  law  in  the  direction  suggested  by  the  Committee, 
we  believe  that  a  great  step  forward  will  hare  been  taken  in 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  the  treatment  of  crime  ;  for  it  is 
becoming  every  day  more  evident  that  it  is  by  prevention  alone. 
I.e.,  by  concentrating  attention  and  care  on  those  who  are  young 
enough  to  be  amenable  to  good  influences,  that  this  great  problem 
can  be  satisfactorily  handled. 

24.  As  stated  in  onr  Report  last  year,  a  small  juvenile-adult 
class  is  already  under  treatment  in  Bedford  Prison,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  the  opinion  formed  of  the  experiment  by  the 
Visiting  Magistrates  at  that  prison,  who  in  their  annual  Report 
state  as  follows  : — 

"  By  order  of  the  Prison  Commissioners,  a  class  for  '  youthful 
"  offenders'  from  16  to  21  years  of  age,  who  have  shown  criminal 
"  tendencies,  and  whose  sentences  are  twelve  months  and  u})wards, 
*'  has  been  started  by  way  of  experiment,  having  for  its  object  the 
"  reclamation  of  these  youths,  by  subjecting  them  to  a  courae  of 
"  sound  moral  and  instructive  influences.  They  are  to  be  taught  a 
"  trade,  and  in  every  possible  way  prepared  to  commence  a  new 

. "  life  on  discharge  from  prison.  To  this  end  they  will  receive 
"  every  encouragement  at  Bedford  Prison,  and  Colonel  Buchanan, 
"  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Assistance  of  Discharged  Prisoners, 
"has   generously  undertaken  to    co-operate  with  the   Bcdford- 

^  y  shire  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  in  looking  after  their 
"  interests  on  release.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this 
"  is  a  most  laudable  undertaking,  and  one  which  commends  itself 
"to  them." 

Educational  25.  The  following  statistics,  showing  the  degree  of  education 
•tatus  of  of  prisoners  committed  to  prison  during  the  years  specified,  are 
priioners.      of  interest,  as  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  educational- s^tatus 
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of  the  inmates  of  our  prisoDS  has  beeti  affeoted  by  the  operation 
of  the  Elementary  Education  Acts  : —

26.  These  figures  show  that  15  per  cent,  fewer  prisoners 
were  unable  to  read  and  write  in  1899  than  in  1870,  and  that 
those  who  could  read  and  write  imperfectly  had  increased  by 
about  the  same  proportion.  Prisoners  who  could  read  and  write 
well  were  1,008  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  was 
also  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners  described 
as  of  superior  education,  the  exact  numbers  being  90  in  1899, 
as  against  165  in  1898. 

27.  The  new  system  of  education  as  described  in  Appendix  25  School  in- 
of  our  T^^eport  for   1 897-8  is  working  well,  and  the  following  strnction  in 
figures  sLow,  generally,  the  result  of  the  education  during  the  P^won. 
past   year.     Of  9,507  prisoners   eligible  for  instruction  on  re- 
ception into  local  prisons,   1,565   were  illiterate,   2,569   could 

pass  an  examination  in  Standard  I.,  3,126  in  Standard  II.,  and 
and  2,247  in  Standard  III.  The  test  examinations  carried  out 
by  the  Chaplains  show  that  of  the  illiterates  under  instruction 
during  the  year  597  passed  to  Standard  I.,  282  to  Standard  II., 
and  96  to  Standard  III.,  and  94  jpassed  out  of  Standard  IIL 
Of  those  in  Standard  I.  at  the  begmning  of  the  year,  859  passed 
to  Standard  II.,  536  to  Standard  III.,  and  552  passed  out  of 
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Standard  III.  Of  those  in  Standard  II.,  999  passed  to  Stan- 
dard III.,  and  1,228  passed  out  of  Standard  III.  Of  those  in 
Standard  III.,  1,392  passed  out  of  that  standard. 

28.  The  Chaplain  of  Durham  Prison  takes  perhaps  too  sanguine 
a  view  when  he  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  under  the  opera- 
tion of  this  scheme  'there  will  be  a  continuous  d^nrease  of 
"  illiterates  year  by  ye«^r,  till  school  instruction  \n  pri6:>n  ivill 
"  be  no  longer  needed."  The  reports  of  the  Chaplains  of 
Wormwood  Scrubs  and  Leicester  Prisons  also  afford  gratifying 
evidence  of^  the  effort  that  is  being  made  for  the  effective 
carrying  on  of  education  in  prisons. 

29.  The  following  general  statement  may  be  of  interest  in 
this  connection,  as  showing  the  proportion  of  the  total  number  of 
convicted  prisoners  received  during  the  year  1899  into  prisons  in 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  respectively,  who  could,  or  who 
could  not,  read  and  write  on  reception.  In  the  few  cases  not 
included  the  ability  of  the  prisoner  in  this  respect  is  not 
recorded.

30.  The  complete  separation  of  first  offenders  from  the  habitual 
criminals,  which  commenced  in  1897-98  by  the  establishment  of 
the  star-class  system  in  all  local  prisons,  has  been  continued 
during  the  past  year.  In  the  four  years  in  which  the  system 
has  been  in  operation,  29,195  males  and  5,823  females  have  been 
placed  in  the  class,  of  whom  2,076  males,  or  7*1  per  cent.,  and 
685  females,  or  11'7  per  cent.,  have  been  recommitted  to  prison 
under  fresh  sentences.  This  will  not  be  deemed  a  large  pro- 
portion when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  it  includes  all  recommittals, 
for  very  slight  offences  against  social  order,  in  default  of

payment  of  a  fine,  as  well  as  committals  for  serious  crime. 

Paniihmenta      31.  The  record  of  punishments  for  prison  offences  shows,  as  in 
for  prison      former  years,  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  prisoners  conform  to  the 
rules   and   require   no   prison   punishment.     Of  151,301  males, 
136,601  incurred  no  punishment,  and  of  58,248  females,  56,753 


offences. 
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were  not  punished.  Breaches  of  rules  are  confined  to  a  com* 
paratively  small  number  of  prisonei*?,  who  are  disorderly  and 
incorrigibly  idle. 

32.  Details  of  each  case  of  corporal  punishment  are  given  in  Corporal 
Appendix  8  B.    We  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  discipline  pimishment 
of  prisons  has  been  affected  adversely  by  the  limitation  of  the 
offences  for  which  corporal  punishment  can  now,  under  the  law, 

be  administered.  Representations  have  been  made  from  some 
quarters  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  the  confirmation  of  the 
sentence  by  the  Secretary  of  State  tends  to  delay  the  execution 
of  the  sentence,  which  is  to  be  deprecated  on  account  of  the 
nervous  strain  on  the  prisoner.  After  full  consideration  we  are 
not  satisfied  that  this  objection  to  the  new  procedure  is  serious 
enough  to  outweigh  the  advantages  of  the  intervention  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  which  Parliament  decided  to  be  a  necessary 
check  on  the  exercise  of  this  particular  means  of  prison  discipline. 
The  number  subjected  to  corporal  punishment  was  23  as  against 
17  in  the  preceding  year. 

33.  With  regard  to  discipline  generally,  it  will  be  observed  Converaa- 
that  many  Governors  take  exception  to  the  privilege  which  is  I^^^ 
now    accorded    to    selected   prisoners,    undergoing    the    longer 
sentences,  of  conversation  at  exercL^^e  on  one  day  in  the  week. 

We  stated  last  year  that  when  the  Prison  Act  of  1898  was 
before  Parliament  the  introduction  of  such  a  rule  was  very 
strongly  urged,  but  that  if  we  had  any  reason  to  believe,  after 
further  observation,  that  any  evil  was  likely  to  result,  it  would  be 
our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the 
matter.  No  less  than  twelve  Governors  pronounce  against  the 
rule  as  subversive  of  discipline,  while  many  Governors  report  that 
the  privilege  is  not  appreciated  by  prisoners,  who  in  many  cases 
decline  to  take  advantage  of  it.  The  statutory  rule  which 
grants  the  privilege  is  permissive  in  its  character,  and  only 
confers  the  privilege  on  such  long  sentenced  prisoners  as  are 
not  deemed  unsuitable  for  it.  If,  therefore,  a  discretion  be 
judiciously  exercised  in  the  matter  of  granting  the  privilege, 
we  do  not  anticipate  that  danger  is  likely  to  arise  either 
from  the  point  of  view  of  discipline  or  of  moral  contamination. 
We  will,  however,  make  it  our  duty  to  watch  the  matter 
closely. 

34.  Escapes    have    taken    place    from    Wormwood    Scrubs,  Escapes. 
Northallerton,  and  Lincoln,  but  all  were  recaptured.     We  do 

not  attribute  the  number  of  attempts  to  escape  to  any 
relaxation  of  discipline,  but  we  think  that  some  explanation 
may  be  found  in  the  sensational  character  and  history  of  the 
escapes  from  the  convict  prison  at  Borstal  in  November,  1900. 
The  idea  of  trying  to  escape  seems  to  have  seized  the  imagixiation 
of  prisoners  throughout  the  country  and  led  to  plots  and  con- 
trivances which  have  rivalled  in  their  ingenuity  the  legendary 
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eBcapades  of  the  notorious  criminals  of  fiction.  ■  A  most 
searching  enquiry  has  been  made  into  each  case,  and  though 
here  ana  there  defects  in  the  administration  have  been  dis- 
covered, we  have  no  reason  to  believe  but  that  discipline  is 
being  maintained  at  a  high  level  at  all  prisons  throughout  the 
country. 

35.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Inspector, 
and  the  medical  statistics,  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
natural  causes  was  88,  or  47  per  100,000  of  prisoners  received 
into  prison  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  118,  or  64  per 
100,000,  for  the  previous  year,  or  but  slightly  more  than  half 
what  it  was  20  years  ago.  It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note 
that  of  the  15  deaths  from  phthisis  (one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
death  in  prison)  in  only  one  case  did  the  disease  originate  after 
reception  into  prison.  There  was  only  one  death  from  enteric 
fever. 

36.  The  number  of  prisoners  who  were  released  on  medical 
grounds  (exclusive  of  pregnancy)  was  26« 

37.  There  were  five  suicides  during  the  year. 

38.  129  convicted  prisoners  were  certified  insane  during  the 
year.  Full  particulars  of  each  case  are  given  in  Table  D.  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  analyses  that  2)1  of  them  were  mentally 
unsound  on  reception ;  and  that  of  the  remaining  38  the 
symptoms  of  insanity  appeared  in  21  cases  within  a  month  of 
their  reception. 

39.  We  regret  that  there  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  number 
of  prisoners  found  insane  on  reception  since  the  issue  of  the 
circular  by  Mr.  Secretary  Matthews  on  the  25th  November, 
1889.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  that  circular  was  as 
follows  : — "  The  Secretary  of  State  must  strongly  urge  on  ihe 
^*  magistrates  that  it  is  their  duty  to  obtain,  in  all  doubtful 
*'  cases,  evidence  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  prisoners.  In 
"cases  of  serious* crime,  it  may  be  necessary  to  commit  for 
"  trial  persons  supposed  to  be  insane,  in  order  that  the  question 
"  of  their  sanity  may  be  decided  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury.  But 
"  where  the  ofiTence  is  less  serious  it  is  almost  always  open  to 
"  justices  to  dismiss  the  charge,  and  to  deal  with  the  prisoner  as 

an  ordinary  hmatic,  either  handing  him  over  to  the  care  of 
his  friends,  or  sending  him  as  a  pauper  lunatic  to  an  asylum." 
In  spite  of  this  circular  there  has  smce  1889  been  an  annual 
average  of  over  91  such  cases  received.  In  the  years  1895  and 
1896  the  number  rose  to  121  in  each  year. 

40.  We  have  during  the  year  been  giving  close  attention  to 
the  question  of  the  treatment  of  weak-minded  prisoners  in  local 
prisons.      Experience  does  not  show  that   the   procedure   laid

ti 
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down  by  standing  order,  according  to  which  a  report  is  made 
by  the  Governor  to  the  police  of  the  district  in  which  a  weak- 
minded  prisoner  is  discharged,  has  been  as  effective  as  we  should 
desire,  in  many  parts  of  England,  in  preventing  the  recommittal 
of  this  class.  The  Governor  of  a  prison  in  a  large  town  in  the 
North  of  England  states  that  the  police  take  no  notice  of  these 
reports.  We  have  now  under  consideration  a  scheme  which 
will  in  due  course  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
more  methodical  and  effective  treatment  of  that  class,  having 
regard  to  Section  12  of  the  Criminal  Lunatics  Act,  1884, 
which  contemplates  a  special  treatment  for  persons  sentenced  to 
penal  servitude  or  imprisonment  who  appear  to  be,  from 
imbecility  of  mind,  either  unfit  for  penal  discipline  or  unfit  for 
the  same  discipline  as  other  prisoners. 

41.  It  has  been  our  duty  more  than  once  in  the  course  oE  this  Committal 
year  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  cases  in  of  pewons 
which  persons  have   been   committed  to  prison  suffering  from  fJ^^^o«g 
serious  illness  or  disease.     The  Medical  Officer  of  Wandsworth  iUneas. 
Prison  reports  that  "  it  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  a  number  of 

"  the  prisoners  received  here  in  the  course  of  a  year  are  found  so 
**  seriously  ill  on  reception  as  to  necessitate  immediate  removal 
"  to  hospital,  where  njany  of  them  remain  to  the  end  of  their 
"  sentence ;  most  of  these  prisoners  were  charged  with  minor 
"  offences,  and  sentenced  to  short  terms  of  imprisonment."  This 
would  not  be  the  case  if  the  important  circular  issued  by  Sir 
William  Harcourt  on  the  23rd  March,  1885,  were  consistently 
acted  upon  by  the  committing  courts.  The  words  of  that 
circular  were  as  follows  : — 

"  In  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  State  it  is  desirable 
that  every  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  persons 
afflicted  with  fatal  disorders  from  being  sent  to 
prisons,  which  are  places  of  penal  discipline,  and 
which  cannot  serve  their  proper  purpose  when  the 
prisoners  are  received  in  a  dying  state,  or  in  such  a 
condition  that  they  have  to  spend  the  whole  of  their 
term  in  the  prison  hospital.  The  Secretary  of  State 
will  therefore  be  glad  if  strict  orders  are  given  to  the 
police  under  your  jurisdiction  that,  when  any  prisoner 
in  custody  complains  of  illness,  or  shows  symptoms  of 
illness  or  of  being  in  a  feeble  state  of  health,  whether 
he  makes  complaint  or  not,  the  police  surgeon,  or 
other  medical  man,  should  be  summoned  and  the 
prisoner  medically  examined ;  and  if  he  is  found  to 
be  suffering  from  serious  disease,  a  full  report  as  to 
his  state  of  health  should  be  submitted  to  the 
magistrates  before  whom  he  is  brought." 

42.  Our  attention  has  also  been  called  in  the  course  of  the 
year  to  the  large  number  of  prisoners  committed  for  refusal  of 
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task  in  the  casual  wards  of  workhouses.  The  number  received 
at  one  of  the  large  London  prisons  for  the  period  ended 
March,  1900,  was  470,  and  during  the  year  under  report  no  less 
than  491..  A  large  number  of  those  prisoners  were  foimd  to  be 
suffering  from  physical  or  mental  infirmity,  and,  roughly  speaking, 
10  per  cent,   were  so  defective  as  to   render  them  unfit  for 

funitive  labour  of  any  kind.  We  are  of  opinion  that,  if  the 
iocal  Government  Board  should  think  fit  to  issue  an  order  that 
no  inmate  charged  with  this  offence  should  be  brought  before  a 
magistrate  till  he  had  been  carefully  examined  by  a  medical 
man  and  certified  fit  for  the  task  he  had  failed  to  perform, 
and  if  such  certificate  were  placed  before  the  magistrate 
when  the  case  was  tried,  the  number  of  these  cases  would 
considerably  diminish  and  the  ends  of  justice  be  better 
served. 

43.  We  stated  in  our  Report  for  last  year  that  the  new  dietary 
for  local  and  convict  prisons  in  its  final  form  was  still  the 
subject  of  consideration,  and  that  the  adoption  of  a  final  form 
would  depend  upon  the  experience  gained  from  the  operation  of 
the  experimental  dietary  instituted  in  May,  1899.  The  result 
of  that  experience  is  given  in  detail  in  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Inspector,  and  the  dietary  tables,  as  finally  established, 
are  now  before  Parliament. 

44.  The  number  of  naval  and  military  offenders  for  whom 
accommodation  had  to  be  found  in  local  prisons  during  the  year 
was  no  less  than  4,079,  as  compared  with  1,743  during  the 
previous  year,  1,394  in  1898-9,  and  1,077  in  1897-8.  This 
increase  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  large  number  of  soldiers  sent 
back  from  the  seat  of  war  in  South  Africa,  under  punishment, 
for  whom  accommodation  had  to  be  found  in  the  local  prisons  of 
the  country.  We  understand  that  since  we  called  attention  to 
the  matter  in  our  last  yearns  Report,  active  steps  have  been  taken 
by  the  authorities  of  the  War  Office  to  provide  sufficient  accom- 
modation for  military  prisoners  strictly  so  caUed,  ?.^.,  those 
convicted  of  an  offence  constituting  a  breach  of  discipline  only, 
who,  under  Army  Orders,  should  be  committed  to  a  military 
prison  and  not  to  a  local  prison.  Pending  the  completion  of  the 
necessary  works,  it  will  still  be  necessary  to  provide  accommo- 
dation for  a  large  number  of  these  offenders  in  the  civil  prisons. 
This  is,  of  course,  open  to  many  objections,  as  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  aware,  for  though  they  are  segregated,  as  far  as  the 
structure  of  the  prison  allows,  from  the  criminal  prisoners,  they 
remain  subject  to  the  civil,  and  not  to  the  military,  prison  code, 
which  latter  is  specially  designed  to  fit  these  soldiers,  by  a  course 
of  training  during  their  imprisonment,  to  return  to  the  ranks  on 
discharge.  The  presence  of  these  men  in  the  civil  prisons,  apart 
from  the  cost  which  falls  entirely  upon  the  prison  vote,  constitutes 
a  serious  dislocation  and  disturbance  of  the  system,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the   necessary  accommodation  which  the 
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War    Office    are    preparing    may    be   expedited    as  much   as 
possible.  • 

45.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  commitment  of  naval 
prisoners  guilty  of  offences  against  naval  discipline.  The  Governor 
of  Canterbury  Prison  refers  to  the  large  number  that  have  been 
committed  to  that  prison,  and  again  calls  attention  to  the  incon- 
sistent treatment  of  naval  men  sent  to  prison  for  breaches  of 
naval  discipline  compared  with  that  accorded  to  prisoners  oi  the 
same  class  in  the  Army,  i.e.,  those  for  whom  accommodation  is 
provided  in  military  prisons. 

46.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  Reports  of  Governors  and  Lectures  and 
Chaplains  that  a  wide  effect  has  been  given  to  the  recommendations  addresses, 
of  the  Committee  of  1894,  that  the  monotony  of  Chaplains'  work 

in  prisons  should  be  alleviated  by  bringing  in  selected  preachers 
from  outside,  and  that  lectures  and  addresses  should  be  organized 
in  such  a  way  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  deterrence 
of  prison  discipline.  Missions  are  now  periodically  held  in  most 
of  the  prison  chapels.  Lectures  on  moral  subjects  are  given  by 
Chaplains  and  educated  laymen,  and  there  is  a  general  testimony 
as  to  the  good  effect  of  this  new  departure.  The  Chaplain  of 
Beading  prison  reports  that  during  the  year  119  pledges  of 
total  abstinence  have  been  taken,  and  the  Chaplains'  reports 
generally  afford  gratifying  evidence  of  the  earnest  efforts  that 
are  being  made  in  this  department  of  prison  life  for  the  refor- 
mation and  improvement  of  prisoners. 

47.  The  Visiting  Chaplain  reports  that  the  work  accomplished  Discharged 
by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  during  the  past  year  is  Prisoners' 
of  a  highly  satisfactory  character,  and  we  have  been  very  glad  ^^.  . . 

to  note  the  increased  zeal  and  activity  that  has  manifested  itseLE  ^^^  ^^**^ 
in  every  part  of  the  country  in  the  work  of  aiding  the  discharged 
prisoner.  The  introduction  of  the  new  scheme  in  1897  for  the 
regulation  of  these  Societies,  combined  with  the  energy  displayed 
by  our  Visiting  Chaplain  in  all  matters  relating  to  this  side  of 
prison  work  has,  we  think,  contributed  to  this^ -geed  result, 
which,  however,  is  principally  due  to  the  increasing  care  taken 
in  the  management  and  direction  of  these  Societies  by  the 
nearest  and  devoted  persons  who  give  their  time  and  labour  to 
this  very  valuable  and  necessarily  difficult  and  disappointing 
work. 

48.  With  regard  to  the  aid  on'  discharge  of  female  prisoners,  AsBociatioii& 
a  new  Association  has  come  into  existence  this   year,  entitled  of  Lady 

"  The  Association  of  Lady  Visitors,"  which,  under  the  experi-  Visitors, 
enced  and  able  direction  of  Adeline,  Duchess  of  Bedford,  its 
Vice-President,  bids  fair  to  supply  a  much  needed  want,  viz.,  a 
methodical  and  systeinatic  adoption  of  well  considered  measures 
for  the  relevement^  or  setting  up  again  in  honest  life,  of  those. 
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unfortunate  women  who  come  under  the  grip  of  the  criminal 
law^in  whose  case  the  re-establishment  after  a  first  conviction 
and  its  attendant  shame  is  always  attended  with  peculiar 
difficulty.  The  Association  held  its  inaugural  meeting  this  year 
at  Surrey  House,  kindly  lent  by  Lady  Battersea,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  renew  these  conferences  at  fixed  intervals.

Convict  Prisons. 

49.  The  number  of  male  convicts  received  into  the  convict 
prisons  from  local  prisons  under  fresh  sentences  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1901,  was  763,  besides  208  with  licences 
revoked  or  forfeited. 

50.  The  number  of  female  convicts  received  into  the  convict 
prison  from  local  prisons  under  fresh  sentences  during  the  year 
ended  3l8t  March,  1901,  was  34,  besides  14  with  licences  revoked 
or  forfeited. 

51.  The  number  of  convicts  received  into  local  prisons  under 
fresh  sentences  of  penal  servitude  during  the  same  period  was 
785,  of  whom  221  had  served  previous  sentences  of  penal 
servitude,  a  proportion  of  28*1  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  a 
proportion  of  35'6  per  cent,  during  the  previous  year. 

52.  The  average  length  of  the  sentences  of  all  the  convicts 
received  into  local  prisons  under  fresh  sentences  during  the 
year  was  5*03  years  for  males  and  4'35  for  females.  During 
the  previous  year  it  was  4*92  years  for  males  and  6*15  years 
for  females. 

53.  The  following  table  illustrates  the  great  and  progressive 
decrease  in  the  number  of  sentences  for  serious  crime  : —

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54.  Since  the  formation  of  the  star  class  in  convict  prisons  in  Segregation 
1879  up  to  the  31st  March  last,  2,693  male  convicts  have  been  ^^^^*p^ 
placed  in  it,  of  whom  onlj  26,  or  1*2  per  cent,  of  those  discharged, 

nave  returned  to  penal  servitude  under  fresh  sentences,  and  only 
26,  or  1*2  per  cent.,  have  had  their  licences  revoked  or  forfeited. 
Of  119  females  not  one  has  returned  to  penal  servitude. 

55.  The  medical  statistics  and  the  Medical  Inspector's  report  Medical 
afford  full  particulars  as  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners  during  InapectorV 
the   year  under  report.     The  number   of  deaths   from   natural  JJJ^g^ic^ 
causes  was  29,  as  compared  with  32  for  the  previous  year.

59.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  reported  Sanitary 

to  be  satisfactory.  condition

60.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been,  on  the  whole,  good.  Conduct  of 
Out  of  3,742  males,  2,458  received  no  punishment,  and  of  172  prisoners, 
females,  126  received  no  punishment.     There  were  19  cases  of 
corporal  punishment  as  against  12  of  last  year      Ten  of  these 

cases  were  at  Portland,  at  which  prison  a  mutinous  and 
insubordinate  spirit  manifested  itself  at  one  period  of  the  year. 
The  Governor,  however,  states  that  he  regards  this  outbreak  as 
exceptional  and  does  not  anticipate  its  recurrence.  The 
immediate  cause  seems  to  have  been  the  transfer  to  Portland 
from  Dartmoor  of  some  troublesome  and  ill-behaved  prisoners, 
who  attempted,  though  we  are  glad  to  say  without  success,  to  set 
authority  at  defiance.  All  serious  cases  of  indiscipline  that 
arose  during  the  year  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Board  of  Boards  of 
Visitors  at  each  convict  prison  with  great  firmness,  sagacity,  and  Visitors, 
good  judgment,  and  the  experience  afforded  by  another  year's 
working  of  the  new  system  enables  us  to  endorse  all  that  we  said 
last  ^ear  as  to  the  great  advantage  arising  to  the  State  from  the 
public-spirited  manner  in  which  these  new  bodies  have  entered 
upon  and  discharged  their  duties.  We  have  noticed  a  disposition 
to  abuse  the  privilege  of  appeal  and  complaint  to  superior 
authority,  and  steps  have  been  taken,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  to  regulate  this  privilege  in  such  a  way  as  to 
prevent  its  abuse  in  the  future  by  contumacious  convicts. 
Though  it  is  to  be  expected  that  among  our  convict  population^ 
composed  mainly  as  it  is  of  the  hardened  and  professional 
criminal  class,  there  will  always  be  a  small  body  of  violent  and 
iU-behaved  men,  ready  to  take  advantage  of  any  privilege  that 
may  be  conceded  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  body,  it  is  satis- 
factory to  note  the  opinion  of  the  Chaplain  of  Portland  Prison 
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that  ^  far  the  larger  proportion  of  prisoners  appreciate  and  are 
''  the  better  for  recent  priyileges,  and  a  small  section  onlj  abuse 
**  them  and  try  to  make  their  feUow-prisoners  unruly  and  dis- 
"  contented." 

Attempts  to  61.  The  sensational  attempts  to  escape  which  occurred  at 
Borstal  during  the  year  also  point  to  a  spirit  of  insubordination 
prevailing  at  that  prison  at  the  time.  The  notoriety  of  these 
attempts  is,  of  course,  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  importance, 
as  illustrating  a  defective  prison  discipline.  The  public  must 
not  forget  the  extraordinary  difficulty  or  keeping  continuous  and 
strict  supervision,  by  day  and  by  night,  over  a  large  body  of 
convicts,  whose  cunning  is,  in  many  cases,  equalled  only  bv  their 
audacity.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  they  are  largely 
employed  during  the  day  outside  the  prison  walls,  and  that  a 
diftsh  for  liberty  must,  under  these  circumstances,  always  be 
present  as  a  temptation  to  the  minds  of  men  under  long  sentences 
of  detention,  it  is  rather  a  matter  for  wonder  that  so  few,  and  not 
so  many,  attempts  to  escape  are  made,  and  for  congratulation 
that  since  the  year  1885  no  convict  has  succeeded  in  escaping. 
This  fact  we  consider  to  be  highly  creditable  to  the  alertness  and 
zeal  and  discipline  of  our  prison  officers,  the  strain  of  whose 
duties  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  conversant  with  the  inner 
machinery  of  a  convict  establishment.

Treatment 
of  weak- 
minded 
convicts. 


62,  There  has  been  a  still  further  reduction  in  the  number  of 
convicts  eligible  for  instruction  in  convict  prisons  during  the 

Sast  year,  owing  to  the  increased  facilities  for  instruction  given 
uring  the  period  of  their  detention  in  local  prisons.  There 
were  119  under  instruction,  and  of  these  78,  or  60  per  cent., 
passed  out  of  the  third  standard  during  the  twelve  months. 
After  this  stage  is  reached  a  prisoner  is  supplied  with  more 
advanced  educational  books,  and  is  encouraged  to  continue  his 
studies.  A  well-selected  library  is  also  provided,  from  which  he 
may  obtain  books  well  calculated  to  assist  any  efforts  he  may 
make  with  a  view  to  his  mental  and  moral  improvement,  and  it 
is  satisfactory  to  know  that  many  prisoners  avail  themselves  of 
these  facilities.  The  scheme  to  which  we  referred  last  year  has 
not  yet  been  brought  into  operation,  as  the  building  of  the  new 
schoolroom  at  Parkhurst  Prison  where,  in  future,  all  convicts 
will  be  collected  for  educational  purposes,  is  not  yet  completed. 

63.  Steps  have  been  taken  this  year  to  introduce,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  new  system  for  the  treat- 
ment of  weak-minded  convicts.  These  regulations  are  as 
follows,  and  will  be  brought  into  full  operation  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  staff  arrangements  can  be  made  : — 

1.  The  location  of  this  class  shall  be,  as  far  as  possible, 
separate,  and  segregation  on  the  ^^  star  class  "  basis 
shall  not  apply. 
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2.  They  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  specially  selected 

staff,  to  be  detailed  expressly  for  this  purpose. 

3.  Such  work  shall  be  assigned  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of 

the  Governor  and  Medical  Officer,  be  best  suited 
to  each  prisoner,  who  will  be  required  to  work,  but 
will  not  be  tasked.  Marks  will  be  assigned  by  the 
principal  officer  in  charge  according  to  the  opinion 
formed  by  him  from  observation  of  the  aptitude  and 
willingness  of  each  prisoner.  Special  trades  and 
employments,  such  as  painting,  drawing,  and  fancy 
work,  may  be  introduced  in  special  cases,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Director. 

4.  Any  modification   of  the  ordinary  diet  which   may  be 

necessary  shall  be  made,  as  in  the  case  of  hospital 
patients,  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer  in  each  case. 

5.  Ordinary  offences   shall    be  punished  by  the  Governor, 

after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer.  Extri^ 
ordinary  offences  shall  be  punished  by  the  Director. 
In  assigning  punishment,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the 
effect  which  any  particular  mode  of  punishment  is 
likely  to  have  on  the  mind  of  the  prisoner.  Marks  for 
remission  of  sentence  will  not  be  forfeited. 

6.  Talking  shall  be  allowed  at  exercise,  and  there  shall  be 

a  full  period  of  exercise  6n  Sundays. 

64.  Much  excellent  work  continues  to  be  done  by   the   Aid  Discharged 

Societies  in  connection  with  the  convict  establishments.  Priaoners' 

Aid  SocietieB. 

The  work  of  the  Church  Army,  to  which  we  referred  in  our 
last  year's  report,  is  being  conducted  with  great  zeal  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Colin  Campbell,  and  we  have  been  furnished 
with  satisfying  evidence  that  some  cases  which  on  the  face  of 
them  would  seem  to  be  almost  beyond  the  reach  of  philanthropic 
effort,  have  been  successfully  taken  in  hand. 

We  have  been  furnished  also  with  evidence  that  the  Salvation 
.Army,  through  their  representative  "  Colonel "  Sturgess  (who 
has  succeeded  the  late  "  Colonel "  Barker  in  this  capacity)  has 
been  instrumental  in  affording  assistance  in  many  cases,  which 
might  otherwise  have  drifted  back  into  the  paths  of  crime. 

65.  Four  lectures   have   been   addressed  to   the   convicts   at  Lectures  and 
Dartmoor  Prison,  of  which  an  account  is  given  in  the  Report  of  addresses, 
the  Governor  of  that  Prison,  and  in  January,  General  Booth, 

of  the  Salvation  Army,  delivered  an  address  to  the  Protestant 
prisoners  at  Portland.      The   Governors  speak  highly  of  the 
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great  moral  value  of  these  addresses,  which  are  so  ordered  and 
arranged  as  in  no  way  to  interfere  with  prison  discipline  and 
order.  From  the  remoteness  of  our  convict  prisons  they  are,  of 
course,  difficult  to  organise,  but  we  are  always  ready  to  give 
facilities,  within  reasonable  limits,  and  we  agree  with  the  opinion 
of  the  Governor  of  Dartmoor  that  "though  some  of  the  men 
"  are  naturally  of  a  low  type  and  would  benefit  little,  if  at  all,  by 
"  any  lectures,  to  the  best  characters  these  addresses  woulli 
"  undoubtedly  do  good,  and  if  this  is  the  only  good  derived,  it  is 
"  something  gained  by  forcing  their  thoughts  into  other  channels, 
"  and  helping  them  to  form  better  ideas. 

New  dietary.  6^-  The  new  dietary  for  convicts,  based  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Committee  of  1898,  has  been  laid  before 
ParUament.

6".  The  report  of  the  Comptroller  of  Industries  shows  that 
the  value  of  the  work  on  manufactures  alone  shows  an  advance 
of  11  per  cent,  on  the  previous  twelve  months,  and  no  less  than 
41  per  cent,  on  the  figures  for  1897.  We  endorse  his  opinion 
that  the  working  of  the  new  task  scale  in  its  relation  to  the 
awarding  of  marks,  the  remission  of  sentences  under  the  Prison 
Act,  1898,  and  the  operation  of  the  new  scheme  of  granting 
special  allowances  to  trade  instructors,  have  contributed  to  this 
very  satisfactory  result.  The  abolition  of  treadwheels  and 
cranks  has  been  proceeding  throughout  the  country  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  this  form  of 
penal  labour  may  be  said  to  be  in  its  last  stage.  Of  the  39  tread- 
wheels  and  29  cranks  in  operation  in  1895,  only  13  and  5 
respectively  now  remain,  and  it  is  proposed  in  due  course  to 
abolish  these  as  soon  as  satisfactory  substitutes  can  be  found  for 
the  hard  labour  prescribed  by  Kule  39  for  prisoners  in  the 
1st  stage.  Experience  goes  to  show  that  in  those  prisons  where 
the  treadwheel  has  been  abolished  the  necessary  deterrence  of 
1st  stage  hard  labour  is  well  maintained  by  the  strict  separation 
of  prisoners  while  employed  in  some  onerous  task,  such  as  stone- 
breaking  or  heavy  coal-sack  making.  Oakum  picking  is  now,  as 
far  as  possible,  limited  to  prisoners  whose  sentences  are  so  short 
that  they  cannot  with  advantage  or  profit  be  employed  at  any 
form  of  more  useful  labour. 


Diadpline 
staff. 


68.  The  inconvenience  to  the  discipline  staff  caused  by  the 
calling  out  of  the  Reservists  for  the  War  in  South  Africa, 
adverted  to  in  our  last  report,  has  continued  throughout  the  year* 
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This  depletion  of  the  staff,  coupled  with  the  increasing  diflScalty 
in  obtaining  suitable  candidates  for  the  discipline  ranks,  has 
hampered  the  Grovernors  considerably  in  carrying  on  the  various 
dutieo  of  their  prisons,  and  although  they  have  been  allowed  to 
supply  vacancies  by  temporary  officers,  the  employment  of  such 
persons  to  the  extent  that  has  recently  been  necessary  is  most 
undesirable.  It  is  hoped  that  this  difficulty  will.be  abated 
when  military  exigencies  will  admit  of  the  return  to  civil  life 
of  the  prison  officer  reservists,  of  whom  there  are  upwards 
of  100  from  local  and  convict  prisons  still  absent  with  the 
Colours. 

69.  Eighty-eight  male  and  forty-six  female  officers  have  during  Training 
the  year  passed  through  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  ordinary  Schools  for 
duties  of  prison  officers,  and  have  been  taken  on  the  permanent  ^™<»"- 
strength  of  the  establishment.     Seven  officers  have  undergone 

a  special  course  of  training  in  hospital  duties,  and  have  been 
appointed  to  the  hospital  staff  of  the  various  prisons.  The 
training  of  female  officers  is  now  carried  on  at  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  prisons. 

70.  The  school  for  the  instruction  of  prison  officer  cooks  and  Sohool  for 
bakers  has  been  in  active  operation  during  the  year.     Fourteen  9^^  *^^ 
officers  have  received   training  in  these  duties  and  have  been  ***®™* 
passed  as  qualified   by   the   Inspecting   Chef  of  the   National 
Training  School  of  Cookery.     The   wisdom   of  establishing   a 

school  of  this  kind  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  by  the 
marked  improvement  observed  in  the  preparation  and  cooking 
of  the  prisoners'  food  in  those  prisons  where  the  officers  who 
perform  the  duties  of  cook  and  baker  have  had  the  advantage  of 
a  course  of  training,  and  as  the  prisons  staffed  with  such  officers 
increase  in  number,  the  utility  of  the  school  will  become  still  more 
marked. 


71.  The  Government  having  decided  on  the  institution  of  a  State  State 
Reformatory   for   Inebriates,  under  the   Inebriates  Act,  1898,  inebriate 
the  Secretary  of  State  decided  that  the  control  of  such  institu-  reformatory., 
tion  should  be  vested  in  the  Prison  Commissioners,  and  appointed 
a   committee   under  the   presidency  of   our  chairman,   and   of 
which   Dr.  Donkin,  Dr.  Brayn,  Superintendent  of   Broadmoor 
Criminal  Limatic  Asylum,  and  Dr.  Branthwaite,  Inspector  of 
Certified  Inebriate  Reformatories,  were  members  to   advise  in 
what  manner  provision  can  best  be  made  and  to  report  what  tem- 
porary reformatory  arrangements  could  best  be  made  for  a  few 
inebriate  women  of  violent  character.     The  proposals  made  by 
the  Committee  have  been  accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  it  has  been  decided  that  a   reformatory  to   accommodate 
120  women  shall  be  built  on  a  vacant  site  adjoining  the  convict 
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prison  at  Aylesburj,  and  that  a  portion  of  the  prison  at 
Warwick  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  accommodation  or  31  male 
inebriates.  Pending  the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings, 
it  has  been  decided  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  existing  prison 
at  Aylesbury  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  16  female 
inebriate  cases.  This  temporary  accommodation  will  soon  be 
ready.  Th,e  permanent  buildings  are  in  progress.  Bules 
for  the  treatment  of  this  class  have  been  laid  before  Parlia- 
ment. 


Prison 
Oongreas. 


72.  The  Sixth  International  Prison  Congress  was  held  at  Brussels 
in  August  last  year,  at  which  our  Chairman  attended  as  British 
delegate.  His  report  on  this,  and  the  Prison  Congress  of  1895, 
has  been  presented  to  Parliament.  I  nas  been  arranged  that 
the  next  International  Congress  shall  take  place  at  Buda-Pesth 
in  1905. 


Deaths. 


73.  We  greatly  regret  to  report  the  death  of  our  Comptroller  of 
Industries,  Mr.  James  Duncan.  His  services  to  the  Department 
during  many  years  were  very  valuable.  He  was  about  to  retire  on 
superannuation  in  August.  His  knowledge  and  experience  in  all 
matters  relating  to  stores  and  industries  are  widely  recognized, 
and  his  services  have  been  on  more  than  one  occasion  called  for 
by  the  Scottish  and  Irish  Governments,  when  these  matters 
have  been  the  subject  of  enquiry  or  reorganisation.  His  loss 
will  be  very  seriously  felt  by  tne  department. 


74.  We  regret  also  to  report  the  sudden  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  A, 
Ladbrooke,  the  Chaplain  of  Winchester  prison,  who  was  also  on 
the  point  of  retirement,  and  who  was  distinguished  for  his  zeal 
in  all  matters  affecting  the  moral  welfare  of  prisoners.

(2.)  We  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  the  assiduous  care  bestowed  on 
the  interests  of  their  respective  institutions  by  the  Governors  and  superior 
officers  during  the  past  year.  Their  unremitting  attention  to  duty  is  worthy 
of  much  commendation. 

(3.)  The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  deserves  special  mention,  as 
the  duties  have  been  not  a  little  increased  by  the  employment  of  inexperienced 
assistants  to  replace  members  of  the  permanent  staff  temporarily  withdrawn 
for  service  in  South  Africa. 

The  selection  of  candidates  possessing  a  knowledge  of  useful  handicrafts 
continues  to  exercise  a  most  beneficial  influence  on  the  Bervice  at  large,  and 
we  think  that  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  this  essential  object.  In 
the  smaller  prisons  ihe  technical  knowledge  of  skilled  workmen  is  of  the 
greatest  value,  either  in  directing  the  work  of  the  prisoners,  or  in  the  personal 
execution  of  any  emergent  repair. 
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(4.)  Bepaini  to  buildings  have  been  maintained  throuffhoat  the  year,  and 
sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  where  aefects  have  been 
found  to  exist.  The  ventilation  and  lighting  have  also  been  improved  in 
many  instances. 

Blectnc  light  has  been  experimentally  tried  with  a  view  to  testing  the 
suitability  for  general  adoption.  The  results  obtained  have  been  satis- 
factory, and  there  appears  to  be  every  prospect  of  an  early  advance  in  this 
direction. 

(5.)  The  classification  of  prisoners  continues  to  give  encouraging  results, 
ana  we  think  that  under  proper  restrictions  it  must  have  a  good  effect  on  the 
general  body.  We  are  not,  however,  satisfied  that  conversation  at  exercise  is 
to  the  advantage  of  good  discipline,  and  we  find  that  many  executive  officers 
throughout  the  service  share  this  feeling. 

S6.)  The  special  provisions  for  the  star  class  have  been  strictly  followed, 
[  we  think  with  good  results.  The  absolute  separation  of  first  offenders 
from  the  main  body,  the  ample  supply  of  suitable  books,  and  the  care  bestowed 
upon  individual  cases,  cannot  fail  to  have  a  good  tendency. 

(7.)  While  every  care  is  taken  to  assist  the  well-disposed  who  may  wish  to 
mend  their  ways,  the  treatment  of  the  persistent  ill-doer  is  apt  to  be  over- 
looked. The  experienced  criminal,  who  sets  himself  to  defy  all  a<ithority 
with  a  view  to  gaining  his  own  ends  by  a  svstematic  course  of  misconduct, 
should  be  kept  apart  from  the  weU-conducted  who  are  liable  to  suffer 
from  such  baa  example.  For  the  few  who  thus  exercise  a  bad  influence 
on  others  the  partial  seclusion  of  the  cell  offers  the  only  real  means  of 
diminishing  the  evil,  and  we  think  that  it  might  be  more  often  resorted 
to  in  such  cases.  These  observations  apply  more  particularly  to  the  convict 
prisons. 

(8.)  The  specinl  treatment  of  boys  under  16  years  of  affe  has  been 
continued,  and  the  encouraging  results  obtained  point  to  the  extension 
of  a  system  which  (if  properly  guarded)  is  likely  to  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  community.  In  dealing  with  the  juvenile  offender  the  system 
should  be  ebistic  enough  to  miuce  the  most  of  any  opportunity,  so  that 
the  same  readiness  to  carry  out  any  kind  of  useful  work  should  be  at  all 
times  apparent,  without  regard  to  the  particular  form  which  such  effort  may 
require. 

As  most  young  lads  are  impressionable  and  willing  to  be  led,  if  only  ready 
obedience  can  be  attained,  something  at  least  has  b^n  gained  to  counteract 
the  pernicious  influence  of  early  surroundings. 

The  groundwork  of  influence  over  boys  of  this  age  is  to  be  found  in 
the  tact  and  firmness  with  which  the  rules  are  carried  out.  They  are  quick 
to  note  any  weakness  in  those  placed  over  them,  and  they  soon  learn  to 
take  advantage  of  leniency,  which  they  are  apt  to  confound  with  feebleness 
of  purpose. 

In  the  same  way  to  be  successful  in  their  training  it  is  necessary 
to  encourage  to  some  extent  a  spirit  of  emulation  and  competition  in 
the  Quality  and  finish  of  the  work  done.  With  some  dispositionB  this 
afforos  a  great  stimulus,  and  it  is  a  point  which  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of. 

It  is  perhaps  to  be  regretted  that  this  course  of  discipline  cannot  be 
extended  as  regards  the  period  of  detention  so  as  to  enable  a  more  permanent 
benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  course  of  training.  It  would  frequently  be  a 
distinct  advantage  if  these  lads  could  be  educated  with  a  view  to  ultimate 
enrolment  in  the  army  or  navy. 
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(9.)  The  work  undertaken  with  the  ^' jnvenile  adults "  has  proved  sc 
satisfactory  that  a  considerable  extension  of  the  system  is  likely  to  take 
place  shortly. 

(10.)  The  permission  given  to  well-behaved  convicts  to  retain  in  their 
cells  photographs  of  their  respectable  friends  has  now  been  extended  to 
local  prisons  with  good  effect.  It  has  a  humanising  influence,  more 
especially  upon  the  women. 

(11.)  A  marked  feature  in  the  progressive  administration  of  the  year  has 
been  the  abolition  of  the  treadwheel.  In  most  cases  the  buildings  hitherto 
used  for  this  purpose  have  been  converted  into  well  warmed  and  well 
lighted  workshops,  wherein  associated  labour  can  be  conducted  to  the  best 
advantage.  In  many  prisons  the  corridors  are  at  present  used  for  this  class 
of  labour,  but  we  hope  that  in  time  it  may  be  possible  to  construct  regular 
workshops. 

(12.)  During  the  past  few  months  the  population  of  many  of  our  prisons 
has  been  largely  augmented  by  soldiers  sentenced  by  court  martial.  We 
deplore  their  presence  in  a  criminal  prison,  but  are  aware  that  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  military  prisons  has  proved  unequal  to  the  strain,  no  doubt  a 
temporary  one,  thrown  upon  it. 

(14.)  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  output  of  work  during  the 
past  year.    Much  of  the  labour  has  been  carried  out  in  partial  association 
and  we  see  no  reason  why  this  system  should  not  be  attended  with  goo 
results,  if  the  rules  with  regard  to  talking  are  strictly  adhered  to. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  learning  of  trades  it  will  be  necessary  in  the 
future  to  provide  suitable  workshops  for  purposes  of  instruction.  This 
must  of  course  take  time,  but  it  is  obvious  that  nothing  short  of  the  creation 
of  convenient  buildings  will  meet  the  case  of  men  who  have  to  be  taught  a 
useful  occupation. 

The  tramps  have  been  as  usual  very  numerous.  For  this  troublesome  ana 
increasing  class  it  is  most  difficult  to  And  any  suitable  form  of  manual 
labour,  and  (with  the  exception  of  stone-breaking)  there  is  really  hardly  any 
description  of  work  which  they  are  capable  of  performing. 

(15).  Increased  facilities  have  been  given  during  the  past  year  for 
bathing,  and  the  introduction  of  a  new  form  of  bath  has  improved  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  some  of  the  bath-rooms. 

The  clothing  supply  has  been  good,  and  has  been  well  maintained. 

(16.)  The  question  of  school  instruction  has  been  steadily  kept  in  view 
during  the  year,  and  we  think  that  material  progress  has  been  made  in  this 
direction,  in  spite  of  the  many  drawbacks  experienced  in  the  absence  of 
capacity  in  such  a  large  and  mixed  population. 

(17.)  The  members  of  visiting  committees  have  been  most  attentive  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  devolving  on  them,  and  they  have  shown  a 
keen  interest  in  the  details  of  management. 

(18.)  The  work  of  the  aid  societies  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory 
results.  The  untiring  devotion  with  which  often  unpromising  cases  are 
followed  up  shows  that  there  is  no  lack  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  individual 
workers,  who  are  never  disheartened  by  want  of  success,  but  who  show  a 
willing  disposition  to  make  fresh  efforts,  in  spite  of  discouraging  experiences. 

(19.)  Periodical  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  convict  prisons.  The 
various  works  and  industries  have  been  carefully  examined,  ana  the  attention 
of  the  Directors  drawn  to  any  detail  which  appeared  to  require  notice. 
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A  new  departure  has  been  taken  with  the  female  convicts  at  Aylesbury. 
An  industry  has  been  started  called  "  recreative  industry,"  t.e.,  the  prisoners 
are  allowed  to  work  during  their  own  time  at  what  they  like.  The  materials 
are  provided  by  the  lady  visitors,  and  the  work  when  done  [is  sold  for  the 
convicts'  benefit  on  discharge.  They  drees  dolls,  make  diildren*s  garments, 
petticoats,  and  fancy  articles. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  industry  may  be  introduced  into  local  prisons, 
as  the  lady  visitors  seem  to  be  taking  so  much  interest  in  all  that  concerns 
the  female  prisoner. 

(20.)  We  have  made  it  our  business  to  examine  the  food  and  supplies 
received  for  the  use  of  prisoners,  and  we  are  enabled  to  say  that  the  quality 
of  the  materials  furnished  has  been  satisfactory. 

(21.)  From  personal  observation  we  are  disposed  to  think  that  the  general 
treatment  of  prisoners  by  officers  ia  considerate  and  firm,  and  that  the 
regulations  are  carried  out  without  undue  harshness  or  severity.

The  local  priaons  of  Eoffland  and  Wales  received  133,628  males  and 
50,616  females,  a  total  of  184,244  prisoners  during  the  year  ended 
Slst  Mazoh^  1901,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  males  by  1,458,  but  an 
increase  m  the  number  of  females  by  1,366,  so  that  altogether  there  were 
92  fewer  receptions  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  daily  average  population  was  11,887  males  and  2,852  females,  an 
increase  of  92  in  the  male,  and  153  in  the  female  population.  Whilst 
there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  males  received,  tne  period  passed  in 
prison  was  rather  longer,  whereas  in  the  case  of  the  females,  while  there 
were  more  received,  the  sentences  in  the  aggregate  were  slightly  shorter 
than  in  the  year  ended  Slst  March,  1900. 

The  number  admitted  to  hospital  was  7,284  (5,085  males  and  2,199 
females).  These  numbers  compare  favourably  with  former  years,  being 
rather  less  than  in  1899-1900,  when  the  numbers  were  5,167  males  and 
2,478  females — the  diminution  being  chiefly  amongst  the  women,  but 
fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  country.  Probably  the  decrease 
may  be  partly  owing  to  the  fact  that  influenza  has  been  less  prevalent  than 
in  recent  years.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  anv  kind  during  the  year. 
The  few  infectious  cases  that  did  occur  were  oi  a  sporadic  character, 
enteric  fever  and  erysipelas  happily  attended  in  one  instance  only  with  a 
fatal  result  from  the  former  disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  108.  Excluding  15  executions 
and  five  suicides,  there  were  88  from  natural  causes,  a  smaller  number  than 
last  year,  when  118  were  returned  as  due  to  natural  causes.  The  Registrar 
General  records,  in  his  returns,  that  the  death  rate  in  London  was  1  per 
1,000  population  lower  than  the  average  death  rate  in  the  previous  ten 
yearj>,  and  0*8  per  1,000  lower  in  33  other  large  towns  throughout  the 
country.  As  the  majority  of  our  prisoners  are  recruited  from  the  large 
towns,  no  doubt  prisons  also  are  participating  in  this  general  diminished 
death  rate. 

If  the  dictum  be  accepted  that  the  death  rate  is  the  best  criterion  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  a  community,  then  a  perusal  of  the  following  table 
justifies  the  inference  that  there  has  been  steady  progress  in  the  right 
direction  as  regards  the  prisons  generally  in  this  respect.  Twenty  years  ago 
the  number  of  deaths  from*  nattmd*  cauHeB  WKls  161,  with  a  death  rate  of  '089 
per  cent,  of  the  receptions  into  prison.  This  year  the  number  is,  as  before 
stated,  88,  with  a  death  rate  of  '047  per  cent.,  and  this  is  not  an  exceptionally 
low  rate,  for,  as  shown  in  the  table,  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the 
rate,  thus :  ^

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Beviewiiuf  the  cause  of  the  88  deaths,  it  will  be  seen  that  15  were  due  to 
phthisis  ana  18  to  pneumonia,  these  two  diseases  accounting,  a<«  usual,  for 
the  greatest  number  of  the  deaths.  It  is  noteworthy  that  of  the  15  fatal 
cases  of  phthisis  no  less  than  13  had  marked  symptoms  of  the  disease  on 
reception,  while  in  one  other  the  symptoms  were  doubtful,  a'ld  in  only  one 
case  did  the  disease  originate  after  reception  into  prison.  Pneumonia  is  a 
somewhat  prevalent  duease  amougst  local  prisoners,  in  contradistinction  to 
its  comparatively  rare  occurrence  in  convict  prisons,  particularly  during  the 
first  few  day8  of  imprisonment,  probably  due  to  the  previous  exposure.  In 
no  less  than  half  of  the  fatal  cases  this  year  from  this  cause,  death  took 
place  within  a  few  days  of  arrival,  many  having  symptoms  of  the  disease 
when  received. 

After  careful  enquiry  no  very  apparent  or  definite  cause  could  be 
assigned  for  the  facal  case  of  enteric  fever,  the  length  of  time  the  man  had 
been  in  prison  precluded  the  idea  that  he  was  infected  prior  to  his  reception. 
There  was  no  other  case  in  the  prison.  The  supposition  arrived  at,  finally, 
was  that  the  infection  wa«?  conveyed  by  the  clothes  of  some  other  prisoner, 
the  deceased  being  employed  as  a  cleaner  in  the  reception  ward.  It  was  also 
discovered  that  the  disease  was  rife  in  neighbourhoods  from  which  prisoners 
at  the  time  were  frequently  coming. 

There  was  no  death  this  year  from  cancer — a  somewhat  unusual 
circumstance. 

Amongst  the  other  natural  causes,  there  seems  nothing  that  calls  for 
special  remark. 

There  were  five  suicides  during  the  year,  four  males  and  one  female,  as 
low  a  number  as  in  any  recent  year,  and  three  less  than  last  year.  The 
small  number  is  a  cause  for  satisfaction.  As  this  subject  was  specially 
alluded  to  in  the  report  for  1899-1900,  where  it  is  Ah  own  that  the  prison 
suicide  rate  was  much  below  that  which  prevailed  amongst  the  general 
population,  no  further  reference  is  needed  hert^. 

The  number  of  convicted  prisoners  certified  insane  was  129,  99  males  and 
30  females,  an  increase  of  13  over  the  number  certified  the  previous  year.  No 
less  than  91  of  the  total  number  certified  were  mentally  unsound  on 
reception.  Of  the  remaining  38,  21  showed  symptonns  within  one  month  of 
their  reception,  11  within  three  months,  and  the  other  r>  within  six  months. 
The  usual  tables,  giving  particulars  of  each  case,  the  form  of  insanity,  and 
the  nature  of  the  crime,  are  appended,  vide  Tables  D,  D  1,  D  2  and  D  3. 

In  addition  to  these  129  convicted  prisoners  who  were  certified  insane 
there  were  358  (256  males  and  102  females)  casci  of  insanity  of  remanded 
and  other  unconvicted  prisoners  dealt  with  during  the  year.  It  has  become 
a  recognised  custom  to  remand  doubtful  mental  cases  to  prison  in  order 
to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  prison  medical  officer,  and  in  large  prisons 
like  Holloway,  Liverpool,  and  Manchester,  this  entails  much  responsibility. 
It  is,  I  think,  an  open  question  whether  prison  should  be  made  the  receiving 
house  for  lunatics  or  quasi-lunatics,  or  whether  the  prison  staff  should  be 
called  on  to  perform  this  public  duty.  That  the  practice  is  growim;  will  be 
seen  by  the  number  of  cases  of  insanity  dealt  with  amon^t  the  unconvicted 
prisoners,  most  of  whom  are  remanded  cases,  for  the  last  five  years  : —

Of  course,  these  figures  do  not  represent  the  total  number  of  persons  who 
have  been  placed  under  surveillance,  but  only  those  of  them  who  seemed 
sufficiently  mentally  disordered  to  require  certificate  of  insanity.  Alcoholism 
ifl  such  a  prominent  feature  in  the  bulk  of  therte  cases  that,  perhaps,  when 
the  new  rules  for  habitual  inebriates  are  in  working  order,  they  may 
eliminate  a  certain  proportion  of  these  observation  casc". 
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The  number  of  priBonen  released  on  medical  ffrounds  this  year  was  86  (21 
males  and  65  femalea,  60  of  these  being  cases  of  pregnancy).  The  number 
of  releases  flnctnates  a  little  from  year  to  year,  bat  these  figures  represent 
much  the  usual  average. 

The  prison  dietary  has  again  been  the  subject  of  much  anxious  care  and 
consideration  throughout  the  year.  It  may  be  recollected  that  in  May, 
1899,  a  tentative  dietary  was  substituted  for  that  which  had  been  in  use 
since  1878,  and  which  had  been  framed  with  the  distinct  idea  that  the 
sparse  diet  given  for  short  terms  of  imprisonment  was  a  part  of  the  punish- 
ment inflicted.  But  when  this  principle  was  departed  from,  and  it  was 
laid  down  by  the  instructions  oi  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  late  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  prison  diets  ''  that  the  dietary  was  not  to  be 
regarded  as  an  instrument  of  punishment,"  the  raiaon  cTitre  of  these  meagre 
diets  disappeared,  and  it  was  felt  that  a  more  generous  diet  was  called  for. 
Accordingly,  Class  I.  was  superseded  by  Diet  A,  this  consisting  of  the 
plainest  food,  unattractive,  but  wholesome,  and  adequate  in  amount  and 
kind  to  maintain  health  and  strength  during  the  period  for  which  it  is 
given,  viz.,  seven  days.  Class  II.  was  abolished,  and  Classes  III.  and  lY. 
Drought  into  us:^  at  a  much  earlier  period  of  the  imprisonment. 

It  is  the  operation  of  this  tentative  dietary,  more  especially  that  which 
applied  to  the  earlier  days  of  imprisonment,  that  has  been  watched  so 
narrowly  during  the  past  two  years.  On  the  one  hand,  to  see  that  this 
reversal  of  principle  did  not  flood  the  prisons  with  vagrants  and  other  petty 
offenders  in  search  of  food  and  shelter,  and  on  the  other,  to  ascert^iin  if  the 
improvement  fulfilled  the  object  desired,  viz.,  that  the  food  should  be 
sufficient  to  maintain  health  and  strength  without  approaching  to  either 
indulgence  or  excess. 

Sufficient  time  has  now  elapsed  to  test  these  two  questions.  The  number 
of  receptions  both  this  year  and  last  year,  compared  with  like  periods  when 
the  old  dietary  was  in  force,  proves  that  the  fear  expressed  that  this  diet 
would  attract,  was  groundless.  The  other  question  is  not  answered  so 
readily,  many  factors  coming  in  to  render  the  subject  complex. 

Imprimis,  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  frame  a  dietary  scale  within 
reasonable  limits,  and  having  due  regard  to  well-recognised  physiological 
requirements  that  would  not  appear  to  some  of  those  who  find  their  way 
into  prison  "penal,"  whilst  to  another  class  of  prisoner  it  would  seem 
eminciitly  luxurious.  Again,  there  is  much  difficulty  in  estimating  the 
adequacy  or  otherwise  of  a  dietary  for  a  large  number  of  men  constantly 
fluctuating,  of  various  grades  in  life,  many  coming  into  surroundings 
diametrically  opposed  to  their  former  habitat,  some  for  the  better,  others 
for  the  worse.  Further,  the  possibility  of  ill  effects  manifesting  themselves 
after  the  period  for  which  a  certain  dietary  was  given,  has  to  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

To  accurately  gauge  the  intake  of  food,  its  utilisation  in  the  body,  and 
its  output  in  the  form  of  energy  and  excretory  products,  or  to  arrive  at  the 
exact  maintenance  of  equilibrium,  so  that  the  bodily  income  and  expenditure 
may  be  equally  balanced  is,  even  in  theory,  no  light  task,  and  in  practice, 
impossible,  under  the  conditions  noticed  above  from  a  scientific  point  of 
vie«r. 

Exception  has  been  taken  to  the  practical  determination  of  this 
"  physiological  equilibrium  "  by  observing  the  body  weight  during  the  time 
an  individual  is  upon  a  given  diet.  Whilst  admitting  that  some  persons 
miiy  lose  weight,  but  improve  in  health  and  condition,  that  others  may  gain 
when  the  generality  lose  weight,  and  that  there  are  fallacies  in  using  this 
test  as  to  the  adequacy  of  a  diet  when  applied  to  the  individual  or  a  small 
number  of  persons,  yet  I  am  ^tiU  of  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Dietary 
Committee,  that  when  applied  to  large  boaies  of  men,  all  placed  in  similar 
circumstances  in  other  respects  as  well  as  regards  food,  a  general  loss  of 
weight  affords  a  fairly  reliable  indication  of  the  inadequacy  of  a  dietary  for 
due  nutrition. 
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AAsmning,  for  the  nonce,  that  the  weiffbt  test  be  accepted,  we  find  as  the 
result  of  the  weighing  of  many  thousands  of  prisoners  :-- 

1.  That  under  the  old  rigime  the  greatest  loss  of  weight  was  when  the 
sentence  was  over  fourteen  dars,  and  not  more  than  a  month,  the  dietary 
for  these  sentences  being  Class  I  for  the  first  seven  days,  and  Class  2  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  (both  these  diets  have  been  superseded). 

2.  That  for  sentences  of  seven  days  and  under,  whilst  the  los»  of  weight 
under  the  old  dietary  affected  66  ])er  cent,  of  those  performing  hard  labour, 
and  45  per  cent,  of  those  doing  industrial  hard  labour,  under  the  present 
dietanr  it  affects  only  27  per  cent,  of  those  on  hard  labour,  and  14  per  cent, 
on  industrial  labour — a  reduction  of  29  per  cent,  and  31  per  ceut.  respectively. 

3.  That  for  sentences  of  over  seven  davs  and  not  more  than  fourteen  days 
under  the  old  scale  the  loss  of  weight  afifected  67  per  cent,  of  those  on  hard 
labour,  and  69  per  cent,  on  industrial  labour.  Under  the  present  scale  it 
affects  42  per  cent,  on  Hard  labour,  and  25  per  cent,  on  industrial  labour — a 
reduction  of  25  per  cent,  and  44  per  cent,  respectively. 

4.  That  for  sentences  over  fourteen  days  and  not  more  than  a  month 
under  the  old  scale,  while  no  less  than  80  per  cent,  of  those  on  hard  labour, 
and  76  per  cent,  of  thosa  on  industrial  labour  lost  weighc,  under  tie  present 
scale  the  figures  are  64  per  cent,  and  40  per  cent. — a  reduction  of  16  per 
cent,  and  36  per  cent,  respectively. 

5.  That  in  regard  to  those  who  lost  weight  under  the  present  scale  the 
actual  amount  lost  by  each  individual  is  not  great,  being  less  than  4  lbs.  in 
the  large  proportion  of  cases. 

I  draw  the  following  deductions  from  the  foregoing ; — 

(a.)  That  generally  the  improved  dietaiy  has  been  most  beneficial, 
resulting  in  a  great  diminution  of  the  loss  of  body  weight. 

(6.)  That  viewing  the  class  of  prisoners  who  are  for  the  most  part 
sentenced  to  seven  days  and  under  viz.,  the  drunk  and  disorderly,  their  loss 
of  weight  is  now  not  more  than  is  to  be  anticipated,  and  that  it  is  of  no 
practi^  utility  to  put  a  bulky  meal  suitable  for  a  healthy  mechanic  before 
these  short  sentenced  men,  as  they  are  unable  to  take  it,  and  such  a  course 
simply  leads  to  unnecessary  waste. 

(c.)  That  in  sentences  over  seven  days  the  increase  in  the  dietaiy  has  not 
been  quite  sufficient. 

With  regard  to  this  last  deduction,  we  find  from  a  perusal  of  the  nutrient 
value  of  the  diet  in  question,  Class  III.,  a  confirmation,  for  it  is  estimated  to 
contain  3*29  ozs.  of  proteids,  16*6  ozs.  of  carbo-hydrates,  and  '77  oz.  of  fats^ 
which  is  a  little  below  the  minimum  average  daily  need  of  foodstuffs  of  the 
standard  laid  down  by  Konig,  which  was  the  one  adopted  by  the  Piison 
Dietary  Committee,  viz.,  4'1  ozs.  proteids,  17*5  ozs.  carbo-hydrates,  and  1*96 
fats. 

After  mature  consideration,  it  has  been  decided  to  slightly  increase  this 
diet  and  diet  B  containing  4*73  proteids,  18*32  carbo-hydrates  and  1*38  ozs. 
&ts  will  be  substituted  for  Class  UI.  This  change  has  the  great  merit  of 
increasing  the  nutritive  value,  particularly  in  fatty  constituents,  which  were 
previously  deficient,  and  although  they  are  not,  even  now,  quite  as  high  as 
the  standard  taken,  yet  this  wiU  probablv  be  compensated  for  by  the 
proteids  and  carbo-hydrates  being  slightly  above  the  standard. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  substitute  Class  lY.  diet  by  Diet  C,  whic b  is  slightly 
superior  in  nutritive  value  and  variety  to  Class  lY. 

These  diets  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  I 
hope  will  very  shortly  be  introduced,  when  there  is  every  reason'  to  believe 
that  the  prison  dietary  scale  will  be  found  not  only  to  compare  favourably 
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with  the  theoreicftl  standard  required  from  a  scientific  point  of  view,  for  a 
man  performing  ai  average  days  work,  but  also  sufficient  to  maintain  tbe 
average  male  |  risoner  in  health  and  strength  while  in  prison,  as  well  as  to 
fit  him  for  earning  his  living  by  manual  labour  on  discharge. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  Diet  B,  which  is  to  form  the  staple  diet  of 
the  male  prisoner  in  English  local  prisons,  closely  approximate^  in  energy 
value  to  Rate  IV.  of  the  Scottish  local  prison  dietary,  which  diet  now 
forms  the  piincipil  one  fur  ordinary  male  adult  prisoners,  though  the  means 
taken  to  obtain  this  result  are  somewhat  different,  owing  to  the  varied 
nature  of  tbe  usual  food  of  the  two  nationalities. 

I  would  draw  attentio.i  t )  tbe  remarks  of  Dr  Paton,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Wormwood  Scrubs  Prison  on  the  suDJect  of  Tuberculosis  in  Prisons,  and 
the  metaods  adopted  at  that  pjrison  to  prevent  the  disease  from  being 
communicated  to  others.  Wormwood  Scrubs  is  somewhat  favourably 
circumstanced^  in  that  few  prisoners  with  the  very  short  term**  of  imprison- 
ment are  received,  and  the  structural  arrangements  lend  themselves  to  the 
segregation  or  prisoners  suffering  from  tubercular  disease.  The  classification 
ot  the  different  grades  of  prisoners,  as  pointed  out  in  my  report  for 
the  year  1898-9y.  is  alreadv  a  prodigious  task  for  the  btaff  at  the 
various  piisons.  mori^  t specially  at  the  i^maller  ones,  but  I  hope  it  may  be 
found  practicable  to  a  ^leit  extent  to  separate  those  ca^es  su tiering  from 
tubercular  disease  from  the  general  community,  and  efforts  are  being  made 
in  this  direction  throughout  the  prisons. 

A  fresh  departure  this  year  must  als'»  be  alluded  :o.  a-j  it  is  likely  to  lead 
to  bei^eficial  results  for  ctrtain  inmates  of  our  prisons,  who  are  in  no  way  to 
blame  for  their  deieniion.  I  mean  infants  who  are  born  in  prison,  or  are 
brought  in  by  mothers  sentenced  to  imprisonment,  and  are  of  too  t<^nder  an 
age  to  be  separated  from  them.  A  crf'che  was  f^tartvd  at  Wormwood 
Scrubs  prison,  a  large  room  being  selected  and  suitably  furnished  adjacent 
to  the  female  hospital.  An  officer  was  specially  selected  to  take  charge 
•under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  medical  officer,  and  of  the 
senior  officer  in  charge  of  the  hospital.  This  has  been  attended  with  most 
happy  results.  The  regular  feeding,  cleanliness,  and  their  generally 
improved  surroundings  have  effected  a  most  marked  change  for  the  better 
in  the  health  of  these  babies,  and  their  improved  appearance  has  been 
remarked  by  all  who  come*  in  contact  with  them.  So  successful  has  this 
innovation  been  that  the  Commissioners  have  decided  to  start  similar  creches 
in  all  prisons  which,  from  the  number  of  the  infants  received,  will  justify  it. 

The  number  of  convicts  received  from  the  various  local  prisons  during 
the  year  ended  31st  March,  1901,  was  971  males  and  50  females,  an  increase 
of  38  males  and  a  decrease  of  14  females  on  the  number  received  tbe  previous 
year. 

The  daily  average  population  was  2,572  males  and  124  females,  a  decrease 
of  16  males  and  4  females. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  hospital  wa^  1,906  males  and 
62  females,  a  smaller  number  than  in  tbe  year  1899-1900,  when  there  was  a 
considerable  increased  in  the  admissions,  principally  at  Portland  and 
Dartmoor,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  influenza  at  those  prisons.  This  year 
there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease. 
Reviewing  the  sickness  returns  for  the  labt  few  years,  I  find  that  the 
freedom  from  di^^ease  of  an  infectious  character,  influenza  excepted,  is  most 
apparent,  and  the  small  number  of  cases  of  acute  rheumatism  and 
pneumonia  is  also  noteworthy — indeed  a  typical  case  of  the  former  disease 
18  of  rare  occurrence.  This  absence  of  aiseases  of  a  well  recognised 
infective  character,  as  well  as  of  those  of  more  doubtful  microbic  origin, 
indicates  the  good  general  sanitary  conditions  to  be  found  in  our  convict 
priBons. 

There  wer«  27  deaths  amongst  the  males  and  2  amongst  the  females, 
ginng  a  death  rate  of  -107  per  1.000  of  the  average  population.    Tha 
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jrooDgett  of  these  was  22  yean  of  age,  and  the  oldest  85,  the  mean  ag» 
being  48L    There  was  no  snioide  nor  death  from  aoddental  oanse. 

.  Six  cases  were  released  on  medical  grounds. 

The  sabject  of  the  weakminded  convict  and  bis  treatment  has  wun  been 
much  nnder  consideration.  It  will  be  recollected  that  early  in  1897  all  male 
oonvicts  whose  mental  condition  was  considered  donbtfnl  or  defective  were 
ordered  to  be  sent  to  Parkhnr^t,  at  which  prison  for  yearff,  and,  after  the 
dosing  of  Wokinff  Prison  in  1889,  the  majority  of  this  class  of  prisoner,  had 
been  congregated.  Arrangements  were  made  for  ensuring  special  and 
uniform  ^eatment  of  these  men,  »o  that,  while  discipline  in  its  essentials- 
was  maintained,  care  was  exercised  that  it  did  not  press  unduly  upon  them  ; 
the  principle  being  recognissed  as  set  out  in  section  12  of  the  Criminal 
Lunatics  Act  of  1884,  that  sundry  modifications  should  be  made  in  the  case 
of  prisoners  who  appeared  to  be  from  imbecility  of  mind  unfit  for  the  same 
penal  discipline  as  other  prisoners.  As  long  as  these  men  were  compara- 
tively few  in  numbers  in  each  prison,  it  was  felt  that  there  would  be 
extreme  difficulty  in  formulating  any  precise  set  of  written  regalations  for 
their  treatment  as  a  separate  class,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  term 
"  weakminded  "  as  used  in  prison,  is  a  comprehensive  one,  including  many 
varying  types  and  degrees  of  mental  weakness  or  disorder,  yet  aU  beinff 
persons  of  imperfect  or  impaired  responsibility,  unfit  for  ordinary  peniu 
treatment,  but  not  capable  of  being  certified  as  insane.  Accordingly,  it  was- 
thought  better  to  give  wide  discretion  to  the  medical  officer  to  deal 
individually  with  each  case  on  its  merits. 

The  proportions  to  which  this  class  has  grown  by  their  concentration  at 
Parkhurst,  and  the  experience  gained  by  the  methods  adopted  for  their 
treatment,  have  now,  however,  enabled  the  Directors  to  formulate  a  set  of 
reffulations,  founded  upon  the  practice  existing  for  the  past  few  years. 
These  are  of  a  wide  and  general  character,  and  admit  of  an  elasticity  of 
treatment  for  the  varying  mental  types  who  are  to  be  classed  as 
it  weakminded,"  at  the  same  time  they  ensure  that  the  departure  from  the 
rules  and  routine  applicable  to  ordinary  prisoners  should  be  minimised  as 
far  as  possible,  so  that  any  marked  difference  of  treatment  should  not 
operate  as  an  indacement  to  malingering. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  these  special 
Regulations,  which  secure  as  far  as  possible  the  segregation  of  this  class 
from  other  prisoners,  their  supervision  by  a*  speciaUy  selected  stafP,  and 
sundry  modifications  of  genend  treatment  as  regards  employment,  diet, 
breaches  of  discipline,  and  the  punishment  thereof. 

I  should  like  briefly  to  point  out  what  an  arduous  and  perplexing  task  it 
is  to  suferviae  and  manage  this  class   of    prisoner,  some   of  whom  as 
Dr.  Quinton,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Parkhurst,  points  out  in  ono  of  hia 
reports  on  the  subject,  are  ^^  of  criminal  habit  and  vicious  tendency,  prone 
to  quarrel  and  to  resist  authority,  and  when  thwarted  liable  to  induf|g[e  in 
violence  of  conduct."    While  adcnowledging  their  lessened  responsitality,. 
even  as  compared  with  the  stuidard  of  the  ordinary  criminal,  and  their 
deficiency  in  the  power  of  sdf  control,  we  find  that  these  persons  are- 
often  capable  of  considerable  self  restraint,  when  aware  that  they  will  lose 
some  privilege  by  not  exercising  it ;  indeed,  some  will  be  found  who  will 
even  trade  on  their  own  deficiency,  being  insubordinate,  lazy,  and  abusive^ 
boasting  that  as  they  aie  oslled  "soft "  it  is  out  of  the  power  of  the  prison 
authorities  to  punish  them.    Do  not  let  me  be  nnderstcod  as  implying  that 
all  of  the  so-classed  "weak-minded"  are  of  this  character,  for  many  are 
perfectly  harmless,  tractable,  quiet  folk  ;  but  mention  is  made  of  this  unruly ' 
section  to  show  that  some  penalties,  although  they  are  reduced  in  nraotioe 
to  the  lowest  possible  dimensions  required  for  the  maintenanoe  or  order^ 
most  be  inflloted  on  them  for  miseondnot.    This  does  not  necessarily  mean 
dietary  panishment,  but  in  most  oases  a  mere  forfeiture  of  privileges.    It  la- 
in the  dne  appreciation  <tf  the  in^vidnal  in  placing  him  whrae  he  naa  fewest 
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anffles  to  rub  off,  and  in  jnstly  fitting  the  "punishment"  to  his  particular 
individuality  and  responsibility  as  far  as  it  can  be  estimated,  that  the 
necessity  for  exercising  tact,  discrimination,  and,  withal,  common  sense, 
arises.  This  has  been  the  guiding  principle  in  dealing  with  these  weak- 
minded  prisoners  in  the  past,  and  offers  the  best  guarantee  for  the  future 
under  the  new  regulations.  From  amongst  these  unstable-minded  prisoners, 
as  might  be  expected,  comes  a  large  number  of  those  who  are  certified  insane. 

This  does  not  prove  that  such  cases,  though  they  may  have  started  with 
defective  mental  equipment,  were  all  along  insane,  or  that  their  imprison- 
ment and  treatment  have  been  either  the  predisposing  or  exciting  causes  of 
their  insanity.  The  Medical  Officer  reported  in  the  year  1899-1900  that  in 
no  instance  of  those  certified  insane  could  the  insanity  be  reasonably 
ascribed  to  the  effects  of  imprisonment,  and  this  would  apply  to  other 
years 

Herbert  Bmallky. 
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During  the  past  year  I  havei  according  to  your  instructions,  paid  customary 
and  other  visits  to  all  the  prisons  under  your  administration.  I  have  from 
time  to  time  duly  reported  to  you  the* results  of  these  visits  and  sundry 
matters  which,  connected  with  the  Chaplain^s  Department,  have  come  under 
my  notice. 

My  duties  have  comprised  interviews  with  the  chaplains,  the  school- 
inasters,  schoolmistresses,  and  others,  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the 
department ;  inspection  of  the  libraries  for  prisoners  ;  enquiries  as  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  prison  schools ;  and  an  observation  of  the  work  of  the 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies. 

On  m^  visits  I  have  gathered  much  information  of  an  instructive  and 
interesting    character,  for  which  I  am   greatly  indebted    to    my  clerical 

brethren,  who  in  all  cases  have  been  exceedingly  helpful  to  me. 

• 

I  have  had  interviews  with  several  clergymen  who  have  offered  themselves 
for  service  under  your  direction,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  state  that  the  number  of 
such  candidates  has  not  only  not  fallen  oft  during  the  past  year,  but  has 
increased.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know  that  the  prison  service  is 
popular  with  clergymen,  many  of  whom  are  very  eligible  in  spiritual, 
missionary,  and  aciSemic  qualifications. 

The  reports  of  the  chaplains  with  reference  to  the  behaviour  of  the 
prisoners  during  the  services  are,  almost  without  an  exception,  highly 
satisfactory.  Prisoners  frequently  ask  where,  outside,  there  are  services 
such  as  those  which  they  have  been  accustomed  to  have  in  the  prison  chapel, 
as  they  would  like  to  attend  them. 

The  testimony  of  all  the  stranger-clergymen  who  have  taken  a  part  in  the 
prison  services  is  that  the  reverent  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  is  worthy  of 
remark.  It  appears,  too,  that  the  prisoners  most  enjoy  the  services  where 
they  are  musical.  One  chaplain  reports  that  when  he  tried  to  induce  tbe 
men  to  recite  the  psalms  he  failed,  but  that  when  the  psalms  were  sung  all 
the  prisoners  joined  in  and  sang  them  as  heartily  as  they  could. 

Another  chaplain  says  that  the  prisoners  will  not  recite  the  service  and 
psalms,  but  that  they  will  heartily  join  in  the  singing  of  them.    It  was 
found  that  even  where  their  musical  powers  did  not  admit  of  their  flinging 
the  psalms,  the  mere  monotone  of  the  ancient  church  songs  was  '*  remarkable  ' 
for  its  clearness." 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  several  of  the  bishops  have  most 
kindly  paid  visits  to  the  prisons,  and  have  given  addresses  to  the  inmates. 
In  some  prisons  the^  have  held  Confirmation  Services,  and  the  results  so  far 
appear  to  be  exceedmgly  happy  and  encouraging. 

In  aU  cases  the  right  reverend  visitor  and  the  prisoner  seeto  to  have  been 
mutually  and  pleasantly  impressed.  In  taking  part  in  the  prison  chapel 
services  the  bishops  have  rendered  a  help  to  the  spiritual  influences  which 
yoa  have  provided  for  the  prisoners  wUdi  can  hardly  be  6v6r-tttimated« 

In  one  prison  the  mayor  and  corporation  attended  the  .Sunday  afternoon 
service,  and  the  effect  was  not  without  influenoe  on  both  sides.  In  another 
prison  the  members  of  the  visiting  committee  are  aiwaya*  present  at  tbe 
ehapel.Mmoes  on  the  first  day  of  the  sessions.  - 
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In  three  or  four  of  the  prisons  cathedral  or  other  choirs  have  kindly  sang 
carols  at  the  OhristmaF  Day  services.  At  other  prisonB,  too,  there  have  been 
harvest  festivals,  which  have  given  change  and  variety  in  the  chapel  routine, 
which  have  undoubtedly  been  effectual  for  good. 

In  several  chapels .  special  forms  of  service  have  been  used  during  the 
church  seasons  of  Adrent  and  Lent,  and  have  been  edifying  in  result. 

Missions  have  frequently  been  held  by  the  Church  Parochial  Mission 
Society,  and  especially  by  the  Church  Army,  in  several  prison  chapels,  and 
the  reports  respecting  them  are  all  of  a  gratifying  character.  Lectures  on 
moral  subjects  also  have  been  given  to  the  prisoners  by  chaplains  and  by 
educated  laymen,  and  the  general  'testimony  is  that  the  prisoners  have 
appreciated  them. 

One  chaplain  still  continues  to  give  the  prisoners  lectures  on  church 
history  and  other  such  subjects,  and  he  states  that  the  prisoners  are  very 
attentive,  and  undoubtedly  appear  to  like  them. 

Bible  classes  have  been  held  for  juvenile  offenders,  and  have  in  all  capes 
afforded  both  the  teachers  and  the  scholars  much  interest  and  gratification. 
The  reports  respectinff  them  are  that  the  boys  regard  them  as  a  great 
privilege,  and  do  their  best  to  avoid  losing  them  through  any  misconduct. 

In  one  prison  the  experiment  of  reading  short  chapters  from  the  works  of 
ffreat  authors  was  tried,  and  it  answered  admirably     Ladies,  too,  have  very 
,  kindlv  given  practical  addresses  to  female  prisoners,  who  apparently  were 
greatly  pleasea  with  them. 

That  the  work  of  a  chaplain  is  no  sinecure  it  may  be  mentioned  that  many 
of  them  have  paid  on  an  average  120  visits  weekly.  In  one  case  there  were 
nearly  60  interviews  daily,  and  nearly  300  cases  durin^^  the  week.  In 
another  a  chaplain  and  his  assistant  chaplain  managed  during  the  course  of 
the  year  to  see  upwards  of  32.000  prisoners.  In  one  prison  the  number  of 
admissions  on  a  Monday  niffkt  was  more  than  200,  and  yet  the  staff  of 
chaplains  had  spoken  privately  to  each  one  before  twenty-four  hours  had 
passed  by. 

As  the  cellular  visitation  of  prisoners  is  the  most  efficacious,  such  personal 
attention  to  the  spiritual  and  moral  wants  of  the  prisoners  is  pleasant  to 
record.    There  are  a  good  many  which  practically  tell  the  same  story. 

The  material  upon  which  the  chaplain  of  a  prison  has  to  make  an  im- 
pression is  not  unfrequently  found  to  be  almost  useless,  not  because  of  the 
Eresenoe  of  any  innate  badness  in  the  prisoner,  but  because  so  many  of  them 
ave  such  weak  wills.  The^  are  very  penitent  for  their  misconduct,  and 
apeak  very  properly  about  it,  but  they  have  not  the  strength  of  mind  to 
resist  the  temptations  of  pernicious  companions  and  wretched  surroundings. 
With  all  sincerity  they  make  good  resolutions  in  prison  which  they  are 
unable  to  keep  when  the  moment  of  temptation  comes. 

The  chaplains  receive  a  large  number  of  letters  from  ex-prisoners,  not 
asking  for  monej,  but  expressing  gratitude  for  the  kindness  which  they  had 
received  while  m  prison,  and  telUng  of  their  well-being  in  the  paths  of 
respectability. 

One  prisoner  sent  back  his  first  earoinffs  after  bis  discharge  to  the 
Disdhsrged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  as  a  thaiDc-offering  for  that  whic^  had 
been  done  for  him.  The  work  amonost  prisoners  at  first  thought  suggests 
much  that  is  discouraginff  ;  but  a  realana  dose  acquaintance  with  it  shows 
that  it  is  of  a  totally  mfferent  character.  Signs  of  reformed  life  are  tm 
numerous  ss  they  are  reliable. 

The  school  returns  for  the  year  show  some  very  notable  features.  For 
iostanoe,  in  59  prison  schools  thaw  were  3|9S9  prisoners  who  were  nised 
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standard  ;  in  55  schools  there  were  2,069  who  passed  two  standards ;  and  in 
42  schools  there  were  744  who  succeeded  in  passing  the  three  standird^  and 
out  of  school  altogether. 

The  progress  of  the  prisoners  under  the  care  of  the  schoolmaster  is  often, 
so  one  chaplain  remarks,  "astonishingly  rapid.'*  This  will  probably  be 
regarded  as  a  very  good  piece  of  work,  when  consideration  is  giveti  to  the 
fact  that  more  than  half  the  prisoners  who  from  their  sentences  are  eligible 
for  instruction  spend  little  more  than  three  months  in  the  prisoD,  aad  could 
have  had  not  more  than  eight  or  ten  lessons  from  the  schootm  i.Nter. 

As  a  rule,  the  reports  say,  the  failures  to  secure  a  pasH  from  one  standard 
to  another  are  with  the  vagrants  and  the  '*  old  offenders/'  who  accept  the 
instruction,  out  do  not  value  it  or  attempt  to  make  use  of  it. 

Owing  to  the  influences  of  the  Education  Act  the  number  of  illiterates  in 
the  prison  schools  is  gradually  decreasing.  One  chaplain  states  that  of  251 
boys  received  into  the  prison  during  the  year  only  15  were  unable  to  read 
and  write. 

There  are  several  reports  to  the  same  effect.  As  an  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  the  Commissioners  are  anxious  to  meet  the  educational  wants  of  all 
classes  of  prisoner,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  at  one  prison  two  blind  men 
were  taught  to  read. 

Several  foreigners  who  have  found  tlieroselves  within  prison  walls  have 
been  taught  to  read  English,  and  have  made  considerable  progress.  They 
all  have  expressed  their  obligations  for  the  instruction  which  they  have 
received. 

The  sentences  pronounced  upon  juveniles  are,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  too 
short  to  admit  of  any  great  educational  influence  being  brought  to  bear  upon 
them.  Yet  the  boys  make  very  satisfactory  progress,  are  exceedingly  eager  to 
learn,  and  are  generally  very  grateful  for  that  which  in  this  way  is  done  for 
them. 

The  women  do  not  appear  to  value  the  instruction  or  make  so  much 
progress  as  do  the  men.  The  young  girls,  however,  are  as  satisfactory  as 
one  could  wish  in  this  respect,  but  the  grown-up  women,  the  women  in  the 
thirties,  cannot  be  so  praised. 

A  large  number  of  the  soldiers  who  have  been  sent  to  prison  have  been 
found  to  be  very  backward  in  their  education.  This  has  been  observed  not 
in  one  prison  only  but  in  several.  Very  few  of  them  were  able  to  pass  the 
second  standard.  They  have  appreciated  the  prison  school,  have  been 
exceedingly  docile  and  willing  pupUs,  and  have  made  very  good  progress. 

The  library  continues  to  be  highly  valued  and  extensively  used.  All  the 
readers  who  are  beyond  the  third  standard,  and  are  sufficiently  intelligent 
to  understand  what  they  read,  regard  the  library  provided  for  their  benefit 
as  one  of  the  greatesc  boons  to  be  found  within  the  prison  walls. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  with  library  shelves  full  of  high  class  and 
up-to-date  books,  prisoners  have  reading  privileges  greater  than  any  that 

they  could  procure  in  the  walks  of  their  every -day  life.

A  literary  man  amongst  the  prisoners  expressed  his  astonishment  at  the 
number,  variety,  and  excellence  of  the  books  supplied  to  the  prisoners  from 
their  library. 

The  new  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  catalogues  direct  from  the 
publishers  still  work  weU,  and  afford  great  satisfaction. 

Drunkenness  is  the  cause  of  nearly  all  crime,  one  chaplain  asserts,  and  with 
the  women,  it  is  sad  to  narrate,  is  increasing.  Another  says  that  38  to  42 
per  cent,  of  the  convictions  to  his  prison  are  for  offences  committed  while 
under  the  influence  of  drink. 


\ 
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More  than  one  chaplain  snsgeets  that  inebriates  shoold  be  worked  harder 
than  they  are  at  present.  A^adv  they  are  beffinning  to  fear  the  inebriate 
homes,  because  of  the  amount  of  work  which  tney  are  forced  to  do  in  them. 
Another  chaplain  says  that  the  Inebriates  Act  has  created  a  panic  amongst  the 
drunkards  who  have  come  under  his  notice. 

From  a  larse  number  of  the  prisons  comes  the  complaint  that  short 
sentences  are  absolutely  useless  for  the  purposes  of  reformation.  If  any- 
thing is  to  be  done  to  make  the  offender  not  only  a  sadder  but  a  wiser  man, 
time  must  be  afforded  for  the  process. 

These  short-timers,  as  a  rule,  have  no  sense  of  degradation.  Their  few 
days  or  weeks  stay  in  prison  has  no  deterrent  or  reformatory  influences,  but 
only  gives  them  an  opportunity  for  recruiting  their  strength  for  another 
outbreak.  They  and  the  tramps  say  that  they  are  better  oS  in  the  prison 
than  in  the  workhouse. 

One  chaplain  says  that  to  ask  for  the  care  and  good  offices  of  a  Discharsed 
Prisoners*  Aid  Society  for  such  persons  as  these  is  manifestly  unfair ;  for 
these  latter  cases,  the  tramps,  a  labour  home  is  highly  useful,  as  while  it 
gives  a  man  an  opportunity  of  recovering  his  forfeited  name  and  position, 
it  is  an  admirable  test  of  his  sincerity  when  he  asks  for  help. 

A  fair  idea  of  the  value  of  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  the  tramp  class 
to  alter  and  improve  their  condition,  is  furnished  in  the  fact  that  one 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  sent  44  cases  to  a  neighbouring 
labour  home.  Of  these,  four  accepted  the  work  which  was  offered  them, 
and  they  are  doing  well ;  19  promised  to  go  to  the  home,  but  never  went : 
19  took  the  tickets  but  refused  to  make  use  of  them  ;  two  left  the  home  on 
their  reception. 

The  ladies  who  visit  the  female  offenders  in  all  the  prisons  have,  with 
your  sanction,  been  formed  into  an  Association  of  Lady  visitors  of  prisons, 
of  which  the  Duchess  Adeline  of  Bedford  is  the  Vice-President. 

A  conference  of  the  association  has  been  arranged  to  take  place  in  the 
month  of  June  at  Surrey  House,  Lady  Battersea  having  most  kindly  lent 
her  house  for  the  purpose. 

'Jlie  papers  and  speeches  promised  bid  fair  to  make  the  conference  highly 
helpful  to  its  members,  who  have  generously  given  their  time  and  labours  to 
bring  about  the  moral  and  social  redemption  of  those  who  come  under  their 
loving  care.

The  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  governor's  quarters  have  been  improved, 
and  a  bath  and  lavatory  basin  (with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  on)  have  been 
fixed. 

Birmingham, — A  disused  crank  house  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  bath-house. 

No.  1  turret,  warder's  quarter,  has  been  improved  and  put  into  a  sanitary 
condition. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  heating  and  ventilation  of 
stores. 

The  clerks*  office  has  been  enlarged  and  provided  with  an  additional 
window. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  water  supply,  and  cistern  renewed. 

A  gatekeeper's  quarter  at  the  main  gate  has  been  vacated,  and  arrange- 
ments nutde  therein  for  occupation  by  an  officer  on  night  duty,  with  m11 
communication  to  governor's  house. 

Bodmin. — Two  "  special "  cells  have  been  fitted  up. 

Bristol. — A  "  special "  cell  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  females'  prison. 

Ghis  has  been  laid  on  to  ten  warders'  quarters. 

The  gas  lighting  and  ventilation  of  male  hospital  wards  have  been 
improved. 

The  old  latrines  in  exercise  yards  have  been  improved,  and  two  new 
latrines  and  two  urinals  have  been  provided. 

A  hot-water  boiler  and  circulating  pipes  have  been  fixed  for  heating  the 
associated  workroom. 

The  foundations  of  the  Governor's  quarters  and  the  entrance  lodge  have 
been  strengthened  by  underpinning. 

Brixton, — The  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  prison  have  been  in 
hand  all  the  year. 

Cambridge. — The  tread  wheel  has  been  dismantled,  and  its  house  converted 
into  an  associated  labour  workshop. 

A  food  store  and  a  coal  store  have  been  built  and  annexed  to  the  kitchen. 

A  cell  space  in  the  male  prison  has  been  converted  into  a  W.c.  and  sink. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  laundry  drying  closet. 

Cbn(6r&ury.— Two  "  special "  cells  have  been  fitted  up. 

New  pattern  extraction  gratings  have  been  substituted  for  the  obsolete 
gratings  which  existed  in  A  win^  for  males. 
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The  external  walls  of  cells  on  upper  floor  of  A  wing  have  been  rendered 
in  cement. 

The  ventilation  of  corridor  of  females'  prison  has  been  improved. 

A  shed  for  ladders  and  garden  tools  has  boen  bnilt. 

The  exercise  rings  in  males*  airing  yard  have  been  reconstructed. 

Tvro  trap  doors  in  upper  cell  arches  leading  to  roof  have  been  removed, 
and  the  brick  arches  made  good. 

CardiJ, — The  extension  of  B  wing  by  the  addition  of  44  cells  for  malea 
has  been  completed. 

New  w.c.'s  hive  been  provided  for  superior  officers  and  clerks,  and  new 
drains  have  been  laid  for  fernale  prison  and  laundry.

Foot  "  special "  cells  for  males  have  been  fitted  ap.  Rearrangements  have 
been  made  m  the  chapel,  and  additional  aeating  accommodation  for  prisoners 
provided. 

An  ironing  stove  has  been  supplied  to  the  males*  reception. 

Warioick.^'Two  additional  earth  closat)  have  been  provided  for  prisoners 
«t  exercise. 

An  execution  shed,  with  apparatus,  has  been  constructed. 

Wincheiter. — The  gas  and  water  mains  have  been  partly  renewed. 

Worcester. — A  new  boiler  and  hot-water  pipes  have  been  fixed  for  heatincr 
the  female  prison.  The  warders*  quarter  at  entrance  gate  has  been  enlarged 
and  improved,  and  its  entrance  made  from  the  outside  instead  of  inside  the 
prison  gate. 

The  treadwheel  has  been  dismantled,  and  the  house  converted  into  an 
dissociation  workroom.  Electric  bell  communication  has  been  established 
^herefrom  with  the  centre  of  the  males*  prison. 

The  chief  warder*s  office  has  been  enlarged  and  provided  with  an  extra 
window. 

A  solicitor's  room  has  been  fitted  up. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  drainage  has  been  continued. 

The  old  reception  block  has  been  pulled  do«7n,  and  the  site  partly  cleared 
for  the  erection  of  stone-breaking  sheds. 

Wormwood  Scrubs. — The  drains  from  wash-houses  of  warders'  quarters 
have  been  improved,  and  tar  paths  have  been  laid  in  the  yards. 

The  artizans'  yard  has  been  paved  with  blue  Staffordshire  bricks  on 
-concrete. 

The  improved  sanitary  work  in  w.c's  and  sink  annexes  which  was  last 
year  accomplished  in  B  and  C  wings  has  this  year  been  carried  out  in  A  and 
D  wings.  The  redrainage  of  the  prison  on  improved,  lines  has  been 
-commenced. 

Improved  w.c's,  soil  pipes,  &c.,  have  been  fixed  in  the  Chaplain's  and 
Deputy  Medical  Officer's  quarters. 

The  paths  in  airing  yards  have  been  increased  in  width  for  prisoners 
-exercising  in  association. 

A  creche  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  female  infirmary  for  prisoners'  babies. 
Eleven  "  special "  cells  "have  been  partly  fitted  up  in  the  male  prison. 
The  ventilation  of  bachelor  officers'  quarters  has  been  improved. 

ybrA;.-— The  males'  prison  has  been  handed  over  to  the  War  Department 
for  a  military  prison.  The  females'  prison,  which  has  been  retained,  has 
therefore  been  alt-ered  to  m««ke  it  suitaole  for  the  temporary  accommodation 
•of  male  and  female  prisoners  brought  up  for  trial  at  the  assises  and  the 
-officers  in  charge  of  them. 

Clifford's  Tower,  ropoi  ced  unsafe,  has  been  temporarily  shored  up,  pending 
the  coniideration  of  further  measures  for  its  safety. 
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AyUibwry. — A  covered  way  has  been  erected  connecting  the  A  wing^ 
officers*  quarters,  twine  shed,  and  work-room.  Part  of  the  work-room  has 
been  partitioned  off  for  star-class  prisoners,  and  a  new  w.f!  has  been  bailt 
for  them. 

The  goard  bars  have  been  removed  from  all  windows  of  fenude  officem^ 
quarters. 

The  ventilation  of  the  corridors  has  been  improved. 

Larger  windows  have  been  fixed  to  w.c.  and  sink  spaces. 

Four  "  special  '  cells  have  been  fitted  up. 

The  bridge  between  the  infirmary  and  officers  sick  ward  has  been  rendered 
safe  by  the  addition  of  wire  work. 

A  linen  press  has  been  provided  in  the  Governor's  honse. 

Borfto/.— 'The  yards  of  separate  cells  have  been  laid  with  tar  paving. 

The  walls  of  Governor's  office  have  been  covered  with  match  boarding. 

Gas  stoves  have  been  provided  in  the  halls  of  the  Deputy  Governor's  and 
Medical  Officers'  quarters.  An  additional  gas  lamp  has  been  erected  in  the 
front  court  yard. 

Dartmoor.'-TYi'd  new  block  of  61  cells  in  hand  last  year  has  been 
completed. 

Excavations  and  foundations  for  the  extension  of  No.  6  prison  block  have 
been  in  hand,  and  additional  stone  cutters'  sheds  have  been  erected. 

The  improved  beating  of  the  Roman  Catholic  chapel  and  hospital  has 
been  completed. 

The  works  for  the  construction  of  new  farm  stabling  have  been  continued* 
Additional  lamps  have  been  fixed  in  the  old  farmyard. 

The  means  for  the  better  ventilation  of  civil  guards*  dormitory  have  been 
completed. 

In  the  Chaplain's  quarter  new  w.c's  have  been  provided,  and  new  soil 
pipes  and  drains  fixed  and  laid.  A  bath  has  been  removed  from  a  bedroom 
and  fixed  elsewhere. 

A  room  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Priest's  quarter  has  been  enlarged. 

A  stone-breaking  shed  has  been  erected  for  a  special  party. 

A  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  a  new  smitha 
shop. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  photographic  studio. 

The  works  in  connection  with  the  Princetown  dndoago  have  been 
continued. 

ParM{/r«t.— New  ventilating  fias-liffht  pendants  have  been  fixed  in  three 
association  wardA  and  one  officers  ward  of  the  hospital. 

Part  of  the  old  warders*  hall  between  B  and  Q  halls  has  been  enclosed  and 
improved  for  the  visitors'  board-room,  and  warmed  by  hot-water  pipes. 

A  new  smiths'  shop  has  been  erected  to  replace  an  old  and  unsnitable 
structure. 

The  first  section  of  a  new  piggery  has  been  built  on  the  farm. 

Two  warders'  cottages  have  been  underpinned,  and  converted  into  a 
quarter  for  the  chief  warder. 
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A  new  building  for  a  prisoners*  school  has  been  commeaced. 
The  ventilation  of  the  shoemakers*  shop  has  been  improved. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  prisoners*  visiting  room. 
An  officers*  shelter  box  has  been  fixed  on  the  parade. 

Portland, — The  new  buildinff  containing  lOO  large-sized  cells  has  been 
continued.  Preparations  have  been  maxie  for  the  commencement  of  the 
next  new  cell  building  adjoining. 

The  extensive  new  drainage  works  between  the  prison  and  the  sea  have 
been  completed. 

A  new  system  of  heating  the  chapel  by  hot-water  pipes  and  radiators  has 
heen  provided. 

Electric  bells  have  been  fitted  up  in  the  infirmary,  and  a  sink  and 
lavatory  basin  have  been  fixed  in  the  operating  room. 

Storm  Bashes  have  been  fixed  to  some  of  the  windows  of  the  Chaplain's  and 
Medical  Ofificer*8  quarters. 

A  stone-breaking  shed  with  12  compartments  and  a  w.C.  for  prisoners,  a 
shelter  for  an  officer,  and  a  screen  wall  have  been  erected.

Report  of  the  Comptroller  or  Industries. 


1.  This  is  destined  to  be  the  last  of  the  series  of  Annaal  Reports  which 
I  have  had  the  privilege  of  submitting  on  prison  industrial  labour.  It  i» 
made  at  the  close  of  a  prison  experience  of  46  years,  extending  from  the 
days  of  transportation  and  the  hulks  on  the  one  hand  to  the  closing  years 
of  the  tread  wheel  and  the  crank  on  the  other,  and  embracing  within  itn 
limits  what  must  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  active  periods  in  the 
industrial  annals  of  the  prisons  of  this  country.  The  present  report  is  not 
concerned  with  the  story,  interesting  though  it  be,  of  the  varying  f ortuncE 
of  prison  labour  during  this  long  range  of  years  ;  but  it  may  be  permitted 
to  me,  in  quitting  the  sphere  of  actual  participation  in  the  solution  of  the 
many  difficult  problems  which  cluster  round  the  labour  question,  to  record 
my  profound  belief  in  the  soundness  of  the  progressive  industrial  policy 
inaugurated  during  recent  years,  and  my  most  sanguine  anticipations  a^ 
regards  the  success  of  that  policy  in  the  future. 

2.  Each  successive  year  since  1896  has  been  marked  by  a  steady  increase 
in  the  value  of  the  labour  performed.  The  year  just  closed  outstrips  all  its 
predecessors  in  this  respect.  The  value  of  the  work  on  manufacturing 
industries  alone  shows  an  advance  of  11  per  c^t.  on  the  previous  twelve 
months,  and  of  no  less  than  41  per  cent,  on  tne  figures  for  1896-97,  the  manu- 
facturing earnings,  which  stood  at  £72,688  in  that  year  having  been 
augmented  to  £102,776  in  1900-01,  thus  showing  a  remarkable  increase  in 
the  annual  output  of  over  £30,000  in  five  years. 

The  entire  value  of  all  classes  of  labour,  namely,  manufactures,'  farm  and 
building  work,  domestic  services,  &c.,  now  stands  at  a  total  of  £209,071,  as 
compared  with  £200,977  for  1899-1900,  an  increase  of  £8,094. 

3.  These  results  speak  for  themselves.  Briefly,  they  have  been  attained, 
not  so  much  bv  extending  the  scope  of  our  industries  in  new  directions — 
thouffh  a  gooa  deal  has  been  done  in  that  way — as  by  consolidating  and 
developing  some  of  the  more  recent  of  our  improved  industrial  methods. 
Practical  effect  has  been  given  to  the  fundamental  principle  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  see  that  every  prisoner  committed  to  our  cnarge  should,  wherever 
it  is  possible,  be  regularly  employed  on  some  useful  and  helpful  occupation, 
and  no  opportunity  has  been  lost  of  enlisting  the  interest  of  the  prisoner  in 
the  work  set  before  him  As  in  former  years,  the  working  of  the  new  task 
scale  in  its  relation  to  the  awarding  of  marks  and  the  remission  of  t-entencts 
has  had  an  excellent  effect  in  regard  to  the  latter  point.  Scarcely  lesa 
beneficial  has  been  the  operation  of  the  new  scheme  of  granting  special 
money  allowances  to  those  trade  instructors  who  show  seal  and  intelligence 
in  teaching  the  workers  under  their  superintendence. 

4.  The  concession  to  well-conducted  prisoners  of  the  privilege  of  workin^^ 
in  strictly  regulated  association  continues  to  exercise  a  humanizin^r  and 
stimulating  effect.  More  than  5,300  local  prisoners,  a  large  proportion  of 
whom  would  formerly  have  been  strictly  confined  to  their  cells,  may  now 
be  seen  working  in  properly  supervised  groups  with  a  degree  of  interest 
and  assiduity  which  it  is  pleasing  to  witness.  More  than  one  Governor  has 
drawn  my  attention  to  the  striking  contrast  between  the  normal  expressing 
of  countenance  of  the  associated  prisoner  and  that  of  the  solitary  worker 
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in  a  cell — the  former  animated  and  alert,  the  latter  more  or  less  apathetic  or 
depressed.  This  in  itself  is  snroly  valuable  evidence  in  favour  of  the  change 
of  system.  The  output  of  associated  work  is  truly  remarkable  in  certain 
cases. 

5.  I  have  mentioned  in  some  of  my  earlier  reports  what  I  take  to  be  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  hopeful  si^s  of  the  times — the  gradual  growth 
of  a  firm  belief  among  prison  officers  m  the  moral  and  material  advantages 
of  well  organised  labour.  At  no  period  has  this  growth  been  more  unmis- 
takable than  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Individual  officers  have  vied 
with  each  other  in  their  efforts,  and  there  has  been  an  amount  of  healthy 
competition  among  the  prisons  which  has  led  to  most  valuable  results. 

I  note  this  change  with  much  satisfaction,  because,  great  though  the 
progress  made  during  the  past  few  years  has  been,  much  yet  remains  to  be 
done  which  can  only  be  successfully  accomplished  in  a  spirit  of  hearty  and 
enthusiastic  co-operation  among  sJl  ranks  engaged  in  the  beneficent  work 
of  labour  re-organisation. 

6.  The  abolition  of  treadwheels  and  cranks  has  made  rapid  progress  since 
the  date  of  my  last  report,  and  may  be  said  to  be  in  its  last  ^tage.  There 
are  now  only  13  treadwheels  and  five  cranks  left,  and  of  these  a  goodly 
proportion  are  either  under  definite  orders  for  early  demolition  or  are 
temporarily  retained,  pending  arrangements  for  obtaining  from  other 
sources  the  water  they  have  hitherto  been  employed  in  pumping.  The 
materials  from  the  wheel-houses  are  being  utilised  for  the  construction  of 
«heds  for  the  accommodation  of  first  stage  prisoners  working  at  other 
forms  of  hard  labour.  So  lately  as  1894-95  there  were  in  operation  no 
fewer  than  39  treadwheels  and  25  cranks. 

7.  Work  for  private  firms  may  now  be  said  to  have  almost  entirely 
disappeared.  Our  dependence  for  employment  rests  increasingly  on  the 
other  Departments  of  the  State,  whicn  have  continued  during  the  past 
year  to  stand  loyally  by  us  and  to  keep  us  busily  engaged  on  large  orders 
for  Government  stores  of  all  kinds,  our  best  customers  being  the  Post 
Office,  the  Admiralty,  and  the  War  Office.  Prominent  among  the  indus- 
tries carried  on  have  been  bag  makinff,  basket  making,  bedding,  book- 
binding, brush  making,  carpentry,  coal-sack  making,  foundry  work,  hammock 
making,  maU-bas  making,  needlework,  net  making,  printing,  ship-fender 
making,  shoe  making,  stereotyping,  tailoriuff,  tinsmithing,  twine  spinning, 
water- proof -pouch  making,  weaving,  wood-chopping,  &c.,  &c, 

8.  Some  attempts  have  been  made  of  late  to  systematize  and  extend  the 
labour  of  female  prisoners,  and  encouraging  results  have  been  met  with  at 
Wormwood  Scrubs,  Aylesbury,  and  elsewhere.  I  am  of  opinion  that  there 
is  a  considerable  field  for  further  improvement  in  this  direction.

Report  by  thk  Visiting  Cdaplain  on  the  Opebatiom  or  DisoiUBaR 

Prisoners'  A.id  Societies 


The  work  which  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid 
Societies  daring  the  past  year  has,  generally  speaking,  been  of  a  highly 
satisfactory  character. 

The  cases  coming  under  their  notice  have  not  in  many  instances  been  so 
numerous  as  they  were  last  year,  but  they  have  been  more  liberally  helped, 
and  the  taxes  en  tbe  funds  of  the  societies  have  consequently  suffered  little 
diminution. 

The  incomes  of  several  societies  have  been,  like  the  incomes  of  most 
charitable  agencies,  greatly  affected  by  the  calls  for  money  from  the  people 
at  large  for  other  purposes. 

Returns  from  30  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  show  that  their 
subscription  lists  have  been  reduced  to  the  extent  of  £1,575.  Twenty  Dis- 
charged Prisoners*  Aid  Societies,  on  tbe  other  hand,  report  an  increase  in 
their  incomes  of  £1,017.  Nine  returns  are  yet  wanting  to  furnish  full 
information  on  this  point  for  the  year,  but  so  far  it  may  he  said  that  the 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  are  not  so  well  off  this  year  as  they  were 
last  year  by  aboot  £558. 

Owing  to  causes  which  have  affected  other  charities  five  Discharged 
Prisoners*  Aid  Societies  have  deficits  rather  than  balances  of  cash  at  the  bank. 
Three  out  of  the  five  societies  are  well  managed  bodies  and  are  doing 
excellent  work,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  this  is  likely  to  be  checked 
for  lack  of  funds.  In  six  or  seven  instances  the  bank  balances  have  been 
increased,  one  society  stating  they  were  saving  up  the  money  in  order  to 
establish  a  labour  home. 

The  number  of  prisoners  aided  during  the  year  by  the  50  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  mentioned  is  28,9^.  As  these  same  societies  d^t 
with  31,936  cases  last  year,  these  figures  show  acUminution  of  some  2,956  for 
the  year*s  work. 

One  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  makes  note  of  the  fact  that  only 
23*42  per  cent,  of  this  year's  discharges  applied  for  help,  while  last  year  the 
number  was  37*45  per  cent.  An  explanation  has  been  sought  for  this  falling 
off,  but  there  was  none  to  be  ascertained. 

Another  society  thinks  that  the  reduction  of  numbers  is  due  to  action 
taken  at  the  police  court  and  to  short  sentences.  A  third  society  is  under 
the  impression  that  the  number  of  tramps  coming  to  prison  is  reduced  when 
the  tramps  are  compelled  to  pay  their  own  railway  fares. 

At  one  prison  though  there  were  240  fewer  discharges  than  was  the  case 
the  year  before,  yet  there  were  only  eleven  less  applications  dealt  with.  In 
some  three  or  four  instances  the  numbers  aided  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners' 
Aid  Society  this  year  are  greater  than  any  which  the  society  has  had  to  reoord 
before. 

A  large  Metropolitan  Society  states  that  504  men  refused  the  assistance 
which  was  offered  them,  and  103  out  of  147  for  whom  provision  was  made 
in  a  labour  home  failed  to  make  use  of  it. 
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Some  societies  report  that  having  been  able  to  obtain  employment  for 
their  oases  at  practically  litlle  cost  they  have  helped  more  cases,  but  at  less 
expense.  Experience  has  led  several  societies  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
assisting  those  who  have  had  many  previous  convictions  is  not  attended  with 
beneficial  results,  and  that  most  of  those  who  have  been  re-arrested  for  fresh 
offences  are  old  offenders,  whom  they  have  assisted  with  the  idea  of  "  giving 
theui  one  Diore  chance."  Discharged  prisoners  of  this  kind  are  a  source  of 
perplexity  and  trouble  to  all  those  who  take  up  their  cases.  One  society 
speaking  strongly  on  the  subject  asserts,  that  even  discharged  convicts  give  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  and  benefit  little  if  at  all  from  the  gratuities  which 
are  given  to  them. 

The  efficacy  of  the  aid  given  in  the  case  of  a  sincere  recipient  is  alluded 
to  in  several  reports.  One  society  observes  that  out  of  133  prisoners  assisted 
during  the  year  only  six  have  proved  themselves  unworthy  of  the  aid 
bestowed. 

From  another  society  (a  large  one)  comes  the  statement  that  only  about 
3  per  cent,  of  those  whom  they  have  taken  by  the  hand  have  relapsed  into 
cnme.  Many  of  the  societies  have  been  successful  in  finding  employment 
for  their  cases. 

One  large  provincial  society  has  succeeded  in  placing  out  no  less  than  50 
per  cent,  of  the  prisoners  coming  under  its  care.  A  very  satisfactory 
paragraph  in  another  report  states  ihat  all  the  prisoners  who  were  aided  in 
this  way  were  doing  well. 

A  third  society  bad  worked  energetically  in  this  direction,  and  managed 
to  find  situations  for  133  of  its  deserving  cases. 

It  is,  however,  not  the  same  in  all  districts,  because  work  for  different 
reasons  is  very  difficult  to  obtain,  and  the  societies  are  not  so  successful  in 
this  highly  vflJuable  form  of  help  as  they  wish  and  endeavour  to  be. 

Great  trouble  seems  to  have  been  taken  everywhere  to  make  provision  for 
the  care  of  juvenile  offenders  on  their  discharge.  One  society  sends  the  boyE 
to  sea  or  finds  employment  for  them,  gives  them  clothing  or  kits  worth 
about  £2  10^.,  banks  their  money  for  them,  and  for  some  time  afterwards 
exercises  a  friendly  supervision  over  them.  In  another  case  the  society  hae 
lodgings  for  its  boys,  where  they  remain  until  they  are  ready  for  sea  or  for 
the  situation  which  has  been  found  for  them. 

Sometimes  the  societies  have  given  a  fresh  start  to  an  ex-prisoner  by 
furnishing  a  home  for  him  and  his  wife  and  family,  and  the  result,  we  are 
told,  has  been  satisfactory  in  90  per  cent,  of  the  cases  dealt  with. 

The  general  testimony  is  that  hopeful  men  desire  to  be  removed  fron: 
their  old  surroundings,  and  that  they  are  glad  to  get  away  from  their  f ormei 
haunts,  companions,  and  temptations.  And  the  men  are  grateful  for  the 
assistance  which  has  raised  them  to  better  things  and  placed  them  once  more 
in  the  paths  of  respectability,  as  numerous  letters  continually  reaching  the 
secretary  and  other  officials  of  the  society  testify. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  commendatory  letters  or 
behalf  of  dischar|r^  prisoners  sent  by  the  societies  to  the  local  clergy 
ministers  of  religion,  corresponding  agents,  and  otheis.  These  volnntan 
helpers  deserve  thanks  for  having  done  much  good  though  unobtrusive  worl 
in  distributing  money,  clothing,  &c. 

An  ex -prisoner  wrote  to  the  secretary  of  a  society  to  thank  him  for  thai 
which  haa  been  done  for  him,  and  he  speaks  of  the  good  influences  of  the 
prison  officer  under  whose  care  he  was  :  **  But  for  the  kind  treatment  1 
received  from  my  warder,  no  one  can  tell  what  would  have  been  the  result  ol 
my  confinement,  instead  of  softening  my  heart  it  might  have  hardened  me 
please  remember  me  to  him,  and  thank  him." 
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Several  societies  have  now  adopted  the  plan  of  holdiiiff  their  annoal  or 
public  ineetiiu[s  in  different  populoas  centres  within  tne  area  of  their 
operations.  The  result  has  been  very  satisfactory,  one  society  having 
increased  its  subscription  list  of  £27  to  £167  in  four  years,  and  another 
adding  £75  to  its  funds  at  one  meeting.  This  circuit  of  meetings  has  aroused 
and  secured  a  practical  interest  in  the  welfare  of  discharged  prisoners  in 
districts  where  before  it  was  not  known  to  exist. 

Societies,  too,  are  beginning  to  seek  and  utilise  each  other's  aid  in  cases 
which  were  either  beyond  their  powers  or  not  strictly  spaaking  their  own. 
Tha  Boyal  Society  has  generously  lent  itself  to  the  service  of  many  provincial 
societies,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  societies  named. 

One  local  prison,  too,  received  the  **  surplus  **  population  of  another  prison, 
and  extra  demands  were  made  on  the  society  s  funds  in  consequence  of 
these  transfers.  The  society  made  a  representation  to  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society  of  the  larger  prison  on  the  matter,  and  the  committee 
of  that  Discharged  Frisoners*  Aid  Society  **at  once  courteously  accepted 
their  responsibility  for  these  charges,  and  undertook  to  recoup  them  when 
presented." 

Regrets  are  still  expressed  that  lai|;e  districts  are  without  special  homes  for 
the  care  of  chronic  drunkards  uncbr  the  Habitual  Inebnates  Act,  1898. 
Every  uaol  has  within  its  walls  many  men  and  women  who  are  more  eligible 
for  such  a  home  than  for  their  present  asylum,  the  prison.

Education  of  Prhonen. 

Prisonen  ander  aentenoe  of  Peoal  Semtude  who  have  not  passed 
Standard  III.  will  be  plaoed  under  instruction  Irooa  the  date  of  conviction. 
Thev  will  be  kept  from  labour  and  be  under  instruction  one  hour  daily,  and 
by  this  means  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  sufficiently  educated  during 
the  first  six  months  of  sentence  so  as  not  to  require  school  instruction 
thereafter.  When  any  convict  has  not  passed  Standard  I.  during  the  first 
six  months  of  his  sentence,  a  special  recommendation  on  the  authorised 
Form  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  Local  Prison  to  the 
Commissioners  as  to  whether  the  convict  s  instruction  shall  be  continued,  or 
his  name  struck  off  the  Educational  Register.  The  Chaplains  of  Collecting 
Prisons  will  also  make  special  reports  of  any  convicts  who  have  passed 
Standard  m.  who  have  shown  special  zeal  in  study  and  have  professed 
themselves  anxious  to  continue  the  work  begun  in  the  Collecting  IMsons. 

Whenever  it  is  reported  by  the  Chaplain  of  a  Local  Prison  that  a  convict 
who  has  passed  Standard  III.  has  shown  special  seal  in  study  and  has 

Srofessed  nimself  anxious  to  continue  his  eaucation,  the  Chaplain  of  the 
deceiving  Prison  will  devote  special  attention  to  the  convict^s  educational 
needs,  and  it  will  be  the  particular  duty  of  Scripture  Readers  at  all  Convict 
Prisons  to  assist  the  Chaplain  in  this  work.  A  report  wiU  be  furnished 
annually  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  number  of  convicts  who  have  thus  been 
assisted  in  their  studies. 

Lecture*,  Addresses,  Ac, 

Governors'  of  Convict  Prisons  may  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  addresses 
or  lectures  on  any  moral,  scientific,  or  historical  subject.  Such  addresses  or 
lectures  will  be  in  lieu  of  the  morning  chapel  services^  but  on  return  fron^ 
instead  of  before  labour.  On  the  one  day  in  any  week  on  which  a  lecture 
or  address  is  given,  the  prisoners  will  proceed  to  labour  direct  from  the 
Halls  and  they  will  cease  labour  earlier  than  the  hour  laid  down  by  the  BeU 
Scale,  so  that  attendance  at  the  lecture  or  address  may  not  interfere  with  the 
regular  time  allowed  for  dinner. 

Aid  to  Prisoners  on  Discliarge* 

The  Commissioners,  having  satisfied  themselves  that  the  Authorities  of 
the  Salvation  Army  have  means  at  their  disposal  for  the  employment  of 
prisoners  on  discharge,  direct  that  duly  authorised  agents  of  the  army  may 
visit  any  prii^on  and  see  such  prisoners  as  may  desire  to  see  them,  under  the 
preecribea  conditions.  Governors  are  directed  to  sive  every  facility  to  duly 
authorised  agents  of  ^-^ft  ^h^ti^"  Army^  sia  fnF  as  the  Prison  Rules 
allow. 

Juvenile  Offenders, 

Section  82  of  the  Reformatory  Schools  Act,  1866  (EJ3A  contains  a 
provision  which  enables*  the  Secretary  of  State  to  send  to  a  Keformatory 
School,  on  Conditional  Pardon,  an  offender  under  16  years  of  age  who  has 
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been  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  or  imprisonment,  and  Governors  are 
directed  to  report  to  tbe  OommissionerB  any  case  coming  within  their 
knowledge  where  it  woold  be  to  the  advantage  of  a  jnvenOe  to  be  made 
subject  to  Reformatory  rather  than  Prison  treatment. 

Weak-mhided  Prisoners. 

A  detailed  medical  report,  which  should  state  the  necessity  or  otherwise 
of  special  care  after  release,  will  be  submitted  in  the  cases  of  all  convicts 
who  are  classed  as  weak-minded,  four  months  before  such  convicts  become 
due  for  release  on  licence. 

SL  John* 8  Ambulance  Association. 

An  officer  who  has  passed  the  examination  under  the  rules  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Association  will  be  supplied  with  the  No.  1  pattern  badge 
of  the  Association,  which  he  will  be  allowed  to  wear  on  the  left  sleere  of  his 
uniform  clothing. 

Lodgifig  Allowances  to  Officers. 

The  lodging  allowance  may  be  increased  up  to  but  not  more  than  £36  per 
annum  for  storekeepers,  and  £13  per  annum  for  officers  below  the  rank  of 
Principal  Warder,  who  are  not  provided  with  quarters,  and  who  are  com- 
pelled to  pay  more  than  the  authorised  lodging  allowance,  on  condition  that 
it  is  satisnictoril^  proved  that  each  officer  is  bond  fide  unable  to  obtain  a 
respectable  lodging  not  more  than  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  his 
own  family  for  the  sum  already  allowed.  An  indiscriminate  raising  of  the 
lodging  allowance  i^  not  to  be  made,  nor  the  full  increased  allowance  granted 
in  every  case,  irrespective  of  the  actual  amount  paid  by  an  officer  for 
lodj^ings  ;  as  it  may  be  found,  on  inquiry,  that  a  lesser  sum  wiU  be  sufficient^ 
and  in  such  cases  the  increased  allowance  will  be  limited  accordingly. 

Treatment  of  Special  Gases. 

In  every  dang^erous  case,  when  special  precautions  are  necessary,  the 
Medical  Officer  will  give  debnite  instructions  in  writing  as  to  the  treatment 
of  tbe  case,  such  instructions  being  communicated  to  the  Governor,  the  Chief 
Warder,  the  Matron,  and  to  the  Officer  immediately  responsible  for  the  care 
of  tbe  prisoner,  and  being  initialled  by  all  concerned,  so  that  there  may  be 
no  excuse  for  failure  to  carry  them  out.  Temporary  officers  are  allowed  for 
watching  dangerous  prisoners,  and  Governors,  Medical  Officen>,  and  Matrona 
will  see  that  such  are  engaged  whenever  necessary.  One  special  officer  may 
watch  two  special  cases  in  adjoining  cells,  but  no  arrangement  can  be  per- 
mitted which  puts  on  an  officer  a  repponsibility  beyond  his  or  her  power,  and 
an  officer  detailed  to  watch  such  special  cases  must  never  bo  given  any  other 
charge,  night  or  day,  at  meal  hours,  or  at  anv  other  time.  \Vhen  there  are 
one  or  more  suicidal  cases  under  special  watch  in  the  Infirmary,  there  must 
always  be  a  second  officer  on  active  duty  in  chaij^e  of  the  rest  of  the  patients 
in  the  Infirmary,  and  available  in  case  of  necessity  to  temporarily  relieve  the 
special  olBoer.

Draft  of  Special  Rules  for  the  Treatment  of  Prisoners 

between  the  Ages  of  16  and  21. 


Prisoners  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  may  be  ooUected  in  a  Prison 
set  apart  for  the  purpose,  and  be  subjected  to  the  following  Special 
Rules. 

(1.)  They  shall  be  strictly  classified,  regard  being  had  to  their 
diaracter  and  antecedents. 

(2.)  Each  class  shall  be  kept  apart  from  the  other. 

(3.)  They  shall  be  divided  into  three  grades  :  Ist,  Penal ;  2nd, 
Ordinary  ;  and  3rd,  Special ;  with  special  privileges  attached 
to  the  3rd  or  Special  grade.  Each  grade  shall  wear  a  dis- 
tinctive dress.  On  reception  a  i>nsoner  shall  be  placed  in 
the  2nd  or  Ordinary  grade,  and  his  promotion  from  the  2nd 
to  the  3rd  grade  shall  be  gained  bv  industry  with  good 
conduct ;  but  it  may  be  postponed  for  idleness  or  miscon- 
duct, or  he  may  be  removed  to  the  Penal  grade,  or  he  may 
forfeit  any  of  the  privileges  of  his  grade. 

(4.)  They  shall  be  employed  in  association  in  workshops  or  in 
.outdoor  work,  such  as  farming,  &c.,  and  they  shall  be 
speciaUy  instructed  in  useful  trades  and  industries  which 
may  fit  them  to  earn  their  Hvelihood  on  release. 

(5.)  Thejr  shall,  if  medically  fit,  be  exercised  daily  at  physioal 
drill  iu  lieu  of|  or  in  addition  to,  walking  exercise. 

(C.)  Special  attention  shall  be  given  to  their  education,  bv  instnic«^ 
tion  in  the  ordinary  subjects  of  the  Elementary  Edacatioa 
Code,  by  lectures  and  moral  addresses,  and  by  their  being 
provided  with  library  books  and  useful  literature,  whi£ 
fhey  shall  be  enoonniged  to  read. 
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(7.)  At  a  reasonable  time  before  the   discharge   of  any  prisoner,  * 

arranffemente  shall  be  made  with  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid, 
or  other  philanthropic  societies  or  benevolent  persons,  for 
the  prisoner's  future  welfare. 

(8.)  Remission  of  sentence  nnder  Bnle  37  of  the  Bnlee,  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  21st  April,  1899,  shall  not  be 
mnted  to  any  prisoner  who  is  not  specially  recommended 
for  the  same. 

{9.)  They  shall  also  be  subject  to  any  f^eneral  prison  rules,  except 
so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  these  Special  Rules.

Eztnota.  EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 

Ckyrenior'i 


The  condact  of  the  officers  has  been  excellent. 
The  oondnct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  hearthrug  making,  shoe- 
making,  clicking  and  closing,  sack  making,  mailbag  making, 
knitting,  gardening,  stonebrealring  for  adults  in  the  1st  stage, 
general  repairs  to  furniture,  clothing,  &c. 

The  system  of  remedial  treatment  of  Juvenile  Offenders  is 
faithfully  carried  out,  and  continues  to  produce  very  satisfactory 
results.    233  have  been  receiyed  during  the  year. 

The  monthly  reports  from  the  Beds.  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  give  ample  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Secretarr  of  State's 
rules  as  applied  to  this  class  of  juvenile  offenders.  Many  grati- 
fying letters  are  daily  received  from  these  lads,  either  by  myself, 
the  Chaplain,  or  the  Agent  to  the  Aid  Society. 

The  Class  for  Juvenile*Adult8  is  attended  with  encouraging 
results.  The  letters  received  from  them  after  discharge  give 
every  proof  of  the  effect  of  their  segregation  from  the  Adult 
criminal  population,  and  the  result  of  their  reformatory  treatment 
whilst  here.  The  change  in  their  general  disposition  within  a 
short  time  after  their  arrival  is  both  good  and  remarkable,  and  I 
have  every  confidence  in  the  success  of  this  classification* 
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r    The  Committee  of  Visltorfl  is,  without  doabt,  of  mqich  value^  — ^^^j. 

and  the  work  of  these  gentlemen  cannot  be  over-estimated,  as  so  Governors 
very  much  depends  on  the  watchful  care  bestowed  upon  the      *2^ 
young  offender  after  release  from  prison. 

I 

The  absence  of  a  more  intelligent  class  of  Adult  prisoners, 
combined  with  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  my  prison 
population  consists  of  Juveniles,  precludes  the  possibility  of  my 
shewing  a  higher  rate  or  value  of  the  prisoners'  labour,  notwith* 
standing  that  every  hour  of  the  day  is  fully  and  usefully 
occupied. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  a  good  condition. 

The  supply  of  water  is  suf&cient  and  of  excellent  quality. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  of  good  quality,  and 
punctually  delivered. 

The.  garden  crops  have  been  excellent.

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

There  were  no  suicides  or  attempts  at  suicide. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order. 

The  Beds.  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  carry 
out  practical  help  to  prisoners  on  discharge. 

The  Chaplain's  work  amongst  the  prisoners  is  most  valuable,, 
especially  his  keen  interest  and  cafe  of  the  Juveniles  and  Juvenile- 
Adults. 

I  am  warmly  supported  by  every  member  of  our  Visiting 
Committee  in  the  due  performance  of  my  duties.  I  am  much 
indebted  to  them  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  rules 
laid  down  for  the  govemmeut  of  prisons  have,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  been  complied  with,  except  in  cases  as  have- 
been  reported  tq  or  brought  undef  th^  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACT'S  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  daily  and  Sunday  services  throughout  the  past  year  have 
been  regularly  conducted. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prfsoners  in  chapel  has  been  excellent ; 
services  have  been  hearty,  and  the  singing  is  much  improved. 
Our  practices  (with  occasional  instruction)  have  been  more 
frequent,  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  juvenile  prisoners 
(collected  from  other  prisons),  and  are  much  appreciated  by  them. 

The  following  clergy  have  given  help  in  the  conduct  of  the 
services  i — Rev.  W.  P.  Bradbury,  Curate  of  St.  Cuthbert's  with 
Christ  Chureh,  Bedford  ;  Rev.  0.  F.  Pigot,  late  Chaplain  of  H.M. 
Prison,  Wandsworth  ;  Rev.  Norman  \  Bennet,  Missioner  to  Public 
Schoolboys ;  Rev.  H.  W.  Evans,  Rev.  St.  John  Mitchell,  and  Rev^ 
Johti*Napleton. 

Temperance  lectures  have  been  delivered  by  the  following 
gentlemen  : — Colonel  Wroughton,  Indian  Staff  Corps,  and  L.  6. 
Stileman-Gibbard,  Esq.,  J.P. 

Admissions  and  discharges,  prisoners  sick  and  under  punish- 
ment, have  all  been  regularly  visited.  Applications  have  been 
attended  to,  and  other  cases  looked  after.  I  have  on  every 
occasion  met  with  a  kindly  welcome. 

We  have  had  233  juvenile  offenders  under  instruction  during 
the  year ;  their  conduct  has  been  good  and  their  progress 
satisfactory. 

The  daily  average  of  adults  under  instruction  has  only  been  one. 

The  Schoolmaster  and  Assistant  Schoolmaster  rendered  me 
every  assistance,  and  any  credit  or  success  in  the  secular  education 
of  the  boys  is  entirely  due  to  them. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  hold  my  Sunday  afternoon  classes  for 
the  boys  quite  so  frequently,  owing  to  my  heavy  parochial  duties, 
but  my  place  has  frequently  been  taken  by  the  Governor,  and  I 
have  taken  the  boys  more  often  on  week  days. 

The  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  steadily 
progressing.  The  usual  monthly  meetings  are  held  and  every 
case  is  carefully  dealt  with.  A  meeting  was  held  for  the  first 
time  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Luton,  and  we  hold  an  annual  meeting 
in  Bedford.  I  am  glad  to  say,  as  the  result  of  the  Society's  work 
and  that  of  other  agencies,  we  have  many  cases  to  report  upon 
favourably. 

I  have  received  every  possible  help  and  kindness  from  he 
Governor  and  from  every  officer  on  the  staff.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past  twelve 
months  has  been  good.  With  the  exception  of  several  mild  cases 
of  inflaenza  there  has  been  no  illness  of  an  infections  nature. 
Fifty-nine  men  and  boys  have  been  on  the  sick  list  for  periods 
exceeding  seven  days ,  but  their  complaints  have  not  assumed  a 
serious  character. 

In  addition,  there  were  14  more  severe  cases  treated  as  hospital 
patients.  Of  these,  one  who  had  been  in  and  out  of  prison  nearly 
all  his  life  (59  times)  and  had  been  greatly  addicted  to  *^  drink, 
died  of  apoplexy,  anl  two  boys  were  sent  to  the  County  Hospital. 
One  of  these  developed  typhoid  fever  a  few  days  after  his 
reception,  and  the  other,  who  was  deaf  when  admitted,  had  an 
acute  attack  of  inflammation  of  the  internal  ear.  They  both 
recovered  ultimately  and  were  sent  back  to  their  parents. 

Careful  examination  is  made  of  all  the  prisoners  before  they 
are  set  to  work. 

The  quality  of  the  food  and  the  cooking  has  been  good.  The 
amount  in  most  instances  has  been  suf&cient.  Many  of  the  boys 
have  gained  in  weight  and  improved  in  health  while  here — some 
of  them  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  good.  The  water  supply 
is  good.    The  ventilation  and  drainage  are  under  consideration.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained 
without  reconrse  to  severe  measures,  except  in  a  few  instances. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  continues  to  work  well,  but 
is  not  yet  fully  taken  advantage  of.  None  have  been  received 
under  Division  L,  and  only  five  under  Division  II.  The  Com- 
mitting Courts  still  seem  inclined  to  leave  the  question  of  classifi- 
cation to  the  Prison  Authorities,  and  an  a^eraff^'  of  5l)  prisoners 
are  usually  to  be  found  in  the  star  class. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  after  the  first  six  months  of  a 
sentence  has  been  fully  exerted,  and  in  most  cases  the  full 
remission  has  been  earned,  proving  that  the  privilege  is  con- 
ducive to  good  conduct.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  this  privilege 
might  with  advantage  be  extended  to  lesser  sentences,  such  as 
four  months  and  upwards.  At  the  same  time  I  should  like  to  see 
an  increase  of  the  gratuity  to  £2,  at  the  rate  of  IQs.  for  every 
additional  six  months,  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
prisoner  on  discharge. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  provision  for  the  part 
payment  of  fines  ;  a  large  number  who  could  not  pay  all  have  paid 
part  and  thus  secured  an  earlier  release. 

There  has  bee^  one  serious  case  of  assault  requlriug  the  inflic- 
tion of  corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and  is 
a  great  inducement  to  good  conduct  and  industry,  as  they  fully 
realise  that  by  misconduct  they  will  forfeit  tiie  privilege.  They 
are  better  supervised  and  instructed  in  association,  and  it  is  far 
healthier  occupation  than  being  cooped  up  at  work  in  their  cells. 

It  is  seldom  that  prisoners  avail  themselves  of  the  privil^e  of 
conversing  at  exercise  ;  they  prefer  mostly  to  keep  to  themselves^ 
and  See  no  advantage  in  being  too  closely  aspociated  in  prison.. 

The  number  of  dej^tors  committed  to.  prison  is  in  excess  of  that 
of  last  year,  but  Ho  less  than  74  pe^,  cent,  ot  tjiose  received  intp. 
custody  were  discharged  on  payment  of  their  debts  s6on 
a^er  regeption, .  ^wbicb  d^oabfrless*  may  be  attributed  to  their 
disinclination  to  work,  as  now  enforced  under  the  new  rules  .fov 
this  class  of  prisoner.

belialf  of  the  female  prisoners  during  and  after  imprisonment. 

The  condnct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

Labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by  means  of  the 
tread-wheel,  grinding  wheat  for  the  prison  use,  stone-breaking  and 
oakum  picking.  After  that  period  the  male  prisoners  have  been 
employed  at  making  mail-bags  for  postal  stores,  coal  sacks,  bags, 
mats  and  hammocks  for  the  Admiralty,  wood  chopping  for  other 
Departments,  gardening,  carpentry,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  tin- 
smithing,  brush  and  mat  making,  bookbinding,  building,  knitting, 
general  repairs  to  furniture  and  clothing,  and  the  usual  prison 
services.  The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  making 
prison  clothing,  laundry  work,  knitting,  cleaning,  and  in  making 
bolsters  and  haversacks  for  the  War  Office. 

The  prison  garden,  about  two  acres,  has  supplied  about  half  the 
vegetables  required  in  the  prison,  except  potatoes. 

The  buildings  and  fences,  <&c.,  are  in  good  order,  and  the  f ollow- 
mg  repairs,  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made. 

A  new  bath  room  for  12  baths  has  been  provided  for  male 
prisoners,  fitted  with  heating  boiler  and  hot  and  cold  water 
supply. 

The  cooking  pans  for  prisoners^  rations  have  been  re*arranged 
and  provided  with  new  covers,  fittings,  &c.,  where  required  ;  and 
the  adjacent  wall  has  been  lined  with  white  glazed  tiles,  and  the 
floor  re-laid  and  properly  drained. 

The  washing  coppers  in  the  laundry  have  been  re-set,  the 
casings  removed  and  the  floor  re-laid  and  drained. 

The  females'  prison  has  been  painted  throughout.

A  new  cold  water  storage  cistern  has  been  erected  in  the  roof  of 
the  females'  prison  for  supplying  drinking  i^ater,  and  for  cleaning 
purposes  and  lavatories. 

The  storekeeper's  office  has  been  enlarged  to  accommodate  the 
whole  of  the  clerical  staff  in  one  room,  and  a  new  desk  and 
presses  for  stationery,  books,  and  forms,  provided.

The  Protestant  ChapeL  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  reno-       — — 
Tated  by  prison  labour. 

The  quarters  provided  for  the  Gkitekeeper  have  been  condemned 
and  vacated,  and  a  sleeping-room  provided  for  the  ofKcer  on  night 
duty. 

The  treadwheel  has  been  dismantled. 

Shelters  are  being  constructed  for  prisoners  on  the  first  stage 
labour  who  are  engaged  in  stonebreaking. 

The  hydrants  and  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements,  and  the  supplies  from  the  contractors 
have  been  generally  good  and  punctually  delivered,  with  the 
exception  of  one  instance  already  reported. 

The  number  of  prisoners  treated  as  first  offenders  and  admitted 
to  the  star  class  in  the  past  year  was  188  males  and  78  females,  of 
whom  30  males  and  12  females  were  received  into  prison  on  a 
second  conviction. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  awarding  of  marks  ;  the  work  has 
been  tasked  according  to  scale. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except 
in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to  or  brought  under 
the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

BrtraotB.  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

Chaplaiii^i 


Since  I  took  over  the  duties  of  chaplain  in  this  prison,  in 
October  last,  the  education  of  male  priBoners  has  been  carried  on, 
as  before,  in  the  way  authorised  by  you.  The  number  of  women 
receiving  school  instruction  has  been  small. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  young  people,  60  young 
men  and  three  young  women  having  been  separated  from  the 
general  body  of  prisoners  and  treated  as  youthful  offenders,  though 
the  fact  that  our  teaching  staff  was  otherwise  fully  eniployed 
made  it  impossible  to  send  many  of  them  to  school.  Many  of 
them  were  transferred  to  the  prison  at  Warwick,  but  I  hope  that 
the  special  care  which  was  taken  of  them  here  may  not  be  without 
some  good  results.  The  Sunday  and  daily  services  have  been  duly 
performed,  and  the  attention  and  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  quite 
as  good  as  in  other  prison  chapels  that  I  have  seen. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  by  me  on  reception  and  discharge. 
The  sick  have  been  visited  daily,  also  prisoners  under  punish- 
ment. I  have  always  been  received  in  the  cells  with  respect 
and  courtesy.  I  have  received  much  kind  assistance  from  the 
Oovemor  and  from  all  the  other  officers,  both  male  and  female, 
in  the  performance  of  my  duties. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  the  monthly  meetings 
of  which  both  the  Governor  and  I  regularly  attend,  seems  to  be 
well  conducted  and  to  be  carrying  on  a  good  work#

Report.  


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good. 

There  have  been  three  deaths  among  prisoners.  There  have 
been  no  cases  of  snicide  or  feigned  attempts. 

No  epidemic  has  prevailed  among  prisoners.  All  prisoners  have 
been  carefully  examined  before  being  classified  for  labour,  and 
care  has  been  particularly  directed  to  the  cases  of  juvenile 
offenders. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

The. ventilation  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  have  been 
good. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  suitably  maintained. 

The  matron  and  one  male  officer  have  been  recommended  for 
superannuation  on  medical  grounds. 

The  officers  of  the  permanent  hospital  staff  have  worked 
diligently  in  the  care  of  the  sick  prisoners,  and  have  carried  out 
all  instructions  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


As  regards  the  working  of  the  Prison  Act,  1898, 1  have  received 
no  offenders  of  the  1st  division  and  but  two  sentenced,  to  be 
treated  as  2nd  division  offenders. 

Remission  of  sentence  was  granted  as  a  reward  for  industry  in 
26  cases  ;  the  privilege  is  much  appreciated,  and  in  my  opinion 
a  great  incentive  to  hard  work  and  good  conduct. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  not  been  taken 
advantage  of,  the  majority  being  too  poor  to  pay  anything. 

The  privilege  of  associated  labour  has  not  been  abused  ;  it  con- 
duces to  more  efficient  work,  so  long  as  proper  supervision  is 
exercised. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  allowed ;  all  prisoners  have 
availed  themselves  of  it.  My  opinion  of  talking  at  exercise  is  not 
favourable.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  complaints  are  originated 
during  such  conversation. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  during  the  past  year  has  been  good, 
and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  offences  of  a  serious  nature,  and  no  case 
of  corporal  punishment. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

Hard  labour  during  the  first  28  days  was  enforced  by  means  of 
the  treadwheel,  which  ground  wheat  for  this  and  other  prisons, 
until  the  discontinuance  of  treadwheel;  After  that  period  it  con- 
sisted of  cutting  out  and  sewing  mail-bags,  coal  sacks,  seamen's 
bags,  bolster  cases,  and  hammocks;  also  fire-wood  chopping, 
gardening,  oakum  picking,  labouring,  and  the  usual  domestic 
employments  of  the  prison. 

The  female  prisoners  are  employed  at  washing,  knitting  socks, 
and  repairing  clothing. 

There  is  again  a  further  increase  in  the  daily  average  earnings 
of  the  prisoners,  especially  in  the  manufacturing  department. 

The  condition  of  the  existing  buildings  and  fences  is  satisk- 
factory. 

The  following  alterations  and  repairs  have  been  carried  out : — 

The  ground  floor  of  the  principal  warder's  quarters  has  been 
cleaned  and  whitewashed. 

The  boundary  wall,  from  the  stable  gates  of  the  Governor's 
quarters  to  the  naval  prison  entrance,  has  been  repaired.

The  top  of  the  extraction  shaft  has  been  repaired,  new  rain- 
water gutter  and  down  pipe  has  been  fixed,  and  three  pairs  of 
joists  have  been  fixed  in  the  walls  in  the  inside  of  the  shaft  to 
facilitate  getting  ap  and  down  without  ladders. 

The  filters  at  Fairwash  have  been  cleaned. 

A  special  cell  for  refractory  prisoners  has  been  constructed  in 
males  and  females  prisons  respectively. 

A  tiled  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  hall  of  the  Principal  warder's 
quarters. 

The  steam  boilers  and  cooking  apparatus,  &c.,  in  the  old  kitchen 
have  been  removed,  the  floors  and  walls  repaired,  and  the  whole 
place  whitewashed  and  painted. 

All  the  skylights  of  the  prison  have  been  painted. 

The  Visiting  Committee  room  papered  and  painted. 

The  arrangements  in  case  of  fire  have  been  tested  monthly,  and 
foxmd  to  be  in  proper  working  order. 

The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors*  supplies  were  good  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  dietaries  have  been  good  and  wholesome. 

The  garden  has  been  well  cultivated,  with  the  result  that  the 
produce  has  been  good,  the  crops  of  vegetables  being  sufficient  for 
the  prison  use,  excepting  potatoes. 

The  flowers  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  prison  have 
improved  the  appearance  of  the  grounds,  and  the  prisoners  take  a 
great  interest  in  looking  after  them. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  wjrked  well  and  has  been 
carried  out  in  conformity  with  the  rules. 

The  rules  dealing  with  juveniles  have  been  strictly  carried  out. 

The  star  class  prisoners' have  been  separated  and  kept  apart  from 
M  other  prisoners. 

I  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done 
by  the  Lady  Visitors  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  who  have  made  it  their  special  business 
that  no  ^deserving  prisoner  should  be  discharged  from  prison 
without  receiving  assistance.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


I  have  vigited,  as  required,  all  the  prisoners  on  reception  and 
discharge  and  at  regular  intervals  during  confinement,  paying 
special  attention  to  the  sick,  the  young,  and  to  those  under  punish- 
ment. The  conduct  of  all  in  chapel  is  remarkably  good,  and  I  can 
make  no  complaint  either  of  reserve  or  want  of  cordiality 
during  my  cell  visits. 

The  aid  society  has  this  year  given  assistance  in  one  form  or 
another  to  179  discharged  prisoners,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  that  in  spite  of  the  many  demands  on  the  public  caused  by 
the  war  our  income  shows  scarcely  any  decrease.  Full  details  of 
the  operations  of  the  society  may  be  found  in  the  annual  report 
issued  in  February. 

Our  cliapel  services  are  very  hearty  and  satisfactory,  and  we  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  receiving  sermon-help  from  many  of  the 
neighbouring  clergy.  In  October  the  Canon-Missioner  of  the 
diocese  held  a  successful  eight  days'  mission  ;  and  in  February 
Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  gave  a  lecture  on  Self- 
control. 

The  lady  visitor  comes  every  week  to  see  our  few  female 
prisoners,  and  is  indefatigable  in  her  efforts  for  their  welfare  in 
the  prison  and  after  dischai^e. 

As  will  be  seen  from  appended  table,  the  progress  of  the  men 
under  the  schoolmaster's  instruction  has  been  very  satis&ctory.

BXTRACT^SPROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  drinking  water  is  pure. 

One  male  and  one  female  admitted,  chained  with  attempted 
suicide ;  discharged  at  Assizes. 

One  female  prisoner  admitted,  charged  with  procuring  her  step- 
child to  murder  her  brother ;  dischai^ed  at  Assizes. 

One  prisoner  who  threatened  to  hang  himself  was  placed  under 
observation. 

Two    prisoners    suffering  from  epilepsy  were    placed    under 
observation. 

The  dietary  has  been  good  and  sufficient. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  wei-e  good. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  prison  are  satisfactory. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  and  corridors  is  good. 

The  prison  is  well  heated  and  kept  at  uniform  temperature. 

No  prisoner  has  been  discharged  on  medical  grounds. 

No  death  has  occurred  during  the  year.  -

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.

The  state  aad  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  committals  to  the  1st  or  2nd  diyisions*  and 
only  very  few  to  the  3rd  division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  a  great  indncement  to  good 
conduct  and  industry. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  worked 
satisfactorily. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

No  corporal  punishments  have  been  inflicted. 

Labour  in  the  first  stage  is  enforced  by  means  of  pumping 
water  for  the  prison,  and  oakum  picking ;  2nd  class  labour 
consists  of  mail-bag  making,  repairing  prisoners'  clothing, 
gardening,  and  the  ordinary  services  of  the  prison. 

When  there  are  no  females  in  custody  the  washing  is  done  by 
the  male  prisoners. 

The  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  proper  working  order. 
The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  has  been 
found  sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

With  the  exception  reported  to  the  Commissioners,  the  con- 
tractors' supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  s^^stem  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  roles  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been  complied 
wiUi.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


I  have  performed  regalarly  morning  prayers  on  week-days  and 
Sundays ;  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day,  two  services,  with  a 
sermon  at  each.  The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  at  chapel  has 
been  exemplary.  They  join  heartily  in  the  singing  and  responses 
and  regard  their  attendance  at  the  daily  services  as  a  great 
privilege. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception,  discharge,  and 
every  Monday  morning;  when  sick  and  under  punishment. 
They  have  been  at  all  times  to  me  most  respectful  and  grateful 
for  my  ministrations. 

All  prisoners  eligible  for  instruction  have  been  carefully  taugrht 
by  the  schoolmaster  warder.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  juveniles 
in  their  moral  and  secular  education.  Juveniles  who  are  members 
of  the  Church  of  England  receive  instruction  in  the  Church 
Catechism  and  seem  to  grasp  their  subject  fairly  well. 

Three  prisoners  have  signed  the  pledge  of  total  abstinence 
during  the  year. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  work  with 
much  success. 

The  Governor  and  officers  help  me  in  my  work  in  every 
possible  way.

Daring  the  past  year  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  most  satisfactory,  only  three  cases  having  been  admitted  into 
the  infirmary.    There  has  been  no  death. 

No  epidemic  has  occorred.  The  sanitary  arrangements  are 
satisfactory  and  ventilation  good.  No  prisoner  has  attempted 
suicide.  All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  upon  admission 
before  being  classified  for  labour,  and  only  those  in  perfect  health 
are  allowed  to  do  hard  labour. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  is  good. 

I  only  found  it  necessary  to  place  four  prisoners  upon  extra 
diet  during  the  year  ;  the  majority  gain  weight  and  thrive  well 
upon  the  regulated  prison  diet. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  previous  to  discharge  and  at  times 
specified  in  the  Standing  Orders.

The  provision  of  the  E^Bons  Act,  1898,  as  regards  the  division 
of  offenders  into  three  divisions,  has  been  complied  with.  Daring 
the  coarse  of  the  year  no  offender  of  the  first  division  has  been 
committed  to  prison,  and  16  of  the  second  division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  thoroaghly  under- 
stood by  the  prisoners,  and  in  many  cases  the  fall  remission 
allowed  has  been  earned. 

The  part  payment  of  a  fine  has  been  explained  to  prisoners  on 
admission,  and  many  have  taken  advantage  of  the  privilege. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  corporal  punishment  awarded 
by  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  the  sentence  was  not,  however, 
carried  out,  as  it  was  remitted  by  order  of  the  Home  Secretary. 

Associated  labour  in  the  wheel-house,  which  w^&  only  started 
last  year,  has  been  carried  on  continuously  ;  the  improved  heating 
apparatus  has  enabled  parties  to  work  daily,  with  few  exceptions, 
throughout  the  winter,  morning  and  afternoon.  I  believe  that 
more  work  is  done  by  each  man  than  if  he  were  kept  entirely 
employed  in  his  cell,  it  seems  to  create  competition,  but,  at  the 
same  time,  I  think  it  leads  to  more  reports  for  talking. 

The  privilege  of  one  talking  exercise  per  week  has  this  year 
been  more  fully  taken  advantage  of  than  during  the  preceding 
year.  I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  it  is  not  a  desirable  arrange- 
ment, as  it  gives  prisoners  opportunities  of  scheming  to  give 
officers  trouble. 

The  privilege  of  extra  letters  and  longer  visits  entails  extra 
work  on  the  staff. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 
The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  have  been  no 
escapes  or  attempts  to  escape.  The  labours  in  which  the  prisoners 
have  been  employed  are  :  for  prisoners  in  the  first  stage,  stone 
breaking  (a  limited  order),  coal-sack  making,  and  oakum  picking  ; 
for  other  prisoners,  mail-bag,  coal-sack,  and  hammock  making, 
tailoring,  tow  picking,  wood  chopping,  baking,  gardening,  and 
cooking ;  also  on  work  coTinected  with  the  buildings.  For  the 
female  prisoners,  the  work  has  been  washing  for  the  prison  and 
post  office,  knitting,  needlework,  mail-bags,  army  pillow 
cases,  &c. 

The  condition  of  the  building  is  satisfactory  ;  a  great  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  hospital,  and  parts  of  several  buildings 
have  been  underpinned. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  proper  working 
order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 
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The  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  has  been  found  sufficient,  and 
the  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  properly  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out.  The 
following  improvements  and  additions  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year : — The  heating  apparatus  in  wheel-house 
enlarged  ;  exterior  of  male  and  female  prison  painted  throughout ; 
new  locks  to  all  external  doors,  male  prison,  completed  ;  the  lodge 
and  Governor's  house  underpinned ;  two  additional  latrines  and 
two  urinals  added  to  the  building  in  the  exercise  yards ;  an 
improvement  made  in  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  hospital.

Report 


In  reporting  to  you  respecting  the  religious  and  moral  condition 
of  the  prisoners,  the  social  state  under  which  the  people  are  living 
should  be  carefully  borne  in  mlud.  ,  There  are  the  crowded* 
unhealthy,  and  miserable  dwellihgs  in  towns  and  villages,  and 
consequently  the  greater  attrstction  towards  the  public-houses, 
wjth  their  light,  comfort,  and  convivial  society.  There  are  also 
the  low  wages,  and  the  low  standard  of  commercial  morality. 
With  such  hindrances  to  religion  and  morals,  perhaps,  the  wonder 
is  that  the  moral  tone  of  the  prisoners  is  so  good.  It  is  good,  on 
the  whole. 

In  forming  an  opinion  on  this  subject,  it  is  only  fair  to 
remember  that  the  frequent  fall  and  relapse  into  sin  and  crime 
does  not  prove,  in  itself,  the  absence  of  a  resolution  to  do  better, 
but  rather  intimates  that  the  will  and  the  religious  principles  were 
too  weak  and  the  temptations  too  strong. 

The  Sunday  and  daily  services  are  regularly  conducted,  with 
two  sermons  on  Sundays  and  a  short  address  on  Wednesdays. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  services  reverent,  hearty,  and 
instructive.  As  to  the  musical  portion  of  the  services,  a  choir 
being  found  to  be  practically  impossible,  a  shortened  form  of 
morning  prayer  is  said  on  Satunlays,  and  a  few  minutes  are 
devoted  to  a  "  congregational  practice,"  .  with  the  result  of 
improved  singing  and  a  greater  variety  in  the  hynms  and  chants. 

Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  once  a  month  and  on  the  great 
festivals.  There  are  at  present  a  few  earnest  and  repentant 
communicants,  who  gladly  avail  themselves  of  thigr  opportunity 
for  the  *^  strengthening  and  refreshing  of  their  souia.'^ 

There  have  been  several  baptisms,  two  during  this  last  month. 

Prisoners  are  caref  ally  examined  on  reception,  and  all  eligible 
for  elementary  instruction  receive  systematic  teaching.  The 
rapid  prcgr<tss  made  by  prisoners — some  of  whom  are  no  longer 
young — proves,  in  a  remarkable  manner,  that  this  opportunity  for 
improving  the  mind  is  neither  despised  nor  neglected ;  it  also 
speaks  for  the  diligence  and  c^*e  displayed  by  the  schoolmaster 
and  schoolmistress  in  the  dischai^e  of  their  duties. 

Besides  visits  to  prisoners  on  reception,  on  discharge,  and  on 
applicatioil,  in  sickness,  and  under  punishment,  they  ire  Vidted 
methodically  in  their  cells  by  the  Chaplain  twice  a  months  and 
he  is  always  a  welcome  visitor. 

The  officers  of  the  prison  have,  one  and  aU,  given  the  Chaplain 
a  willing  $nd  kindly  help  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  one 
officer,  in  particular,  is  especially  useflil  in  playing  the  morning 
hymn. 
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HxftnMli|  The  presence  of  jnyeniles  in  prison  is  a  matter  deeply  to  be 
^R^rt^*  deplored.  Since  January  Ist  of  this  year  there  have  been  on 
^^'  remand  two  boys  and  one  girl,  five  boys  convicted,  and  one 
imprisoned  as  a  debtor,  each  being  under  the  age  of  sixteen  ;^ears. 
This  makes  a  total  of  nine  cases  in  three  months.  In  most  cases 
their  crimes  were  the  result  of  mere  childish  mischief,  and  it  seems 
probable  that  many  criminals  are  in  this  way  manufactured  by 
the  law. 

While  they  have  ueen  in  prison  they  have  received  daily 
instruction,  religious  and  secular,  by  the  Chaplain  and  the  school* 
master. 

It  is  impossible  to  speak  except  with  the  warmest  appreciation 
of  the  good  work  done  by  the  lady  visitors.  The  influence  they 
exert  over  the  minds  of  the  women  and  girls  is,  no  doubt, 
conspicuous  in  many  cases  in  the  after  lives  of  many  of  them. 

The  work^of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  very 
satisfoctory.  Every  case  that  offers  the  least  hope  for  a  new  start 
is  carefully  dealt  with.  The  society  has  sustained  a  severe  loss 
in  the  death  of  the  late  esteemed  chairman,  Colonel  Worsley. 

A  good  work  is  also  done  by  the  Prison  Gate  Mission,  and  the 
free  breakfasts  are  a  real  boon  to  many  of  the  prisoners  on 
dischai^e. 

Many  prisoners  are  also  saved  from  "  hanging  about "  by  the 
kind  help  and  comfortable  homes  offered  to  them  by  the  "  Church 
Army  "  and  the  **  Salvation  Army."  While  there  are  disappoint- 
ments, there  are  also  bright  examples  of  earnest  effort  to  fight 
manfully  against  besetting  sins,  inherited  weakness,  evil  surround- 
ings, and,  in  many  instances,  feebleness  of  mind  and  body.

During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1901,  the  general  health  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  there  has  been  no  epidemic. 
There  has  been  no  death :  one  male  prisoner  was  discharged  on 
medical  grounds ;  and  three  male  prisoners  (convicted)  were 
certified  as  insane  and  removed  to  asylum.  One  male  (convicted) 
prisoner  made  a  genuine  attempt  at  suicide ;  two  male  (convicted) 
prisoners  and  one  female  prisoner  (on  the  eve  of  trial  at  Assizes) 
made  feigned  attempts  ;  all  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour, 
were  examined  before  being  passed  fit.  Dietary  and  bedding  have 
been  sufficient  and  of  good  quality.

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  with  the 
two  exceptions  that  have  been  brought  to  your  notice. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  wood  chopping  and  oakum 
picking,  sack  and  mail-bag  making,  and  in  the  ordinary  services 
of  the  prison. 

The  buildings  and  fences  EU'e  in  good  repair. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store,  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractor's  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as 
have  been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner. 

The  tread  wheel,  used  for  pumping  water  from  a  well  for  the 
service  of  the  prison,  has  been  abolished,  and  the  building 
converted  into  an  association  workroom. 

The  circular  saw,  which  was  turned  by  cranks,  and  used  for 
cutting  firewood,  has  been  discontinued. 

The  lady  visitors  are  very  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  much  excellent  work  has  been  done  by  them. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  well  managed,  and  is 
doing  a  good  work,  and  much  care  is  bestowed  by  the  honorary 
secretary  on  all  cases  brought  to  his  notice. 

The  prison  has  been  visited  each  week  by  one  or  more  members 
of  the  Visiting  Committee,  who  have  supported  me  in  maintaining 
discipline.

Boport.  


During  the  year  ending  March  Slst,  11)01,  Divine  service  has 
been  held  regularly  in  the  prison  chapel.  A  sermon  has  been 
preached  at  each  of  the  two  services  on  Sundays,  and  an  instruc- 
tion each  Wednesday  morning.  Since  I  took  over  the  duties  of 
chaplain  on  January  1st  last,  up  till  the  present  dat«,  I  have 
either  personally  or  by  one  of  my  licensed  curates  performed 
these  duties.  Up  till  December  31st  the  late  Chaplain,  Rev. 
(t.  R.  Christie,  was  responsible,  and  by  the  entries  in  the 
Chaplain's  journal  the  work  was  duly  performed  by  him  or  his 
recognised  deputies. 

On  Ash  Wednesday  I  tried  the  experiment  of  having  the 
Commination  Service,  and  the  close  attention  paid  to  it  was 
encouraging. 

Due  notice  of  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been 
given  at  the  required  times  ;  no  prisoner  has  expressed  a  desire  to 
make  his  or  her  communion,  and  therefore  the  service  was  not 
held. 

By  having  at  intervals  a  choir  practice  on  Sunday  afternoons, 
after  service  in  chapel,  the  day  has  been  brightened  to  the 
prisoners  and  the  singing  improved  ;  much  interest  has  been 
shown. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  juvenile  offenders. 

The  lady  visitors  have  been  very  attentive  to  all  female 
prisoners. 

The  work  done  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has 
been  excellent ;  it  is  hoped  that  certain  prisoners  have,  through 
their  assistance,  got  a  real  fresh  start  in  life. 

The  prisoners  under  school  instruction  have,  in  several  cases, 
made  material  progress,  and  I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the 
results  obtained. 

The  new  red  altar  cloth  is  a  great  improvement  to  the  look  of 
the  chapel ;  it  was  much  needed. 

Since  taking  up  the  work,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  has  been  made 
considerably  easier  to  me  as  a  newcomer  by  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  of  the  Governor,  the  chief  warder,  the  schoolmaster, 
and  the  rest  of  the  staff,  especially  the  matron  on  the  female

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  past  year  haa 
been  satisfactory. 

No  1st  division  offenders  have  been  received  during  the 
year;  the  number  of  2nd  division  prisoners  has  been  three 
males  and  two  females. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  continnes  to  work  with  excellent 
results,  and  is  effective  in  maintaining  order  and  discipline 
amongst  the  prisoners  ;  the  force  of  the  example  of  the  long 
sentenced  men  who  are  earning  remission  steadies  the  others 
considerably. 

The  number  of  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  flmall.  Although 
now  two  years  old,  the  admission  of  part  payment  does  not  seem  * 
generally  known.  I  think  that,  as  has  already  been  suggested,  it 
would  assist  materially  to  make  it  known  if  notices  were  posted 
at  the  various  police  and  petty  sessional  courts.  So  many  of  the 
prisoners  who  have  taken  the  opportunity  afforded  them  at  the 
prison  of  communicating  with  their  friends  to  obtain  part 
payment  have  expressed  their  ignorance  of  the  provision  of 
the  Act. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment  or  offences 
by  prisoners  which  would  incur  corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  as  far  as  is  practicable.  I  have 
observed  no  advantages  in  it  from  the  point  of  view  that  it  assists 
instruction  or  increases  output.  Those  employed  in  association 
have  conducted  themselves  well,  but  I  attribute  this  to  rigid 
discipline  and  well  regulated  supervision. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  rule.  It  has  been  necessarily  much  restricted,  as  the 
majority  of  those  who  have  become  eligible  for  it  have,  in  my 
opinion,  been  unsuitable ;  also  there  are  still  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  be  associated  with  others. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  naval 
prisoners  received  d  uring  the  past  year,  the  daily  average  rising 
from  35  to  51.  Of  these  those  who  returned  to  service  would 
number  about  38.  On  a  previous  occasion  I  had  the  honour  to 
draw  your  attention  to  the  inconsistent  treatment  of  naval  men 
sent  to  prison  for  breaches  of  naval  discipline,  compared  with 
that  accorded  to  prisoners  of  the  same  class  in  the  army. 

Military  prisoners  (Class  B,  Army  Order  18.10.18vS4)  are,  I 
believe,  treated  in  a  very  much  more  liberal  and  suitable  manner 
in  military  prisons,  whereas  the  naval  men  have  identically  the 
same  regime  as  criminal  prisoners.  That  men  who  are  guiltj 
only  of  breaches  of  discipline,  and  who  at  the  expiration  of  their 
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punishment  will  return  to  their  ships,  should  be  under  the  same 
QoTernor's  rules  in  every  way,  with  the  exception  of  a  distinctive  colour  of 
^^^  dress,  as  an  ordinary  thief  is,  I  submit,  an  anomaly.  They  are 
segregated  as  far  as  the  exigencies  of  the  building,  staff,  &c.,  allow, 
and  it  is  sufficient  to  prevent  any  means  of  communication  or 
contact ;  but  I  think  that  with  a  little  additional  work  to  the 
staff,  their  treatment  might  be  differentiated  by  privileges  in 
re^^ard  to  letters,  visits,  and  exercise,  by  increasing  the  allowance 
of  each. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good, 
though  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  reports  on  last  year. 
An  analysis  of  the  offences  shows  3(35,  or  more  than  half,  to  be 
attributable  to  idleness,  of  which  242  were  for  idleness  at  oakum 
picking. 

None  of  the  offences  were  of  a  serious  nature.  There  was  only 
one  case  which  had  to  be  brought  before  the  Visiting  Committee, 
viz.,  an  attempted  or  feigned  suicide  made  by  a  youth  of  epileptic 
tendencies.  He  was  moved  to  a  large  prison  where  he  could  be 
more  conveniently  treated. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempted  escapes. 

First  stage  labour  has  been  carried  out  by  coal-sack  making^ 
wood  chopping,  and  oakum  picking  without  fiddle.  I  should 
state  that  this  latter  is  restricted  as  much  as  possible.  Other 
prisoners  were  employed  at  tailoring  and  needlework,  shoemaking, 
pea  sorting,  mail-bag,  hammock,  and  sack  making. 

The  state  and  condition  of-  tlie  buildings  and  fences  is  good. 
A  quantity  of  useful  and  necessary  repairs  and  additions  to  the 
buildings  have  been  fJone  during  the  year,  including  :—

Special  cells  in  male  and  female  prisons. 

New  boiler  for  heating  of  A  wing.

New  cast-iron  shelves  on  A  2  and  3. 

New  pattern  gratings  for  extraction  and  fresh  air  inlets  in 

A  wing. 
Ventilator  fixed  on  roof  of  female  prison. 
Ladder  and  engineers'  st'>re  built  in  prison  garden. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  becliing  is  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have,  as  a  rule,  been  good  and 
punctually  delivered  ;  whenever  an  inferior  article  of  supply  has 
been  received  a  board  of  survey  has  been  held  and  the  supply 
rejected. 

The  dietaries  have  been  very  good  during  the  year ;  there  is 
seldom  ever  a  complaint  made  about  the  food. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  prisons  have  been  complied  with.

Chaplain's 
Report. 


The  services  in  the  prition  chapel  on  Sundays  and  week-days 
have  been  duly  performed,  with  two  sermons  on  the  former,  and 
addresses  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  and  on  each  saint's  day. 
The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  once  per  month  and 
on  high  festivals.  The  attention  paid  to  the  discourses,  and  the 
very  hearty  way  in  which  the  choral  services  are  entered  into  by 
the  prisoners,  are  very  encouraging  to  the  Chaplain.  I  have  had 
occasionally  "  outside ''  clergy  giving  sermons  to  our  people,  and 
on  December  i6th  the  congregation  in  our  chapel  was  greatly 
favoured  by  a  manly  and  stirring  address  from  the  lips  of  the 
primate  himself.  This  "  innovation,"  viz.,  the  giving  of  ghostly 
advice  from  a  prison  chapel  pulpit  by  clergy  other  than  the 
chaplains,  if  only  from  its  freshness,  is  highly  appreciated  by 
prisoners,  and  one  can  but 'hope  is,  in  the  case  of  some  attentive 
listeners,  highly  resultful. 

I  would  venture  here  to  state — and  hope  I  am  in  order  when  so 
doing — that  1  lirmly  wish  that  one's  experience  enabled  one  to 
express  the  opinion  that  another  recent  '*  innovation,"  which  at 
first  sight  reads  so  well,  is  of  benefit  to  prisoners  whom  it  touches, 
and  that  is  '^  talking  at  exercise."  As  a  chaplain  I  feel  strongly 
on  this  subject,  and  for  the  reason  that  I  have  repeatedly  seen  the 
ill-results  of  this  opportunity  given  to  a  man  hardened  in  crime 
to  make  another,  only  possibly  as  yet  entering  upon  a  criminal 
existence,  a  firmly-rooted  follower  of  evil  courses  in  life  by 
holding  out  imagined' advantages,  and  so  on.  I  am  firmly  con- 
vinced from  what  I  have  learnt  during  private  and  confidential 
interviews  with  seemingly  hopeful  and  helpable  youthful 
prisoners,  that  as  far  as  younger  men  are  concerned  it  is  impossible 
to  overestimate  the  harm  that  may  arise  from  this  chance  offered 
them  to  obtain  information  first  hand  which  they  consider  will 
largelj  secure  them  from  detection,  and  make  things  easy  in 
future  law-b*eaking. 

The  valuation  set  upon  school  instruction  by  some  of  those 
rendered  eligible  to  receive  it  is  gratifying,  and,  considering  the 
recognised  average  rate  of  progress  by  a  scholar  in  a  board  school, 
the  advancement  to  be  seen  made,  by  some  youthful  offenders  in 
particular,  leceiving  instruction,  is  quite  amazing. 

The  immerse  number  of  books  which  came  to  the  library  here 
from  the  convict  prison  at  Dover  has  gradually  lessened  ;  and  the 
surplus  stock  having  now  disappeared,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
possessing  at  length  a  workable  prisoners'  library,  which  we  hope 
will  shortly  be  furnished  with  a  number  of  up-to-date  books  and 
periodicals.

The  local  DiBcharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  is  doing  a  good 
work  as  far  as  it  goes,  bnt  the  limitation  placed  upon  the  sub- 
committee by  the  little  financial  support  the  society  receives  is 
most  unfortunate. 

May  I  here  state  that  the  terror  the  contemplation  of  entering 
an  inebriates*  home  has  for  those  most  hopeless  cases,  from  a 
chaplain's-point  of  view  -habitual  drunkards — ^makes  one  consider 
that  it  would,  perhaps,  be  well  for  such  if  imprioonment  meant 
for  them  enforced  harder  labour  than  it  does  at  present.

Report. 

During  the  year  ended  Slst  March,  1901,  there  were  two  cases 
of  scarlet  fever — one  removed  to  the  military  hospital,  the  other 
to  the  sanatorium. 

There  was  one  case  of  suicide  by  strangulation.     One  prisoner  ' 
died  from  the  effects  of  drink.     One  feigned  attempted  suicide  by 
hanging.     He  was  removed  to  Wormwood  Scrubs,  being  of  an 
epileptic  suicidal  family. 

Health,  dietary,  bedding,  and  heating  satisfactory. 

Three  male  prisoners  discharged  on  medical  grounds — one  for 
consumption  of  lungs,  he  dying  about  six  weeks  after ;  one  for 
a  traumatic  rupture  of  left  eyeball  on  admission  ;  the  third  was 
one  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever.

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well.  Debtors  having  to 
work  at  industrial  labour  is  good,  both  as  a  benefit  to  themselves 
and  the  industries  of  the  prison.  More  daily  exercises,  more 
visits,  part  payment  of  fines,  increased  supervision  owing  to 
associated  labour  in  workshops,  giving  the  staff  time  off  daily  to 
make  up  for  evening  duties,  require  an  increased  staff,  without 
which  it  makes  it  very  difficult  to  properly  supervise  the  work, 
ensure  good  discipline,  and  carry  on  the  general  duties  of  the 
prison. 

Awaiting  trial  prisoners  are  given  industrial  work  at  their  own 
request,  but  as  they  cannot  be  tasked  the  output  varies. 

Power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  worked  well ;  it  acts  as 
an  incentive  to  good  conduct  on  the  one  hand,  and  as  a  deterrent 
on  the  other,  in  that  marks  can  be  forfeited  for  misconduct. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  part  payment  of 
fines. 

There  has  been  no  corporal  punishment. 

Conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

Associated  labour  is  an  excellent  arrangement  if  properly 
supervised,  with  the  exception  of  weaving,  as  I  find  that  owing 
to  the  limited  number  of  hours  prisoners  are  out  at  the  workshops 
the  output  is  very  considerably  decreased,  and  it  would  therefore 
be  better  to  have  the  looms  in  cells  as  before,  unless  they  were 
kept  in  both  places.  I  would  still  advocate  that  where  build- 
ing, draining,  and  gardening  is  carried  on,  and  where  there  is  a 
difficulty  in  getting  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  stage  prisoners  to  do  the 
work,  that  judiciously  selected  1st  stage  prisoners  be  allowed  to 
do  it,  the  work  being  as  hard,  if  not  harder,  than  any  manual 
labour  authorized  for  1st  stage  prisoners. 

Associated  labours,  such  as  weaving,  hammock  and  coal-sack 
making,  sack  repairing,  bags  for  the  Post  Office,  wood  chopping 
for  troops  and  Government  offices,  pillow  slip  making  for  War 
Department,  washing  for  the  service  of  the  prison,  gardening, 
building  and  draining  operations,  have  been  carried  out ;  also  in 
cell  or  otherwise,  atone  breaking,  sewing^  knitting,  cleaning,  &c. 
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The  treadwheel  has  been  done  away  with,  the  house  being    iftriawMrtB. 
converted  into  a  workshop  for  associated  labour.  ^^^RroSt/ 

Conversational   exercise    has    been    carried    out   very  rarely,       •"• 
prisoners  do  not  seem  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  I 
do  not  think  myself  it  is  condncive  to  good  discipline. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order. 

Buchan  ventilator  and  three  iron  gates  have  been  fixed  to  kitchen 
(male)  and  passage  leading  to  same.  The  ofEieers"  quarters,  front 
gate,  and  gateway  have  been  painted  externally.  New  sets  of 
guard  bars,  and  new  racks  in  muniment  room. 

Water  pipe  mains  have  been  extensively  repaired,  and  a  3-inch 
bye  pass  put  in  near  meter.  Matron's  quarters  painted.  Two 
Buchan  ventilators  fixed  on  roof  over  washing  boxes  in  female 
prison. 

B  wing  extension  is  almost  completed,  giving  additional  44  cells 
and  four  w.c.'s.  A  portion  of  the  boundary  wall  of  prison  has 
been  taken  down  and  rebuilt.  Two  w.c.'s  on  0  3  ward  have  been 
taken  out  and  replaced  by  Doulton  wash-outs,  new  soil  pipes, 
traps,  and  drains. 

New  drains  have  been  laid  for  the  kitchen  sinks,  laundry, 
baths,  &c.,  in  female  prison.  Ground  floor  in  male  hospital 
corridor,  and  cells  have  been  painted.  Buchan  ventilator  fixed 
on  roof  of  A  hall.  Cell  locks  in  male  prison  have  all  been 
repaired  and  fitted  with  new  keys.  The  old  pass  locks  have  been 
replaced  by  new  ones  from  Messrs.  Hobbs,  Hart  &  Co.  Repairs 
and  alterations  to  studio.  Twenty  boxes  have  been  erected  on 
west  side  of  prison  for  stone  breaking. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient,  in  proper  working  order,  and 
supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  fomd  sufficient  to  meet 
all  requir-ments. 

Contractors'  rnpplies  have  been  good  and  fairly  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rales  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
complied  with  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  except  in  such  cases 
as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of, 
a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  Chaplain's  duties  were  regularly  performed  throughout  the 
year  ended  March  3l8t,  1901.  In  addition  to  the  daily  services, 
two  services  with  sermons  were  performed  on  Sundays,  Christmas 
Day,  and  Good  Friday. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  during  the  performance  of  Divine 
service  is  generally  good. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  three  times. 

The  prisoners  were  visited  by  the  Chaplain  on  admission  and 
discharge,  and  frequently  during  their  term  of  imprisonment. 
The  sick  in  the  hospital  and  those  who  were  under  punishment 
were  visited  daily. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  most 
useful  work,  and  to  relieve  ail  deserving  cases. 

The  lady  visitors  see  the  most  promising  cases  amongst  the 
female  prisoners,  but  very  few  are  willing  to  enter  penitentiaries 
on  their  discharge  from  prison. 

Six  juveniles  under  16  years  of  age  passed  through  this  prison 
last  year. 

The  school  teachers  did  their  work  w^ith  the  same  regularity 
as  usual,  but  the  number  of  illitei-ate  prisoners  is  steadily 
decreasing. 

The  following  parochial  clergj*  preached  in  the  prison  chapel 
last  year  : — Revs.  T.  E.  Jones,  D.  J.  Johns,  A.  E.  H.  Hyslop, 
G.  Thomas,  and  T.  Richards ;  others  were  invited,  but  they 
could  not  come.  An  eight  days'  mission  was  conducted  by  a 
Church  Army  Missioner,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
hold  another  this  year  again. 

The  cause  of  nearly  all  the  crime  in  this  part  of  the  country  is 
drunkenness,  and  I  may  add  that  that  vice  is  on  the  incr9a8e 
amongst  females. 

I  have  received,  at  all  times,  every  assistance  in  the  performance 
of  my  duties  from  the  prison  officers.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  on  the  whole  been  very  good 
during  the  past  twelve  months. 

No  epidemic  of  a  serious  nature  has  prevailed,  but  an  extensive 
though  mild  attack  of  influenza  prevailed  for  a  considerable  time 
both  amongst  officers  and  prisoners. 

There  has  been  no  real  attempt  at  suicide,  though  one  was 
f oi&med  ;  there  has  been  no  fatal  case  during  the  year. 

Each  prisoner  is  carefully  examined  prior  to  being  passed  into 
the  prison,  and  all  cases  for  hard  labour  have  been  carefully 
examined  before  being  passed  for  such  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  is  sufficient,  and  no  extra  diet  has  been 
required  for  any  prisoner  in  the  prison. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  and  prison  generally  is  satis&ctory ; 
the  cross  ventilation  wherever  introduced  has  proved  eminently 
satisfactory. 

The  whole  of  the  sanitary  provisions  for  the  prison  itself  is  no-^ 
excellent.

The  condnct  of  the  officers  daring  the  past  year  has  been  very 
good,  and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained 

The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  most  satisfactory  throngh- 
out  the  year.    There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  descriptions  of  labonr  at  which  prisoners  have  been  em- 
ployed are  as  follows  : — 

Mannfactnring  department. — Stonebreaking,  chopping  and 
bundling  firewood,  making  mail-bags,  hammocks,  repairing  prison 
clothing,  shoes,  and  ntensils. 

Domestic  employment. — Baking,  cooking,  cleaning,  stoking 
f  nrnaces,  &c. 

Building  department. — Constructing  new  roadway  to  kitchen^ 
new  blacksmith's  shop,  building  19  boxes  for  stonebreakers, 
fitting  two  special  cells  for  refractory  prisoners,  new  w.c.'8  for 
exercise  yard  and  front  lodge,  repairing  and  cleaning  all  cell  locks, 
new  floor  for  Visiting  Committee's  room,  and  numerous  other 
works. 

Female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  washing)  knitting,  and 
needlework. 

The  rules  for  the  triple  division  of  offenders  are  working  well ; 
the  men  and  women  of  first  division  highly  appreciate  the 
distinctive  dre^s  provided  for  them,  as  well  as  being  kept  separate 
from  the  ordinary  criminal  class. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  looked  upon  as  a  very  great 
privilege,  and  is  an  incentive  to  good  order  and  industry. 

The  system  of  associated  labour  continues  to  work  well,  the 
fact  of  the  officer  being  present  enables  prisoners  to  receive 
constant  attention  and  instruction  in  their  work,  which  is  much 
better  performed. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  satis&ctorily. 
Part  payment  of  fines  and  costs  is  taken  advantage  of. 

Converisation  at  exercise  is  not  sought  after,  prisoners  prefer  to 
exercise  in  the  usual  way. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered.

The  usual  chapel  services  have  been  regularly  held  on  Sundays 
and  week-days,  and  the  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  all 
that  could  be  desired.  During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  I  gave, 
on  Sunday  afternoons,  instead  of  the  sermon,  a  course  of  simple 
lessons  in  English  church  history.  The  prisoners  were  most 
attentive,  and  seemed  really  interested,  so  much  so  indeed  that 
lately  I  have  begun  a  similar  course  of  elementary  lessons  on  the 
Prayer  Book.  Archdeacon  Diggle  and  Canon  Bell  have  both  been 
kind  enough  to  come  and  preach  for  me  on  several  Sundays,  and 
Canon  Bell  gave  a  series  of  addresses  on  the  Fridays  in  Advent, 
which  were  much  appreciated.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Bird,  Secretary 
of  the  Diocesan  Temperance  Society,  has  also  helped  me  on  week- 
days. On  Christmas  Day,  instead  of  the  afternoon  sermon,  a  few 
friends  came  in  and  gave  much  pleasure  by  singing  carols.  The 
Holy  Eucharist  has  been  celebrated  only  three  times  during  the 
year,  though  notice  was  given  five  times. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge, 
as  well  as  at  other  times,  and  the  sick  have  received  regular 
attention. 

The  schoolmaster  has  done  very  well  with  the  few  who  were 
eligible  for  instruction,  and  juvenile  offenders  have  been  instructed 
daily. 

The  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  continued  its  useful  work, 
though  it  is  greatly  hampered  for  want  of  an  agent. 

The  lady  visitors  have  given  me  invaluable  help  as  usual,  and 
many  women  have  been  greatly  helped  by  their  ministrations. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Governor  and  all  the  ofl&cers  on  both 
sides  of  the  prison  for  their  willing  and  ready  help  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

No  epidemic  has  occurred. 

There  have  been  no  suicides.

The  state  of  the  prison  is  satisfactory  in  every  respect,  and  the 
discipline  has  been  fnlly  maintained. 

With  regard  to  the  triple  division  of  offenders,  one  prisoner  has 
been  received  in  the  first  division,  but  practically  no  use  has  been 
made  by  committing  magistrates  of  the  provision  for  placing 
prisoners  in  t\ie  second  division,  one  only  having  been  so  classed, 
and  in  this  instance  it  would  appear  to  have  been  quite  an 
unsuitable  case,  the  prisoner  (a  female)  having  been  seventeen 
times  previously  convicted. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  under  the  mark  system  has  been 
taken  full  advantage  of  by  the  few  prisoners  eligible  under  the 
regulations,  and  continues  to  be  an  incentive  to  good  conduct 
and  industry.  / 

Very  few  fines  are  paid  at  this  prison,  and  only  four  prisoners 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  gain  an  earlier  release 
from  confinement  by  paying  a  portion  of  the  penalty  imposed 
upon  them. 

I  am  glad  to  say  there  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

Debtors  have  been  kept  steadily  employed,  but  I  find  they  have, 
as  a  rule,  a  great  dislike  to  work,  and  much  prefer  the  old  system, 
which  permitted  them  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  the  day  in  idle 
association. 

Only  a  small  number  of  prisoners  have  been  available  for 
employment  at  associated  labour,  and  these  have  been  required  to 
carry  on  the  domestic  work  of  the  prison  and  gardening. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  not  been  carried  out ;  only  two 
prisoners  were  eligible  during  the  year,  and  these  declined  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  also  been  very  satisfactory. 
There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  prisoners  at  hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  were  employed  in 
pumping  water  for  general  use  by  means  of  the  treadwheel,  and 
wood  chopping.  In  the  month  of  March  the  use  of  the  tread- 
wheel  as  a  means  of  enforcing  hard  labour  was  permanently 
discontinued,  and  the  more  useful  occupation  of  wood  chopping 
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jSrtnwta^  Bubstitated.  This  industry  has  been  greatly  developed  since  its 
^*^™^"  introduction  four  years  ago,  the  output  during  the  past  twelve 
^^      months  as  compared  with  the  first  year  of  working  being  nearly 

double.    Prisoners  in  other  stages  have  be^n  emtdoyed  at  mail-beg 

making,  wood  chopping,  gardening,  repairing  clothing,  shoes,  &c. 

The  work  of  the  female  prisoners  consisted  of  knitting,  washing, 

repairing  prison  clothing,  &c. 

The  buildings  and  fences,  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
following  work  in  connection  with  the  building  department  has 
been  carried  out : — Two  new  w.c.*s  in  the  female  prison  aud  one  in 
the  laundry  have  been  provided  and  fixed.  A  new  latrine  and 
urinal  have  been  erected  in  the  exercise  yard  of  the  male  prison, 
drains  altered  and  manholes  built.  The  artificial  lighting  of  the 
entrance  to  the  prison  has  been  much  improved,  and  an  additional 
lamp  fixed  between  the  inner  and  outer  gates.  The  fitting  up  of 
a  '^  special  "  cell  in  the  male  prison  is  in  progress.  The  outer  wall 
of  the  females'  hospital  has  been  cemented  to  cure  dampness,  and 
all  necessary  repairs  to  buildings  effected. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufiBci^nt,  and  have 
been  tested  monthly.    The  water  supply  is  fair. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been 
sufficient  for  all  requirements,  and  the  contractors'  supplies  have 
been  good  and  regularly  delivered. 

Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  awarding  marks  under  the 
progressive  stage  system,  which  continues  to  work  admirably. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have,  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  been  complied  with  in 
every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly 
reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

I 


Services  have  been  regularly  held  on  every  day  of  the  year  as 
required,  and  sermons  preached  twice  each  Sunday  and  also  at  other 
times  occasionally.  No  response  was  received  from  any  prisoners 
to  notice  g^ven  of  Holy  Communion,  but  considering  the  characters 
of  the  prisoners  I  was  not  surprised  at  this.  The  Sunday  services 
have  been  choral  throughout  the  year. 

The  schoolmaster  has  been  more  than  usually  occupied  in  the 
teaching  of  prisoners,  and  the  detailed  schedule,  will  show 
what  success  has  attended  his  efforts. 

Prisoners  on  reception  and  on  discharge,  as  well  as  when  under 
punishment  or  in  the  infirmary,  have  been  regularly  visited  ;  and 
I  here  wish  to  exjjress  my  indebtedness  to  the  Governor  and  to 
all  the  members  of  the  prison  staff  for  much  assistance  received 
by  myself  and  the  Deputy  Chaplain  at  their  hands,  as  well  as  for 
continued  courtesy  and  sympathetic  co-operation. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  is  strict  and  efficient,  without  being 
harsh  or  unduly  burdensome.  The  behavour  of  the  prisoners 
both  in  and  out  of  chapel  has  been  invariably  deserving  of 
commendation.

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  since  the  new 
dietary  had  been  in  force  I  had  not  found  it  necessary,  except  in 
a  few  cases,  to  order  an  increase  in  the  diet.  This  yearns  experience 
has  confirmed  that  experience ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  new 
diet  is  sufficient  to  maintain  health  and  strength,  and  I  find  that 
in  many  cases  prisoners  improve  in  health  and  gain  in  weight. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Duriner  the 
winter  there  was  an  epidemic  of  German  measles  in  the  town,  but 
no  case  occurred  in  the  prison.  In  the  boroagh  there  were  several 
cases  of  other  infectious  diseases,  but  no  case  occurred  in  the 
prison. 

Two  convicted  prisoners,  insane  on  admission,  \yere  sent  to  the 
Carmarthen  Asylum.  With  these  exceptions  the  mental  condition 
of  the  prisoners  was  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide  or  attempted  suicide.  The 
ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  good.  The  bedding  has  been 
sufficient,  and  during  the  winter  months  every  prisoner  has  an 
extra  blanket.    There  has  been  no  death. 

The  quality  of  the  food  has  been  good.  The  water  has  been 
of  good  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity.  The  prison  is  now 
connected  with  the  town  supply,'  so  that,  as  often  happens, 
through  the  insufficient  number  of  suitable  prisoners,  the  pumping 
is  not  proceeded  with,  we  are  certain  of  a  constant  supply  of  water. 

I  visit  the  prison  twice  daily,  and  oftener  if  required.  All 
prisoners  are  carefully  examined  on  admission,  and  are  then 
passed  on  to  hard  work  or  otherwise.  A  considerable  number 
have  ruptures,  varicose  veins,  and  have  symptoms  of  alcoholism. 

The  sanitary  work  referred  to  in  my  last  report  is  completed, 
and  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  now  in  a  very 
satisfactory  state.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  condition  of  the  prison  has  been  good  and  the  discipline 
ail  that  could  be  desired. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  I  still  believe  to  be  a  wise  and 
beneficent  classification  of  criminals,  and  -while  there  may  be 
less  reason  this  year  to  complain  of  the  committing  courts  wrong- 
fully including  criminals  of  the  habitual  class  in  the  second 
division,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  power  conferred  by  the 
Prisons  Act,  1898,  is  not  as  fully  exercised  as  it  might  be.  Thi» 
ignoring  of  the  power  its  provisions  confer  is  not  confined  to 
Courts  of  Summary  Jurisdiction,  the  Superior  Courts  have  alike 
failed  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  ameliorating  provision  to 
order  cases  to  the  second  division  which  might  reasonably  be 
placed  therein. 

The  power  to  earn  some  remission  of  the  sentence  when  above 
six  moDths  is  beyond  all  doubt  a  most  excellent  provision.  I 
have  not  had  a  single  case  in  which  it  has  been  necessary  to 
resort  to  punishment  by  forfeiture  of  remission  marks.  Indeed, 
I  do  not  remember  one  of  this  class  being  under  punishment  of 
any  kind.  I  would,  therefore,  be  glad  to  see  this  provision 
extended  and  made  applicable  to  all  prisoners  with  sentences  of 
six  months  and  upwards,  or  even  four  months,  and  that  thf 
remission  be  calculated  from  the  beginning  of  the  sentence. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  is  just  and  equit- 
able, and  no  abuse  of  it  has  occurred  here. 

ABBOciated  labour  has  been  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent 
possible,  and  with  satisfactory  results.  It  tends  to  greater  cheer- 
folnesB  and  better  work. 

Conversation  at  exercise  does  not  commend  itaelf  to  me  so  far 
as  my  experience  here  is  concerned.  It  has  not  been  desirable 
or  necessary  to  grant  the  privilege  in  any  case.  I  have  offered 
the  favour  in  several  instances  and  it  has  been  declined. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  hste  bl9e)i  excellent,  and 
that  of  the  prisoners  very  good.  No  serious  offence  has  occurred,, 
nor  any  escapes  or  attempted 

Employment  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out  by  stone- 
bresJcing,  oakum  picking,  and  when  tiie  supply  of  stones  has  run 
short,  wood  chopping.  Other  labour  has  consisted  mainly  of 
mail-bag  making  and  coir  brush  making.    Female  priatners  have^ 


X 
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also  been  satisfactorily  employed  at  mail-bags.    Knitting,  needle-     fixt^t^M^iiB, 
^KOrk,  and  washing  have  provided  a  change  of  occnpation  for    Gwejnaors 
women.  ^^^^ 

The  state  of  the  buildings  will  be  satisfactory  when  the  new 
lanndry  is  completed.  A  new  and  excellent  system  of  drainage 
has  been  completed  daring  the  year,  and  is  working  well. 
Another  bath  has  been  provided  for  male  prisoners,  also  a 
"  special  "  cell  for  female  prisoners. 

The  fire  applitoces  are  adequate  and  in  working  order,  and  the 
supply  of  water  Sufficient. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  storo  has  always 
proved  ample. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  delivered 
punctually. 

The  progressive  stage  system  works  admirably,  but  I  would 
be  glad  to  see  the  maximum  earnings  increased  from  IDs.  to  £1. 

The  rules  and  regulations  have,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
and  belief,  been  duly  observed. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  well  organised  and  is 
performing  a  very  excellent  work.  All  the  members  of  the 
commitltee  are  alive  to  its  usefulness  and  power  for  good.  The 
Chaplain  in  particular  uses  its  good  offices  with  lasting  effect  in 
.many  instances.  His  watchfulness  for  opportunities  of  doing 
good,  even  in  unpromising  cases,  is  highly  commendable. 

The  lady  visitors  are  zealous  and  keenly  interested  in  their 
work.  They  have  been  the  means  of  placing  several  cases  in 
good  service,  with  the  best  results.

The  instruction  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  in  a  genial 
and  thorough  manner. 

The  daily  services  have  been  regularly  held,  and  those  on 
Sundays.  I  find  that  a  few  explanatory  remarks  interjected 
where  the  circumstances  seem  to  admit  of  it  make  these  more 
interesting. 

All  prisoners  are  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  other- 
wise as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  service  and  the  opportunities 
which  offer  themselves. 

As  to  the  co-operation  of  the  offtcers,  I  cannot  speak  too 
warmly,  and  I  am  sore  that  all  chaplains  will  do  well  to  en- 
courage the  sympathy  and  interest  of  all  the  staff  in  their  work. 
To  stimulate  any  such  labour  of  love  in  them  not  only  gets  the 
work  better  done,  but  has  a  reflex  action  on  those  who  do  it. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  in  connection  with  this 
prison  has,  I  believe,  utilized  its  opportunities  to  the  full ;  and  so 
have  the  lady  visitors.

There  have  been  nine  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Commonion,  and 
the  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  conducted  as  nsnal.  I  have 
given  sermons,  instmctions,  and  readings  on  Sunday s,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays  since  my  appointment  to  this  prison. 

The  prisoners  under  school  instruction  have  on  the  whole  made 
good  use  of  their  privileges,  and  I  am  able  to  speak  in  good  terms 
of  both  schoolmasters. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  here  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  and  doing  good  work,  and  the  agent  employed  by  the 
society  is  very  efficient  and  zealous. 

I  have  given  periodical  lectures  to  the  probationers  in  the  training 
school  on  such  subjects  as  duty,  character,  work,  kindness, 
discipline  of  experience,  and  latterly  I  have  seen  them  individually, 
thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  getting  to  know  them,  and,  I  hope, 
influencing  them  for  good.  I  propose  giving  special  attention  to 
this  individual  work  in  future,  it  is  an  interesting  and  responsible 
part  of  my  duties  here.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  working  of  the  changes  in  system  effected  1)y  the  Prisons 
Act,  1898,  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  triple  division  ©f  offenders  works  well. 

The  power  to  eiim  remission  of  sentence  and  the  provision  for 
the  part  payment  of  fines  continues  to  be  appreciated. 

No  case  of  corporal  punishment  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

It  has  not  been  found  advisable  to  grant  the  privilege  of  con- 
versation at  exercise. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  beea  very  gOQd- 

^  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  fair,  and  there 
have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Prisoners  in  the  1st  stage  have  been  employed  at  the  treadwheel 
which  grinds  wheat  for  this  and  other  prisons.  The  remainder  of 
the  prisoners  were  employed  at  mail-bag  making,  tailoring, 
hammock  making,  cotton  sorting,  &c. 

The  buildings  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  good  order,  and  there  is 
a  plentiful  supply  of  water. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  found  sufficient  to  meet 
requirements. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  good  and  delivered 
with  punctuality,  with  one  exception. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  properly  carried  out.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


MSKXXmXB, 

Baporfe. 


The  seryices  on  Sundays  and  week-days  have  been  held  with- 
out interrnption^  excepting  for  a  day  or  two,  when  the  chapel  was 
being  cleaned.  The  prisoners  have  generally  joined  heartily  in 
the  services,  and  have  paid  serious  attention  to  the  lessons  and 
addresses. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge. 
I  have  paid  special  attention  to  first  offenders  and  the  young,  and 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that,  in  many  instances,  their  deten- 
tion has  been  the  beginning  of  a  better  life.  I  have  also  been 
enabled  to  assist  them  on  their  discharge  in  their  efforts  to 
retrieve  their  character,  by  communicating  with  the  clergy  and 
others  in  whose  parishes  they  reside.  I  have,  in  my  visits,  been 
invariably  received  with  respect,  and  my  advice  has  been  atten- 
tively listened  to. 

The  agent  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Bociety  visits  the 
prison  daily,  and  good  work  is  done  by  the  society  in  suitable 
cases. 

The  schoolmaster  is  doing  excellent  work,  and  the  prisoners 
eligible  for  instruction  receive  every  attention,  often  with  marked 
results. 

The  hospital  has  been  regularly  visited. 

I  feel  much  indebted  to  the  Qovemor  and  all  the  officers  for 
their  kind  and  ever  ready  assistance.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  prison  during  the  past  year. 
No  suicide  or  attempted  suicide  has  occurred. 

The  prisoners  received  are  all  carefully  examined  before  being 
passed  for  hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  fairly  good,  and  the  general 
sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  Attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  heating  of  the  prison,  so  that  it  is  kept  at  a  fairly  uniform 
temperature. 

The  furnace  in  the  reception  section  has  undergone  repairs. 
The  old  wood-yard  has  been  abolished. 

I  have  had  to  refer  to  the  trouble  with  rats  in  the  laundry ; 
some  steps  have  been  taken  to  deal  with  this  matter,  but  with 
only  partial  success  so  far.

Report. 


The  discipline  has  been  well  maintained. 

No  prisoners  have  been  committed  to  this  prison  to  be  classed 
as  offeaders  of  the  first  division,  and  only  five  males  and  one 
female  as  offenders  of  the  second  division ;  this  is  a  slight  increase 
on  the  previous  year. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  much  appreciated,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  is  a  great  inducement  to  industry  and  good 
conduct. 

Eight  prisoners  took  advantage  of  the  provision  for  part  pay- 
ment of  fine  ;  this  is  an  increase  on  the  previous  year.  The 
principle  is  fully  explained  to  them  on  admission. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  the  infiiction  of  corporal  punishment 
since  1897. 

As  a  rule  the  prisoners  enjoy  associated  labour,  and  it  is  much 
appreciated  by  them,  but  on  account  of  the  construction  of  the 
prison  the  want  of  a  suitable  room  is  much  felt. 

Conversation  at  exercise  is  valued  by  some,  others  refuse  it 
altogether. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 
The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making, 
wood  chopping,  hammock  making,  and  coal-bag  making,  repairing 
all  kinds  of  prison  clothing  and  utensils,  cleaning,  gardening, 
oakum  picking,  and  building  work ;  also  washing  and  repairing 
clothing  and  bedding  for  the  War  Department, 

Hard  labour  of  the  first  class  has  been  carried  out  by  means  of 
the  treadwheel,  which  ground  com  for  this  and  other  prisons ;  also 
a  crank  which  pumped  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  The  use  of 
these  have  just  been  discontinued. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

A  Qumey  stove  has  been  fixed  in  the  female  prison.  Sixty -four 
cells  have  been  fitted  with  new  pattern  locks.  An  electric  bell 
fixed  from  the  outer  gate  to  the  centre  of  the  prison.  An  inner  key 
safe  has  been  placed  at  the  outer  gate.  New  w.c.*b  are  in  course 
of  construction. 
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The  appliances  f  of  ext^qgniffhlng  fire  iu  any  part  of  the  prison'    fettaota^ 
e  adequate  and  in  good  working  order,  and  there  is  a  good  supply.  '^*^J[??*

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  with  two  exceptions^  which  have  been  leported. 

Forty-six  juvenile  offenders  have  been  received  during  the 
year,  fifteen  of  whom  were  committed  direct  to  this  prison. 
They  have  been  employed  at  gardening,  sawing  wood,  and 
mail-bag  making,  and  generally  appear  happy  and  contented, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  the  majority  of  them  are  better  provided  for 
in  prison  than  when  at  home. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Com- 
missioner.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  services  have  been  held  regularly  in  the  chapel,  both  on 
Sundays  and  week-days.  At  all  services  hymns  and  canticles  have 
been  sung.  I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  on  two 
occasions  during  the  present  years,  i.e.^  on  March  3rd  to  8  men, 
and  on  Easter  Day  to  9  men.  I  have  had  the  assistance  on  one 
occasion  of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Barnwell,  who  preached  a  sermon,  and 
of  the  Rev.  G.  Bird,  who  officiated  during  my  period  of  absence 
on  leave.  From  March  the  12th  to  the  19th  Captain  Skisser,  of 
the  Church  Army,  held  a  mission  in  the  prison,  giving  an  adtlress 
daily  in  the  chapel  at  the  morning  service,  and  preaching  twice 
on  Sunday,  Marc'i  J  7th.  He  was  attentively  listened  to  by  the 
prisoners,  and  some  10  availed  themselves  of  his  invitation  to 
visit  them  in  their  cells. 

I  have  daily  visited  all  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge 
and  the  sick,  and  those  under  punishment.  The  female  prisonei-s 
I  have  visited  once  a  week,  and  the  juveniles  daily.  The  others 
have  been  visited  at  intervals,  as  time  and  circumstances  per- 
mitted. I  have  been  encouraged  in  my  work  by  receiving  letters 
from  prisoners  after  discharge.  In  most  cases  those  who  have 
written  to  me  are  now  living  respectable  lives. 

I  have  paid  attention  to  the  education  of  the  boys,  inspecting 
the  work  done  by  them  on  their  slates  during  my  daily  visit  to 
them. 

The  Wilts.  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  assisted  82 
cases  during  the  year,  of  which  IJJ  were  women.  An  effort  is 
being  made  to  extend  and  enlarge  the  society's  work,  by  making 
interest  in  the  larger  towns  in  the  county.  An  effort  is  also 
being  made  by  the  lady  visitors  to  secure  the  services  of  a  lady 
(or  ladies)  in  the  larger  towns  in  the  county  to  visit,  and  if 
possible,  meet  at  the  railway  station,  females  on  discharge. 

I  may  add  that  I  have  received  much  help  and  encouragement 
in  my  work  from  the  Governor,  and  that  I  have  found  the 
officers  always  kindly  and  obliging.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Most  of 
the  sickness  has  been  due  to  influenza  imported  from  without. 
Prompt  isolation  on  recognising  the  complaint,  and  continued 
throughout  convalescence,  has,  I  think,  prevented  the  disease 
from  becoming  epidemic  in  the  prison. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  phthisis,  contracted  before 
admission. 

In  the  case  of  one  prisoner  who  became  dei)res8ed  and  refused 
all  food  it  was  necessary  after  a  few  daj's  temporising  to  have 
recourse  to  forcible  feeding.  Finding  that  opposition  was  useless, 
the  prisoner  gave  no  further  trouble. 

The  alteration  in  diet,  which  took  effect  in  May,  1899,  led  to  a 
great  diminution  in  the  complaints  of  insufficient  food.  From 
an  average  of  248  cases  during  the  two  previous  years  in  which 
extra  food  was  ordered  the  number  dropped  to  66  cases  during 
the  twelve  months  May,  1899,  to  May,  1900.  The  number  would 
be  equally  low  for  the  past  year,  but  for  the  drafts  of  naval  and 
military  prisoners  that  have  been  lately  received.  Many  of  these 
prisoners  have  been  emaciated  from  illnesses  contracted  on  foreign 
stations,  and  others  have  been  on  reduced  diet  for  varying  terms 
before  their  reception  here.  In  34  cases,  consequently,  during 
the  past  quarter  it  has  been  necessary  to  order  extra  diet  on  their 
reception  here. 

The  ventilation  and  sanitation  of  the  prison  have  been  good. 
Several  sanitary  improvements  have  been  made,  e,g,^  the  town 
water  supply  has  been  laid  on,  and  w.c.'s  are  being  provided  in 
the  male  corridors. 

The  use  of  the  ti*ead wheel  has  been  abolished,  and  a  fertile 
source  of  malingering  has  thus  been  removed. 

The  traininfif  in  physical  drill  continues  to  be  of  great  advan- 
tage physically,  and,  I  believe,  morally,  to  the  juvenile  prisoners. 

The  health  of  the  prison  staff  has  been  good.

During  the  past  year  no  prisoner  has  been  received  in  Division 
I.,  and  but  two  in  Division  II. 

A  solution  of  the  reason  of  the  small  number  sentenced  under 
Division  II.  may  be,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bench  the 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  ordinary  class  of  prisoners  are  not 
more  rigorous  than  the  offence  merits,,  and  that  all  reasonable 
privileges  are  afforded,  while  the  **star  class**  provides  the 
desired  separation  from  prisoners  previously  convicted. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  continues  to  be  much  appreciated 
by  all  classes  of  prisoners,  and  their  best  endeavours,  both  by 
industry  and  good  conduct,  are  constantly  exercised  to  gain  its 
advantages. 

Very  few  prisoners  have  taken  advanUige  of  the  generous 
measure  for  the  part  payment  of  fines,  and  it  is  difficult  to  assign 
a  reason  for  its  being  in  this  district  practically  a  dead  letter. 
Poverty,  to  some  extent,  may  account  for  it,  but  not,  I  think, 
entirely.  Many  prisoners  are  exceedingly  lazy  and  indifferent 
as  to  their  whereabouts,  they  neither  want  work  nor  the  responsi- 
bility of  providing  for  their  maintenance ;  imprisonment  for 
others  has  neither  terror  nor  disgrace,  while  others  again  soon 
find  that  being  in  prison  is  not  the  uncomfortable  position  they 
had  anticipated,  and  positively  refuse  to  pay  their  fine  or  induce 
others  to  do  so  for  thenu 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  on  regularly  throughout 
the  year.  Discipline  has  not,  I  think,  been  weakened  by  associa- 
tion, and  while  some  reports  have  undoubtedly  emanated  from 
this  cause,  the  offences  have  been  trivial,  and  committed, 
generally  speaking,  by  i*ie*"  who  would  offend  in  whatever 
position  they  were  placed. 

The  opportunity  for  instructing  prisoners  is  undoubtedly 
greater  in  association,  and  observation  ensures  constant  labour 
and  better  work. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  took  the  opportunity  of  saying  that 
convei'sation  at  exercise  appeared  to  be  fraught  with  many 
doubts  and  difficulties ;  a  longer  experience  of  its  working,  and  a 
close  observance  of  it«  results,  has  impressed  me  that  it  is  a 
retrograde  and  pernicious  step,  and  one  that  is  conducive  to  all 
kinds  of  moral  contagion,  undermining,  if  not  entirely  destroy- 
ing, the  work  of  the  Chaplain  and  schoolmaster,  and  the  good 
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resolutions  which  may  have  been  induced  by  perusal  of  the 

healthy  literature  provided.  Chxvemor'a

Quite  recently,  an  elderly  prisoner  at  associated  exercise  was        ^— 

heard  by  an  officer  to  incite  his  companion  to  insubordination 

by  offensive  and   blasphemous  language.     It  was    the    merest 

chance  that  the  conversation  was  overheard,  but  I  venture  to 

think  that  this  is  the  usual  kind  of  talking  among  prisoners,  and 

not  the  exception. 

One  asks,  whatever  prisoners,  ^ho  are  generally  strangers  to 
each  other  and  often  ignorant  men,  cnn  have  to  talk  about  onr 
with  the  other ;  nothing  probably  but  their  criminal  tactics  and 
their  prison  grievances,  neither,  surely,  a  desirable  subject  for 
conversation  and  debate. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good.  During  the 
year  two  assistant  warders  have  joined  the  prison  after  a  period 
of  service  at  a  training  school.  I  have  been  exceedingly  pleased 
with  the  competent  manner  in  which  these  young  officers  have 
entered  upon  their  duties,  and  the  intelligent  view  they  have 
taken  of  their  work  and  the  responsibility  which  it  entails. 

A  Roman  Catholic  priest  has  been  appointed  during  the  year 
to  minister  to  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners. 

Two  additional  assistant  warders  have  also  been  added  to  the 
subordinate  staff.  They  were  urgently  needed,  on  the  ground 
both  of  discipline  and  security.  Now  that  prisoners  are  so  much 
out  of  their  cells  the  necessity  for  more  officers  is  absolute. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  reports 
which  have  occurred  were  solely  for  offences  against  discipline. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape  ;  neither 
births,  deaths,  executions,  suicides,  nor  corporal  punishments. 

A  large  number  of  military  prisoners  convicted  by  court 
martial,  many  of  them  in  South  Africa,  have  been  received 
during  the  year.  Their  conduct  has  been  excellent,  and  their 
clean  and  smart  appearance  most  noticeable.  Their  presence  has, 
however,  entailed  a  great  deal  of  work  both  on  the  office,  the 
schoolmaster- warder,  and  indeed  upon  all  ranks. 

Jjabour  in  the  first  stage  has  consisted  of  wheat  grinding  by  the 
treadwheel,  and  only  when  the  number  of  men  has  been  too 
small  to  man  the  wheel  has  recourse  been  had  to  oakum  picking. 

Ordinary  labour  has  been  carried  out  in  the  service  of  the 
prison,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  mail-bags  for  the  General  Post 
Office  and  hammocks  for  the  Admiralty.  In  addition,  a  large 
number  of  garments  have  been  made  up  for  other  prisons. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  laundry  work, 
repairs  to  prison  clothing,  and  cleaning. 

The  obligation  to  work  has  not,  I  think,  decreased  the  number 
of  debtors.  In  some  few  cases  I  have  observed  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  debtors  while  in  prison  to  work  diligently,  and  to  earn  as 
much  as  possible. 

Occasionally  debtors  have  complained  of  the  mani^er  in  which 
bailiffs  hold  the  warrants,  and  exercise  as  it  pleases  them  their 
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Extraote,     i30wer  to  arrest.    Prompt  removal  to  prison  follows,  the  debtor 
0^rnor*8    not  being  permitted  to  go  to  his  home,  or  see  an  employer,  no 
P"*^'      matter  how  near,  and  luore  than  one  debtor  has  assured  me  that 
could  he  have  seen  so-and-so  the  money  would  have  been  forth- 
coming. 

I  have  in  my  mind,  too,  a  woman  who  came  from  the  extreme 
limits  of  the  county  at  considerable  expense,  crying,  late  one 
evening,  to  pay  the  debt  of  her  husband,  whom  she  said  had  left 
in  the  morning  to  proceed  to  work,  and  only  by  chance  did  she 
learn,  late  in  the  day,  that  he  had  been  arrested  and  removed  to 
Dorchester  Prison,  30  miles  away. 

I  know  well  the  vanishing  propensities  of  these  persons,  who 
may  as  a  class  deserve  little  consideration,  but  there  seems  room 
for  more  regard  on  the  part  of  some  bailiffs  when  exercising 
their  duty  of  arrest. 

Building  Work, — Sundry  repairs  have  been  carried  out,  and 
the  prison  buildings  and  officers'  quarters  are  in  good  order. 

A  new  "  special  cell "  has  been  completed. 

The  bell  accommodation  in  the  male  hospital  has  been 
improved,  and  new  closets  upon  some  of  the  landings  have  been 
introduced. 

The  grounds  around  the  prison  have  received  careful  and 
regular  attention.  Three  dead  trees  were  felled  in  the  autumn, 
and  a  good  stock  of  firewood  has  resulted. 

The  cultivated  area  inside  the  walls  has  been  increased.  The 
yield  from  the  garden  was  excellent,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
potatoes,  no  vegetables  have  been  purchased. 

The  fir  3  engine  an  1  appliances  are  in  good  order.  Fire  practice 
has  been  periodically  carried  out,  and  on  all  occasions  the  supply 
of  water  appeared  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  is  su£&cient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  in  its 
entirety. 

Sixty-three  prisoners  have  been  placed  in  the  "star  class." 
Four  of  these  have  been  recommitted  to  this  prison.  The 
conduct  and  bearing  of  the  "star  class"  prisoners  is  excellent. 
They  are  more  industrious  and  cleanly  in  their  habits  than  the 
ordinary  class  of  prisoner. 

One  juvenile  was  received  from  the  Poole  police  and  removed 
to  Devizes  Prison  to  undergo  his  imprisonment.  A  vicious  and 
neglected  home  was  probably  the  cause  of  his  downfall.

The  authorized  services,  with  sermoDs.  have  l)eeii  regularly  and  • 

punctually  held  through  out  the  year  on  Sundays  and  week-days, 

and  various  clergymen  have  assisted  me  in  the  addresses. 

The  prisoners  in  chapel  have  been  orderly  and  attentive,  they 
have  joined  heartily  in  the  responses  and  singing,  and  evidently 
regard  their  attendance  at  the  services  as  a  privilege. 

An  eight  days'  mission  was  held  during  the  month  of  July  by 
Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  and  good  impressions  were 
made. 

The  prisoners  have  always  been  respectful  and  willing  to 
receive  advice  and  admonition.  Every  prisoner  has  been  visited 
on  reception  and  discharge,  and  long  term  prisoners  have  been 
visited  at  intervals  between. 

The  instruction  has  been  carried  out  by  the  schoolmaster 
according  to  the  regulations. 

The  library  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  books  are  much 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

The  lady  visitor  has  done  useful  work  amongst  the  female 
prisoners. 

I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  associated  exercise  still  in 
existence  does  not  work  well,  and  is  a  source  of  mischief. 

The  Church  Army  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  several 
cases  of  discharged  prisoners. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Governor  especially,  as  well  as  to  the  other 
ofiicers,  for  the  ready  way  in  which  they  have  always  supported 
me  in  my  duties.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  continued  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  as  a  body,  a  small 
number  have  to  be  repeatedly  punished.  The  prevailing  offence 
amongst  both  male  and  female  prisoners  is  the  use  of  most  foul, 
abusive,  and  occasionally  threatening  language  on  the  slightest 
provocation,  or  rather  on  no  provocation  at  all,  since  it  is  most 
frequently  resorted  to  when  the  prisoner  has  been  mildly  checked 
for  perhaps  some  trivial  breach  of  the  rules.  The  amount  of 
punishment,  in  consequence,  has  been  much  more  than  pleases 
me,  but  I  have  felt  bound  to  resort  to  strong  measures  in  order  to 
put  it  down,  and  especially  in  the  case  of  women  of  the  worst 
character  who  use  the  foulest  possible  expressions  towards  young 
female  officers. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  male  prisoners  have  been  employed  grinding  wheat  (on  the 
treadwheel)  for  the  supply  of  whole  meal  to  Durham  and  New- 
castle Prisons,  stone-breaking  for  the  Durham  urban  authority, 
hammock  making  for  the  Admiralty  and  War  Department, 
weaving  dowlas  and  sacking,  cement-bag  making,  ship-fender 
making,  token-string  making,  tin-ware  manufacturing,  carpentry, 
tailoring,  shoemaking,  and  oakum  picking. 

In  the  manufacturing  department  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
£879  5s.  3rf.  in  the  earnings  above  last  year,  and  of  £680  3s.  lOd. 
over  the  previous  year.  The  ship-fender  making  has  been  much 
extended. 

.  The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory.  New  w.c.'s 
have  been  fixed  and  slop  sinks  improved  in  female  hospital  and 
isolated  ward.  One  male  and  one  female  punishment  cell  have 
been  altered  into  special  cells.  The  clerks'  office  has  been  much 
improved,  a  new  floor  having  been  laid  and  new  windows,  stoves, 
ventilators,  cupboards,  &c.,  fixed. 

The  hydrants  and  hose  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order, 
and  the  supply  of  water  is  sufficient. 

The  quantity  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  has  been  found 
sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

Occasionally  young  persons  are  very  inconsiderately  committed 
to  prison  from  boroughs.  Many  cases  have  come  under  my  notice 
during  the  past  year,  boys  of  from  about  15  years  of  age  and 
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upwards,  who,  so  far  as    I  can  find  out,  have  never  previously     Bztzaoft. 
been  charged  with  any  offence.    Certainly,  in  many  cases,  it  is   C^ovenlor• 
reported  that  though  not  '*  known  to  the  police  "  their  "  associates      ^^P^ 
and  friends  are  bad"  and  their  ^^ class  of  life   low,"  but  these 
cii-camstances  appear  to  be  due  to  the  fact  of  their  being  born  of 
poor  parents  in  a  densely  populated  town,  and  is  their  misfortune 
more  than  their  fault.     A  beneficent  Act  having  been  passed  for 
the  protection  of  first  offenders,  I  think  that  where  it  has  not  been 
applied  as  intended,  the  obligation  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  before  the  sentence  is  carried  out  would  have  a  salutary 
•ffect,  and  induce  more  serious  reflection  on  the  part  of  those 
responsible. 

The  more  I  see  of  the  imprisonment  of  young  boys  for  short 
periods,  the  lAore  convinced  I  am  of  its  evil  results.  If  a  boy  of 
tender  years  is  deserving  of  imprisonment,  he  may  be  adequately 
impressed  after  undergoing  a  term  of  tw^o  or  three  months,  but 
I  am  quite  certain  that  a  period  of  a  few  days  is  the  most  injurious 
form  of  punishment  that  can  be  resorted  to.  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  after  the  first  experience  bad  boys  come  to  like  it 
leather  than  otherwise,  and  prison  has  no  ten'ors  for  them.  This 
is  not  at  all  to  be  wondered  at  when  the  comforts  of  a  prison  cell 
with  its  peace  and  quietness  is  contrasted  with  the  reeking 
abominations  of  the  room  they  share  with  several  other  persons 
in  their  homes,  where  also  they  are  frequently  subjected  to 
ill  usage.  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  some  very  much  better  plan 
could  be  devised  for  disposing  of  such  cases. 

I  regret  to  say  that  cases  continue  to  be  received  from  #ne  of 
the  courts  in  this  county,  where  old  offenders,  chiefly  drunkards, 
are  sent  to  prison  in  the  second  division.  It  requires  no  comment 
from  me  as  to  this  being  the  worst  possible  form  of  punishment 
for  an  idle,  '*  loafing  "  drunkard  to  be  sent  to  prison  without  hard 
labour.  One  of  these,  with  a  previous  record  of  no  less  than  73 
terms  of  imprisonmen*^  and  many  additional  convictions  before 
magistratob,  remarkeu,  on  my  e^pressiug  surprise  at  seeing  him  so 
often  in  the  second  division,  "  but  ^  Lave  not  been  guilty  of  any 
crime,  sir."  Lessons  of  this  kind  by  no  means  conduce  to 
improvement,  and  it  is,  to  say  the  least,  unfortunate  that  men  who 
neglect  their  homes^  leaving  their  wives  and  children  to  starve, 
should  be  permitted  to  leave  any  court  of  justice  under  the  belief 
that  they  have  "  not  been  guilty  of  any  crime."

CfhAplain*s 
Report.  ........... 


All  duties  have  beeu  regularly  discharged  a^  laid  down  by  the 
Commissioners. 

Chapel  services  have  been  sung  daily,  and  twice  every  Sunday, 
with  sermon  on  each  occasion  ;  and,  further,  one  or  more  addresses 
during  the  week.  The  receptions  and  discharges,  sick,  punish- 
ments, and  applications  have  been  seen  daily  as  heretofore,  while 
long-term  prisoners  are  visited  as  frequently  as  possible. 

The  chapel  services  are  appreciated  with  increasing  earnestness, 
the  chanting  of  the  daily  psalms  adding  greatly  to  the  spirit  of 
reverence  and  devotion.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  our  organist 
for  the  pains  he  takes  with  the  choir.  I  make  special  appeals  in 
a  course  of  addresses  which,  from  tlie  testimony  of  our  agent 
and  others,  have  in  many  cases  struck  home  and  borne  fruit  on 
discharge.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  importance  of  pulpit  exhorta- 
tions cannot  be  overrated,  or  the  subjects  too  carefully  thouij^ht 
over  and  prepared  ;  indeed,  the  responsibility  of  exhorting  those 
whom  one  may  never  meet  again,  and  who,  perhaps,  have  been 
cast  in  one's  wav  by  special  providence,  is  always  uppermost  in 
my  mind. 

But  it  is  in  one's  private  visits  when  one  can  make  a  loving 
appeal,  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case,  that 
one's  words  spoken  or  pmyer  offered  up  in  the  lonely  cell  seems 
to  tell  most ;  in  fact,  I  was  informed,  after  his  discharge,  that  the 
heart  of  one,  who  was  proof  against  every  other  appeal,  was 
turned  and  changed  by  a  prayer  offered  up  with  him  on  the  day 
before  his  discharge.  I  never  meet  with  aught  but  respect  here, 
and  am  greeted  with  real  tokens  of  affection  when  I  meet  tho^e, 
who  have  been  in  prison,  after  discharge. 

The  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  success- 
fully carried  on,  and  both  our  valued  agents  and  the  numerous 
clergy,  police,  ladies,  and  gentlemen  throughout  the  diocese  are 
unremitting  in  their  efforts  to  reclaim  all  who  will  accept  their 
help.  We  are  much  indebted  to  the  instrumentality  of  Canon 
Body's  workers,  and  also  to  the  Church  Army  for  taking  charge 
of  our  cases  at  their  homes  at  Gateshead  and  Middlesborough,  and 
at  the  Boys'  Home  at  Gateshead.  Many  apparently  hopeless  cases 
have  been  uplifted  by  these  means,  including  those  of  the 
educated  and  refined  classes,  who  are  very  hard  to  help  suitably, 
but  who,  through  the  Church  Army,  have  been  reclaimed  and 
reinstated  in  respectable  life. 
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The  education  of  prisoners  eligible  for  school  instruction  is     Bxfcniob^ 
faithfully  carried  out  on  the  scheme  officially  laid  down,  and  with    ^^^^' 
much  success,  as  our  tables  show.     The  thoroughness  of  the        _f^ 
schoolmaster  and  the  schoolmistress  proves  them  to  be  worthy  of 
the  highest  confidence.    The  number  of  men  requiring  instruction 
has  fallen  off  considerably,  and  this  is  most  noticeable  amonsrst 
pure  illiterates  and  those  in  Standard  I.    The  apparent  reasons  for 
this  decline  are  several  : — 

I.  A  great  many  of  the  more  ignorant  classes,  who  usually 
frequent  prison,  have  been  drawn  away  to  South  Africa. 

II.  The  increased  vigilance  of  our  school  attendance  officers 
in  this  county  must  in  some  degree  reduce  the  number 
of  truants  and  raise  the  standard  of  education  in  the 
young  generation. 

III.  A  great  many  of  the  older  illiterates  are  passing  the  age- 
limit  for  instruction. 

lY.  The  transfer  of  men  committed  for  non-maintenance  of 
wife  and  for  bastardy  arrears  to  the  debtors'  wing 
further  reduces  the  number  eligible  for  school  instruc- 
tion. 

Allowing  for  many  contributory  agencies  in  bringing  about  a 
redaction  of  the  moHt  ignorant  classes  of  prisoners,  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  the  large  diminution  in  the  number  of  prisoners 
requiring  instruction  is  largely  owing  to  the  reault  of  the  admirable 
scheme  of  education  laid  down  by  the  Commissioners  efficiently 
carried  out,  which,  as  I  predicted,  would  be  the  case  in  my  last 
annual  report,  is  bearing  fruit ;  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  there 
will  be  a  continuous  decrease  of  illiterates  year  by  year  till  school 
instruction  in  prisons  will  be  no  longer  needed. 

Those  whose  education  enables  them  to  grasp  subjects  higher 
than  those  of  an  elementary  type  are  piloted  by  me  through  some 
special  study,  according  to  their  ability  and  taste.  It  seems 
advisable  to  encourage  this,  as  refinement  and  knowledge  help  to 
obliterate  what  is  lawless  and  gross  ;  in  fact,  it  seems  to  me  that 
anything  that  tends  to  humanise  the  degraded  is  conducive  to 
reformation.  In  this  respect  the  new  prison  rules  are  not  without 
influence :  associated  labour  ayid  exercise^  remission  ot  long 
sentences,  a  better  librarj'  and  more  frequent  change  of  books,  are 
all  calculated  to  soften  the  nature  and  to  render  it  amenable  to 
good  influences. 

The  number  of  youths  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  who  find 
their  way  to  prison  is  amazing.  True,  they  are  often  diminutive, 
though  their  hardened  criminality,  bravadu,  and  experience  in  the 
ways  of  the  world  and  its  sins,  render  it  dangerous  lo  ciaooiry  them 
with  so-called  juveniles.  The  education  of  these  ib  above  the 
average  of  that  of  ordinary  prisoners.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  prisoners  generally  has 
been  good.  There  has  been  no  epidemic.  There  has  been  no 
suicide,  and  no  attempta.  All  prisoners  for  hard  labour  are 
stripped  and  examined  before  being  passed. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  snfficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  the  sanitai'y  arrange- 
ments satisfactory,  and  all  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating, 
the  prison  being  kept  at  as  uniform  a  temperature  as  possible. 

Five  prisoners  of  weak  mind  have  been  placed  in  ol)ser\  ation 
cells  during  the  past  year,  and  have  been  seen  by  me  daily. 

Eleven  cases  I  have  considered  necessary  to  place  in  hosi)ital 
under  the  care  of  an  attendant,  where  they  have  received  every 
attention.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1901«  the  state  and  discipline 
of  the  prison  have  been  good,  and  no  events  have  occurred  calling 
for  special  remark. 

The  provision  for  placing  prisoners  in  different  divisions  has 
been  taken  more  advantage  of  by  magistrates  daring  the  past  year, 
and  seems  to  be  better  understood. 

The  extension  to  local  prisoners  of  the  power  to  earn  remission 
has  been  found  to  work  exceedingly  well.  Throughout  the 
whole  year  it  was  only  twice  necessary  to  deprive  a  local  prisoner 
of  a  small  number  of  marks  for  remission,  but  the  knowledge  that 
remission  can  be  earned  is  a  strong  incentive  to  industry  and 
good  conduct. 

In  very  few  cases  have  prisoners  taken  advantage  of  the 
provisions  for  part  payment  of  tines,  though  all  prisoners  are 
informed  of  the  rule  on  reception. 

The  necessity  of  referring  all  proposed  inflictions  of  corporal 
punishment  by  magistrates  causes  an  unnecessary  delay,  and  I 
think  magistrates  resent  the  limitation  of  their  powers,  and  are 
more  inclined  to  adopt  some  other  form  of  punishment. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  with,  I  believe,  beneficial 
effects. 

Conversation  at  exercise,  I  am  of  opinion,  is  most  undesirable. 
Old  offenders  are  usually  very  well  behaved  while  in  the  prison  ; 
it  is  practically  impossible  to  know  each  prisoner  sufficiently  to 
arrange  suitable  pairs,  and  much  mischief  may  be  done  at  this 
convei-sation,  the  results  of  which  will  not  be  seen  till  after  the 
individuals  have  left  the  prison.  I  have  not  found  any  ill  effects 
as  far  as  prison  discipline  is  concerned. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good.  The  conduct 
of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  have  been  no  escapes  or 
attempts  at  escape. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  wood  chopping,  and  making 
bolster  cases,  hammocks,  mail-bags,  and  prison  clothing  for 
Government  Departments.  Female  prisoners  are  employed  solely 
mt  laundry  work,  sewing  and  knitting. 
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Prison  baildings,  fences,  and  roads,  are  in  good  order.  The 
appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  safficient  and  in  working  order,  and 
the  supply  of  water  adeqaate. 

The  quantities  of  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  found 
sufficient,  and  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  com* 
plied  with.

The  duties  of  my  office  daring  the  year  ending  March  Slst  were 
duly  performed. 

Prisoners — both  local  and  convict — ^received  the  authorised 
amount  of  instruction,  and  made  satisfactory  progress  with  their 
school  work  under  the  care  of  the  schoolmaster  and  his  assistant. 

The  new  rule  for  placing  convicts  under  instruction  immediately 
upon  reception  gives  them  more  time  for  making  progress  now  that 
the  probationary  period  is  reduced  to  six  months. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  dulj^  performed.  Seveml 
clergymen  have  preached  to  the  prisoners ;  and  at  a  week-day 
service,  Commander  Wolfe-Murray,  R.N.,  gave  an  earnest  religious 

address,  which  was  much  appreciated. 

« 

The  grant  of  chant  books  enabled  the  prisoners  to  make  an 
attempt  to  sing  the  psalms  at  the  Sunday  services.  The  attempt 
was  attended  with  success,  and  the  service  on  Sundays  is  very 
creditably  and  devoutly  rendered. 

Prisoners  were  attentive  at  the  chapel  services',  and  respectful 
during  my  cell-visits. 

The  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  are  always  commenced  with 
a  service  held  in  the  prison  chapel  at  9.30  A.M.  From  time 
immemorial  this  service  has  been  continued  in  connection  with 
the  opening  of  that  Court.  A  few  of  the  justices  attend,  but  not 
80  many  as  in  former  years,  when  memberahip  of  the  Church  of 
England  was  regarded  as  a  necessary  qualification  for  holding  office. 
But  the  magistrates  who  attend  always  express  their  sense  of  appre- 
ciation at  the  heartiness  of  the  singing,  and  the  apparent  devoutness 
of  the  prisoners  when  in  chapel. 

Prisoners  were  visited  on  reception  and  discharge.  The  sick 
and  those  under  punishment  were  seen  daily.  All  the  prisoners 
were  visited  in  their  cells  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  officers  were  always  ready  to  assist  me  in  the  performance 
of  my  duties. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  a  usifnl 
and  important  work,  and  much  success  attended  its  efforts  during 
the  past  year.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  but  there  has 
been  a  larger  amount  of  hospital  work,  due  to  the  number  of  aged 
convictfi  of  poor  physique  or  mentally  weak  or  sufferers  from 
chronic  diseases  received  here. 

This  has  necessitated  the  employment  of  temporary  nurses. 

There  has  been  one  male  suicide  and  one  natural  death. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  before  being  classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  have 
been  satisfactory.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  RETORT. 


There  is  nothing  calling?  for  exceptional  notice  as  regards  the 
religious  and  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past 
year,  though  I  have  in  several  instances  received  touching  and 
grateful  letters  from  those  who  have  had  to  spend  some  time 
with  us. 

I  frequently  hear  from  one  man  of  superior  education  who 
left  us  nearly  two  years  ago,  and  who  says  that  the  time  he 
spent  here  was  a  most  useful  experience,  and  gave  him  a  higher 
view  of  his  responsibilities  towards  his  subordinates,  and  others 
of  his  calling.     I  may  say  that  he  was  baptized  in  the  prison. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  performed,  and 
two  sermons  each  Sunday,  and  one  on  each  Saint's  day  have  been 
given  at  the  least. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
all  sick  and  under  punishment  visited  daily. 

The  other  prisoners  also  receive  their  due  share  of  attention, 
varying  of  course,  as  in  a  parish,  according  to  their  needs. 

The  services  are  evidently  very  much  appreciated,  and  are 
most  hearty,  being  daily  to  a  certain  extent  choral. 

The  Psalms  are  most  carefully  read  in  monotone,  and  the 
punctuation  duly  observed,  and  the  rendering  of  them  is  at  times 
quite  remarkable  for  its  distinctness,  as  it  is  at  present.  As 
most  of  the  prisoners  are  short  sentence  men,  this  can  only  be 
attained  by  constant  care  and  practice. 

I  have  to  thank  several  of  the  city  clergy  for  preaching  in  the 
chapel,  and  my  assistant  curates  for  their  help. 

I  have  also  to  state  that  the  assistance  rendered  by  all  the 
officials  has  been  not  only  duly,  but  most  kindly  and  zealously 
rendered.

There  has  been  no  epidemic,  and  there  has  been  one  feigned 
attempt  at  suicide  during  the  year.

The  state  and  diBcipliue  of  the  prison  have  been  well 
maintained. 

No  prisoners  of  the  Ist  Division,  and  only  2  male  prisoners  of 
the  2nd  Division,  have  been  received  into  this  prison  during  the 
year  ;  the  two  2nd  Division  prisoners  were  convicted  at  Hereford 
A  ssizes ;  none  of  this  class  have  been  convicted  at  Quarter  Sessicms 
or  Petty  Sessional  Courts. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  an  incentive  to  industry  and 
good  conduct,  and  is  highly  appreciated  by  prisoners  undergoing 
long  terms  of  imprisonment. 

Six  male  prisoners  took  advantage  of  the  provision  for  the  part 
payment  of  fines. 

No  corporal  punishments  have  been  inflicted. 

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  but  several 
prisoners  have  declined  the  privilege  and  prefer  to  work  in  their 
cells. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  a 
few,  but  I  cannot  say  they  derive  any  benefit  from  it.  This 
privilege,  in  my  opinion,  should  only  be  allowed  to  first  offenders. 

■ 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  satisfactory. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good. 
There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempted  escape. 

The  male  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows,  viz.,  ham- 
mock m^ing,  mail-bag  making,  pea  sorting,  pumping  water  (for 
the  service  of  the  prison),  sack  mending,  washing  and  repairing 
prison  clothing  and  shoes ;  the  female  prisoners  at  knitting, 
sewing,  and  washing,  and  in  the  ordinary  service  of  the  prison. 

Pumping  water  by  combined  crank  labour  ceased  at  this  prison 
in  October  last. 

The  supply  of  water  is  now  obtained  from  the  Hereford  Cor- 
poration. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  and  the  supply  of  water 
are  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c^  in  store  hae  been  found 
sufficient.

The  Chaplain's  duties  daring  the  past  year  have  been  conducted 
according  to  the  regulations. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  six  occasions. 
The  highest  number  of  prisoners  communicating  at  one  time 
being  three  ;  the  lowest,  one.  Notice  of  a  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  has  been  given  monthly,  as  usual,  and  also  for  the 
festivals  of  Easter  Day,  Whit  Sunday,  and  Christmas  Day,  but, 
except  on  six  occasions,  there  have  been  no  applications. 

Thirteen  prisoners  (eight  adult  and  five  juvenile)  have  received 
secular  instruction  from  the  schoolmaster,  with  good  result. 

The  prison  population  has  been  unusually  small.

Daring  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1901,  the  general  health  of 
the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  the  prison  free  from  epidemic 
disease. 

All  prisoners  before  being  put  to  hard  labour  are  carefully 
examined. 

The  ventilation  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison 
have  been  attended  to,  and  the  diet  has  been  good  and  bedding 
sufficient.

The  conduct  of  the  sabordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  they  have  zealously  discharged  their  duties. 

The  male  prisoners  generally  have  been  well  conducted,  and 
the  female  prisoners,  with  very  few  exceptions,  have  been  well 
behaved. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  convicted  men  kept  here  for  the 
performance  of  necessary  outdoor  work  and  cleaning  the  prison 
vans,  the  great  majority  of  the  male  prisoners  at  this  prison  are 
unconvicted. 

The  convicted  women  have  but  short  sentences  to  undergo,  and 
are  employed  in  cleaning,  cooking,  laundry  work,  repairing  prison 
clothing,  knitting,  needlework  (exclusive  of  repairs),  and  making 
mail-bags  and  stamping-pads  for  the  General  Post  Office,  and 
sack  making. 

Coir  yarn  balling  is  done  by  some  of  the  male  prisoners  com- 
mitted from  the  countj-  courts. 

The  washing  done  for  other  Government  departments  con- 
tinues to  prove  a  satisfactory  employment  for  the  women  with 
short  sentences. 

The  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  satisfactory.  During 
the  year  the  boundary  wall  on  the  north  side  has  been  thrown 
out.  A  new  photographic  house  has  been  erected.  Improved 
sanitary  conditions  have  been  constructed  in  the  B  wing  annexe. 
The  provision  stores  have  been  enlarged.  The  close  wooden  fence 
in  front  of  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer's  quarters  has  been  replaced 
by  an  open  iron  railing,  and  eight  of  the  old  punishment  cells 
have  been  so  altered  as  to  render  them  available  for  use  as  ordinary 
or  spec'al  cells. 

The  stage  system  and  the  regulations  regarding  juvenile  offenders 
and  star  class  prisoners  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  monthly  x>ractice  with  the  fire  extinguishing  apparatus 
has  been  continued  during  the  year.  The  supply  of  water  is 
ample. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  and  in  use  is 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of ,  a  Commis- 
sioner.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT  ^««^ 


During  the  year  ended  3l8t  March,  1901,  morning  prayer  was 
Baid  daily,  and  the  prisoners  invariably  behaved  as  reverently  as 
any  congregation  in  a  parish  chnrch,  and  joined  with  good  will  in 
singing  the  canticles  and  the  hymns. 

On  all  Sundays,  as  well  as  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday, 
services  were  held  both  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon, 
followed  by  a  sermon.  I  do  not  know  that  the  exhortations 
from  the  pulpit  were  seriously  taken  to  heart,  or  that  they  were 
the  cause  of  amendment  in  the  future  ;  but  at  all  events  none  of 
the  preachers  could  complain  of  inattention  or  impatience  on  the 
part  of  the  hearers,  for  all  seemed  to  listen  with  interest  to  the 
words  he  spoke.  In  H.M.  Prison  Newgate,  when  any  niLni 
awaiting  trial  were  there,  there  was  a  daily  service,  and  the 
morning  and  evening  prayers,  with  sermon,  were  recited  on  all 
Sundays. 

The  sick  and  the  dying  were  attended  to  every  day,  and  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays,  in  both  hospitals,  a  short  homily  was 
given  after  the  customary  devotions. 

All  prisoners  were  seen  on  admission,  and  at  other  times  on 
application  ;  and  those  convicted  were  visited  and  advised  before 
their  discharge. 

The  men  eligible  for  instruction  during  the  year  were  only 
two  in  number,  and  both  of  them  made  satisfactory  progress, 
although  neither  succeeded  in  passing  out  of  Stsmdard  III. 

The  schoolmaster  had  an  instruction  class,  sometimes  two,  foi 
boys  on  five  days  in  each  week ;  but  as  these  youths  were,  as  a 
rule,  only  on  remand  for  seven  or  eight  days,  it  is  impossible  to 
present  any  particulars  of  their  advancement  in  the  three  branches 
of  elementary  education.  I  can,  however,  state  that  out  of  251 
boys  under  16  years  of  age  admitted  since  1st  April,  1900,  only  15 
were  so  illiterate  as  not  to  be  able  to  read  or  write,  while  nearly 
all  the  others  were  sufficiently  educated  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  fifth  standard  in  a  national  school. 

I  owe  my  thanks  to  the  Governor,  to  the  Deputy-Governor,  and 
to  their  subordinates,  for  the  prompt  and  kindly  help  they  have 
always  given  me  whenever  I  had  occasion  to  ask  it. 

I  have  encouraging  accounts  from  the  managers  of  the  homes 
into  which  female  prisoners,  generally  young  girls,  were  admitted 
from  this  prison  on  their  discharge.  The  majority  of  them  have 
given  no  trouble  whatever  to  the  matrons,  although  others,  np 
doubt,  have  either  left  the  institution  on  their  own  initiation,  or 
have  been  sent  away ;  these  cases,  however,  are  happily  few.

The  lady  viBitora  have,  on  the  whole,  visited  the  priBon  r^gpi- 
larly,  and  I  think  good  has  in  many  instances  been  the  result  of 
their  ministrations.  One  visitor,  owing  to  illness  and  absence 
from  England,  has  not  been  able  to  see  any  prisoners,  but  her 
agent  has  met  at  the  gate  on  their  release  those  commended  to  her 
by  me  ;  and  she  reports  to  me  that  out  of  87  women  assisted, 
19  were  placed  in  situations,  10  of  whom  are  still  with  the  same 
mistress,  and  four  of  these  have  become  members  of  the  church. 
Although  away,  this  lady's  work  has  not  ceased,  and  the  outdoor 
part  of  it  is  well  carried  out  by  her  assistant.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  was  fairly  good.  There 
was  no  epidemic.  Some  cases  of  influenza  occurred,  but  they 
were  not  numerous  or  severe. 

One  case  of  suicide  occurred,  a  female  prisoner  awaiting  trial 
on  a  serious  charge.  Six  prisoners  made  suicidal  attempts,  but  all 
were  apparently  feigned. 

Prisoners  were  carefully  examined  before  being  classified  for 
labour. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  apparatus  for 
ventilation,  and  in  the  sanitary  arrangements. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  was  carefully  attended  to. 

Three  prisoners  were  released  on  medical  grounds.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


I-  must  again  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  conduct,  energy, 
strict  and  careful  attention  to  their  duties  of  the  officers  of  every 
rank. 

The  conduct  and  industry  of  the  prisoners  have  been  very  good 
indeed  ;  reports  few,  and  they  only  of  a  trifling  character. 

The  power  to  earn  a  remission  of  part  of  their  sentences  still 
continues  to  be  much  appreciated  by  prisoners,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  it  is  a  great  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  also  much  appreciated  and  taken 
great  advantage  of.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  is  a  wise 
alteration  in  the  law  allowing  them  to  do  so. 

I  am  still  unable  to  speak  in  any  way  of  the  value,  or  to  the 
contrary,  of  talking  at  exercise,  the  sentences  in  this  district  are 
all  so  short.  Out  of  2,944  received  on  conviction  last  year,  2,256 
were  for  a  month  and  under. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  during  the  past  year. 

One  male  prisoner,  under  remand,  committed  suicide.  He  was 
charged  with  attempted  wife  murder. 

All  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  and  furniture  have  all  been  good  and 
sufficient,  and  every  cell  and  room  throughout  the  prison  is  fully 
equipped. 

With  the  exception  of  17  boxes,  the  treadwheel  has  been 
dismantled  and  grinding  wheat  discontinued :  the  small  portion 
retained  is  only  used  for  pumping  water  to  flush  the  sewers, 
which  has  to  be  done  frequently. 

New  fire  appliances  have  been  purchased  to  run  with  those  in 
use  with  the  City  of  Hull  Fire  Brigade.  I  am  strongly  of  opinion 
that  a  fire  escape  should  be  provided,  as  some  of  the  more 
dangerous  parts  of  the  prison  could  not  be  got  at  without  great 
delay.  We  are  in  telephonic  communication  both  with  head 
station  and  branch  of  the  Hull  brigade. 

Female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  knitting,  needlework 
and  washing,  and  the  output  of  work  for  the  year  excellent. 

Males  have  been  employed  at  tailoring  and  shoemaking  for 
prisons,   hammocks   for   Admiralty,   mail-bags  for  Post   Office, 
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barrack  bolster  cases  and  forage  nets  for  War  Office,  and  the  output 
most  excellent. 

The  treadwheel  house  has  been  converted  into  a  workshop  for 
associated  labour  (with  the  exception  of  17  boxes  which  are 
enclosed)  ;  carpentry  and  tinsmithing  have  been  introduced  with 
most  excellent  results. 

The  careful  separation  of  every  one  of  the  various  classes  of 
prisoners  has  been  carried  out  daily,  both  at  chapel,  exercise,  and 
work. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  my  most  careful  attention,  and 
the  sanitary  arrangement  of  the  prison  is  in  thorough  working 
order  in  every  part. 

I  give  daily  care  and  attention  to  the  officers  on  probation,  and 
endeavour,  as  far  as  I  can,  to  instract  them  in  all  the  duties  of  a 
subordinate  officer. 

The  rules,  standing  orders,  progressive  stage  system,  and  the 
laws  relating  to  prisons  have  been  strictly  carried  out  during  the 
past  year.

Divine  service  has  been  performed  daily  in  the  chapel,  with 
two  full  services  on  Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day. 
A  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  held  once  a 
month  and  on  festival  Sundays. 

Prisoners  have  been  visited  regularly  on  admission,  before 
discharge,  when  sick  or  under  punishment  daily,  and  frequently 
at  other  times. 

A  very  satisfactory  eight  days'  mission  by  the  Church  Army 
has  been  held  with,  I  hope,  good  results. 

The  education  has  been  carried  out  according  to  order,  and  I 
am  quite  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  it  is  done,  and  the 
progress  made  by  the  prisoners. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  has  been  everything  I  can  desire,  and 
I  have  received  the  greatest  kindness  and  assistance  from  the 
Governor  and  all  the  officers.

The  amount  of  sickness  has  been  about  an  average,  the  ailments 
for  the  most  part  being  of  a  trifling  character  ;  and  there  have 
been  no  epidemics. 

The  ventilation  and  heating  of  the  cells  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  suited  to  the  season  of  the  year. 

The  water  supply  and  drainage  have  been  good. 

The  food  has  been  well  cooked,  and  up  to  the  standard,  whilst 
the  effect  of  the  improved  dietary  has  been  satisfactory. 

I  have  visited  the  prison  twice  daily,  in  the  morning  to  attend 
to  the  sick  and  those  selected  for  punishment,  and  in  the  evening 
to  see  the  fresh  arrivals.  The  number  of  itch  baths  required 
yearly  seems  to  be  diminishing,  whilst  immoral  tattoo  markings 
have  reached  a  vanishing  point,  indicating  a  general  elevation  of 
the  "  tone  "  of  the  masses. 

There  has  only  been  one  suicide,  that  of  a  man  on  remand  for  a 
murderous  assault  on  his  wife.

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Labour  for  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  by  means  of  the  treadwheel^ 
which  worked  a  circular  saw,  and  also  by  wood  chopping.  The 
treadwheel,  however,  which  had  been  in  use  for  some  years  was 
abolished  in  February,  1901,  and  wood  cutters'  frame  saws  . 
introduced.  This  new  method  of  sawing  the  wood  has  proved 
very  satisfactory  and  a  much  larger  output  has  resulted  from  the 
change.  Other  labour  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making,  hammock 
making,  oakum  picking,  gardening,  and  the  ordinary  work  about 
the  prison.  The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  laundry 
work,  and  making  and  repairing  prisoners'  underclothing. 

The  industrial  work  has  been  largely  increased  during  the 
year.  This  is  due  in  some  measure  to  the  additional  number  of 
prisoners  in  custody,  but  even  allowing  for  this,  the  figures  show 
a  marked  improvement  on  previous  years'  returns,  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  employment  of  piisoners  in  associated  labour,  under 
strici  supervision,  and  also  the  interest  taken  .in  the  industrial 
work  by  the  officers. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the 
boundary  wall,  to  whicE  I  have  already  drawn  attention. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  condition,  and 
the  water  supply  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  &c.,  in  store  has  been  found  sufficient, 
and  the  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  garden  has  supplied  all  the  vegetables  for  use  during  the 
year,  with  the  exception  of  potatoes.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  prisoners  have,  daring  the  past  year,  attended  the  chapel 
services  daily,  and  also  those  on  Sundays  and  Christmas  Day. 
Their  behaviour  has  been  invariably  good,  and  they  seem  to  take 
great  interest  in  the  services,  joining  heartily  in  the  singing  and 
responses.  The  short  addresses  daring  the  week  are  evidently 
mach  appreciated. 

The  chapel  has  recently  heen  improved  by  the  addition  of  a* 
few  brass  ornaments,  kindly  given  by  the  Commissioners,  and  is 
now  more  in  character  with  the  sacred  parposes  for  which  it  is 
ased. 

Holy  Commanion  has  been  twice  administered  daring  the 
year. 

The  schoolmaster  has  done  his  work  with  regularity  and  zeal 
and  in  some  cases  with  marked  results,  especially  in  one  case  of 
weak  intellect. 

The  lady  visitor  (Miss  Garratt)  is  still  most  indefatigable  and 
painstaking  in  her  labours  on  behalf  of  prisoners,  boUi  during 
their  imprisonment  and  on  discharge.  She  Tisits  the  prison 
frequently,  and  especially  on  the  morning  when  female  prisoners 
are  discharged,  accompanying  them  either  to  the  railway  station 
or  to  their  homes.  During  the  past  year  several,  young  prisoners 
especially,  have  been  placed  by  her  in  homes  and  refuges,  and  are 
doing  well. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Church  Army  for  its  readiness  at  all 
times  to  receive  male  or  female  prisoners  on  discharge  into  their 
Homes,  and  many  men  have  made  a  fresh  start  in  life  after 
spending  a  time  of  probation  there. 

We  are  still  indebted  to  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
for  the  daily  visit  of  their  agent  and  for  continuous  help  in 
other  ways. 

I  am  thankful  to  again  report  that  I  have  found  the  offldals, 
one  and  all,  sympathetic  and  ready  to  help  me  at  all  times.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


I  have  endeavoured,  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my  office,  to 
do  so  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  service  ;  and  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  I  have  received  all  necessary  assistance  from  the 
other  officials  of  this  prison. 

Divine  Service  has  been  held  morning  and  afternoon  on 
Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  <.TOod  Friday,  with  sermons  at  each 
service.  Daily  prayer  has  been  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  prison.  The  services  have  been  brightened,  by  the 
careful  training  of  the  choir,  and  their  efficiency  is  appreciated  by 
those  attending  the  services.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been 
duly  administered. 

The  patients  in  hospital  and  juveniles  have  been  regularly 
visited,  as  well  as  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge. 

The  few  prisoners  who  have  been  **  under  punishment "  have 
been  admonished  by  me  with,  I  hope,  some  good  results. 

Many  of  the  prisoners  have  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the 
assistance  given  them  by  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  at 
their  visits,  and  the  scholastic  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner  both  among  the  male  and  female  prisoners. 
In  many  cases  it  is  found  that  adults  over  thirty-five  years  of  age 
seem  to  make  very  little  progress,  owing  chiefly  to  the  fact  that 
they  take  very  little  if  any  interest  in  the  matter. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  for  Cheshire  continues 
to  perform  good  and  useful  work  among  the  prisoners  on  their 
release  ;  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  lady  visitor  of  this  prison 
for  the  very  great  interest  taken  by  her  in  so  many  cases.  Twenty- 
two  women  have  entered  the  Rescue  Home,  and  the  results  in  the 
majority  of  cases  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Three  male 
prisoners  have  been  provided  with  "outfits"  and  sent  to  sea; 
thus  separating  them  from  their  old  companions,  and  giving  them 
an  opportunity  of  giving  up  their  old  habits. 

The  library  books  continue  to  be  greatly  appreciated,  especially 
the  new  publications.  Under  the  new  system  of  selection  a  greater 
variety  of  "  up  lo  date  "  books  are  available.  The  minds  of  those 
thus  occupied  with  good  and  wholesome  literature  must,  in  my 
opinion,  be  morally  improved. 

The  week's  mission,  held  here  by  "  the  senior  prison  and  work- 
house missioner,"  Captain  Davey,  from  January  6th  to  the  13th, 
both  days  inclusive,  was  very  satisfactory  ;  and  the  earnestness 
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and  zeal  which  he  displayed  was  much  appreciated  by  many 
prisoners  he  visited  ip  th^ir  cells.  The  services  conducted  by 
him  were  marked  by  the  great  attention  paid  to  his  addresses. 

Puring  the  past  year  1,174  males  and  464  females  were  supplied 
with  free  breakfasts  on  their  discharge  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners' 
Aid  Society.

The  rules  regarding  the  triple  diyision  of  offenders  have  been 
carried  out,  though  very  few  first  and  second  division  offenders 
have  been  committed  to  this  prison.

Part  payment  of  fines  is  largely  taken  advantage  of.

Report.  - 


The  morning  and  afternoon  services  in  the  prison  chapel  on 
Sunday  throughont  the  year,  and  on  Christmas  day  and  on  Oood 
Friday,  have  been  dnly  conducted  with  a  sermon  at  each  service. 

The  prisoners  join  heartily  in  the  responses  and  in  singing^the 
hymns  and  in  other  portions  of  the  service  both  on  Sundays  and 
week  days,  and  their  behaviour  in  chapel  on  all  occasions  has  been 
exemplary.  They  evidently  appreciate  the  efforts  made  by  all 
who  are  interested  in  their  moral  and  spiritual  welfare. 

Morning  prayer  has  been  conducted  daily  in  the  prison  chapeL 

A  Mission  was  conducted  in  March  by  one  of  the  Church  Army 
Missioners.  The  prisoners  much  appreciated  this  special  effort, 
and  gladly  received  the  Missioner  when  he  visited  them  in  their 
cells. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  their  admission  and  discharge* 
and  at  other  times.  The  sick  and  those  under  punishment  have 
received  special  attention. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  eligible  for  instruction  has  been 
dnly  attended  to. 

The  library  books  have  been  freely  circulated. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  excellent 
work.  Every  deserving  ease  receives  careful  attention  at  the 
hands  of  the  (Governor,  and  is  laid  before  the  Committee  at  their 
weekly  meeting. 

The  Governor  and  the  whole  staff  of  prison  officials  have  never 
failed  in  rendering  every  assistance  to  the  Chaplain  in  his  work.

Baport. 


The  State  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  fully  mavn- 
tained. 

Greater  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  privilege  of  part  pay- 
ment of  fines  as  it  has  become  more  widely  known. 

With  regard  to  associated  labour,  I  am  in  no  position  to  be  able 
to  report,  as  I  am  still  in  want  of  proper  accommodation  to  carry 
it  out. 

I  fear  that  the  classification  of  prisoners  as  ordered  in  the  triple 
division  is  not  properly  understood  by  the  authorities  who  preside 
at  Petty  Sessions,  Quarter  Sessions,  and  Assize  Courts,  as  I 
frequently  find  prisoners  placed  in  the  second  division  who  have 
more  than  once  been  convicted  of  felony.  In  my  opinion  (to 
carry  out  this  order,  as  I  understand  it,  strictly),  I  would  remark 
that  only  those  prisoners  who  have  been  convicted  of  trivii^ 
offences  should  be  so  placed  in  that  division  ;  further,  I  think  that 
prisoners  who  have  hitherto  borne  an  unblemished  character  and 
who  have  been  placed  in  the  star  class  (after  full  enquiry  has 
been  made  respecting  their  antecedents  and  character)  suffer  more 
in  comparison  with  the  second  division,  Uiey  (the  second 
division)  being  allowed  more  privileges  in  the  way  of  letters 
and  visits. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  ofiKcers  has  been  good,  with  two 
exceptions,  both  being  dismissed  the  service  for  misconduct. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  as  a  whole  has  been  &irly  satis- 
factory. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape. 

The  labour  at  which  the  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows  : — Treadwheel,  hammock  making,  mail-bag  making,  coir 
teasing,  wood  chopping,  pillow  case  making,  oakum  teasing,  wool 
clipping,  picking  wool,  joinering,  gardening,  tailoring,  washing, 
needlework,  knitting,  weaving,  fiannel  weaving,  and  bed  rugs. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  repair. 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  working  order,  and 
are  tested  periodically,  and  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  water. 

The  supply  of  bedding  and  clothing  has  been  sufficient  to  meet 
all  requirements.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Dnring  the  four  months  that  I  have  been  Chaplain  of  this  prison 
the  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  dnly  performed  both  on 
Sandays  and  week-days.  Beside  the  Sanday  preaching  I  give 
each  week-day  a  short  address,  which  I  am  thankful  to  say  is  much 
appreciated. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  the  chapel  is  good,  and  all  are 
fairly  attentive.  I  should  be  better  pleased  if  all  able  to  read  took 
a  part  in  the  recitation  of  the  Psalms. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  at  the  great 
festivals  and  on  other  occasions,  and  several  have  gladly  made 
use  of  the  privilege. 

All  prisoners  with  sentences  of  three  months  and  upwards  are 
examined  on  reception  and  arranged  according  to  their  standards. 
A  good  many  have  passed  the  third  standard  and  need  no  further 
education.  AH  applications  for  advanced  educational  works  are 
promptly  attended  to. 

Several  men  and  women  have  applied  to  be  relieved  from  the 
education,  but  on  pointing  out  to  them  the  requirements  of  the 
Commissioners  they  have  ceased  to  complain. 

I  have  seen  all  prisoners. on  reception  and  discharge  and 
admonished  them.  The  sick  have  been  visited  regularly,  those 
under  punishment,  and  applicants. 

The  lad]^ visitors  have  done  a  good  work. 

I  am'  much  pleased  with  the  work  done  by  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society.  I  get  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  work 
through  regularly  attending  the  monthly  meetings. 

I  have  to  sincerely  thank  the  Governor  and  the  other  officers  of 
the  prison  for  their  unvarying  kindness  and  courtesy.

No  offenders  of  the  "  first  division "  were  received,  and  only 
two  of  the  "  second  division,"  both  of  which  were  sentenced  at 
the  Assizes. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  continues  to  act  as  a 
great  incentive  to  industry  and  good  conduct,  and  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  forfeit  the  remission  marks  of  any  prisoner 
during  the  year. 

An  increased  number  of  prisoners  have  been  released  on  part 
payment  of  fine  ;  and  this  rule  has  doubtless  enabled  several  men  to 
obtain  their  release  on  the  Saturday  and  retain  their  employment 
by  being  able  to  commence  work  again  on  the  Monday  morning. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  a  considerable  decrease  in  the 
number  of  prisoners  released  on  payment  of  fines  in  full. 

The  number  of  debtors  committed  shows  a  considerable 
increase  upon  last  year. 

Effect  has,  as  far  as  possible,  been  given  to  the  rule  for 
associated  labour,  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners, 
who  have  behaved  well  whilst  so  employed. 

Further  experience  of  the  rule  with  regard  to  conversation  at 
exercise  only  tends  to  convince  me  that  it  is  an  unmitigated  evil, 
and  only  the  worst  class  of  prisoners  desire  to  avail  themselves  of 
it.  Shortly  after  joining  here  I  found  that  out  of  five  prisoners 
in  the  conversation  class  (third  division),  two— one  with  over 
20  previous  convictions — did  not  wish  to  retain  the  privilege  ;  one 
of  them  informing  me  that  the  conversation  of  one  member  of  the 
class  consisted  chiefiy  of  the  career  of  crime  on  which  he  intended 
to  em.bark  on  his  release ;  and  another — an  old  convict— of  his 
experiences  in  convict  prisons. 

Notwithstanding  the  number  of  nonconformist  prisoners  com- 
mitted to  this  prison  only  two  have  wished  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  rule  which  permits  them  to  be  visited  by  ministers  of  their 
own  denominations,  and  in  both  cases  the  prisoners  desired  to 
attend  the  prison  chapel  services. 

The  lady  visitor  (Mrs.  Sanders)  has  paid  34  visits  to  the  prison 
during  the  year,  and  on  these  occasions  interviewed  a  considerable 
number  of  female  prisoners,  several  of  whom  have  been  restored 
to  friends  and  given  a  fresh  start  in  life  through  her  instru- 
mentality and  the  kindly  interest  she  takes  in  them  after  their 
release. 
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Bxtraota,         I  asked  Mrs.  Sanders  to  be  kind  enough  to  give  me  a  brief 
Oowrnor's    account  of  her  work  during  the  year,  and  of  the  impressions  she 
^^^      had  received  on  the  occasions  of  her  frequent  visits,  and  she 
replied  as  follows  : — 

"  My  first  wish  is  to  get  the  women  to  look  on  me  as  a  friend 
and  gain  their  confidence.  When  they  are  discharged,  I  get 
them  to  "vrrite  or  come  to  me  if  in  trouble,  and  also  very 
frequently  I  see  their  friends  and  try  and  make  it  easier  for  them 
to  return  home. 

-     »  »  , 

*'  The  most  difficult  cases  are  those  who  have  been  sentenced 
for  neglect.  As  a  rule  these  women  are  utterly  ignorant  of  even 
how  to  feed  a  baby,  and  really  want  thorough  technical  instruction 
whilst  in  prison.  I  cannot  speak  too  strongly  of  the  necessity  of 
more  instruction  in  simple  cookery  and  mothers'  duties,  that 
would  be  a  great  benefit  to  many  women. 

"  One  girl  has  just  lately  gone  to  service  ;  she  had  been  living 
a  bad  life,  and  so  far  seems  to  promise  to  do  well.  This  has 
entirely  come  from  the  quiet  seclusion  of  the  prison. 

"  1  should  like  to  add  how  much  is  done  for  the  women  whilst 
in  prison  :  to  many  it  just  gives  a  wholesome  pull-up,  which  often 
gives  them  a  chance  of  a  fresh  start  in  life.*^ 

It  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  good  work  done  by 
the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  through  its  admirable 
agent,  who  attends  the  prison  daily.  No  less  than  117  prisoners 
have  had  employment  found  for  them  or  returned  to  their  former 
employers.  He  has  received  412  letters  in  reference  to  prisoners, 
and  written  375  on  their  behalf ;  and  visited  292  at  their  homes. 
12  men  have  been  admitted  to  the  Church  Army  Labour  Home  in 
Leicester,  five  women  to  the  local  refuge,  and  two  boys  to  the 
Friendless  Boys'  Home.  Lodgings  have  been  provided  for  165. 
112  have  been  supplied  with  clothing  and  bedding ;  35  with  tools. 
76  have  had  their  railway  fares  paid  to  various  places.  Inall, 
729  prisoners  have  been  assisted  in  various  ways,  and  915  have 
been  provided  with  breakfasts  on  their  release.  Mr.  Morris  has 
the  entire  confidence  of  the  prisoners,  who  look  upon  him  as  a 
real  friend — as  indeed  he  is. 

Miss  Gittins  and  Miss  Walker,  of  the  Guild  of  Women  Workers, 
act  as  voluntary  agents  for  female  prisoners,  and  one  of  them — 
usually  the  former — ^meets  all  female  prisoners  on  discharge,  and 
either  sees  them  off  by  train  or  takes  them  to  a  private  room  at 
the  coffee  tavern  and  ascertains  whether  or  not  she  can  assist 
them  in  any  way,  and  if  so  confers  with  the  male  agent,  and  they 
grant  such  assistance  as  is  considered  desirable  ;  the  ladies  follow- 
ing up  any  case  they  think  can  be  permanently  benefited.  They 
also  accompany  suitable  cases  to  their  own  homes.  I  cannot 
doubt  that  very  valuable  work  is  beinj?  done  by  these  two 
benevolent  ladies  who  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  dis* 
charged  female  prisoners. 

The  prisoners  have  been  well  and  fully  employed  during  the 
year  in  granite  breaking,  wool  sorting,  making  various  kinds  of 
mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  seamen's  kit-bags  and  hammocks  for 
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the  Admiralty,  sack  making  and  mending  for  local  firms,  and  the     Extracts^ 
earnings  in  manufactures  show  a  considerable  increase  npon  last    ^^^tJ^?2[* 
-year.  -Jl-./ 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  fairly  good,  and  has  much 
improved  of  late. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the  year. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has,  with  few  exceptions,  been 
good. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape. 

With  the  exception  of  the  chapel,  which  is  urgently  in  need  of 
renovation  and  reconstruction,  the  buildings  in  use  are  in  excellent 
order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water. 

The  supplies  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  have  been  sufficient  for 
all  requirements,  and  the  contractors'  supplies  generally  have  been 
good  and  punctually  delivered. 

158  military  prisoners  have  been  received  this  year. 

An  increased  number  of  prisoners  have  been  placed  in  the 
"  star  class,"  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  none  have,  so  far 
as  is  known,  been  reconvicted.  Two  men  who  were  in  the  "  star 
class  "  in  other  prisons  have  been  received,  but  in  both  cases  they 
were  reapprehended  at  the  prison  gates  on  their  release  after 
serving  their  first  imprisonment,  and  for  offences  committed 
prior  to  those  for  which  they  had  undergone  imprisonment. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out, 
and  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with.

Chaplain's 
Report.  ..^^— . 


The  religioas  services  daring  the  past  year  have  been  duly- 
conducted,  both  daily  and  on  Sundays.  From  time  to  time 
addresses  have  been  given  to  the  prisoners  on  ordinary  week-days. 
Saints'  days  are  marked  by  the  Ante-Communion  service  with  a 
short  address.  There  is  a  choir  practice  weekly,  and  also  a  short 
congregation  practice.  The  interest  taken  in  the  services  by  the 
prisoners,  and  the  attention  they  give  to  the  addresses,  make  the 
conducting  of  these  services  a  real  pleasure.  The  general  tone  of 
the  services,  the  reverent  behaviour,  the  heartiness  of  the  singing, 
would  compare  most  favourably  with  the  heartiest  service  in 
any  parish  church.  During  the  past  year  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Peterboro'  has  twice  visited  the  prison,  on  the  first  occasion 
administering  the  rite  of  confirmation,  and  on  the  second  occasion 
preaching  to  the  prisoners.  An  eight  days*  mission  was  conducted 
last  Advent  by  Captain  Hart,  of  the  Church  Army.  The  missioner 
was  a  man  of  deep  earnestness  and  of  considerable  power,  and  the 
prisoners  were  much  impressed  by  his  efforts,  and  were  anxious 
to  be  visited  by  him.  I  believe  that  this  mission  has  done  lasting 
good. 

All  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and  discharge  ; 
those  under  punishment  and  the  sick  have  been  visited  daily,  and 
other  prisoners  from  time  to  time.  I  have  met  with  invariable 
courtesy  from  the  prisoners,  who  seem  usually  to  be  quite 
genuinely  pleased  at  being  visited,  and  who  are  ready  in  most 
cases  to  talk  frankly  about  their  lives. 

The  number  of  hardened  criminals  who  have  entered  the 
prison  during  the  past  year  is  very  small.  The  great  majority 
are  prepared  to  make  all  manner  of  good  resolutions,  although^ 
unfortunately,  in  most  cases  their  wills  are  too  weak  to  carry 
them  into  effect  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  vast  majority  of 
prisoners  have  become  such  through  the  evil  effects  of  strong- 
drink,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  What  has  struck  me  more 
than  anything  else  in  my  prison  work  has  been  the  remarkable 
improvement,  physical,  mental,  and  moral,  which  even  a  short 
sentence  can  effect  in  the  ca^e  of  women  who  have  been  living- 
lives  of  drunkenness  and  prostitution.  These  women  often  go- 
out  after  a  fortnight's  imprisonment  looking  entirely  different 
beings,  and  saying  that  they  have  never  been  so  well  or  so  happy 
anywhere  else.  The  facts  of  the  case  produce  an  overwhelming^ 
conviction  of  the  good  that  might  be  achieved  by  long  sentences- 
and  by  detention  in  homes.  The  present  system  of  short  sentencea 
oonf  em  little  permanent  benefit  on  these  cases. 
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The  education  of  priBoners  qaalified  for  instraction  has  been     Bztniota. 
duly  carried  on,  and  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  an    O^lain* 
unuEfual    number  upon   the  educational    register,  owing    to    a      «^'t. 
considerable  influx  of  military   prisoners,  most  of  whom  had 
sentences  of  more  than  three  months,  and  hardly  any  one  of 
whom  were  capable  of  passing  Standard  III.    I  consider  that  the 
results  of  the  education  given  are  highly  satisfactory.     In  almost 
all  cases  there  is  a  very  marked  improvement  after  two  months  of 
instruction,  and  in  many  cas3S  rapid  progress  has  been  made. 

I  have  found  hardly  any  aversion  to  education  among  the 
prisoners ;  in  most  cases  it  is  welcomed  by  them.  I  have  been 
much  struck  by  the  fact  that,  in  most  cases,  a  youth  of  18  or  20 
years  of  age,  who  left  school  in  Standard  VI.,  is  unable  on 
admission  to  do  the  simplest  sum  correctly,  and  in  almost  all  cases 
there  is  a  remarkable  forgetfulness  of  the  education  received  in 
boyhood. 

The  clerk-schoolmaster  has  an  excellent  moral  influence  on 
the  prisoners,  and  is  always  able  to  got  cheerful  work  out  of 
them. 

The  library  is  well  looked  after,  and  the  books  are  thoroughly 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

Very  valuable  assistance  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  by 
Mrs.  Sanders,  who  has  acted  as  lady  visitor  ;  without  her  assistance 
the  work  of  advising,  exhorting,  and  helping  ;he  women  prisoners 
would  have  been  sadly  deficient. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Morris,  the 
agent  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society.     Mr.  Morris  is  *" 

also  police  court  missioner,  and  his  knowledge  and  experience  is 
unrivalled.  He  has  the  confidence  and  respect  of  even  the  worst 
characters,  and  is  full  of  kindliness  and  sympathy,  coupled  with 
shrewdness  and  common  sense.    His  work  is  invaluable. 

Mr.  Morris  has  a  small  home  for  boys,  which  is  a  most  useful 
institution.  A  very  considerable  number  of  destitute  prisoners 
have  been  taken  by  the  Church  Army  Labour  Home  during  the 
past  year,  many  of  whom  are  now  doing  well  in  good  situations. 
I  consider  that  some  such  institutions  as  these  are  absolutely 
indispensable  to  prison  work.  I  believe  that  much  good  might  be 
done  by  similar  institutions  for  women  and  girls.  It  is  not 
possible  to  persuade  all  women  and  girls  to  enter  penitentiaries 
conducted  on  the  present  lines,  but  I  believe  that  they  would 
enter  willingly  into  a  freer  institution. 

I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  which  I  have  received  from  all  the  officers  of  the  prison. 
I  am  especially  under  a  sense  of  deep  obligation  to  the  Governor^ 
who  has  shown  me  every  possible  kindness,  and  given  me  all  the 
assistance  that  lay  in  his  power  in  my  work.

Report. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good  ;  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  release  any  prisoner  on  medical  grounds  owing 
to  disease  of  any  kind. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  that  could  be 
called  an  epidemic.  One  serious  case  of  erysipelas  occurred  in  a 
prisoner  awaiting  sentence  at  the  Assizes,  necessitating  his  being 
placed  in  the  isolation  hospital ;  three  or  four  mild  cases  of 
influenza  occurred,  one  of  the  assistant  warders  was  laid  up  for 
several  weeks  with  mumps,  and  a  warder^s  child  was  also  treated 
for  diphtheria,  but  neither  of  the  latter  occurred  within  the 
precincts  of  the  prison. 

There  have  been  no  attempts  at  suicide. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  on  reception  before  being 
put  to  work. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  generally  satisfactory. 

The  pavement  of  the  prison  yard  has  effected  a  great  sanitary 
improvement.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  year  ended  31st  March 
has  been  fully  maintained,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Prisons  Act, 
1898,  have  been  carried  out. 

The  second  division  still  seems  to  be  imperfectly  understood  by 
some  of  the  committing  magistrates,  as  prisoners  are  committed 
here  in  the  third  division  who  apparently  might  well  have  been 
placed  in  the  second  division,  and  some  placed  in  this  division 
ought  certainly  not  to  be  in  it. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  most  helpful  from  a  discipline 
point  of  view,  and  is  a  great  incentive  to  good  behaviour  and 
industry. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  but  slightly 
taken  advantage  of. 

No  bad  results  have  been  noticed  from  associated  labour,  which 
keeps  the  prisoners  from  becoming  suUen  and  morose. 

No  bad  results  have  been  observed  from  conversation  at  exercise, 
nor  do  I  apprehend  any  so  long  as  care  is  taken  to  prevent  badly- 
beliaved  prisoners  from  being  allowed  the  privilege. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stone  breaking,  wood 
cutting,  oakum  picking  (without  mechanical  appliances),  also  at 
oakum  picking,  coal-sacks,  hammocks,  mail-bags,  nose-bags,  brushes, 
mats,  rugs,  binding  firewood,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  War  Depart- 
ment bedding,  knitting,  and  basket-making.  Females  have  been 
employed  at  laundry  work,  knitting,  and  needlework. 

The  wirk  in  the  mat  shed  has  proved  a  success,  35  convicts  are 
employed  there  making  mats,  rugs,  and  baskets  ;  these  men  show 
by  industry  and  good  conduct  their  appreciation  of  doing  work 
out  of  their  cells.  The  basket  making  is  a  new  industry  at  this 
prison,  some  hundreds  have  been  delivered  without  a  single 
rejection,  showing  the  care  and  pains  the  instructor  has  taken. 

Buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  in  good  order. 

Fire  appliances,  sufficient  and  in  proper  working  order. 
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Water  0apply»  adequate. 

Olothingy  bedding,  &c.,  sufficient  qtuuiti.tx  iSLQtfiCQB.  tfi.  meet  aUL 
requirements. 

Contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered, 
with  exceptions  widch  have  been  duly  reported  to  you. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out  and 
continues  to  work  usefully. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with. 

The  lady  visitor  has  been  most  assiduous  in  her  visits  to  the 
female  prisoners,  and  continued  good  results  of  her  work  are 
shown  by  prisoners  after  their  discharge.

After  a  carefal  review  of  a  number  of  cases  daring  the  past 
year,  I  can  only  say  with  regret  that  drink  is  a  most  powerful 
factor  in  producing  crime.  I  think  that  if  legislation  as  regarded 
drink  consisted  less  of  depriving  sober  people  of  their  privileges, 
and  more  of  attacking  (if  I  may  use  such  a  word)  the  drunkard 
directly  and  personally,  that  drunkenness  would  be  sensibly 
diminished. 

The  Inebriates  Act,  which  was  a  personal  matter  with  the 
drunkards,  and  would  have  caused  them  the  greatest  incon- 
venience, on  its  first  coming  out  created  among  them  a  perfect 
panic.  Owing  to  its  now  rarely  touching  them  they  almost  make 
it  a  subject  of  ridicule. 

I  believe  that  if  this  Act  was  put  in  force  that  we  should  see  a 
vast  diminution  of  drunkenness,  and  as  its  accompaniment  a  great 
and  wide  spreading  diminution  of  crime. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  out. 
Their  progress  as  a  whole  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Foreigners 
who  have  come  in  with  scarely  any  knowledge  of  English  have, 
on  their  discharge  after  some  months,  been  able  both  to  read  and 
write  it.  Many  of  the  younger  men  in  the  star  class  have  done 
very  well  and  have  shown  a  keen  desire  to  learn.  I  am  sorry  to 
say  though  that  among  the  old  offenders  there  has  been  a  marked 
disposition  to  try  and  escape  from  school  instruction  altogether  or 
to  profit  as  little  as  possible  by  it. 

The  work  of  the  Sussex  Discharged  PriBoners'  Aid  Society  has 
been  of  much  advantage.  In  some  doubtful  cases  the  prisoner 
has  been  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt.  I  have  watched  these 
cases,  and  am  glad  to  say  that  those  so  aided  have  not  returned  to 
this  prison,  and  as  far  as  we  know  have  not  been  convicted  in 
other  places. 

The  chief  difficulty  is  in  dealing  with  the  old  offenders.  Oive 
them  money  they  for  the  most  part  spend  it  in  c^ink.  Qive  them 
clothes  or  tools  they  pawn  them,  and  again  the  money  goes  in 
drink.  In  some  cases  people  will  employ  them,  but  if  it  becomes 
known  who  they  are  frequently  the  other  men  object  to  work 
with  them.  And  so  it  often  happens  that  the  few  who  might  do 
well^  on  account  of  their  antecedents,  have  to  chose  between 
starvation  and  crime. 

The  religious  seirices  have  been  duly  performed  once  daily  in 
the  prison  chapel,  and  twice  on  Sundays,  Gk>od   Friday,  and 
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flztraoto.

Christmas  Day.  The  Rev.  E.  E.  Hodgson,  head  master  of  Lewes 
Grammar  School,  has  come  as  a  special  preacher,  and  the  men 
have  told  me  how  much  they  liked  his  sermons. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  by  me  on  reception  and  dis- 
charge, the  sick  and  those  under  panishment  have  been  visited 
daily,  and  the  otheis  visited  frequently. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  every  third 
Sunday  and  on  the  great  festivals  ;  the  attendance  has  been  fair. 

The  Chaplain  has  invariably  received  every  aid  from  the  oflBcers 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  lady  visitors  work  is  very  successful,  it  does  good  in  every 
way.

EXTRA.CTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  has 
been  very  good. 

The  commitment  of  offenders  to  prison  who  are  assigned  to 
other  divisions  than  the  3rd  division  is  rare.  In  some  of  those 
cases  BO  committed  there  has  been  apparently  no  regard  paid  to 
the  injunctions  contained  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  letter  to  the 
chairmen  of  Petty  Sessions  of  25th  April,  1899.  Moreover,  many 
offenders  are  placed  in  the  3rd  division  who,  by  the  nature  of 
their  offence  and  by  their  antecedents,  should  presumably  have 
been  otherwise  classed. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  not  been  largely 
taken  advantage  of  owing  to  the  circumstances  pointed  out  in  a 
previous  report  as  pertaining  to  the  class  of  prisoners  in  this 
county. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment. 

All  prisoners  not  in  the  first  stage  are  now  employed  in 
association. 

Having  found  no  desire  on  the  part  of  well-behaved  prisoners, 
as  a  rule,  for  association  at  exercise,  and  owing  to  the  danger  of 
the  habitual  criminal  influencing  the  chance  criminal  for  evil,  I 
have  ceased  altogether  to  permit  this  privilege. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good.  One 
assistant  warder  was  dismissed  during  the  year  for  disobedience 
of  orders. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good.  No 
prisoners  have  been  brought  before  the  visiting  magistrates  for 
punishment. 

There  was  one  escape  of  a  prisoner,  who  was  subsequently 
recaptured. 

On  the  30th  March  of  this  year  the  wheat  grinding  by  tread* 
wheel  was  ended. 

The  1st  stage  prisoners  are  now  employed  in  wood  sawing, 
wood  chopping,  and  bundling  in  their  own  cells.  One  basement  is 
devoted  to  this  industry.      Besides  the    employments    iu   the 
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domestio  serrioe  of  the  prison,  the  industrieB  are  wood  choppingy    Iucumivs, 
aaok  repairing,  and  gardening.    The  whole  of  the  prison  land  was   Governor  s 
cultivated,  with  the  exception  of  the  hay-field.    The  profitable      ^^^vott 
results  notified  in  last  year's  report  have  been  maintained.    The 
female  prisoners  are  employed  in  laundry  work  and  sewing. 

The  following  rejMdrs  have  been  carried  out : — 

By  Prison  Lctbour:^^ 

Besides  the  painting  of  the  roof  work  in  the  male  prison, 
and  the  repairing  generally  of  perished  brickwork  in  the 
exterior  of  the  b^isements,  the  flagstones  of  B  2,  B  3,  and 
No.  3  central  hall  have  been  newly  laid.

A  new  1^-inch  W.I.  steam  supply  pipe  has  been  laid  on  to 
the  female  reception. 

A  special  cell  in  the  female  prison  is  now  under  cod- 
struction. 

By  Free  Labour  :  — 

New  pass  locks  in  the  male  prison  have  been  fitted  and 
flxed. 

By  ContrcLct : — 

The  boundary  wall  and  wooden  fence  have  been  repaired, 
and  the  retaining  wall  of  the  male  hospital  has  been 
rebuilt. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  and  fencing  is  satiBfactoi*y. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  efficient  working  order. 
The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  suffices  to  meet 
all  ordinary  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have    been    good    and    punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
t)rison  rules  and  regulations  have  been  complied  with.

LINCOLN  PIUSON. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT, 


The  services  in  the  prison  chapel  have  been  conducted  daily. 
A  sermon  has  been  preached  every  Sanday  morning  and  afternoon. 
By  an  arrangement  with  Archdeacon  Bond  (the  vicar  of  a  neigh- 
bonring  parish),  one  of  the  two  sermons  has  on  nearly  every  Sanday 
been  preached  by  himself  or  his  onrate.  Sermons  have  also  during 
the  year  been  preached  by  one  of  the  priest  vicars  of  the  cathedral, 
the  Rev.  H.  A.  Tapsfield,  and  by  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Wilgress,  the 
Bishop's  chaplain.  On  six  consecutive  Sunday  afternoons  during 
September  and  October  addresses  were  given  during  the  service 
by  Mr.  J.  J.Williams,  the  prison  gate  missioner,  who  is  a  licensed 
lay-reader  in  the  diocese.  I  have  endeavoured  to  make  the 
service  as  bright  and  musical  as  possible.  Notice  of  a  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion  was  given  seven  times  during  the  year, 
and  there  were  celebrations  on  four  occasions,  with  a  total  of  13 
communicants. 

On  the  25th  Noveifiber  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  confirmed  one 
male  prisoner  in  the  chapel.  He  also  gave  an  address  to  the  whole 
body  of  prisoners  during  the  service  held  previously. 

All  prisoners  reported  to  me  have  been  seen  on  reception  and 
dischiurge,  except  one,  who  was  isolated  by  medical  orders,  having 
just  come  from  a  house  with  small-pox.  All  prisoners  reported  to 
me  as  sick  in  hos*pital  or  under  punishment  have  been  visited 
daily.    I  have  also  visited  other  prisoners  regularly  in  their  cells. 

Juveniles  and  older  prisoners  eligible  for  school  instruction  have 
been  regularly  instructed  by  the  schoolmaster  and  the  wardress, 
acting  as  schoolmistress.  Both  officers  have  performed  their  work 
with  energy  and  ability,  and  good  and  satisfactory  progress  has  in 
most  cases  been  made  by  those  under  instruction,  especially 
among  the  male  prisoners. 

The  lady  visitors,  Mrs.  C.  Nevile  and  Mrs.  Vaughan,  have  been 
most  assiduous  in  their  work.  The  amount  of  good  they  have 
lone  by  their  work  cannot  be  adequately  measured,  but  it  has 
been  very  great. 

The  work  performed  by  the  Discharged  Prisonera'  Aid  Society' 
through  their  agent  has  been  very  valuable.  The  last  annual 
report  of  the  society  shows  that  amongst  other  work  done  39  men 
were  received  into  the  laljour  yard  of  the  society,  29  men  were 
sent  on  to  labour  homes,  12  women  and  girls  were  taken  to  homes 
or  refuges,  and  work  was  fourd  for  120  men. 
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The  trnstees  of  the  Rebecca  HnsBey  Oharity  have  always  very  EztnotB^ 

kindly  helped  me  by  granting  railway  passes  in  those  cases  in  explain  • 

which  it  has  seemed  to  me  advisable  that  a  man  should  be  sent  ^P^ 
direct  to  his  destination. 

The  Church  Army  Labour  Homes,  especially  those  at  Sheffield, 
Cambridge,  and  Derby,  for  men,  the  Salvation  Army  Home  at 
Sheffield  for  women,  the  Lincoln  and  Lincolnshire  Home  for 
girls,  Mr.  Crawley's  Laundry  Home  at  Grimsby,  and  the  St. 
Swithin's  Refuge  for  Women  in  Lincoln,  have  given  valuable 
assistance  byjreceiving  prisoners  on  discharge  if  necessary. 

Amid  much  that  is  hard  and  discouraging  in  this  work  there 
are  many  points  of  encouragement  from  the  reformed  and  altered 
lives  which  I  hear  of  many  prisoners  leading  and  continuing  to 
lead  after  their  discharge  from  prison. 

1  wish  to  draw  attention,  as  has,  I  believe,  been  done  before,  to 
the  very  large  proportion  of  prisoners  committed  in  this  county 
under  the  Vagrancy  Acts.  I  find  that  out  of  1,608  male  prisoners 
who  have  come  under  my  observation  during  the  time  covered  by 
this  report  no  less  than  701  have  been  committed  for  offences 
under  the  Vagrancy  Acts.  A  large  number  of  these  men  are  in 
no  true  sense  of  the  word  vagrants.  They  include  among  their 
number  fishermen  making  their  way  to  or  from  Grimsby  and 
some  other  port,  navvies,  casual  farm  labourers,  and  some  few 
tradesmen  and  artizans,  who  are  temporarily  destitute  through 
having  lost  their  employment  and  wasted  their  money  in  drink 
or  profligacy.  From  the  constant  return  to  prison  of  habitual 
vagrants,  on  whom  neither  sentences  of  a  year,  six  months,  or  the 
ordinary  short  sentence  of  seven  or  fourteen  days  have  any  effect,  it 
is  evident  that  the  prison  treatment  is  in  no  way  deterrent  to  such 
loafers.  They  either,  from  an  idle  and  roving  disposition,  will 
not  settle  down  to  any  work,  or  from  age  or  infirmity  cannot  do 
so.  Many  of  them  frankly  admit  that  they  prefer  the  prison  to 
the  workhouse — ^better  food,  better  treatment,  better  apartments  ; 
and  from  a  strictly  practical  point  of  view  with  regard  to  their 
own  comfort  and  advantage,  it  is  probable  from  a  personal 
experience  that  their  judgment  does  not  err. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  may  say  that  I  have  always  received 
every  help  and  encouragement  from  the  Governor,  and  every 
assistance  from  the  other  officers  of  the  prison.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT.        Offioer'a 

Report. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  daring  the  past  year  has 
been  excellent. 

Severe  colds,  hardly  worthy  of  being  called  influenza  (of  which 
there  has  been  no  epidemic  within  the  prison),  rheumatism,  and 
gout  have  been  the  chief  diseases. 

There  has  been  one  attempt  (a  feigned  one)  at  suicide. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  acute  pneumonia. 

The  prisoners  are  all  carefully  examined  by  me  before  being 
put  to  labour. 

The  ordinary  prison  bedding  is  sufficient  and  satisfactory  in 
quality. 

The  dietary  is  of  good  quality,  and  the  food  has  been  well 
cooked. 

I  have  had  to  order  extra  diet  in  68  cases,  owing  to  loss  of 
weight  and  debility.  This  has  occurred  chiefly  among  the 
prisoners  confined  for  the  first  four  months. 

The  ventilation  of  the  prison  is  excellent,  and  I  am  quite 
satisfied  with  all  the  sanitary  arrangements. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  is  carefully  attended  to,  and  has  been 
well  managed.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1901,  has  been  satisfactory.  As  regards  the  operation 
of  the  changes  in  the  system  effected  by  the  Prisons  Act  of  1898» 
I  may  say  that  one  offender  of  the  Ist  division  was  received,  and 
that  the  rules  pertaining  to  offenders  of  the  2nd  and  3rd  divisions 
have  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Associated  labour  has  been,  and  is,  carried  out,  so  far  as  is 
practicable. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  on  sentences  has  been  taken 
advantage  of  by  prisoners,  and  but  few  cases  have  occurred  since 
its  introduction  where  it  was  necessary  to  forfeit  marks  towards 
remission.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  some  99  per  cent,  of 
prisoners  are  undergoing  sentences  of  less  than  six  months.  The 
provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  widely  taken 
advantage  of  by  prisoners'  friends. 

As  regards  the  matter  of  associated  labour,  I  approve  of  such  a 
course  provided  there  is  a  sufficiency  of  officers  to  thoroughly 
supervise  prisoners,  but  I  do  not  advocate  prisoners  after  passing 
out  of  the  1st  stage  being  there  and  then  taken  from  their  cells 
and  placed  in  association.  Such  a  course  does  not,  in  my  opinion, 
tend  to  act  as  a  deterrent  towards  continuing  a  life  of  crime,  and 
a  certain  time  should  be  confined  to  cellular  labour  (say  six  months) 
before  a  prisoner  became  eligible  for  '^  associated  labour." 

The  practice  which  has  been  introduced  in  permitting  prisoners 
to  associate  together  when  at  exercise  I  disapprove  of. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  perfectly 
satisfactory.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has,  on  the 
whole,  been  also  satisfactory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  the  case  of  fire  are  sufficient ;  brigade 
drilled,  and  everything  in  working  order.  The  supply  of  water 
is  adequate.  The  progressive  stajpe  system  has  been  duly  carried 
out.    Contractors'  supplfesTliave  been  properly  fulfilled. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  this  prison  have 
been  complied  with,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  except  as  in  such  cases 
AS  have  been  reported  to  the  Commissioners. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  the  following  forms  of 
labour  : — Coal-sack  making  (Admiralty),  sack  repairing,  grummet 
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m^aking,  mail-bag  .making,  hammock  making,  knitting  and  needle-     Extraoto, 
work  (including  haverflacks  and  bed-cases  for  War  Department),    €^^e^no^ » 
tailoring  (prison  clothing  and  Greenwich  Hospital  boys'  trousers)  ;       Report, 
beds,  coir   and  hair,  hair    pillows    (for    War    and    Admiralty 
Departments) ;  twinemaking  (Post  Office  and  prisons) ;  weaving 
— prisoners'  and  officers'  sheeting,  prisoners'  shirting  and  liberty 
shirting,  prisoners'  neckerchiefs ;  carpentry — tables,  stools,  &c. ; 
tinsmithing,  cotton  sorting,  manila  knot  opening,  oakum  picking, 
shoemaking. 

The  following  works  were  carried  out  or  in  progress  during  the 
year : — The  extension  of  ^'  B  "  wing  to  contain  65  cells  haa  been 
continued,  and  the  roof  is  now  being  fixed.  The  reconstruction 
of  the  drainage  has  been  completed.  A  new  steam  boiler  has 
been  fixed  in  the  kitchen,  and  a  new  coal-house  has  been  built 
adjoining  the  kitchen.  Telephonic  communication  has  been 
made  between  the  gate  porter's  lodge  and  male  and  female  central 
halls.  Electric  bell  communication  has  been  made  between  the 
'  isolation  ward,"  old  males'  hospital,|and  the  central  hall  of  males' 
prison.  A  further  number  of  new  locks  have  been  fixed  on  the 
corridor  doors  and  gates.  The  roof  of  the  weaving  shed  has  been 
stripped,  boarded,  covered  with  felt,  and  reslated.  The  tread- 
wheel  has  been  token  down  and  the  wheelhouse  cleared  and 
fitted  with  gas  lights  for  associated  industrial  labour.  A  new 
**  Keith  "  boiler  and  coil  have  been  fixed  to  heat  "  L  "  wing.  The 
corridors  of  "  C,"  "  G,'  "  I, "  and  "  E  "  wings  have  been  painted. 
The  wards,  offices,  and  rooms  in  females'  hospital  have  been 
cleaned,  the  ceilings  whitened,  and  the  walls  painted  in  ^'  Duresco." 
A  room  formerly  used  as  a  "  record  "  room  in  **  0  II."  has  been 
made  into  a  Deputy  Governor's  office,  and  three  gas  brackets  have 
been  fixed,  and  the  room  cleaned  and  painted.  A  fire-proof 
partition  has  been  thrown  across  the  east  end  of  ^^  C  "  wing,  giving 
an  additional  30  cells  to  the  female  prison,  and  the  locks  on  the 
doors  of  these  cells  have  been  altered  to  suit  the  female  cell  keys.

EXTRACTS  FfeOM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  religioufl  and  moral  condition  of  the  Protestant  prisoners 
have  received  my  care  and  attention. 

The  education  of  those  eligible  for  instruction  has  been  duly 
carried  out,  and  on  the  whole  satisfactory  results  have  been 
obtained. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  regularly  performed. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge. 

The  sick  and  those  under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily, 
and  other  prisoners  have  been  seen  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  prisoners  have  been  attentive  at  the  chapel  services,  and 
most  respectful  when  visited. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  the  officers  of  the 
prison. 

The  lady  visitors  have  rendered  me  considerable  help,  and  have 
taken  much  trouble  to  assist  discharged  women  who  really 
wished  to  better  themselves.  I  regret,  however,  to  say  that  such 
women  are,  in  comparison  with  the  number  committed  to  this 
prison,  very  few  indeed. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  carefully  considered 
the  case  of  every  prisoner  before  discharge,  and  has  been  liberal 
in  its  grants  when  aid  has  been  really  needed.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  past  year  has 
been  very  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good.  Several  probation 
officers  have  been  carefully  instructed  in  the  duties  relative  to 
subordinate  officers,  and  have  eventually  passed  as  efficient 
officers. 

The  conduct  and  industry  of  the  prisoners  as  a  rule  have  been 
good. 

Employment  for  male  prisoners  (passed  for  first-class  hard 
labour)  has  been  grinding  wholemeal  (treadwheel),  oakum 
picking,  stonebreaking,  and  sawing  firewood.

ing clothing. 

Female  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  the  laundry,  and  in 
making  new  and  repairing  old  garments,  &c. 

The  total  value  of  prisoners'  eamii^gs  employed  in  the  varioua 
br&nch^s  of  industry  and  prison  employments  for  the  year  is 
£2,332  l«.lrf.

New  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  have  been  obtained  and 
fitted  up  in  pump  house,  which  is  suitably  situated  for  the  whole 
of  the  prison  premises. 

An  additional  copper  and  other  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  kitchen.  The  prison  dietaries  have  been  very  good  during 
the  year,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  by  prisoners.

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  <&c.,  in  stores  has  been 
sufiicient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  as  a  rule  have  been  good  and 
punctually  delivered. 

The  awarding  of  marks  under  the  progressive  stage  system  has 
been  carefully  carried  out. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  the  rules  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  service  has  been  conducted  throughout  the  year,  viz.,  on 
Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day,  with  a  sermon  at  each 
service,  morning  and  evening. 

There  has  been  a  service  in  chapel  every  day  throughout  the 
year.  On  certain  days  in  the  week  I  have  given  addresses  and 
instruction,  which  have  been  productive  of  much  good.  These 
services  are  greatly  valued  by  many. 

Each  patient  in  the  infirmaries  has  received  my  careful  indi- 
vidual attention.  When  there  has  appeared  any  depression, 
anxiety,  or  want  of  hope,  I  have  endeavoured  by  every  means  in 
my  power  to  inspire  cheerfulness  and  trust  in  a  better  and  brighter 
future. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  duly  celebrated,  and  in  the  case  of 
those  prisoners  whom  I  have  admitted  to  the  holy  ordinance  it 
18  not  only  highly  valued,  but  the  spirit  in  which  they  come  is 
reverent  and  devout. 

The  library  has  during  the  past  year  received  careful  attention. 
The  old  books  have  been  examined,  and  where  necessary  con- 
demned, and  new  and  carefully  selected  volumes  have  been  added. 

School  instruction  has  received  systematic  and  constant  personal 
attention,  and  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  schoolmaster 
and  the  matron.  Details  in  reference  to  this  department  will  be 
found  in  the  carefully  prepared  tabular  statementb  which 
accompany  this  report.  A  large  percentage  I  find  can  read  and 
write  well,  but  in  arithmetic  they  are  very  defective.  Several 
who  could  have  passed  fourth  or  fifth  standard  in  the  two  former 
subjects  were  found  to  be  extremely  deficient  when  the  third 
subject  was  reached. 

Prisoners  are  anxious,  almost  without  exception,  to  avail  them- 
selves of  this  means  of  improvement.  They  take  a  real  interest  in 
the  work,  and,  in  many  cases,  make  satisfactory  progress.  Some- 
times a  man  comes  into  prison  an  '*  illiterate."  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  send  him  out,  after  doing  perhaps  18  months,  able  not  only  to 
read  and  write,  but  also  to  do  third  or  fourth  standard  work  in 
arithmetic. 

This  makes  prison  what  it  ought. to  be — not  only  a  place  of 
punishment  and  repentance,  but  a  school  for  reformation  and 
improvement.  The  results  during  this  year  have  been  very 
satisfactory.

Report. 


On  admission  and  on  discharge  prisoners,  male  and  female,  have 
been  regularly  visited.  Prisoners  undergoing  long  sentences  are 
visited  at  certain  intervals. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  to  be  of  much 
service  to  prisoners  on  their  release,  and  has  during  the  past  year 
maintained  the  even  tenor  of  its  way.  In  finding  employment 
for  those  who  are  really  desirous  to  work,  in  supplying  tools  to 
those  who  have  lost  or  sold  them,  in  befriending  at  a  time  when 
need  is  the  sorest,  all  who  are  anxious  to  do  better,  the  society  has 
been  a  source  of  help  and  strength  to  the  Chaplain  in  dealing  with 
the  cases  appealing  for  help  which  are  constantly  brought  under 
his  notice.  During  the  past  year  779  prisoners  have  applied  for 
assistance  on  their  discharge.  Of  these  627,  viz.,  462  men  and 
165  women,  received  timely  help.  This  is  an  increase  of  19  on 
the  number  assisted  in  1899-190(). 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  is  a  sensible  diminution 
in  the  number  of  juveniles  committed  to  prison  during  last  year 
under  the  age  of  16.  There  have  been  only  nine  convictions 
(luring  the  year,  and  of  these  two  were  twice  convicted  within  the 
year,  while  six  were  sent  to  prison  on  remand  or  to  await  trial,  of 
whom  one  had  been  previously  convicted.  It  thus  appears  that 
12  different  juveniles  were  committed  to  this  prison  during  the 
year.  It  is  pleasant  to  observe  an  ever- increasing  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  thoughtful  magistrates  to  send  children  of  tender  years 
to  prison.  Of  course,  everyone  will  admit  that  prison  is  not  the 
place  for  children. 

As  the  responsibility  of  the  juvenile  offender  rests  practically 
more  with  his  parents  than  with  himself,  it  would  be  a  wise 
provision  that  the  admonition  to  the  child  should  be  given  in  the 
presence  of  the  parents,  to  whom  also  some  special  words  of 
counsel  might  very  suitably  be  addressed.  The  "probation 
ofl&cers  "  of  America  (especially  in  Massachusetts)  are  found  to  be 
very  efficient,  and  fasten  responsibility  on  the  proper  persons — ^the 
parents.  Their  duty  is  to  keep  an  eye  on  delinquent  children, 
whom  they  may  board  out,  or,  in  extreme  cases,  commit  to  prisons 
or  reformatories.  But  generally  speaking  it  is  found  sufficient  to 
see  them  at  their  own  homes.  This  gives  opportunities  for  keeping 
parents  up  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibilities. 

Intemperance  still  brings  into  prison  a  very  numerous  company, 
and  when  we  add  all  the  cases  which  are  indirectly  connected 
with  this  cause  of  crime,  by  far  the  greater  number  of  those  within 
prison  walls  are  there  through  their  intemperate  habits.  I  have 
taken  due  notice  of  this  fact  in  my  ministrations  and  in  the 
counsel  and  advice  I  have  given  in  my  visitation.  All  admit  that 
they  are  better  without  drink,  and  often  promise  to  give  it  up.  I 
have  given  special  addresses  and  sermons  on  this  subject.  I  have 
also  induced  several — ^both  men  and  women — to  take  the  pledge 
of  total  abstinence. 

I  have  asked  and  obtained  the  permission  of  the  Commissioners 
to  hold  a  mission,  to  i)e  conducted  by  a  lay  missioner  from  the 
Church  Army,  to  commence  on  the  21st  April,  for  eight  days,  and 
I  trust  that  much  and  lasting  good  may  result  from  this  effort. 
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In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners, 
I  arranged  a  series  of  special  services  daring  Advent  and  Lient. 
At  the  commencement  of  Lent  I  distributed  to  prisoners  a  small 
folding  card  of  the  services  to  be  held,  with  an  address  or  pastoral 
letter  from  the  Chaplain,  exhorting  each  one  to  use  wisely  and 
well  the  season  of  Lent,  to  make  a  thorough  repentance  of  past 
life,  to  return  to  God,  and  to  resolve  that  the  watchword  of  Lent 
— "  Better  Thiogs " — would  be  the  watchword  of  the  future. 
These  services  are,  I  feel  assured,  productive  of  much  good  and 
deepen  a  sense  of  sin  and  the  desire  to  amend. 

The  lady  visitor  continues  her  useful  and  philanthropic  work 
with  unabated  earnestness  and  success  in  the  female  prison.  The 
prisoners  find  in  her  a  friend  and  her  work  has  been  greatly 
blessed.  Some — a  few  who  are  wedded  to  vice  it  has  been 
impossible  to  influence  for  good — ^to  such  an  extent,  at  least,  as  to 
induce  them  to  give  up  their  evil  ways.  But  no  case  has  been 
allowed  to  pass  without  an  earnest  effort  being  made  to  place 
before  the  offender  the  error  and  exceeding  sinfulness  of  her  ways. 
A  few  have  been  reclaimed  by  being  sent  to  homes,  where,  I  am 
informed,  they  are  doing  well. 

As  a  rule,  the  lady  visitor  visits  the  prison  every  week,  and  is 
able  to  interview  all  prisoners  whom  the  Chaplain  may  select,  and 
who  receive  from  her  kindly  advice  and  needed  counsel. 

In  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  scheme  ^^  for  reading  and 
conversing  in  special  cases  with  prisoners  in  their  cells,  or,  if 
thought  desirable,  addressing  lectures  to  them  in  selected  classes, 
and  also  of  advising  as  to  any  special  form  of  industry,*'  the  lady 
visitor  continues  her  useful  and  interesting  addresses,  which  are 
much  appreciated  by  the  women.  Once  a  month  a  lecture  is  given 
in  a  room  to  selected  classes.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  visitor 
who  is  a  capable  lecturer,  and  who  being  much  interested  herself 
in  the  work  has  managed  to  interest  those  also  to  whom  she 
speaks.  I  am  much  pleased  with  the  manner  she  manages  cases 
requiring  careful  treatment ;  she  is  resourceful,  and  has  tact  and 
ability  and  patience  in  the  treatment  of  difficult  and  chronic  cases

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  fairly  good,  the  great 
bulk  of  the  males  and  females  behave  well. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

Employment  in  the  first  stage  has  beeii  enforced  by  oakum 
picking  and  the  treadwheel,  which  accommodates  66  prisoners 
and  grinds  wheat  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

Other  labour  consists  of  making  coal-sacks  and  bags,  hammocks, 
and  seamen's  bags  for  (he  Admiralty,  barrack  beds  for  the  War 
Department,  mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  shoemaking,  tailoring 
repairing  shoes  and  clothes,  smith  and  tinman's  work,  carpenter- 
ing (new  work  and  repairs),  and  picking  cotton. 

Female  prisoners  are  employed  in  private  washing,  sewing, 
knitting,  refooting  stockings  for  the  male  convicts,  making 
surplices  and  for  the  first  time  the  female  officers'  uniforms  are 
being  made  by  prison  labour. 

The  hydrants  and  hose  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good 
working  order. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  and  strictly  carried 
out. 

The  juvenile  offenders  and  prisoners  in  the  star-class  have  been 
carefully  looked  after,  and  the  rules  dealing  with  these  classes 
have  been  strictly  adhered  to. 

A  new  departure  this  yeai*  has  been  the  treatment  of  youthful 
offenders  between  16  and  18  as  juveniles ;  a  few  of  these  have 
not  behaved  well. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
year. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  supplies  from  contractors  have  been  generally  good. 

During  the  year  only  two  prisonert  were  placed  in  the  fini 
division. 
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The  power  to  earn  remission  by  long  sentenced  prisoners  con-     Eztraots^

-    A  large  number  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provision        

for  the  partpayment  of  fines. 

Associated  labour  has  been  in  full  operation  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  and  will  continue  so  now  that  the  male  staff  has 
been  augmented. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  hciv« 
been  complied  with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly 
reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner. 

The  following  works  have  been  completed  during  the  year  : — 

A  new  Keith's  boiler  has  been  fixed  for  heating  the  chapel, 
and  fresh  air  inlets  under  coils  rearranged. 

A  new  road  has  been  formed  from  the  end  of  B  wing  up  to 
coalshoot  under  male  centre. 

New  steam  pipes  and  coils  have  been  fixed  in  drying  horses  to 
laundry.  ^ 

New  water-closets  have  been  erected  for  laundry,  wash-house, 
and  cook-house. 

A  new  road  and  footpath  formed  from  male  reception  up  to 
entrance  of  female  prison. 

Five  new  manholes  to  main  drains  have  been  built. 

A  special  cell  formed  on  H  2  landing. 

A  new  hot  and  cold  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  male 
bath-room. 

860  extraction  gratings  have  been  cut  out  of  cell  walls,  slope 
formed  under  gratings  in  cement  for  cleaning  out  purposes,  and 
gratings  rebuilt  in  walls. 

The  disinfecting  chamber  in  male  reception  has  been  enlarged. 

1,300  yards  of  the  inside  of  boundary  wall  has  been  repointed 
in  cement. 

A  new  4-inch  cast-iron  water  main  has  been  laid  from  the  end 
of  D  wing  into  female  hospital  yard  with  a  3-inch  branch  up  to 
female  hospital. 

540  cells  have  been  painted. 

Two  large  Buchan's  ventilators  have  been  fixed  on  the  chapel 
roof.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  prisoners  have  been  daily  visited,  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge, also  those  sick  and  under  punishment,  and  the  others  at 
frequent  intervals. 

The  chapel  services  are  conducted  in  a  hearty  congregational 
manner,  and  the  prisoners  are  well-behaved  and  attentive. 
Various  clergy  take  my  duty  at  the  prison  during  my  annual 
leave,  and  thus  the  prisoners  get  a  little  change. 

Our  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  chronicles  successes, 
but  undoubtedly  failures  thickly  strew  its  path ;  temporary 
successes  there  may  be  in  abundance,  but  what  is  wanted  is  the 
following  up  of  the  cases,  so  many  are  soon  lost  sight  of.  It  is  a 
sad  thought  to  chronicle,  but  what  is  so  revolting  to  my  mind 
is  the  way  criminals  mix  up  religion  with  their  evil  ways. 

I  have  received  every  help  from  the  officers  of  this  prison,  and 
a  better  staff  it  would  be  hard  to  find.  I  forgot  to  mention  that 
prisoners  are  given  an  opportuninty  of  attending  Holy  Com- 
munion seven  times  in  the  year.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  was  no 
epidemic  of  any  kind,  but  several  cases  of  influenza  occurred  • 
during  the  last  quarter  ;  although  the  cases  were  of  a  severe  kind, 
fortunately  all  recovered.  A  woman  was  received  on  remand 
in  January  aufl^ering  from  an  obscure  ailment,  which  ultimately 
proved  to  be  typhoid  fever.  She  was  isolated  from  the  first,  and 
constantly  attended  by  special  officers,  and  is  now  progressing 
favourably. 

There  were  no  cases  of  suicide,  but  four  attempts  were  made 
(two  feigned  and  two  probably  genuine).  In  each  case  the 
method  adopted  was  by  strangulation. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  on  reception,  and 
also  before  being  passed  for  any  kind  of  labour.  Many  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  disease. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  dietary  has  been  satisfactory.  During  the  year  382 
prisoners  (270  males  and  112  females)  have  been  given  extra 
diet. 

All  the  ventilating  flues  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  the 
majority  of  the  extraction  gratings  reset  so  as  to  render  them 
easier  to  clean  in  future.  The  ventilation  generally  is  much 
improved.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is 
satisfactory,  and  the  heating  of  the  prisons  and  hospitals  has 
been  sufficiently  warm  and  comfortable. 

The  health  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good,  save  for  some 
cases  of  influenza  during  the  last  quarter.    One  male  officer  died. 

A  weekly  lecture  on  elementary  nursing  and  the  care  of  sick 
prisoners  has  been  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  alternately,  to  all  the  female  probationary  officers 
and  to  such  of  the  permanent  female  staff  as  could  be  spared 
from  duty  and  wished  to  attend.  The  officers  have  shown  much 
interest  in,  and  appreciation  of,  these  lectures.

The  triple  division  of  offenders  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  duly  appreciated  by  the 
prisoners,  judging  from  their  behaviour  and  work. 

The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  has  been  greatly 
taken  advantage  of  again  this  year. 

The  effect  of  associated  labour  has  been  good,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  the  prisoners  work  better  while  in  association,  and  they 
can  be  more  easily  instructed. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  carried  out,  the  prisoners 
giving  no  trouble  ;  a  fair  proportion  of  those  entitled  to  this 
privilege  declining  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  on  the  whole  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

Labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by  stone  breaking, 
wood  chopping,  and  oakum  picking. 

Other  labour  consists  of  making  gas-tube,  hammocks,  mail-bags,. 
ship-fenders,  sponge-cloth,  &c.,  and  in  the  ordinary  repairs  of 
clothing,  utensils,  &c. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  employed  knitting,  washing, 
and  making  bolster  cases  for  War  Department. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  is  good. 

There  is  a  fire  engine  at  the  police  station  close  at  hand. 

The  supply  of  clothing  has  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  as  a  rule. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  best  of  my  belief  and  ability.

Wire  work  fixed  in  the  male  infirmary  and  steps  leading  to  the 
isolated  ward. 

New  cooking  range  fixed  in  the  female  officers'  kitchen. 

New  cast-iron  covers  fixed  to  manholes,  and  drains  ventilated 
with  new  cast-iron  pipes  in  the  male  and  female  prisons. 

New  smoke  pipes  and  tops  fixed  to  stoves  in  the  chapel. 

Four  cells  converted  into  female  officers'  sleeping  rooms. 

Opaque  glass  in  sashes  taken  out  and  clear  glass  fixed  in  cells 
on  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  landings,  east  side  of  the  male  prison. 

Hopper  ventilators  taken  out  and  new  cast-iron  ventilators  fixed 
in  cells,  w.c.'s,  and  lavatories  1,  2,  3,  and  4  on  the  south  side,  and 
opaque  glass  taken  out  and  clear  glass  fixed  in  sashes  of  11  cells 
on  No.  3  landing  the  north  side  in  the  female  prison. 

Two  chimney  stacks  raised. 

High  stone  wall  taken  down  and  new  dwarf  wall  built,  and  iron 
railings  fixed  on  top  of  area  on  the  south  side  of  the  female 
prison. 

Three  disused  doorways  in  the  chapel  built  up  ;  the  old  stone 
landing  and  railing  around  the  centre  building  taken  down. 

New  doorway  made  and  covered  way  built  from  the  female 
prison  to  the  chapel. 

An  ordinary  cell  in  the  male  and  female  prison  converted  to 
special  cells  for  refractory  prisoners. 

Two  latrines  in  the  male  exercise  yard  and  two  w.c.'s  in  the 
male  reception  are  in  the  course  of  construction  and  nearly 
completed.

Report. 


The  duties  appertaining  to  my  office  have  been  carried  out 
daring  the  past  year  in  accordance  with  the  rules  regulating  the 
same. 

Daily  morning  prayer  has  been  conducted  in  chapel  by  myself 
or  my  substitutes.  Divine  service  has  been  celebrated  every 
Sunday,  on  Christmas  Day,  and  Oood  Friday,  both  in  the  morning 
and  afternoon.  The  behaviour  of  all  attending  these  services  has 
been  satislactory.  The  bishop  of  the  diocese,  according  to 
custom,  has  preached  once  in  the  chapel. 

I  feel  myself  greatly  indebted  to  the  authorities  of  the  Church 
Army  for  the  valuable  services  they  have  given  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  by  again  having  sent  a  missioner  to  this 
prison  for  one  week,  during  which  he  daily  addressed  prisoners 
in  chapel,  and  visited  in  their  cells  any  seeking  his  advice. 

The  lady  visitor  has  devoted  much  time  weekly  in  attending  at 
the  prison  to  visit  women  prisoners ;  her  ministrations  are  well 
received,  and  in  several  instances  have  been  fruitful  in  good 
results. 

The  agent  of  the  local  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  visits 
the  prison  daily  and  attends  to  the  needs  of  all  deserving  cases 
brought  to  his  notice  by  the  Governor,  the  matron,  and  myself. 

I  have  daily  visited  the  infirmary  and  the  sick,  and  also  have 
admonished  all  prisoners  under  punishment.  Youthful  and 
juvenile  prisoners  have  received  special  attention  at  my  hands. 

I  have  monthly  made  a  cell  to  cell  visitation  of  the  prison, 
devoting  particular  attention  to  prisoners  undergoing  a  first 
sentence. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  have  carried  out  their 
duties,  under  my  superintendence,  to  my  satis&ction. 

I  note  with  gratification  that  the  local  magistrates  have  recently 
availed  themselves  of  power  granted  them  by  law  of  sending 
notorious  drunken  women  to  a  home  for  inebriates. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  the  Governor  and  staff  of 
this  prison  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Two  attempted 
suicides  occurred — one  feigned,  the  other  serious  but  not  fatal. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
first-class  labour. 

The  dietary  has  been  sufficient  and  of  good  quality.  For 
exceptional  reasons — senility,  frequent  and  continuous  imprison- 
ment, and  loss  of  weight — ^an  increase  has  been  necessary.  The 
increased  diet  has  worked  well  and  diminished  the  number  of 
cases. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  due  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison.  The  lighting  of  the  cells, 
previously  reported  as  dark,  has  been  much  improved  by  the 
insertion  of  clear  glass  in  the  windows.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


No  prisoner  of  the  first  division  of  offenders  has  been  received 
during  the  year. 

Three  females  have  been  classed  in  the  second  division.  One 
only  has  been  recommitted  after  having  been  treated  in  this 
division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  works  most  satisfactorily,  and  i& 
a  great  incentive  to  industry  and  good  conduct.  One  prisoner 
only  lost  remission  marks. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  taken  advantage  of,  and  numbers 
are  liberated  that  otherwise  would  not  be. 

One  prisoner  has  received  corporal  punishment  for  a  prison 
offence.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
sanction  by  the  new  procedure. 

The  associated  labour  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and 
no  breach  of  discipline  has  occurred  by  those  so  employed. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  tried,  and  so  far  satisfactorily* 
In  one  case  only  it  had  to  be  withheld  in  consequence  of  the 
vicious  conversation  of  the  prisoner. 

The  new  rules  for  debtors  are  undoubtedly  a  great  improve-, 
ment. 

Not  a  single  nonconformist  prisoner  ha^  applied  to  be  visited,, 
under  rule  59,  by  a  minister  of  his  own  persuasion,  although  care 
has  been  taken  to  make  such  prisoners  acquainted  with  this^ 
privilege  on  their  admission. 

Thirty-six  juvenile  offenders  were  received  from  other  prisons 
and  two  from  committing  courts,  also  five  special  cases 
treated  as  juveniles ;  a  total  of  forty-three  against  a  total  of 
thirty-three  for  the  preceding  year.  Fifteen  of  these  boys  have 
had  wretched  homes  and  yet  two  only  could  be  induced  to  go 
into  an  institution. 

The  Church  Army  is  at  all  times  ready  to  admit  any  suitable- 
oases  into  their  various  labour  homes. 
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The  sab-committee  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society     Bztraots, 

meet  weekly  and  enqnire  into  all  cases  submitted  to  them.  G^emor's 

Report. 

There  has  been  ample  employment  for  all  prisoners.  The 
industries  were  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  with  the  addition 
of  binding  wood  for  the  War  Department  to  carry  out  the  contract 
from  York  Castle,  and  with  a  great  effort  this  has  been  done 
satisfactorily. 

Labour  for  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by 
treadwheel,  sawing  wood,  and  grinding  corn.  Other  employment 
has  been  bundling  and  packing  firewood,  making  mail-bags,  cork 
fenders,  picking  linoleum  scrap ;  oakum  picking  has  been  reduced 
to  a  minimum. 

Female  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  washing  and  laundry 
work,  knitting,  sewing,  and  picking  scrap  for  those  prisoners 
unable  to  sew  or  knit. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  one  escape,  but  the  prisoner  was  recaptured  in 
a  few  days. 

The  buildings  generally  are  in  good  order.  The  cook-house  is 
now  undergoing  a  much  needed  alteration  by  pulling  down  the 
partition  walls  and  so  opening  out  to  one  large  room. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order  ;  also  a  good  supply  of  water. 

The  supply  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  ample,  and  the 
supplies  from  contractors  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Morning  prayers  have  been  said  daily ;  two  services  with 
sermon  on  each  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday.  On 
Saints'  days,  an  address  on  the  subject  of  the  day.  Bible  class 
for  juveniles  each  Saturday  morning.  Neighbouring  clergy  have 
occasionally  taken  the  service  and  preached.  Captain  Hanson, 
Church  Army,  held  a  mission  from  April  4th  to  April  11th.  The 
behaviour  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  everything  that 
could  be  desired,  always  reverent,  attentive,  and  joining  heartily 
in  the  service. 

All  the  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  their  admission,  dis- 
charge, and  once  a  week  during  their  imprisonment.  The  sick  and 
those  under  punishment  I  see  daily  ;  and  I  visit  the  juveniles  twice 
a  week.  I  am  always  received  with  the  greatest  respect,  and  I 
think  that  my  weekly  visits  are  appreciated  and  calculated  to  do 
much  good. 

The  library  books  have  been  changed  with  the  greatest 
regularity,  and  I  am  convinced  that  they  do  not  only  give  pleasure, 
but  also  create  a  desire  for  knowledge. 

The  education  of  prisoners  has  been  carefully  carried  on,  and 
some  of  the  the  younger  prisoners  made  very  good  progress.  A 
juvenile,  admitted  December  3rd,  1900,  illiterate,  did  not  even  know 
the  alphabet,  passed  a  very  good  2nd  standard,  March  30th,  1901» 
The  schoolmaster  is  very  attentive  to  his  duties,  and  has  a  very 
good  method  of  teaching  the  juveniles.  I  attend  the  juveniles^ 
class  weekly.    The  matron  also  is  very  painstaking  with  the 

women  under  instruction. 

• 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  been  very  active 
during  the  year.  We  meet  every  Wednesday ;  help  is  never 
refused  to  deserving  cases.  I  have  received  letters  from  prisoners 
who  have  done  well  since  their  discharge.  The  lady  visitors 
have  been  very  helpful  in  finding  situations  for  young  women,, 
thus  taking  them  away  from  their  bad  surroundings  and  giving 
them  a  new  start  in  life. 

All  the  prison  staff  have  always  been  very  ready  to  give  me 
every  assistonce  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  health  of  prisoners  and  staff  daring  the  past  year  has  been 
good. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  disease,  and  no  suicide  or  attempted 
suicide  in  the  prison. 

Food,  bedding,  and  clothing  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  ventilation,  warmth,  and  general  sanitation  of  the  prison 
have  received  proper  attention. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  on  reception,  and  none  are 
put  to  hard  labour  who  are  not  physically  fit.

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  production  in  all  the 
industries,  the  excess  being  : — Hammocks,  l,o07 ;  mail-bags,  3,377 ; 
bolster  cases,  906  ;  shoes,  1,007  pairs  ;  firewood,  161,550  bundles. 
I  attribute  this  increase,  which  works  out  to  a  higher  average  for 
every  prisoner  employed  than  in  any  former  year,  partly  to  the 
zeal  and  energy  of  the  instructing  officers,  and  partly  to  the  effect 
of  working  prisoners  in  association,  which  is  not  only  an  incentive 
to  industry  and  good  conduct,  but  also  to  a  cheerfulness  and 
interest  in  the  work,  which  was  wanting  when  prisoners  were 
confined  to  their  cells  during  the  hours  of  labour. 

The  treadwheel,  which  ground  wheat  for  the  prison  bakery, 
was  finally  discontinued  on  March  31st,  and  the  prisoners  in  their 
first  stage  are  now  employed  at  woodchopping  and  oakum 
picking,  pending  arrangements  for  breaking  stone. 

The  debtors  have  been  employed  at  useful  or  remunerative 
work,  and,  in  some  cases,  by  their  industry  they  have  earned 
something  over  and  above  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  female  prisoners,  besides  doing  the  washing  for  the  prison, 
have  made  all  the  new  underclothing  and  bedding  required. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial  for  more  than  a  week  have  generally 
asked  for  work,  and  have  been  usefully  employed  either  in  the 
garden  or  in  industries  at  their  own  request.  Now  that  convicted 
prisoners  are  employed  in  association  after  the  first  stage,  the  lot 
of  unconvicted  prisoners,  who  are  sometimes  in  celluls^  confine- 
ment for  several  weeks  without  employment,  does  not  compare 
favourably  with  their  treatment  after  conviction.  In  most  cases, 
I  think  that  no  harm  would  result  from  permitting  association 
between  selected  prisoners  of  this  class,  who,  with  the  anxiety  of 
their  trial  before  them,  are  peculiarly  subject  to  the  depression 
that  is  caused  by  long  hours  of  solitude.  The  fact  of  association 
would  be  beneficial  even  without  conversation,  which  prisoners 
do  not  seem  to  appreciate.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been 
only  two  applications  to  converse  at  exercise  by  prisoners  who 
were  eligible,  but  in  each  case  none  of  the  others  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege,  saying,  as  one  expressed  himself,  that 
the  other  prisoners  were  "  no  class,*'  and  that  they  wished  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  them. 

The  classification  of  prisoners  under  the  Prisons  Act,  1898, 
works  very  well  now  that  the  magistrates  have  a  better  knowledge 
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BxtraotB,  of  the  uses  of  the  second  diyision.  There  is,  however,  one 
^oyeniox'%  anomaly  over  which  the  magistrates  have  no  control.  It  some- 
P^^^'  times  happens  that  incorrigible  offenders  are  required  to  find 
sureties  for  good  behaviour,  and  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprison- 
ment in  default.  Such  prisoners  are,  ipso  facto^  treated  as 
prisoners  of  the  second  division,  and  are  classed  with  first 
offenders  convicted  of  trivial  misdemeanours.  There  is  now  in 
this  prison  a  woman  classed  in  the  second  division  in  this 
manner  who  has  had  no  less  than  22  previous  convictions.  This 
anomaly  does  not,  of  course,  occur  when  a  prisoner  is  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  in  default  of  sureties. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  capital  or  corporal  punishment, 
no  attempts  at  suicide  or  escape,  nor  have  there  been  any  deaths. 

I  can  speak  very  highly  of  the  conduct  and  zeal  of  all  the 
officers  except  one,  who  was  dismissed  for  misconduct  shortly 
after  he  had  joined  the  service. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  particularly  that  of 
the  military  prisoners,  who,  though  sentenced  in  many  cases  for 
insubordination,  have  been  very  industrious  and  tractable,  and 
noticeably  superior  to  the  criminal  prisoners. 

Northampton  and  Peterborough  being  situated  on  two  of  the 
main  roads  from  London  to  the  North,  tramps  form  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  prison  population.  Though  most  of  these  men 
have  never  willingly  done  a  day's  work  in  their  lives,  it  is 
surprising  how  well  they  work  in  prison.  Many  of  them  seem  to 
prefer  prison  to  the  workhouse,  on  the  principle  that  imprison- 
ment is  a  trifling  accident  that  may  happen  to  anyone  without 
disgrace,  whereas  the  casual  ward  implies  premeditated  poverty. 
One  man,  who  said  that  he  had  deliberately  broken  a  window  in 
order  to  obtain  a  few  nights'  lodging  during  the  cold  weather, 
gave  as  his  reason  for  not  going  to  the  workhouse,  that  in  prison 
the  officers  "  speak  civil  and  don't  shout  at  you,  and  give  you 
better  food." 

All  buildings  are  in  good  order,  except  some  of  the  officers' 
quarters,  which  have  been  reported  upon. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  much  improved  during  the 
year  by  a  thorough  cleaning  and  relining  of  all  the  extraction 
flues,  many  of  which  had  become  choked  by  the  fall  of  rubbish. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  this  prison  have, 
to  the-  best  of  my  knowledge,  been  complied  with  in  every 
instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly  reporto'l  o, 
or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Conmiissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 


The  Sunday  and  week-day  Bervices  have  been  conducted  as 
ordered.  There  havQ  been  two  sermons  on  each  Sunday  and  on 
Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day.  I  have  also  given  lectures  on 
«  The  Creed,"  «  The  Lord's  Prayer,"  "  Old  Testament  Characters," 
and  other  subjects  on  two  week-day  mornings.  The  services  are 
fully  choral.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  announced  seven 
times  and  celebrated  six  times.  The  behaviour  of  the  men  has 
left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  sick  in  hospital  have  been  visited  daily,  and  a  short  service 
with  an  address  given. 

Prisoners  have  been  seen  daily  on  reception  and  discharge,  as 
also  juveniles,  observation  and  punishment  cases.  The  juveniles 
have  had  daily  instruction  from  the  schoolmaster  or  school- 
mistress, and  daily  religious  intruction  from  myself. 

The  behaviour  in  chapel  has  been  excellent.  I  hold  a  choir 
practice,  and  also  a  congregational  practice,  weekly  ;  the  services 
are  hearty  and  reverent,  and  I  have  proofs  that  attention  and 
interest  is  given  both  to  them  and  to  the  sermons. 

The  '*  Story  of  the  Cross  "  has  been  sung  weekly  during  Lent^ 
and  a  suitable  address  given.  Several  ex-prisoners  have  written 
to  the  Chaplain  thanking  him  for  what  they  learned  in  chapel^ 
and  saying  how  they  miss  the  services  there  though  they  are 
attending  a  place  of  worship  outside.  But  it  is  to  be  feared  that 
the  interest  of  most  ceases  when  they  leave  prison  and  they  become 
as  indifferent  and  careless  as  before. 

I  have  visited  systematically  from  cell  to  cell,  examining  the 
books  and  speaking  to  the  prisoners.  They  have  been  seen  thus 
once  a  month,  certain  cases  more  frequently,  and  every  opportunity 
has  been  given  them  to  consult  me  when  they  desire.  I  find  that 
little  can  be  done  by  talking  to  prisoners  until  their  confidence  ha» 
been  won.  The  sentences  of  a  few  days  seem  worse  than  useless, 
for  no  moral  reform  can  be  efl^ected,  and  that  they  do  not  act  as  a 
deterrent  is  seen  in  the  frequent  recurrence  of  the  offender,  who 
in  time  becomes  quite  at  home  in  prison.  I  am  frequently  told 
by  such  that  they  prefer  prison  to  a  workhouse,  as  they  get  better 
food  and  better  treatment.

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Extraottf.         The  mayor  and  ex-mayor  attended  the  service  in  chapel  one 
explain  B    Sunday  ;  they  were  robed,  and  attended  by  the  mayor's  Serjeant 
^^^      with  the  mace. 

The  bishop  of  the  diocese  visited  the  prison  and  gave  an 
address  in  the  chapel  one  week-day  morning.  This  is  the  first 
time  a  bishop  has  visited  this  prison  for  18  ^ears. 

The  class  for  youthful  offenders  which  I  was  empowered  to 
hold  by  you  was  held  twice  a  week  for  six  months  as  ordered, 
and  then  a  special  report  sent  as  directed. 

The  catechisms  you  supplied  me  with  have  formed  a  useful 
basis  for  instruction  to  juveniles.  It  seems  a  pity  that  juveniles 
cannot  have  either  a  three  months'  sentence  in  prison  or  else  be 
sent  to  a  school.  By  means  of  the  daily  drill  and  the  daily 
religious  and  secular  instruction,  with  the  other  special  rules  for 
juveniles,  we  can  see  an  improvement  in  them  in  three  months  ; 
but  what  can  be  done  in  **  seven  days  "  ? 

The  school  instruction  has  been  duly  carried  on  under  my 
personal  supervision.  I  have  personally  examined  all  prisoners 
on  reception  and  those  who  have  bean  under  instruction  on  dis- 
charge. The  schoolmaster  takes  great  pains,  and,  as  a  rule,  the 
instruction  is  appreciated.  Most  men  and  women  can  read,  but 
the  arithmetic  is  doubtful,  and  the  spelling  atrocious.  I  have 
given  special  care  to  the  dictation  in  order  to  improve  the 
spelling.  The  military  prisoners  we  have  had  have  been  back- 
ward, as  a  rule,  in  their  education,  but  1  am  happy  to  say  that 
several  who  could  neither  read  nor  write  have  learned  to  do  both 
fairly  well,  in  addition  to  sums,  in  the  second  standard  after 
six  months.  Most  of  those  under  the  schoolmaster  have  shown 
great  improvement ;  in  any  case,  the  instruction  has  taught  them 
to  use  their  brains.  The  mental  power  of  the  females  here  is  so 
low  that  I  am  unai)le  to  report  on  much  pro^'ress  with  them,  but 
very  few  of  the  females  here  are  eligible  for  instruction. 

The  library  has  been  recatalogued,  but  a^  it  liad  been  some- 
what neglected,  only  the  books  obtained  since  1899  are  read,  the 
others  being  so  unsuitable  that  if  placed  in  the  cells  the  prisoners 
do  not  read  them,  hence  they  do  not  wear  out.  The  new  rule 
allowing  two  books  a  week  to  prisoners  in  tlie  3rd  and  4th  stages 
causes  twice  the  wear-aud-tear  to  the  books  and  necessitates  a 
larger  supply.  Although,  according  to  S.O.  109,  the  numerical 
strength  of  the  library  at  this  prison  shoiil'l  In.'  400  vols.,  we  have 
only  170  that  are  of  any  use,  the  remaiiicl»'r  being  obsolete  and 
unsuitable.  The  books  of  travel  and  bioLrra[>hy  added  last  year 
have  been  much  appreciated.  Six  scrap  bunks  were  supplied  last 
year,  and  I  have  been  able  to  collect  from  outside  friends 
suf&cient  pictures  to  fill  them. 

The  Prisons  Act  of  1898,  by  which  a  juit^oner  can  earn  a  re- 
mission of  his  sentence  and  more  freqn<  ut  visits  and  letters,  is 
much  appreciated,  and  I  have  found  it  :i  dihtiiict  stimulus  to  good 
behaviour.      The    prisoners  tell   me    that    they    appreciate    the 
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associated  labour  as  a  relief  from  the  monotony  of  cellular  con-     Extracts, 
finement.  Chaplain's 

Report. 

There  is  a  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  employment  for  prisoners 
on  discharge,  though  I  have  been  successful  in  finding  work  in 
many  cases. 

As  a  rule  I  have  been  treated  respectfully  on  my  visits,  but 
there  is  a  great  want  of  manners  on  the  part  of  many  when  they 
come  to  prison ;  but  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  manners  of 
most  improve  before  they  leave.  In  most  cases  there  is  an  utter 
absence  of  any  sense  of  shame,  even  on  the  part  of  those  con- 
victed of  the  more  serious  offences.  As  usual,  drink  is  responsible 
for  three-fourths  of  them  being  in  prison  ;  bad  company  is 
probably  the  cause  of  the  remainder.  Habitual  drunkards  and 
vagrants  seem  a  hopeless  class,  and  as  the  magistrates  -here  rarely 
give  more  than  the  stereotyped  "  seven  days,"  their  imprisonment 
is  a  farce.  One  tramp  who  came  back  for  three  months  told  me 
that  his  sentence  "  would  carry  him  over  nicely  to  the  haymaking- 
time.*'  Another  *' seven-day  **  man  told  me  that  his  time  had 
given  him  "  a  good  rest." 

• 

The  chapel  has  been  recolour-washed ;  a  dossal  and  curtains 
have  been  added  behind  the  altar. 

The  lady  visitor  has  been  most  diligent  in  her  attendance,  and 
has  done  much  good  in  the  way  of  getting  girls  into  homes  and 
restoring  other  women  to  their  friends. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  have  done  their  best,  and 
given  every  attention  to  their  work. 

I  have  received  unvaried  courtesy  and  assistance  from  the 
Governor  and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  prison.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


i 


The  state  of  the  prison  and  its  discipline  is  most  satisfactory. 
The  courts  do  not  seem  to  apply  the  2nd  division  class  in  all 
cases  to  prisoners  for  whom  it  is  intended,  as  old  convicts  and  old 
offenders  are  committed  to  this  class.  The  power  to  earn  remission 
of  sentence  has  a  great  inflaence  over  prisoners,  inducing  them  to 
good  conduct.  The  provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  is  not 
taken  as  much  advantage  of  as  was  expected.  >  The  associated 
labour  has  not  apparently  been  productive  of  bad  results,  and  is  a 
privilege  the  prisoners  have  not  abused.  Conversation  at  exercise 
is  appreciated. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  ;  very  few  serious 
reports. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempted  escapes. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  1st  stage  labour  on  the 
wheel,  which  is  now  abolished,  breaking  stones,  and  wood  chop- 
ping. Other  prisoners  were  employed  as  follows  : — Sack  making, 
bag  making,  repairing  shoes  and  clothes,  picking  oakum  and  coir, 
laundry  work,  whitewashing,  gardening,  and  the  usual  prison 
services. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  order  with  the  exception  of  the 
boundary  wall,  which  requires  repair.  The  drainage  seems  satis- 
factory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sutTicient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  seems  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  is  sufficient  and 
found  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been,  on  the  whole,  good, 
and  in  most  cases  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPOET. 


The  work  of  the  Chaplain  has  been  encoaraging,  nnd  in  some 
cases  the  prisoners  have  shown  signs  of  reform  in  life  ;  they  have 
always  been  very  respectful  and  attentive  both  in  chapel  and  cell. 

Morning  service  is  conducted  daily  in  chapel,  with  an  address  on 
Friday.  The  service  takes  the  form  of  shortened  matins  with  a 
hymn,  except  on  Friday,  when  the  litany  is  said. 

There  are  two  services  in  chapel  on  Sunday  :  shortened  matins 
at  10  o'clock  ;  full  evensong  with  sermon  at  2.45.  These  services 
are  choral,  and  are  of  a  bright  character. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Chaplain  (January,  1901)  I  have  given 
two  notices  of  Holy  Communion,  but,  owing  to  insufficient 
numbers,  there  has  not  been  a  celebration  of  Holy  Communion. 

The  work  of  education  carried  on  by  the  schoolmaster-clerk  for 
the  male,  and  the  matron  for  the  female  prisoners,  has  been  satis- 
factory, good  progress  having  been  shown,  on  the  whole,  by  those 
under  education. 

The  admissions  and  discharges  have  been  visited  by  me  on  the 
date  of  admission  and  discharge  respectively  ;  the  sick  and  those 
under  punishment  daily,  and  the  other  prisoners  at  intervals. 

A  prisoner  sentenced  to  death  came  under  my  charge,  and 
was  visited  daily  by  me.  He  was  very  attentive  to  my  ministra- 
tions, passed  much  of  his  time  in  preparation  for  death,  and  on 
the  morning  of  execution  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Governor  and  other  officers  have  given  me  great  assistance 
in  my  work. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been  a  valuable  help 
to  the  prisoners. 

The  female  prisoners  have  been  visited  weekly  by  Mrs.  Birk- 
beck,  the  lady  visitor.  Her  visits  are  much  appreciated,  and  she 
is  doing  a  good  work  among  them.  Since  the  last  report  Miss 
Birkbeck  has  been  appointed  as  a  second  lady  visitor,  in  the  place 
of  Miss  Ensor,  who  has  resigned.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  No  epidemic  has 
occurred,  or  suicide  attempted  or  feigned.  Every  prisoner  has 
been  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for  first  class  hard 
labour.  The  diet  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality,  and  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  and  general  sanitaiy 
arrangements  efficient  and  satisfactory.  Attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  heating  of  the  prison,  and  a  uniform  temperature  main* 
tained.  No  death  from  disease  has  occurred  during  the  year 
One  woman  was  released,  on  account  of  being  advanced 
pregnancy,  on  the  5th  September,  1900.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  goodv 

The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
past  year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  attempted  suicide,  but  it  is 
considered  doubtful  if  they  were  really  genuine. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stone  breaking  and  oakum 
picking  for  labour  in  the  first  stage.  Other  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed at  oakum  picking  with  the  aid  of  a  fiddle,  fibre  and  hair 
picking,  making  coal-sacks,  mail-bags,  pillow  slips,  bed  cases,  and 
hammocks,  making  and  repairing  prison  clothing,  gardening,  and 
in  the  ordinary  service  of  the  prison. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition,  except  those 
that  have  been  reported. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient,  and  are 
regularly  tested,  and  I  have  asked  for  permission  to  test 
periodically  the  engine  with  the  "full  pressure"  on  of  water 
available,  which  I  trust  may  be  granted,  as  the  "  ordinary 
pressure "  gives  one  no  idea  of  the  height  which  the  water  can 
be  pumped. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been 
sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

All  available  ground  is  placed  under  cultivation  and  the  pro- 
duce is  used  in  the  prison. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  strictly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Morning  prayer  has  been  said  daily  throughout  the  year,  whilst 
on  Sundays,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day  two  sermons  and 
two  services  have  been  given. 

A  choir  has  been  formed,  with  the  result  that  the  music  has 
been  more  interesting  and  more  efficient.  The  services  have  now 
become  principally  choral,  and  the  prisoners  again  and  again  have 
expressed  their  pleasure  in  this,  whilst  one  notices  that  there 
seems  a  greater  interest  in  finding  and  following  the  prayers  as 
they  are  read. 

An  address  is  given  once  in  each  week,  special  addresses  are 
given  on  Saints'  days,  whilst  during  the  season  of  Lent  the  "  Last 
Seven  Words "  have  formed  the  basis  of  a  few  words  chosen  for 
the  occasion.  Throughout  Lent  the  "  Story  of  the  Cross "  was 
sung. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  make  all  sermons  and  addresses  as  simple 
as  possible,  but  at  the  same  time  have  striven  to  speak  on  practical 
subjects,  such  as  temperance,  thrift,  home  life,  <&c.,  and  I  venture 
to  think  that  my  words  have  not  been  in  vain. 

The  educational  work  has  been  carried  on  as  usual.  For 
some  time  now  the  schoolmaster- warder  has  been  ill,  but  his 
duties  have  been  carried  on  as  well  as  could  be  arranged. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
many  visits  are  paid  to  individual  cases;  the  sick  in  hospital 
daily  visited,  the  sick  in  cells  occasionally  seen. 

The  behaviour  and  attention  in  chapel  of  all  prisoners  are  most 
marked. 

I  have  had  every  assistance  from  all  the  officials,  the  Governor 
especially  aiding  my  work  by  every  means  in  his  power.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 
Four  prisoners,  three  males  and  one  female,  have  been  discharged 
on  medical  grounds.  Males :  (1)  For  enlarged  glands  in  neck. 
(2)  Extravasation  of  urine.  (3)  Fractured  thigh.  Females :  (1) 
Advanced  pregnancy. 

Ther^  has  been  no  epidemic.  A  few  isolated  cases  of  influenza. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  attempted  suicide,  both  males. 

All  prisoners  sentenced  to  first-class  hard  labour,  and  all  other 
receptions,  are  carefully  examined  before  being  put  on  to  work. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been,  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  cells  has  been  attended  to. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  heating  has  7jeen  satisfactory,  after  the  new  boiler  was 
put  in. 

The  prisoner,  T.  H.,  was  reported  to  the,  police  on  his  discharge 
from  this  prison,  owing  to  his  weak  condition  of  intellect.

Dnring  the  year  the  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  have  been 
employed  at  stone  breaking  and  oakum  picking  (without 
mechanical  appliance) ;  other  prisoners  were  employed  at 
mail-bags,  coal-sacks,  coal-bags,  bolster  cases,  pea  sorting, 
gardening,  oakum  picking  (with  the  aid  of  a  fiddle),  laundry 
work  when  no  women  were  available,  and  in  the  service  of  the 
prison.  Females  have  been  employed  in  washing,  knitting, 
mending,  and  making  sundry  articles  of  underclothing  for  male 
and  female  prisoners,  also  in  the  service  of  the  prison. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
year. 

Only  one  prisoner  has  forfeited  remission  of  sentence  for 
misconduct. 

More  prisoners  have  taken  advantage  of  part  payment  of  fines, 
&c.,  this  year,  viz.,  16  as  against  10  the  previous  year. 

The  prisoners  still  prefer  to  work  with  cell  doors  open  during 
a  portion  of  each  day  rather  than  assemble  in  the  basement; 
some  say  there  are  not  the  temptations  when  in  cells  with  doors 
open  as  when  in  corridor,  and  not  the  same  convenience  for 
fixing  their  work. 

Very  few  avail  themselves  of  conversational  exercise ;  for 
weeks  together  none  care  to  go.  After  two  or  three  periods  of 
conversation  they  appear  to  have  exhausted  all  their  talking 
powers,  and  apply  to  take  their  usual  exercise ;  in  fact,  I  don't 
think  any  good  comes  from  it,  they  have  nothing  to  converse 
about  unless  they  should  meet  with  an  old  pal. 

The  juveniles  and  prisoners  in  the  star  class  still  continue  to 
be  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  regulations  relating  to  the  same 
have  been  strictly  carried  out. 

As  a  rule,  debtors  are  not  a  very  industrious  class  of  people.- 
During  the  year,  out  of  32  prisoners,  I  think  only  about  three  have 
succeeded  in  earning  any  gratuity. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good,  and  that  of  the 
prisoners  satisfactory,  with  few  exceptions.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Morning  prayers  have  been  regalarly  said,  except  on  aboat  ten 
occasions,  when  practices  have  been  substituted.  With  rare 
exceptions  a  short  address  is  given  at  the  daily  service. 

There  have  been  the  usual  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday  services,  with  sermon  on  each  occasion.  The  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  on  four  occasions  during  the 
year.  Assistance  has  been  given  by  Revs.  H.  H.  Gibbons,  Curate 
of  St.  Peter-le-Bailey ;  H.  E.  H.  Probyn,  Chaplain  of  Wycliffe 
Hall ;  H.  J.  Mortimer,  Curate  of  St.  Clements ;  A.  E.  Negus^ 
Curate  of  St.  Giles;  V.  E.  Seagrove,  E.  W.  Cox,  and  H.  R. 
Marsden,  Curates  of  Holy  Trinity.  The  Revs.  A.  E.  Negus^ 
y.  E.  Seagrove,  and  H.  R.  Marsden  have  also  assisted  during  the 
week,  and  have  done  their  work  well. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  their  admission  and  discharge, 
and  frequently  on  other  occasions. 

All  sick  and  punishment  cases  have  been  reported  and  visited. 

The  educational  work  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the 
schoolmaster. 

The  Benefaction  Fund,  which  in  Oxford  takes  tlie  place  of  the 
Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  has  done  a  thoroughly  good 
work,  relieving  in  a  variety  of  ways  216  male  and  89  female 
prisoners.  The  fund  has  also  made  grants  to  institutions  which 
assist  prisoners  on  their  release,  chief  among  which  should  be 
mentioned  the  Oxford  Church  Army  Labour  Home  and  the  Oxford 
Refuge. 

I  should  wish  also  to  mention  that  the  lady  visitor's  work  has 
been  most  helpful,  especially  among  the  younger  female  prisoners 
on  their  discharge. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  have  to  record  that  I  have 
received  on  all  occasions  most  willing  and  efficient  help  from  all 
the  officers.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been,  on 
the  whole,  good. 

Th6re  has  been  no  case  of  epidemic  disease,  and  there  has  been 
no  case  of  insanity. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  prevalence  of  diarrhoea,  the  cause 
of  which  I  have  been  unable  to  determine  ;  but  as  it  has  been 
equally  prevalent  outside  the  prison,  I  do  not  think  it  specially 
arose  from  any  cause  within  the  prison,  but  probably  from  some 
climatic  influences. 

The  improved  diet  has  been  of  great  service. 

All  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  have  been  found  excellent. 

We  have  had  no  deaths  during  the  past  year,  and  no  prisoner 
released  on  medical  grounds.

The  state  of  the  prison  daring  the  past  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory  ;  the  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good,  and  so  also 
has  that  of  the  prisoners  ;  there  have  been  eight  assaults  upon 
officers,  none  of  them  of  a  serious  character ;  no  attempt  at  escape, 
and  no  attempt  at  suicide. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 
The  men  in  the  second  division  and  those  who  have  been  placed 
in  the  star  class  have  been  industrious  and  well-behaved  and  have 
given  little  trouble. 

The  prisoners  with  sentences  of  over  six  months  have,  for  the 
most  part,  earned  the  full  remission  allowed.  I  am  still  of 
opinion  that  the  privilege  of  earning  remission  is  a  great  incentive 
to  good  conduct  and  industry,  and  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Talking  exercise  has  been  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations ;  occasionally  a  prisoner  prefers  to  walk  by  himself, 
but,  as  a  rule,  the  privilege  has  been  taken  advantage  of  and 
appreciated.  I  cannot  call  to  mind  an  instance  of  misconduct 
occurring  at  this  exercise. 

Great  advantage  has  again  been  taken  of  the  provision  for  the 
part  payment  of  fines. 

I  can  still  speak  favourably  of  the  system  of  working  in  associa- 
tion. I  am  satisfied  that  more  work  is  done,  and  done  cheerfully,  in 
association  than  is  performed  by  prisoners  shut  up  in  their  cells. 
Few  men  removed  from  the  shops  for  misconduct  fail  to  beg  for 
another  chance  ;  this  is  a  proof  that  they  appreciate  the  privilege. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  earnings  this  year  exceed  those  of 
last  year  by  £926  1^.  6^^.,  making  a  total  increase  since  associated 
labour  was  introduced  of  £3,255  Ss.  lOd. 

The  work  on  which  the  prisoners  were  employed  was  oakum 
picking  for  the  men  in  first  stage  ;    baking  and  bookbinding, 
joiners',  smiths',  and  tinman's  work,  mail-bag  and  brush  making 
mattress   and   bolster  making   for  the  War  Department,  shoe- 
making,  tailoring,  and  basket-making  for  the  other  prisoners. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order.

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order  and 
sufficient  for  the  purpose.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  properly  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
enforced  and  observed.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  usaal  duties  of  the  Chaplain's  department  have  been 
performed  without  interruption  during  the  year.  Morning 
prayers  have  been  daily  said  in  the  chapel ;  and  Divine  service 
has  been  held  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  in 
the  morning  and  afternoon,  with  a  sermon  at  each  service.  The 
Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  monthly,  and  on  the 
chief  Sunday  festivals. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  9th,  an  approved 
official  of  the  Church  Army  commenced  an  eight  days'  mission. 
He  addressed  the  prisoners  on  Sundays  at  the  morning  and 
evening  services,  and  at  the  daily  morning  services  during  the 
week  ;  he  gave  addresses  also  to  the  prisoners  in  the  hospital,  and 
each  day  he  saw  and  conversed  with  the  prisoners  to  be  dis- 
charged on  the  following  day.  Notice  was  permitted  by  the 
Governor  to  be  given  to  the  effect  that  any  prisoner  who  desired 
spiritual  counsel  and  advice  would  be  allowed,  by  making  appli- 
cation in  the  usual  way,  to  be  visited  by  the  missioner.  If  the 
success  of  the  mission  is  to  be  estimated  by  the  number  of 
prisoners  who  availed  themselves  of  this  permission,  it  was 
noted  that  21  prisoners  applied  for  an  interview.  The  endeavours 
of  the  missioner  seem  to  be  much  appreciated  for  the  moment. 
He  came  to  enforce  the  truths  of  a  quiet  Gospel  in  a  quiet  way. 
His  addresses  delivered  during  the  mission  were  discreet,  earnest, 
to  the  point,  and  free  from  all  sensational  tendency.  They  were 
calculated  to  produce  a  good  influence  on  the  minds  of  the 
hearers. 

When  assembled  for  service  in  the  chapel,  the  behaviour  of  the 
prisoners  is  outwardly  fair  and  devout,  but  a  practised  eye  and  a 
keen  ear  would  readily  discover  the  elements  of  irreverence 
which  are  alone  kept  under  by  a  wise  supervision. 

The  hospital  has  been  daily  visited,  and  special  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  sick. 

The  prisoners  located  in  the  observation  cells  have  been  visited 
week  by  week. 

The  prisoners  ordered  to  be  kept  in  separate  confinement  in 
special  cells  have  been  daily  visited. 
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With  regard  to  the  juvenile  offendens,  library  books  have  been 
^applied  to  them  on  admission ;  daring  their  sentences  individual 
attention  and  care  have  been  devoted  to  them,  and,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Metropolitan  Discharged  E^isoners*  Aid  Society,  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  their  disposal  and  protection  on 
discharge. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  on. 
All  prisoners  whose  sentence  is  not  less  than  three  months  are 
examined  on  admission,  and  if  they  are  unable  to  pass  Standard  III. 
as  set  forth  by  the  regulations  prescribed  by  Circular  ifgy,  and  if 
their  age  is  under  40,  they  are  admitted  to  school  instruction. 
The  juveniles  who  are  sentenced  to  pass  their  term  of  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division  are  instructed  in  separate  classes. 
The  youths  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Oovemor  and  Chaplain  and 
Medical  Officer,  should  be  treated  as  juveniles,  have  also  separate 
instruction.  Intermediate  examinations  are  held  to  test  the  pro- 
gress of  those  under  instruction,  and  if  competent  they  are 
advanced  to  higher  standards,  or  are  passed  out.  The  attached 
table  will  exhibit  the  results  of  the  year's  teaching. 

The  statistics  required  by  the  Chaplain's  character  book  have, 
with  a  very  few  exceptions,  been  recorded,  of  all  first  oflFenders, 
also  of  offenders  who  have  not  previously  come  under  the 
Chaplain's  notice,  and,  thirdly,  of  all  offenders  whose  sentences 
are  of  three  months  and  upwards.  The  particulars  of  all  other 
prisoners  not  entered  in  the  character  book  have  been  duly  noted. 
The  prisonera  have  been  seen  also  on  the  day  before  their  dis- 
charge. While  serving  their  sentences  the  long-termed  prisoners 
have  been  visited  in  their  cells  every  three  months  ;  and  constant 
opportunity  has  been  offered  to  all  for  private  instruction  and 
advice.  The  prisoners  are  respectful  when  visited,  and  not  in- 
frequently express  gratitude. 

The  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners  is  apparently  good,  owing 
to  the  discipline  and  restraint  to  which  they  are  subjected. 

The  subordinate  officers  are  ever  obliging  when  it  is  in  their 
power  to  assist  the  Chaplains  in  their  work. 

It  is  possible  to  accomplish  much  for  the  good  of  the  prisoners 
by  assisting  them  on  their  discharge  from  prison.  But  those 
w^hom  it  is  sought  to  benefit  in  this  way  should  be  dealt  with 
discreetly.  It  is  useless,  except  in  very  special  cases  now  and 
then,  to  give  them  money.  They  should  be  made  to  earn  what 
they  ask  for  by  means  of  a  labour  test.  By  admission  to  a  home, 
where  they  could  earn  by  their  labour  something  towards  the  cost 
of  their  food  and  lodging,  and  also  some  little  sum  for  work  done 
over  and  above  this  fixed  amount,  this  might  be  effected.  The 
amount  earned  over  and  above  the  sum  fixed  for  food  and  lodging 
might  be  banked  for  them,  and  when  discharged  from  the  home 
it  might  be  handed  to  them  as  their  earnings,  and  facilities,  such 
as  a  store  of  secondhand  clothes,  secondhand  tools,  &c.,  might  be 
afforded  them  where  they  could  lay  out  their  earnings  to  the  best 
advantage.  A  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  without  a 
labour  test  is  almost  useless.  To  give  doles  of  money  to  such 
men  as  form  the  majority  of  our  prisoners  tends  only  to  perpetuate 
vagrancy.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison. 

All  prisoners  pass  throngh  a  most  searching  examination  on 
admission,  previous  to  being  classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  are  good  in  quality,  and  the  ventila- 
tion of  the  cells  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
The  heating  of  the  prison  is  likewise  good  and  maintains  a 
uniform  temperature. 

There  have  been  six  deaths,  and  three  certified  ab  insane,  and 
one  prisoner  released  on  medical  grounds. 

There  have  not  been  any  suicides  or  attempts  at  suicide. 

My  colleague  I  have  to  thank  for  his  able  assistance ,  and  the^ 
rest  of  the  hospital  staff  have  carried  out  their  duties  most 
efficiently.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  division  in  which  the  prisoners  were  to  be  placed  wa» 
named  by  the  courts  in  five  cases  only. 

The  power  to  earn  a  remission  of  sentence  continues  to  exercise 
a  good  effect  on  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  concerned. 

Part  payment  of  fines  shows  an  increase  during  the  past  year  ; 
in  the  majority  of  such  cases  the  full  amount  could  probably  have 
been  paid,  as  the  difference  between  the  part  payment  and  the  full 
penalty  was  very  small. 

No  corporal  punishment  has  been  inflicted ;  one  prisoner  was 
sentenced  to  be  ^^  birched/'  but  the  order  was  not  confirmed. 

Associated  labour  continues  to  be  appreciated  and  to  produce 
good  results. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  largely  fallen  into  desuetude, 
applications  to  converse  are  rarely  made,  and  then  generally  by 
objectionable  characters. 

The  dietaries  appear  sufficient,  no  complaint  of  hunger  is  now 
heard. 

An  appointment  of  a  Roman  Catholic  priest  has  been  made 
during  the  year. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory ; 
they  appreciate  the  grant  of  equivalent  leave  for  evening  duty. 

The  conduct  of  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very 
good,  the  reports  that  do  arise  are  of  a  minor  character,  and  the 
misconduct  is  not  persisted  in.  One  female  prisoner  committ<ed  a 
savage  assault  upon  an  officer,  for  which  she  was  sentenced  at 
Quarter  Sessions.  Since  her  removal  to  a  convict  prison  the  state 
of  the  female  prison  has  been  admirable. 

There  has  been  no  escape ;  two  small  boys  made  separate  and 
cunning  attempts. 
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The  facility  to  work  (and  receive  the  earnings  in  certain  cir- 
cnmstances)  granted  to  trial  prisonerB  has  been  seized  with  avidity 
by  all  concerned ;  profitable  employment  has  brightened  their 
lives,  which  have  hitherto  been  very  miserable  under  the  suspense 
felt  whilst  awaiting  trial,  especially  where  the  person  was  a  first 
offender.  The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  generously 
acceded  to  my  request  for  permission  to  aid  any  trial  prisoners 
who  may  be  acquitted  at  sessions,  &c.  This  class  appears  hitherto 
to  have  escaped  the  notice  of  the  aid  societies. 

First  stage  labour  consists  of  stone  breaking  and  wood  chopping. 

Productive  industries  have  been  hammock  making  for  the 
Admiralty,  firewood  chopping  for  the  army  barracks,  &c.,  mail- 
bag  making  for  the  Post  Office.  The  washing  for  that  office  has 
been  undertaken  this  year  by  the  female  prisoners,  who  have  also 
commenced  mail-bag  making. 

The  industrial  earnings  this  year  reach  the  highest  figures 
known  at  this  prison,  viz.,  £658  78.  4^.,  compared  with  £38  Is.  in 
1897.  All  prisoners  employed  during  the  past  three  years  wero 
prison  trained,  and  no  article  made  was  rejected  by  any  of  the 
departments. 

The  buildings  are  in  a  fair  state  of  repair,  the  necessary  work  i» 
being  proceeded  with  as  quickly  as  possible ;  the  pointing  of  the 
boundary  wall  has  been  completed  ;  the  new  baths  and  cooking 
apparatus  have  been  finished  and  are  f ot^nd  most  satisfactory ;  the 
stonework  of  front  gate  and  throughout  the  prison  has  been  made 
secure  and  cleaned  down ;  three  special  cells  have  been  formed 
out  of  the  old  dark  cells,  with  outside  areas  for  their  better 
ventilation  and  to  free  them  from  damp  ;  two  cells  for  juveniles 
have  been  fitted  with  iron  gates  ;  the  f  umigators  have  been 
improved  with  a  view  to  greater  safety  ;  the  whole  of  the  guard 
bars  throughout  the  prison  have  been  examined  and  made  secure  ; 
the  female  officers*  quarters  have  been  repainted,  &c. ;  the  whole 
of  the  rain-water  gutters  are  at  present  being  renewed. 

Lavatory  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  the  Yisiting^ 
Committee. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient,  and  in  good  order.  Th» 
supply  of  water  is  ample. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  in  good  condition,  and  sufficient 
has  been  provided  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  supplies  from  contractors  were  of  standard  quality  and 
delivered  punctually,  except  in  one  case. 

The  stage  system  continues  to  work  well. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  prisons  have^ 
been  complied  with.

liXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 


Daily  morning  prayers  have  been  said  throughoat  the  year,  and 
two  full  services  with  sermons  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  excellent.  They 
have  joined  heartily  and  reverently  in  the  services,  and  many 
have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  them. 

The  following  gentlemen  preached  some  vigorbus  and  fresh 
addresses,  which  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  prisoners  and 
officers  : — The  Rev.  Prebendary  Howard,  Rev.  W.  Howard  Coates, 
Rev.  F.  Wiltshire,  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomson,  Col.  Barker  (Salvation 
Army),  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Goss,  licensed  lay  reader. 

In  the  month  of  February  an  eight  days'  mission  was  held, 
nnd  conducted  by  Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army.  His  daily 
sermons  were  earnest,  practical,  and  seemed  to  produce  a  very 
favourable  and  satisfactory  impression.  From  what  I  have  heard 
since  the  conclusion  of  the  mission  I  believe  that,  under  God's 
blessing,  hearts  were  softened  and  lasting  impressions  made, 
which  I  trust  and  pray  will  be  the  means  of  influencing  and 
strengthening  many  in  their  endeavours  to  lead  in  future  better 
and  more  useful  lives. 

All  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge. The  sick  in  the  hospital,  those  under  punishment,  and 
the  juveniles  daily,  and  when  undergoing  a  sentence  over  a  month 
at  regular  intervals.  My  visits  have  always  been  received 
respectfully,  and  I  firmly  believe  that  these  quiet  talks  and 
personal  contact  with  them  is,  with  God's  blessing,  most  beneficiaL 
I  am  still  of  opinion  that  it  is  a  great  mistake  to  send  young  boys 
to  an  ordinary  prison,  as  the  sight  of  the  older  and  hardened 
prisoners  tends  to  dispel  that  **  dread  of  prison "  which  is  very 
often  the  "  means"  of  deterring  them  from  a  life  of  crime. 

1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  school  instruction  has 
been  carried  on  in  a  very  satisfactory  and  successful  manner. 
Special  ati^Titmri  has  been  paid  to  juveniles,  including  the  "  star 
class  "  and  those  under  21.  The  entire  credit  of  any  success  in 
the  education  must  be  rriven  to  the  schoolmaster. 

The  library  contains  a  number  of  excellent  books.  They  are 
gratefully  received  and  much  appreciated,  especially  by  those  who 
can  read  well,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  many  a  good  resolution 
has  been  formed  from  the  reading  of  these  valuable  helps. 
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Seyenty-seyen  prisoners  have'  taken  the  total  abstinence  pledge    J^^*f^ 
on  their  discharge,  and  many  o£  them,  I  believe,  have  been  faith-      i[wOTt  * 
fully  kept,  six  only  returning  to  prison.  jEH 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  excellent 
work  and  giving  valuable  assistance  to  all  deserving  cases.  Many 
a  fresh  start  in  life  has  been  made  through  its  instrumentality. 

The  *' Church  Army'*  has  again  kindly  taken  cases  recom- 
mended by  the  Governor  and  myself  under  their  special  care. 

The  lady  visitors  under  my  supervision  have  been  untiring  in 
their  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  female  prisoners.  Several  of 
whom  through  their  influence  availed  themselves  of  entering  the 
^  Door  of  Hope  Refuge,"  where  every  kindness  is  shown  thorn  and 
encouragement  given  to  lead  honest  and  better  lives. 

From  the  Qovemor  and  the  other  officers  of  the  prison  (male 
and  female)  I  have  received  every  assistance  and  consideration, 
for  which  I  feel  sincerely  grateful.

The  food,  clothing,  and  bedding  have  been  of  good  quality  and 
generally  sufficient. 

Ventilation  and  warming  have  been  carefully  attended  to. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  good  order.

Report, 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  past  year  has 
been  most  satisfactory,  and  I  cannot  speak  too  strongly  of  the 
conduct  and  energy  of  the  sabordinate  staff. 

The  division  of  offenders  has  been  strictly  carried  out  and  has 
worked  well. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  still  eagerly  looked  forward  to 
by  certain  classes  of  prisoners,  especially  amongst  soldiers  and 
sailors,  of  whom  we  have  many  here  during  the  year,  and,  no 
doubt,  it  is  a  strong  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

The  regulation  with  regard  to  the  part  payment  of  fines  is 
seldom  taken  advantage  of,  notwithstanding  each  prisoner  is 
informed  of  the  conditions  on  reception.  In  my  opinion  an  habitual 
prisoner  prefers  to  do  his  time  entirely  rather  than  pay  any 
money. 

There  have  been  no  offences  of  a  serious  nature,  therefore  no 
corporal  punishment  has  been  indicted. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  every  afternoon  in  the 
halls,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners.  It  is  certainly 
most  healthful  to  them,  and  relieves  the  monotony  of  constant 
confinement  to  their  cells  ;  it  also  helps  them  to  take  more  interest 
in  their  work,  by  creating  a  wholesome  competition. 

The  regulation  as  to  talking  at  exercise  has  not  been  taken 
advantage  of  by  many  of  the  prisoners.  On  being  questioned 
their  invariable  answer  is,  they  don't  want  to  be  associated  with 
any  of  the  others  for  fear  of  getting  into  trouble. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  the  reports 
have  been  for  the  most  part  for  trivial  offences,  and  chiefly  amongst 
short-sentenced  prisoners. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  the  following  labour : — 
Stone  breaking,  gardening,  making  coal-sacks,  hammocks,  bolster- 
cases  and  nosebags,  picking  oakum  and  cleaning,  cooking,  baking, 
and  stoking,  repairing  shoes  and  clothing,  in  the  building  depart- 
ment ;  the  females  in  washing,  mending,  and  cleaning. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition. 
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Extraote,         Amongst  other  alterations  the  wheel-house  has  been  dismantled 

GoYomor'a    by  prison  labour  and  converted  into  an  excellent  workshop,  with 

^P^"^-      plenty  of  air  and  light.    Steam  heating  appliances  have  recently 

been  fixed,  and  it  is  my  intention  to  use  it  for  associated  labour 

when  the  necessary  furniture  has  been  received. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  working 
order,  and  an  excellent  supply  of  water  is  always  to  be  obtained. 

The  supply  of  bedding  and  clothing  have  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies    have    been   good    and    punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
gives  good  results. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  Divine  service  has  been  condncted  in  the 
chapel  by  either  the  Chaplain  or  one  of  the  two  Assistant  Chaplains. 
Four  days  in  the  week  a  short  address  is  given,  while  on 
Wednesday  a  general  choir  practice  is  held  for  the  Snnday 
services,  and  on  Friday  the  litany  is  said.  On  the  Sundays 
sermons  are  always  preached  by  members  of  the  large  staff  of 
curates  attached  to  Portsea  Parish  Church.  The  prisoners  seem 
to  appreciate  the  services  and  to  listen  attentively  to  the  sermons 
and  addresses. 

The  chapel  has  been  much  improved  in  the  chancel,  and  we 
hope  that  it  will  be  further  brightened  by  placing  on  the  walls 
some  sacred  pictures  presented  by  the  S.P.C.K. 

The  prisoners  have  been  visited  both  on  their  admission  and 
discharge  from  prison,  as  well  as  at  other  times,  and  in  nearly 
every  instance  the  visit  has  been  welcomed.  The  most  difficult 
and  unsatisfactory  of  the  inmates  for  a  chaplain  to  deal  with  are 
found  amongst  the  tramps,  who  show  considerable  eagerness  to 
display  their  very  limited  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  and  who 
almost  invariably  conclude  with  an  appeal  for  a  pair  of  boots  or 
some  other  article  of  clothing.  The  most  hopeful  of  the  cases  are 
amongst  the  youthful  and  military  offenders,  whom  frequently 
it  is  found  possible  to  keep  in  touch  with  after  their  release  from 
prison. 

School  instruction  has  been  given  by  the  schoolmaster,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chaplain,  and  in  almost  every  case  the 
improvement  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

In  connection  with  the  prison  there  are  labour  homes  for  both 
men  and  women.  Without  these  homes  our  work,  to  a  large  extent^ 
would  be  useless,  as  we  should  have  no  suggestion  to  make  to 
those  who  tell  us  that  they  will  do  better  in  the  future  if  they  can 
only  get  a  start.  These  labour  homes  afford  opportunities  of 
testing  the  depth  of  good  intentions,  and  frequently  have  proved 
the  means  of  giving  a  prisoner  a  fresh  start  in  life. 

The  work  of  visiting  the  female  prisoners  has  been  assisted  by 
the  devotion  of  the  lady  visitor.  The  police  court  missionary  has 
also  regularly  met  the  *'  discharges ''  at  the  prison  gate. 

We  are  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  most  sincerely 
the  Governor  and  the  other  officers  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
they  have  always  shown  themselves  most  ready  to  gh^  a<i  in  the 
discharge  of  our  duties.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  general  health  of  the  prison  has  been 
most  satisfactory.  The  casual  sickness  has  not  been  more  than 
the  average,  and  there  has  been  no  disease  of  a  preventable  nature. 

Although  many  of  the  prisoners  (on  admission)  are  found  to  be 
very  feeble  from  advanced  age,  and  others  with  constitutions 
ruined  by  drink  and  irregular  habits,  there  has  not  been  a  large 
amount  of  serious  illness.  Three  cases  have  been  released  on 
medical  grounds,  and  there  has  not  been  a  death.  I  feel  bound  to 
note  the  fact  that  a  goodly  proportion  of  the  inmates  (particularly 
the  drunken  and  dissipated  ones  and  mendicants)  derive  con- 
siderable benefit  from  their  imprisonment  under  such  favourable 
conditions  as  to  cleanliness,  general  hygiene,  nutritious  food,  and 
deprivation  of  alcoholics. 

Every  week  I  visit  the  kitchen  once  or  twice,  but  I  have  had  no 
reason  to  complain  either  of  the  inferior  quality  or  preparation  of 
the  rations. 

The  drainage  of  the  establishment  is  very  efBcient,  and  this 
(together  with  the  sinks  and  closets)  is  constantly  under  my 
supervision,  especially  during  the  summer.

The  alterations  made  by  the  Prisons  Act  of  1898  have  been 
steadily  kept  in  view  and  acted  on.  They  continue  to  work  well, 
and  the  improved  conditions  are  fally  recognised  by  the 
prisoners. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  still  a  great  incentive  to 
prisoners  to  behave  well  and  to  work  hard,  and  there  have  been 
bnt  comparatively  few  cases  where  it  has  been  necessary  to  forfeit 
remission  marks.  The  fear  of  losing  these  marks  is  very  pro- 
nounced. 

Out  of  3,315  prisoners  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  the 
option  of  a  fine,  only  91  paid  wholly  or  in  part.  It  is  not  easy  to 
understand  why  so  few  paid,  as  plenty  more  could  have  done  so  ; 
in  &ct,  many  of  them  had  sufficient  money  on  reception  to  have 
paid  a  portion  of  the  fine.  It  is  not  because  they  do  not  under- 
stand the  privilege,  because  everyone  is  informed  on  reception  the 
amount  per  diem  that  his  fine  amounts  to,  and  that  he  may  com- 
municate with  friends  who  will  help  him.  Apparently  they  prefer 
to  have  the  money  to  spend  on  release,  and  do  not  mind  the 
imprisonment. 

The  desire  to  talk  at  exercise  appears  to  have  died  out,  for  only 
one  prisoner  has  expressed  a  wish  to  do  so — apropos  of  this,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  only  56  prisoners  were  reported  for  talking 
at  unauthorised  times. 

Fifty  youths  between  16  and  18  years  of  age  have  been  treated 
as  juveniles,  and  apparently  with  good  results,  as  very  few  of  them 
have  come  back  again. 

Of  174  males  and  76  females  placed  in  the  star  class,  24  males 
and  11  females  only  have  been  reconvicted,  which  I  think  proves 
the  usefulness  of  this  class. 

There  were  10  offenders  of  the  1st  division,  all  under  the 
Vaccination  Act  and  41  of  the  2nd  division,  and  all  these  were 
of  the  class  intended  by  the  Prisons  Act  to  benefit  thereby. 
In  addition,  there  were  39  for  want  of  sureties  (unconvicted)  in 
this  division. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  employ  prisoners  in  associated  labour. 
It  has  to  be  carried  out  on  the  corridors  or  in  the  basements,  and 
when  thi^  i«  not  7H)Bsible  the  cell  doors  are  kept  open. 

Although  associated  labour  is  more  beneficial  toTthe  prisoner, 
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Iktraoto.     it  is  very  doubtful  if  more  work  is  done  than  in  separate  confine- 
•^torerhors    ment.    Many  prisoners  express  their  preference  for  the  latter,  and 
^^P^'t'      many  more  prefer  the  open  door  rather  than  associated  labour. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  generally  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

There  was  one  feigned  attempt  at  suicide. 

Prisoners  in  the  1st  stage  have  been  employed  on  the  tread- 
wheel  grinding  com  for  this  and  other  prisons,  and  at  stone 
breaking  and  oakum  picking,  for  hard  labour.  Other  prisoners 
have  been  employed  at  weaving,  cotton  picking,  wood  chopping, 
making  various  sorts  of  mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  hammocks, 
coal -sacks  and  seamen*s  bags  for  the  Admiralty,  bed  making, 
haversacks,  &c.,  for  the  War  Office,  repairing  walls  in  the  prison 
grounds,  prison  clothing,  gardening,  and  in  the  ordinary  service  of 
the  prison,  such  as  cooking,  baking,  cleaning,  &c.  The  female 
prisoners  have  been  employed  in  making  prison  clothing,  laundry 
work,  knitting,  sewing,  cotton  picking,  and  some  of  the  lighter 
work  on  mail-bags  and  that  class  of  industry. 

All  available  ground  within  the  walls  is  placed  under 
cultivation. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

The  additions  and  alterations  to  the  (Jovernor's  quarters  have 
been  completed. 

New  boxes  for  stone  breaking  have  been  erected. 

The  baker's  oven  in  the  kitchen  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the 
kitchen  clelahed  and  painted. 

The  Keith's  boiler  for  the  male  and  female  reception  wards  has 
been  taken  down  and  rebuilt. 

* 

All  other  boilers  have  been  thoroughly  examined.  Hues  cleaned, 
and  the  warming  appliances  examined. 

All  the  extraction  culverts  and  fresh  air  inlet  channels  have 
been  cleaned  and  limewashed. 

Appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  have  been 
regularly  tested,  and  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  and  punctually 
delivered,  except  in  one  ca«e  which  was  brought  to  notice. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out  and 
c-jntinues  to  work  well. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
duly  carried  out,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reporter!  or 
brought  to  uoti'j^e.

EXTRACTS  TROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  .J*?^/ 


The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  aninterraptedly 
carried  on. 

The  sermon  is  preached  at  the  Sunday  morning  service,  and  an 
address  given  every  Wednesday  morning,  after  the  litany. 

On  hol;^  days,  in  addition,  a  short  instruction,  founded  on  the 
teachings  of  the  day,  is  also  made. 

On  the  Wednesdays  I  have  been  able  to  take  courses  on  the 
Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Apostles'  Creed,  the  former  subject  during 
the  past  Lenten  season,  on  the  Sundays  of  which,  too,  special 
sermons  were  delivered  on  **  Heroes  of  Faith." 

A  choir  practice  is  held  weekly,  from  9.5  to  9.25  a.m.,  by  means 
of  which  monotony  in  the  tunes  and  chants  is  avoided. 

My  clerical  brethren  are  always  ready  to  assist  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.  Amongst  those  accepting  are : — The  Revs.  James 
Pimblett,  Vicar  of  St.  Matthew's ;  T.  J.  Fisher,  Curate  of  St. 
Mary's ;  and  J.  Rogers,  Curate  of  Christ  Church ;  all  of  this 
town. 

From  March  31st  to  April  8th  (Holy  Week)  we  enjoyed  the 
advantage  and  privilege  of  a  most  helpful  mission  conducted  by 
Captain  Hanson,  of  the  Church  Army. 

These  periodical  missions  are  productive  of  great  benefit.  An 
experienced  trained  missioner  brings  an  atmosphere  of  freshness, 
and  presents  his  message  in  a  guise  both  interesting  and  novel. 

At  the  same  time  there  is  no  pretence  of  sentimentality,  but  a 
plain,  striking  presentation  of  truths  which  arrest  and  instruct  the 
latent  sensibilities  of  the  hearers. 

There  have  been  four  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion  in 
the  chapel,  with  an  average  of  eight  communicants. 

The  Sacrament  of  Baptism  has  been  thrice  administered  to 
infants. 

The  demeanour  and  attention  of  prisoners  during  Divine  service 
has  been  all  that  one  could  desire. 

The  rules  regarding  education  have  been  carried  out,  and  the 
progress  made  and  the  result  of  the  instruction  given  is  afforded 
by  the  appended  return^ 
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Bztncts,         The  general  mental  attainments  of  the  prisoners  under  instmc- 

C^lain's    tion  appear  below  the  average  in  this  part  of  England,  except 

P^^      those  quite  in  their  youth.    At  the  same  time,  it  is  noticeable  thlat 

many  make  greater  progress  in  arithmetic  than  in  the  other  two 

branches  when  commencing  in  a  low  standard. 

Both  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  zealously  endeavour  to 
carry  out  the  regulations  laid  down  for  their  guidaince. 

The  moral  instruction,  apart  from  the  scholastic,  has  been 

attended  with  some  satisfactory  results.     I   find  the  "  Narrow 

Way "  a  most  suitable  book  for  its  purpose,  and  one  to  which 
reference  can  be  confidently  made. 

I  have  been  unable  to  procure  any  lectures  in  a  town  where 
learned  leisure  does  not  exist ;  but  we  had  the  privilege,  on  the 
third  Sunday  in  Advent,  of  hearing  a  most  admirable  and  in- 
teresting address  by  Dr.  Rigg,  late  a  Church  Missionary  Society 
Medical  Missionary  of  Fuh-Eien,  in  China.  It  was  a  revelation 
to  many  of  those  present  of  a  condition  of  things  which  to  them 
was  previously  non-existent. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  others 
at  intervals  as  frequently  as  opportunities  allow.  The  total 
number  of  visits  of  all  sorts,  whether  of  applications  or  otherwise, 
amounts  to  6,915,  inclusive  of  admissions  and  discharges. 

The  lady  visitors  are  most  kind  in  responding  to  every  call 
made  on  their  valuable  services.  The  work  they  perform  is  very 
thorough  and  conscientious. 

The  infirmaries,  both  male  and  female,  have  been  regularly 
visited,  and  daily  in  case  of  serious  illnesses.  A  short  service  on 
Sundays,  between  the  chapel  services,  is  held  in  the  male  infir- 
mary, in  addition. 

The  library  continues  its  most  beneficial  work  with  the  happiest 
results. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  affords  a  refutation  of 
the  Dantesque  legend,  '^  All  hope  abandon  ye  who  enter  here,"  by 
its  good  work. 

One  writes  who  has  received  its  assistance  :  *•*'  I  have  never 
forgotten  your  kindness,  and  the  kindness  of  all  connected  with 
the  D.P.A.S.  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  I  can  again  hold 
up  my  head  among  honourable  men."  Another  writes  :  "  You 
will  think  me  unkind  for  not  thanking  you  for  getting  that  young 
girl  into  a  home.  She  seems  quite  settled  down.^'  (D.P.A.  effect.) 
A  third  says  :  "  I  thank  you  for  what  you  have  done  for  me.  I 
have  got  work  (t.^.,  through  the  Society)  and  am  doing  well." 

A  most  pleasing  testimony  to  its  efforts  is  the  fact  that  a 
recipient,  for  whom  employment  was  obtained,  handed  over  his 
first  earnings  to  the  society's  agent,  by  whose  instrumentality  he 
had  got  work,  as  a  thank-offering  to  be  employed  in  evangelistic 
efforts. 
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I  think  it  is  only  due  to  the  managers  of  Mrs.  Meredith's 
"  Female  Home,"  and  especially  to  tha  Church  Army,  to  mention 
what  ready  and  valuable  assistance  they  at  all  times  render  when 
requested. 

In  ending  these  remarks,  I  most  gladly  acknowledge  the  great 
courtesy,  kindness,  and  help  I  have  at  all  times  receiv^  from  both 
those  gentlemen  who  have  been  at  our  head,  as  Governors,  during 
the  time  under  review. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  I  feel  a  personal  obligation  for  the 
uniform  attention  and  constant  good-will  they  have  shown 
towards  me,  at  all  times  and  on  every  occasion.

There  ^as  a  mild  epidemic  of  inflaenza  at  the  end  of  January 
and  the  beginning  of  February. 

There  have  been  no  suicides,  but  there  was  one  feigned  attempt. 

All  the  prisoners  are  examined  regularly  before  being  passed 
for  labour. 

The  diet  has  been  sufficient,  and  the  bedding  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  the  general  sanitary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory,  as  is  also  the  heating  of  the 
prison. 

I  might  suggest  that  an  outdoor  detached  mortuary  would  be 
more  sanitary  than  the  present  cellar  mortuary  in  the  hospital.

Report. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  year  has 
been  good. 

It  seems  as  if  the  triple  division  of  offenders  is  not  clearly 
understood  by  the  committing  magistrates,  as  very  little  use  has 
been  made  of  the  2nd  division. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  carefully  explained  to  prisoners 
on  reception,  but  few  have  taken  advantage  of  the  privilege.  I 
have  endeavoured  to  ascertain  the  cause.  The  prisoners  invariably 
say,  *'  I  would  have  paid  if  I  was  given  time,  but  now  the  costs 
and  conveyance  are  added  to  the  fine,  I  cannot  afford  to  pay,  and 
will  do  my  sentence." 

The  privilege  of  talking  at  exercise  is  much  appreciated.  They 
walk  and  talk  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner,  and  there  have  been 
no  reports  for  misbehaviour. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  in  my  opinion  been  an 
incentive  to  extra  zeal  on  the  part  of  prisoners  in  their  labour, 
and  also  as  to  their  behaviour. 

Associated  labour  has  been  found  to  work  well.  It  has  been 
carried  on  in  the  basement,  and  also  withi^he  cell  doors  open.  It 
is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners.  There  is  not  so  much 
delay  in  keeping  them  supplied  with  work  and  better  supervision 
is  exercised  over  them.  More  work  has  been  completed  in  the 
prison  during  the  last  year  than  for  several  years.  I  am  of  opinion 
this  is  due  in  a  great  degree  to  the  power  to  earn  remission  and 
associated  labour. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  the  reports  being 
only  of  a  trivial  nature. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order  and  tested  monthly. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient. 

The  prisoners  at  hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  have  been  em- 
ployed at  stone  breaking,  oakum  picking,  wood  cutting,  and 
pumping  water  for  the  prison  use  when  necessary. 

The  prisoners  at  industrial  labour  are  employed  at  sack  making 
for  the  Admiralty,  mail-bags,  hammocks,  and  gardening.  The 
females,  in  the  laundry  and  sewing.

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  Oovemment  of  prisons  have  in 
every  case,  to  the  beet  of  my  belief,  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Divine  service  has  been  regularly  held  day  by  day,  with 
Bermons  and  addresses  three  times  a  week,  namely,  on  Sunday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday.  Invitations  to  Holy  Communion  have 
been  given  out  in  the  chapel  seven  times,  followed  by  a  course  of 
instruction,  and  this  has  issued  in  several  individual  applications 
which  have  led  to  more  personal  conference  and  counsel,  and  in 
the  end  there  have  been  three  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Singing  is  much  appreciated,  men  then  joining  who 
will  take  no  part  in  reciting  psalms  or  responses.  Daily  service 
therefore  includes  singing  the  suffrages  and  a  hymn,  unaided  by 
harmonium,  which  is  reserved  for  a  fuller  choral  service  on 
Sundays  and  holy  days.  Offences  in-  chapel  were  only  five  in 
number,  and  quite  of  a  trivial  character,  testifying  to  exemplary 
behaviour  on  the  whole.  There  is  a  selected  choir,  but  the  many 
divisions  of  prisoners  rather  handicap  a  good  choice. 

Eleven  different  clergymen  have  assisted  me  during  leave  of 
absence.  But  it  is  not  easy  to  make  happy  arrangements  at  such 
times,  as  the  clergy  in  the  parishes  of  this  town  aie  hard  worked 
and  few  in  proportion.  I  would  venture  to  submit  it  would  be  a 
great  boon  to  have  an  appointed  mission  chaplain  who  could  thus 
relieve  in  turn  the  regular  chaplains,  and  having  a  recognised 
position  would  be  of  infinite  more  value  than  a  chance  missioner, 
and  further  would  protect  the  conscientiousness  of  those  chaplains 
who  hesitate  unreservedly  to  hand  over  their  flocks  to  a  layman, 
however  devout.  Here  within  limits  a  diocesan  lay-reader  on 
three  occasions  of  my  absence,  with  your  consent,  con<lucted 
Divine  service  and  gave  mission  addresses  on  *'  Thrift,  or  the 
present  in  relation  to  the  future,"  and  "  How  God  helj^s.''  And  I 
was  able  to  secure  this  year  also  a  sermon  on  temperance  from 
the  diocesan  clerical  secretary. 

The  subject  of  temperance  is  necessarily  kept  to  the  front,  and 
in  the  year  119  pledges  of  total  abstinence  have  been  taken,  all 
cordially  and  some  quite  spontaneously.  The  **  Narrow  Way  "  is 
very  helpful,  and  many  a  prisoner  wants  to  take  away  a  copy. 
The  Inebriates  Act  seems  being  slowly  turned  to  use.  So  far  only 
two  women  from  this  district  have  been  thus  dealt  witli.  The 
magistrates  seem  hampered  by  the  restriction  of  four  convictions 
in  a  year  in  the  case  of  notorious  offenders  who  are  cunning 
enough  to  take  just  the  pains  needed  to  evade  extreme  con- 
sequences. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  of  tramps  for  offences  in  the 
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^  Union ''  casual  wards,  some  of  whom  do  not  mind  saying  that 
they  are  better  off  all  roand  in  prison  than  they  get  treated  in 
most  workhouses  with  their,  so  they  say,  dirty  bedding,  nnwarmed 
and  draughty  cells,  with  meagre  covering  and  dry  bread  and  cold 
water,  and  then  whether  well  or  ill,  cold  or  warm,  well-fed  or 
starving,  old  or  young,  bound  down  to  do  the  same  task,  to  pick 
4  lbs.  of  oakum  or  pound  10  cwt.  of  stone.  If  these  tales  come 
near  the  truth,  it  is  more  penal  than  prison  by  a  long  way,  and 
the  local  poor  law  system  in  practice  exercises  more  rigour  than 
the  King^s  justiciary.  It  seems  an  anomaly  that  the  workhouse 
authorities  by  their  meagre  provision  of  food  and  accommodation, 
coupled  with  the  severest  exaction  of  labour,  should  go  on  saviuK 
the  local  rates  at  the  expense  of  the  imperial  taxpayer.  lam  fain 
to  think  from  a  long  experience  that  the  varying  uses  of  different 
"  Unions,"  together  with,  in  some  instances,  a  sterner  discipline 
and  regimen  than  in  prison,  call  for  more  State  control  and 
uniformity.  And  if,  besides,  inveterate  cadgers  could  be  weeded 
out  and  treated  as  incorrigible  rogues  and  vagabonds  and  com- 
mitted for  trial  at  Quarter  Sessions  and  get  their  twelve  months, 
it  might  in  the  long  run  reform  many. 

A  great  number  of  military  prisoners  are  always  in  this  prison 
from  Aldershot  or  elsewhere,  and  recently  returned  from  the  seat 
of  war.  They  are  not  good  for  much  in  education,  work,  religion, 
or  general  behaviour,  but  retain  too  much  their  usual  features  of 
stubborn  temper  and  recklessness.  It  will  be  belter  for  mere 
local  prisoners  when  they  see  and  hear  nought  of  these  confreres. 

Of  the  2nd  division  there  has  only  been  a  daily  average  of  two 
prisoners.  One  hoped  that  magistrates  would  have  w^q  more 
use  of  it,  which  I  think  is  of  more  importance  than  the  star  class, 
and  might  well  absorb  most  of  these. 

Our  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  excellent 
work.  Its  principles  are  to  assist  well-conducted  prisoners,  to 
promote  their  return  to  honest  employment,  to  help  rather  in 
kind  than  money,  to  make  special  efforts  for  the  young,  and  to 
reduce  mere  doles  to  a  minimum.  Happily  there  is  a  wood  yard 
annexed  to  the  agent's  house,  and  this  serv'es  well  for  a  quid  pro 
quo.  With  the  test  of  this  industry  it  is  not  surprising  to  note 
that  35  male  prisoners  refused  aid.  The  circumstances  of  all 
prisoners  previous  to  discharge  are  reviewed  by  me,  and  whether 
applications  are  forthcoming  or  not,  those  seeming  to  require  aid 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  conunittee  each  month.  Any 
cases  meanwhile  are  dealt  with  by  the  Governor  and  myself,  and 
I  cordially  appreciate  his  interest  and  sympathy.  Our  three  lady 
Tisitors  with  myself  act  on  behalf  of  the  female  prisoners.  Each 
in  turn  for  a  stated  time  pays  one  weekly  visit  to  these  prisoners 
whom  I  have  separately  assigned  to  them.  They  are  very  zealous. 
and  I  wish  they  had  better  results,  but  a  large  number  of  women 
are  transfers  from  HoUoway,  and  utt-er  Londoners  of  a  rough 
stamp.  Still  where  opportunity  serves  none  is  without  an  offer 
of  help.  And  as  I  have  for  very  maiiy  years  had  the  chief 
direction  of  the  Reading  Refuge  for  Women,  there  is  every  facility 
to  give  complete  help. 


BztnMSt0t 
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Report. 


Oratifying  letters  have  been  received  from  several  prisoners — 
e,g.^  last  Christmas  from  a  woman  helped  June,  1899,  another  in 
January  from  a  yonng  woman  well  placed ;  also  from  a  lad  of  15^ 
tried  at  Assizes  for  forgery  and  given  a  very  short  sentence  on 
condition  of  patting  himself  under  care  of  this  society,  and  in 
December  last  he  writes  most  gratefully  from  the  place  to  which 
he  was  sent,  and  most  satisfactorily  of  the  work  in  which  he  is 
employed  ;  also  from  another  lad  of  16  who  served  a  year's 
sentence  for  housebreaking,  and  was  given  clothing  and  despatched 
to  where  he  got  work  at  once  with  very  good  wages ;  and  20 
others. 

I  am  thankful  to  note  that  I  have  been  instrumental  in  stopping 
what  was  in  the  nature  of  a  public  scandal,  the  habit  of  one  union 
authority,  when  a  parent  was  sent  to  prison  for  deserting  and 
making  children  chargeable  to  the  union,  having  the  poor  prisoner 
on  his  exodus  met  at  the  very  gate  by  his  children,  brought  and 
kept  waiting  there  for  the  purpose. 

The  juveniles  this  year  numbered  35  males  and  3  females,  which 
compares  gravely  with  the  9  males  and  1  female  of  the  year  before, 
even  when  this  year  ten  are  included  who  were  just  over  16. 
Their  respective  ages  were— one  of  10,  three  of  12,  two  of  13, 
seven  of  14,  fifteen  of  15,  eight  of  16,  two  of  17.  Their  sentences 
were — two  of  3  months,  one  of  2  months,  one  of  6  weeks,  seven 
of  1  month,  all  of  whom  were  transferred  to  Devizes  or  Bedford  ; 
also  one  of  21  days,  five  of  14  days,  one  of  10  days,  plus  a  week's 
previous  remand  in  custody,  eleven  of  7  days,  one  of  5  days,  and  the 
rest  were  remands,  followed  by  acquittal — three  after  3  days,  one 
after  5  days,  two  after  7  days,  one  after  18  days  till  Quarter  Sessions, 
and  yet  another  who  has  waited  since  February  13th  to  be  tried 
at  Quarter  Sessions  on  April  8th.  Two  only  were  sentenced  also 
to  a  reformatory  school,  a  boy  of  12  sent  to  Red  hill  and  a  girl 
of  15,  who,  however,  by  subsequent  order  of  the  Home  Secretary 
had  this  appendage  remitted.  The  other  two  female  juveniles 
were  one  of  15  under  remand  for  a  week  and  then  discharged,  and 
the  remaining  one  of  16  treated  as  a  juvenile  first  remanded  for 
a  week  and  then  sentenced  to  10  days.  Altogether  10  juveniles 
have  been  remanded  hither  and  then  on  re-examination 
discharged. 

It  is  sad  enough  to  have  them  when  convicted  for  some  really 
serious  offence.  In  the  case  of  three  the  fines  or  part  fines  were 
paid,  and  they  were  released  one  on  the  day  of  arrival  and  two 
others  after  three  days.  Good  were  it  if,  where  justice  gave  the 
alternative  of  fine  (and  why  not  in  most  instances  ?),  the  law 
would  exact  the  penalty  of  the  parent,  for  a  bettor  home 
discipline  might  result.  Very  little  can  be  done  for  the  progress 
of  juveniles  under  a  month's  instruction,  but  it  seems  proper  to 
employ  part  of  their  time. 

Of  all  under  instruction  there  has  been  a  weekly  average  of  42 
(one  only  a  juvenile),  and  21  of  these  were  pronouncedly  heavy 
and  dull.  Other  eight  were  at  times  wilfully  indifferent.  A  few 
did  benefit  and  are  grateful.  Each  prisoner  eligible  for  instruction 
is  examined  on  reception  and  previous  to  discharge,  and  once  a 
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quarter,  or  when  favourably  reported  by  the  schoolmaster,  to  test     Bxtnutu, 
progress.  ChaplAin%«

Thev  prisoners'  library  is    in    a  satisfactory    state    and    used 

profitably.    Story  books  are  mostly  in  fashion  naturally  among 

those  of  low  type,  but  there  are  a  good  few  who  make  a  call  on 

high  standard  books. 

Prisoners  have  been  visited  according  to  requirement,  and, 
besides,  for  converse  and  godly  counsel.  Of  themselves  some  will 
ask  to  see  the  Chaplain  when  seriously  impressed,  and,  more 
frequently,  to  discuss  their  prospects.  The  number  of  visits  came 
up  to  5,890,  of  which  248  were  special  applications. 

The  officers  render  me  their  good  offices  on  all  occasions.

I 


The  state  of  the  prison  has  been  good  and  the  discipline  well 
maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  prisoners  also  have  behaved  well. 

It  is  considered  that  the  triple  division  of  offenders  is  useful 
and  beneficial  for  the  classification  of  prisoners,  although  there 
have  been  but  very  few  committals  to  this  prison  in  the  second 
division. 

The  power  given  to  prisoners  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has 
been  much  appreciated,  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  an  excellent 
incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry,  and  if  it  were  possible 
to  extend  the  privilege  to  those  of  shorter  sentences,  viz.,  six 
months  and  over,  no  doubt  excellent  results  would  follow. 

Few  persons  have  as  yet  availed  themselves  of  the  provision 
made  for  part  payments  of  fines,  notwithstanding  that  they 
are  informed  on  reception  that  they  may  thus  reduce  their 
imprisonment ;  but  it  is  believed  that  this  is  to  a  certain  extent 
attributable  to  the  discretion  of  the  committing  magistrates,  in 
giving  prisoners  time  to  pay  their  fines  by  instalments  or  otherwise, 
consequently  those  that  are  received  into  prison  have  neither  the 
intention  nor  the  means  to  avail  themselves  of  this  provision. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  not  been  carried  out  generally 
under  the  new  rule,  and  it  appears  to  me  a  very  questionable 
provision.  The  privilege  has  not  been  sought  for  but  prisoners 
have  asked  to  be  excused,  stating  they  had  nothing  to  talk  about 
and  wished  to  avoid  ac(iuaintances  amongst  themselves. 

Associated  labour  under  proper  supervision  is,  in  my  opinion, 
appreciated,  in  contrast  to  the  continuous  cellular  labour. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  neither  any 
offences  of  a  serious  nature,  and  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

Labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out  by  stone  breaking  ; 
other  labour  consists  of  halter  making,  mail-bag  making,  mat 
scrubs,  and  picking  oakum,  the  latter  by  prisoners  only  who 
were  excused  by  Medical  Officer  as  unfit  for  industrial  work  on 
account  of  old  age  or  other  infirmity.  The  value  of  prisoners 
labour  shows  an  incr.iase  on  previous  years. 

The  female  prisoners  have  be^n  employed  at  wasning,  repairinjf 
clothing  and  cleanii\g. 
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The  bnildings  are  satisfactory  and  in  good  state  of  repair.  One 
cell  for  refractory  prisoners  has  been  provided.  The  alteration 
in  the  reception,  stores,  and  cook-house,  carried  out  mostly  by 
prison  labour,  is  considered  an  improvement,  besides  a  great 
convenience,  and  is  giving  every  satisfaction. 

The  supply  of  water  is  adequate,  and  the  fire  appliances  appear 
to  be  suf&cient,  and  are  in  thorough  working  order. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  garden,  cultivated  by  the  prisoners  produces  vegetables 
for  the  prison,  and  the  profit  shows  an  increase  on  preceding 
years. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out  and 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction,  particular  attention  having 
been  given  to  the  awarding  of  marks. 

The  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the 
prison  have  been  complied  with  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  BEPORT, 


The  religious  and  moral  condition  of  prisoners  varied  very 
mnch — some  were  ignorant,  others  were  not.  Religions  and  moral 
instruction  was  given  to  those  that  required  it. 

Divine  service  was  held  daily  in  chapel,  8.37  a.m.  Sunday : 
Divine  services  were  duly  and  regularly  performed  in  both 
languages,  9.45  a.m.  and  2.30  p.m.  The  singing  and  responses 
were  most  heartily  entered  into,  and  all  the  prisoners  were  very 
attentive. 

The  Revs.  John  Fisher,  Curate  of  Ruthin,  officiated  twice  on 
week-days,  and  John  F.  Reece,  Rector  of  Llanf  wrog,  once. 

I  did  not  find  it  difficult  to  procure  a  substitute  last  year. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  not  administered  once  last  year,  as 
no  prisoner  expressed  a  wish  to  partake  of  it. 

Deserving  cases  were  assisted  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society, 

All  prisoners  were  seen  on  their  reception-  and  on-  the  day 
previous  to  their  discharge.  Sick  prisoners  and  those  under 
punishment  were  seen  daily,  other  prisoners  being  very  often 
visited,  and  all  were  very  grateful  to  me  for  my  visits. 

The  prison  staff  gave  me  every  assistance  in  the  discharge  of 
mv  duties.

The  Btate  of  the  prison  and  the  discipline  have  been 
maintained.

Only  one  male  prisoner  of  the  first  division,  and  nine  males  and 
three  females  of  the  second  division,  have  been  received  during 
the  year. 

Prisoners  eligible  for  the  star  class  have,  after  due  inquiry,  been 
placed  therein. 

Up  to  the  middle  of  March  wheat  grinding  in  connection  with 
the  treadwheel  provided  labour  for  male  prisoners  in  the  first 
stage  ;  the  treadwheel  has  since  been  discontinued  and  removed. 
Other  employments  have  been  making  hammocks  and  mail-bags 
for  Government  departments,  box  and  sack  making  and  repairing, 
nosebag  making,  balling  and  picking  coir  yam  for  private  firms, 
gardening,  laundry  work,  making  new  articles  of  clothing,  and 
the  ordinary  domestic  work  of  the  prison. 

Prisoners  of  both  sexes  allowed  by  the  rules  to  be  employed  in 
association  have  been  so  employed.  This  form  of  labour  is  much 
liked  by  the  prisoners ;  it  appears  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon 
them,  while  the  output  of  work  is  greater  than  that  obtained  by 
cellular  labour. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  the  few 
reports  necessary  to  be  made  have  not  been  for  serious  offences. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape* 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order  and  have  been  regularly 
practised  with. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  the  prison  has  been  sufficient  at 
all  times. 

The  supplies  by  contractors  and  others  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out  in  every 
detail. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
observed.

The  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  regularly  carried  out 
throughout  the  year,  with  sermons  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day^ 
and  Good  Friday,  and  occasional  addresses  on  Saints*  and  Holy 
Days  and  during  the  week. 

Due  notices  have  been  given  as  to  celebration  of  Holy 
Communion. 

The  prisoners  have  been  attentive  and  the  behaviour  at  the 
services  devout  and  reverent,  all  heartily  joining  in  the  singing 
and  responses. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
under  punishment,  those  in  the  infirmary  daily,  and  others  in 
their  cells  at  frequent  intervals,  as  circumstances  permitted, 
their  demeanour  towards  me  during  these  visits  being  most 
respectful. 

Special  attention  and  care  have  been  bestowed  on  the  instruction 
of  juvenile  and  youthful  prisoners,  but  the  sentences  of  these 
have  been  so  short  that  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to  make 
much  progress. 

The  book  of  moral  instruction  is  much  read  and  appreciated, 
applications  to  be  supplied  with  a  copy  on  discharge  have  been 
made. 

The  library  books  have  been  regularly  changed,  and  the 
literature  much  appreciated. 

The  school  instruction  has  been  duly  carried  on,  the  accom- 
panying progress  return  showing  excellent  results. 

The  schoolmaster  is  diligent  and  painstaking  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  and  courtesy  from  the  officers. 

The  Governor  has  rendered  me  every  possible  assistance  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  and  I  feel  great  pleasure  in  recording  his 
valuable  help  and  sympathy. 

I  cannot  speak  in  terms  too  highly  of  the  zealous  attention  and 
devotion  paid  by  the  lady  visitor  to  female  prisoners. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  of  which  I  am  the 
hon.  secretary,  continues  to  do  its  work  with  efficiency ;  its 
objects  are  wisely  and    judiciously  carried   out,  no  pains  are 
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.  fipared  to  investigate  into  and  assist  deserving  cases,  and  its 
influence  for  good  to  those  who  require  a  "start  again"  is 
manifested  from  time  to  time  in  letters  of  gratitude. 

120  males  and  17  females  have  been  assisted  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  March,  1901.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  ending  March  Slat,  1901,  the  health  of  the 
prisoners,  on  the  whole,  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  no  z>'motic  disease,  except  in  one  infant  at  the 
breast,  admitted  suffering  with  pertussis. 

There  has  been  no  attempted  suicide. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  have  been  efficient. 
The  water  supplied  from  the  local  water  works  has  been  pure 
and  sufficient.  The  temperature  of  the  prison  has  been  evenly 
maintained. 

The  dietary  and  clothing  have  been  regulated  according  to 
requirements  of  existing  standing  orders,  and  except  in  a  few 
special  cases  have  proved  sufficient.

The  state  of  the  prison  daring  the  year  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  privilege  to  earn  remission  by  those  prisoners  eligible  for 
it  has  been  taken  advantage  of,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
general  good  conduct  which  now  exists  is  mainly  due  to  this  rale. 

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable,  and  appears 
to  be  beneficial  in  its  effect. 

Prisoners  in  the  first  stage  labour  are  employed  at  stone  breaking 
and  oakum  picking. 

The  following  industries  are  also  carried  out  by  those  at 
industrial  labour ; — ^Weaving  sheeting  (4,000  yards),  mail-bag 
making  (12,000  mail-bags  made),  in  addition  to  hammock  making, 
knitting,  shoemaking  and  tailoring  repairs,  as  well  as  cooking, 
baking,  cleaning,  &c.,  for  the  ordinary  service  of  the  prison. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts. 

One  case  of  attempted  suicide  (genuine)  is  recorded. 

The  conduct  of  the  ofificers  has  been  good. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  is  good.  A  padded  cell,  special  cell, 
and  medical  officer's  room  have  been  fitted  up  ;  a  set  of  quarters 
for  the  principal  warder  has  been  completed,  and  one  is  now  in 
progi'ess  for  another  subordinate  officer. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order,  and 
the  supply  of  water  adequate.

During  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1901,  the  education  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  duly  and  efficiently  carried  on,  and  very  good 
progress  made,  most  of  the  pupils  passing  the  prescribed  standard. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  performed. 

The  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
those  sick  and  under  punishment  duly  visited.  The  other 
prisoners  have  been  visited  at  frequent  intervals. 

I  have  at  all  times  found  the  prisoners  attentive  at  the  services, 
when  the  hymns  and  responses  are  heartily  joined  in,  and  I  have 
had  no  case  of  incivility  in  visitation,  but  nearly  all  seem  to  value 
a  visit  and  to  accept  the  Chaplain  as  a  friend. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  all  the  officers  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  assisted  about  forty 
cases,  and  is  doing  very  useful  work.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  good. 

The  condnct  of  the  snbordinate  officers  has  also  been  good,  and, 
as  a  rnle,  they  have  displayed  zeal  and  intelligence  in  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  prison,  and  judgment  in. their  dealings  with  the 
prisoners. 

The  latter  have  given  very  little  cause  for  complaint. 

Debtors  continue  to  be  employed  at  industrial  labour,  and  no 
longer  afford  the  spectacle  of  a  body  of  loafers  idling  the  day 
away  in  each  other's  society. 

Prisoners  continue  to  avail  themselves  in  several  cases  of  the 
permission  to  pay  a  portion  of  their  fine  and  obtain  a  corresponding 
reduction  of  their  sentence.  In  many  cases,  however,  the  fine 
imposed  has,  by  the  time  the  offender  reaches  prison,  been  so 
augmented  by  costs,  conveyance  charges,  &c.  (e.g.^  28.  6d.  or  seven 
days'  for  drunkenness,  costs  188.;  total  £1  Os.  6d,)y  that  the 
earning  of  a  few  days'  remission  on  the  usually  very  short 
sentence  becomes  a  luxury  too  expensive  to  be  indulged  in. 

Remission  marks  are  in  all  cases  highly  prized,  more  so,  in  fact, 
than  the  gratuity  they  carry  with  them,  and  are  undoubtedly  an 
incentive  to  industry  and  good  behaviour. 

The  prisoners  have  been  associated  for  labour  purposes  as  fkr  as 
practicable. 

Only  two  prisoners  have  been  selected  by  the  committing 
courts  for  inclusion  in  the  second  division.  Of  these,  one  was  a 
prostitute  with  five  previous  convictions. 

At  the  recent  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county,  the  chairman  of 
the  Visiting  Committee  stated  that  that  body  was  entirely  in 
favour  of  the  old  system,  under  which  separation  was  effected 
by  the  Oovemor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 
He  further  remarked  that  the  means  available  at  the  prison  for 
ascertaining  the  previous  character  of  an  offender  were  much 
superior  to  those  at  the  disposal  of  the  committing  magistrates, 
and  added  that  the  latter  were  very  apt  to,  and  in  f^t  frequently 
did,  come  to  a  wrong  decision  in  the  matter,  and  place  in  the 
second  division  individuals  in  no  way  fitted  for  it.

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Eztnete,         It  may  be  further  observed  that,  while  magistrates  can  place 

^T^™^*^*'    simple  imprisonment  prisoners  only  in  the  second  division,  the 

P^'^^'      Governor  and   Visiting  Committee  can,  by   means  of  the  "star 

class,''   effect  the  separation  of  both  these  and  of  hard  labour 

prisoners. 

The  police  court  missioner,  having  now  been  appointed  agent 
to  ♦h'^  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  interviews  prisoners 
while  in  confinement,  instead  of,  as  formerly,  on  discharge  only. 

His  exertions,  combined  with  those  of  the  Chaplain,  tend  in 
some  measure  to  counteract  the  indurating  effect  on  a  prisoner  of 
constant  association  with  other  criminals,  and  he  is  frequently 
able  to  be  of  service  to  such  of  the  prisoners  as  are  neither 
obstinately  vicious  nor  incorrigibly  idle. 

As  regards  the  nature  of  the  offences  for  which  persons  have 
been  committed  to  this  prison,  the  percentage  of  convictions  for 
arunkenness  remains  practically  the  same  as  for  1899-1900,  viz., 
46'r).  That  for  larceny  is  also  very  similar,  being  13'8.  Vagrancy 
shows  an  increase  from  17'3  to  19*3  per  cent.,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  demand  for  labour  has,  in  this  neighbourhood,  been 
unusually  brisk  during  the  past  year. 

As  men  convicted  under  the  Vagrancy  Act  frequently  draw 
comparisons  between  the  workhouses  and  prisons  with  which 
they  are  acquainted,  very  much  in  favour  of  the  latter,  it  is 
surprising  that  their  numbers  are  not  even  higher  than  they  are. 

Cruelty  to,  and  neglect  of,  children  represent  2*5,  as  against  2'1 
per  cent,  for  last  year  ;  indecent  offences  2*7,  as  against  2*5 ; 
poaching  1,  as  against  1*5  ;  assaults,  <bc.,  7*5,  as  against  9*4. 

The  total  number  of  persons  received  on  conviction  has  been 
1,197,  as  against  1,262  for  1899-1900. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stone  breaking,  hair  and 
oakum  picking,  halter,  mail-bag  and  sack  making,  wood  chopping, 
washing  (both  for  the  prison  and  for  the  barracks  at  Chester 
Shrewsbury,  and  Wrexham),  tailoring,  knitting,  and  needlework, 
and  repairs,  &c.,  to  buildings,  as  well  as  in  the  ordinary  service  of 
the  prison. 

The  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  in  good  condition. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  good  order,  and  the 
supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  <&c.,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

Contractors*  sapplies  have  been  generally  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been 
duly  performed.  The  prisoners  have  been  regularly  visited  on 
reception  and  discharge,  and  those  under  long  terms  of  imprison- 
ment have  been  usually  visited  once  every  two  or  three  weeks. 
Those  in  hospital,  and  under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily. 
The  prisoners  are  attentive  at  the  services,  and  respectful  when 
they  are  visited.  I  have  invariably  received  all  due  assistance 
from  the  officers  in  the  performance  of  my  duties. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  eight  times  during 
the  year,  the  average  number  of  communicants  being  nine. 

In  June  Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  conducted  an  eight 
days*  mission,  with,  I  trust,  good  results. 

The  schoolmaster  has  regularly  carried  on  the  instruction  of  the 
prisoners.  Very  excellent  work  has  been  done  by  him,  as  is  shown 
by  the  large  percentage  of  passes  to  a  higher  standard.  He  has 
succeeded  in  awakening  in  some  of  the  men  a  keen  desire  to 
improve  themselves  and  get  on.  The  number  of  female  prisoners 
under  instruction  is  small,  but  the  schoolmistress  has  done  very 
good  work  with  them. 

The  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out.  All  cases  dealt  with  are,  in  the  first 
place,  recommended  by  the  Governor  and  myself.  The  police 
court  missioner  now  discharges  the  duties  of  Discharged  Prisoners* 
Aid  Society  agent,  and  attends  at  the  prison  every  morning. 

.  The  lady  visitor  visits  the  female  prisoners  once  a  week,  and  has 
done  excellent  work.  Several  women  have  got  into  homes,  and  she 
has  found  situations  for  others  on  their  discharge. 

In  company  with  the  Oovemor  I  attended  the  Discharged 
Prisoners*  Aid  Society  conference  at  Birmingham  on  October  31st. 

As  compared  with  the  last  few  years,  there  has  been  a  marked 
decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners.  There  has  also  been  recently 
a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  young  women  committed  to 
prison  for  concealment  of  birth  and  similar  offences. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  consequence  of  the  ^^  pipe-ti*ack  **  (water* 
works)  passing  through  the  county,  large  numbers  of  men  have 
been  sent  to  prison  from  the  localities   of  the  pipe-track  for 
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€h«plAin'B 
Report. 


drunkennesB,  &c.  A  heavy  fine  is  imposed,  and  an  order  to  pay 
forthwith  is  made ;  and  as  they  live  from  hand  to  month  they  are 
committed  to  prison,  not  having  the  money.  As  these  men  are 
unmarried  and  have  no  fixed  homes  it  is  no  hardship  to  fine  them 
if  they  were  allowed  time  in  which  to  pay  their  fines.  Having  no 
reading  rooms  or  amusements  provided  they  mostly  spend  their 
leisure  hours  in  drink  and  gambling.  Where  men  have  families 
a  heavy  fine  is  a  real  hardship.  It  often  happens  that  the  "  costs  '* 
run  up  to  three  or  four  times  the  amount  of  the  fine,  and  this 
means  inability  to  pay,  and  a  consequent  heavy  cost  to  the  country 
through  the  incarceration  of  the  ofEenders.

The  education  of  prisoners  has  been  carried  on  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  rnles.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the 
staff  of  teachers  during  the  year,  and  all  have  worked  regularly 
and  well. 

The  results  have  been  satisfactory,  as  may  be  seen  from  the 
usual  tables. 

The  prison  minister  continues  to  supervise  the  examination  in 
school  subjects  of  members  of  his  own  faith. 

I  have  carried  on  both  the  Sunday  and  week-day  services  with 
all  possible  regularity.  During  my  absence  for.  three  months  on 
sick  leave  my  duties  were  performed  by  the  Rev.  R.  D.  Cheetham, 
Vicar  of  Northwood,  Staffordshire.  The  Rev.  W.  Budgen,  Vicar 
of  St.  Thomas',  Stafford,  and  his  curate,  the  Rev.  J.  J .  Whittaker, 
have  also  officiated  during  my  absence  on  leave. 

There  has  also  been  a  week's  mission,  conducted  on  behalf  of 
the  Church  Army  by  its  agent.  Captain  Hanson. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  at  all  times 

.most  satisfactory.    I  have  always  found  them  most  attentive,  and 

in  my  visits  to  them  in  their  cells  they  often  speak  of  the  pleasure 

and  delight  of  the  chapel  services,  in  which  they  join  with  much 

heartiness  and  outward  reverence. 

I  have  daily,  when  on  duty,  visited  the  prisoners  on  reception 
and  before  discharge.  I  have  also  visited  the  sick  in  hospital 
daily,  as  well  as  those  under  punishment ;  and  from  time  to  time 
have  seen  all  the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  I  am  always  received 
with  the  utmost  kindness  and  respect,  and  cannot  recall  a  single 
instance  of  rudeness  or  want  of  civility  during  the  year  just  past. 

I  have  received  every  kindness  and  assistance  from  officers  of 
all  ranks  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

The  two  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Societies  continue  their 
work  as  heretofore.    Every  prisoner  who  desires  to  do  so  may 
have  an  interview  with  one  of  the  two  agents  on  their  weekly 
visit  to  the  prison.

Report. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  year  ended 
Slst  March,  1901,  has  been  good,  and  no  epidemic  has  occurred. 

There  have  been  no  suicides  nor  any  attempts,  either  feigned 
or  real. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being  passed 
for  1st  class  hard  labour,  or,  indeed,  for  labour  of  any  kind. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation,  heating,  and  sanitary  arrangem^itB  have,  on 
the  whole,  been  satisfactory,  and  the  temperature  throughout  the 
prison  has  been  kept  as  uniform  as  possible. 

There  have  been  three  deaths  during  the  year.  One  of  these 
(514  A.H.)  was  that  of  a  man  who  was  practically  ^'  in  extremis  " 
when  I  saw  him  on  admission.  He  was  immediately  removed  to 
the  hospital,  and  died  in  a  few  hours.  I  think  this  requires 
conmient,  as  it  is  an  advanced  case  of  what,  in  my  experience,  is 
becoming  a  much  too  frequent  type,  viz.,  of  men  being  sent  to 
prison  who  are  not  only  medically  unfit  for  removal,  but  even 
when  fit  are  often  in  such  a  delicate  state  of  health  as  to  be  quite 
incapable  of  undergoing  any  prison  discipline.  Apart  from  the 
humanitarian  point  of  view,  these  cases  fill  up  the  hospital  and 
raise  the  prison  death  rate  in  a  most  unfair  way.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT, 


During  the  past  year  the  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has 
been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making^ 
weaving  shirting,  grinding  wheat,  knitting,  needlework,  repairing 
all  kinds  of  prison  clothing,  shoes,  bedding,  and  utensils,  gardening, 
oakum  picking,  and  building  work. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  Governor's  house  have  been 
improved  and  a  new  w.c.  fixed. 

Three  new  cooking  pans  have  been  placed  in  the  cook-house,  and 
a  new  suite  of  locks  fixed  to  the  cell  doors  of  C  ward.  New 
baths  have  been  fixed  for  the  periodical  bathing. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  proper  working 
order  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  have  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

Good  work  has  been  done  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  and  lady  visitor. 

No  first  division  prisoners  have  been  received. 

Twenty-five  prisoners,  classed  as  offenders  of  the  second  division^ 
were  committed  from  the  Petty  Sessional  Courts. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  has  been  taken  full  advantage  of, 
and  is  a  great  inducement  to  prisoners  to  work  and  behave  well. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  is  largely  taken  advantage  of,  and 
enables  many  prisoners  to  obtain  their  release  earlier  than  other- 
wise would  be  the  case. 

Associated  labour  is  appreciated. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  been  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  assistance  of  my  clergy  the 
full  services  and  duties  have  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year. 
There  have  been  two  services  every  Sunday  and  on  other  special 
days,  and  the  daily  morning  service  has  been  duly  held.  This  is 
choral  with  two  bright  hymns.  The  services  are  most  happy 
and  hearty.  We  have  a  weekly  choral  practice.  A  short  sermon 
is  preached  generally  on  Thursdays. 

Due  notice  has  been  given  of  Holy  Communion,  but  I  have  not 
been  able  to  admit  any  prisoner  to  communion.  The  conduct  of 
prisoners  at  Divine  service  has  been  very  good.  Much  benefit 
seems  to  have  been  derived  from  what  is  done  for  them.  I  have 
received  many  hopeful  letters  from  thankful  prisoners. 

Secular  instruction  has  been  given  to  all  who  are  entitled 
to  it,  and  it  has  been  thorough  and  regular.  I  have  seen  the 
prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge,  from  time  to  time  in  their 
cells  and  at  their  worlc.  The  sick  have  been  duly  visited  every 
day. 

The  short  mission  conducted  by  Captain  Hanson,  of  the  Chui*ch 
Army,  from  March  25th  to  April  1st,  was  very  successful.  He  is  a 
capable  and  telling  speaker  and  left  an  abiding  impression  on  those 
who  heard  him. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  its  indispensable 
work.  We  still  continue  on  the  sound  and  careful  lines  of  enquiry 
and  prepaid  letters  for  return  that  I  pointed  out  in  a  former  report. 
The  results  have  this  year  been  most  cheering,  though  we  have 
had  some  sad  disappointments. 

I  have  received  from  the  whole  stafE  such  unvarying  courtesy 
and  prompt  attention  that  my  work  has  been  a  real  pleasure 
to  me.

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  excellent,  and  the 
discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  satisfactory ;  only 
two  complaints,  both  of  a  frivolous  nature,  having  been  recorded 
by  the  inspector  and  the  Visiting  Committee  respectively. 

With  one  exception,  no  prisoner  whose  sentence  entitled  him  to 
the  means  of  obtaining  remission  has  been  reported  for  miscon- 
duct, thereby  showing  that  this  privilege  is  much  valued,  besides 
being  a  strong  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  been  carried  out.  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  appreciated .  One  prisoner  preferred  taking  his 
exercise  in  the  ordinary  way,  as  he  objected  to  his  companion's 
indecent  conversation.  Another  declined  to  avail  himself  of  this 
uncertain  privilege,  as  he  considered  that  no  good  would  result 
from  it. 

The  rules  relating  to  prisoners  of  the  several  divisions  have 
been  carried  out. 

No  prisoner  has  been  sentenced  under  first  division. 

The  intention  of  the  second  division  appears  to  be  better 
realized  by  the  committing  courts,  though  in  several  instances  the 
warrants  of  commitment  order  these  prisoners  hard  labour. 

The  number  of  prisoners  admitted  to  the  star  class  was  92  males 
and  six  females,  of  whom  nine  males  and  one  female  were 
reconvicted. 

Thirteen  juvenile  offenders  have  been  received,  and  the  regula- 
tions relating  to  them  have  been  duly  carried  out. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  by  61  prisoners  of  the  provision  for 
part  payment  of  fines. 

Six  habitual  drunkards  (one  male,  Qve  females),  who  were 
frequently  being  committed  to  prison,  are  now  detained  in 
inebriate  reformatories. 

Associated  labour  has  worked  satisfactorily  ;  it  is  very  beneficial 
to  the  prisoners  so  long  as  effective  supervision  is  exercised. 

The  labour  at  which  the  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows : — 

Males. — First  stage  labour — Stone  breaking  (of  which  there  has 
been  a  constant  supply)  and  oakum  picking.

The  total  earnings  of  the  prisoners  employed  in  manufactures 
during  the  past  year  have  been  more  than  doubled. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  except  in  one  case,  duly  reported. 

The  prison  garden  has  supplied  all  the  vegetables  required 
except  potatoes ;  this  crop,  owing  to  the  dry  season,  was  below  the 
average. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order  and  tested 
monthly,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  awarding  of  marks. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  relieved  all  deserv- 
ing cases.

The  daily  services  have  been  regularly  performed,  with  an 
address  once  in  every  week  ;  and  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday,  Divine  service  has  been  held  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon,  with  sermons.  The  addresses  and  sermons  were  listened 
to  with  marked  attention,  and  the  behaviour  of  prisoners  in  chapel 
has  been  reverent  and  good ;  they  all  joined  most  heartily  in 
singing  the  hymns  and  giving  the  responses. 

All  have  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  and  long-term 
prisoners  once  in  every  week. 

I  have  paid  special  attention  to  juveniles  and  the  star  class. 

The  sick  have  been  visited  daily. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  three  times. 

When  I  visited  the  prisoners  in  their  cells  they  have  been  most 
attentive  and  respectful,  and  many  of  them  have  expressed  their 
thankfulness  and  gratitude  for  the  instruction  they  received  from 
the  sermons  and  addresses. 

I  have  also  received  many  grateful  letters  from  discharged 
prisoners  testifying  to  the  good  received  whilst  in  prison. 

The  educational  work  has  been  most  satisfactorily  carried  out 
by  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  library  books  were  much  appreciated^ 
especially  the  magazines. 

From  the  Governor  and  all  the  officers  of  the  prison  I  have 
received  every  help  and  assistance.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT 


The  triple  division  of  offenders  has  been  strictly  carried  out. 
We  have  few  Ist  division  and  not  very  many  2nd  division. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  most  certainly  an  incentive  to 
good  behaviour,  and  is  much  appreciated,  and  deprivation  of 
marks  for  remission  is  a  great  punishment. 

With  reference  to  conversation  at  exercise,  we  have  from  30  to 
40  prisoners  weekly  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege,  although 
many  will  not  avail  themselves  of  it.  I  cannot  but  consider  it  an 
injudicious  privilege,  and  most  certainly  gives  prisoners  every 
facility  for  concocting  mischief  while  in  prison,  and  devising 
robberies  and  every  sort  of  crime  when  at  liberty. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  perfectly 
satisfactory  ;  and  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been 
satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  labour  at  which  the  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows : — 1st  class  hard  labour :  treadwheel,  raising  water  for 
cleaning  purposes  and  for  flushing.  Other  labour  consists  in 
weaving  dowlas,dandy-canvas  with  hand  looms ;  and  power  looms^ 
weaving  drab,  blue,  brown,  and  grey  cloth,  blankets,  dowlas, 
canvas,  huckaback,  linsey,  hammocks,  and  coir  matting ;  moulders^ 
fitters,  smiths,  tinners,  and  joiners ;  painting,  twine  spinning, 
bookbinding,  wood  chopping,  picking  oakum,  wool,  cotton,  hemp^ 
and  fibre ;  gardening,  biding,  cooking,  jobbing,  pulling  down  old 
prison,  tailoring,  officers'  uniforms,  prison  clothing,  and  repairs^ 
mail-bags,  bolster  cases,  and  shoemaking. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  is  good.  The 
appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  <&c.,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements.  The  contractors'  supplies  have 
been  good  and  punctually  delivered. 
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The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  ont,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  TH»  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT  Bxtwota 

Ghftplain't 


There  has  been  daily  services,  with  two  services  and  sermon 
on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Gobd  Friday.  On  saints'  days 
there  is  a  special  service  with  short  address.  These  services  are 
held  alternately  in  the  male  and  female  chapel.  This  alternation 
of  services  is  an  advantage,  as  it  enables  the  address  and  hymns  to 
be  adapted  to  the  congregation.  Hymns  I  have  always  regarded 
as  "  powerful  evangelizers  "  in  a  prison  chapel.  Frequently,  the 
day  before  his  discharge,  a  prisoner  may  be  seen  earnestly 
perusing  his  hymn  book,  in  some  cases  commit tiiitr  hymns  to 
memory  and  thus  trying  to  learn  them  by  heart. 

Notice  of  Holy  Communion  is  given  for  the  greater  festivals 
and  at  other  times.  Those  who  wish  to  receive  signify  their 
names  to  me. 

-  The  passing  away  of  the  great  Queen  would  seem  to  have 
penetrated  to  the  hearts  even  of  prisoners  (and  some  of  these  are 
hard  enough).  On  the  Sunday  after  the  death  of  Her  late  Majesty 
the  Dead  March  was  played  on  the  organ,  and  as  the  deep  pedal 
notes  rumbled  forth  their  mournful  message  an  absolute  stillness 
reigned  in  the  chapel,  and  a  silence  to  be  felt. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  the  longer 
gentenced  are  visited  from  time  to  time  in  their  cells.  Those 
under  punishment  and  in  the  hospitals  are  visited  daily. 

School  instruction  is  given  according  to  your  scheme.  The 
privilege  is  not  generally  valued  as  it  should  be.  The  majority  of 
scholars  work  out,  and  it  is  with  a  certain  reluctance  they  remain 
in  their  cells  to  receive  the  two  hours'  instruction.  The  military 
contingent,  however,  appear  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  school 
instruction  and  readily  avail  themselves  of  it.  Progress  is  shown 
in  accompanying  form.  About  10  per  cent,  have  been  excused 
instruction,  mostly  on  the  ground  of  incapacity.  Of  these,  21 
were  over  35  years  of  age. 

Prisoners  find  sufficient  religious  teaching  in  the  four  moral 
books,  and  prefer  a  library  book  or  periodical  which  is  entirely 
secular.  The  schoolmaster  distributes  the  library  books  with 
judgment. 

The  Church  Army  have  held  an  eight  days'  mission,  and  the 
missioner  correfiponds  with  some  of  his  hearers.

There  were  two  caseB  of  influenza  in  the  first  quarter,  and  seven 
in  the  last  quarter,  but  no  other  infectious  disease. 

There  have  been  no  suicides  during  the  year,  and  only  three 
attempts,  all  of  which  were  of  a  trivial  character  and  believed  to 
have  been  feigned. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being  passed 
for  hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  good  and  sufficient. 

A  small  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  reorganization  of  the 
drainage,  but  there  is  urgent  need  of  the  whole  being  taken  in 
hand  thoroughly  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  greatly  regret  that  the  recohstruction  of  the  male  hospital  has 
been  postponed. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison,  but  it 
appears  impossible  to  get  sufficient  warmth  in  the  washhouse, 
during  the  winter  montns,  with  the  present  means  at  disposal.  I 
regard  the  present  washhouse  as  very  unsatisfactory,  and  would 
beg  to  urge  the  advisability  of  its  rebuilding  or  reorganization. 

There  were  only  four  deaths  during  the  year,  and  three  of  these 
were  in  a  bad  state  of  health  when  received.  Two  of  them  only 
lived  two  days  after  admission,  and  the  third  nineteen  days.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  fovourably 
reported  on  by  the  Visiting  Committee,  who  attend  as  a  body 
twice  a  month.  One  member  of  this  committee,  and  generally 
two,  attend  every  week.  Mr.  Francis,  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Court  Magistrate,  from  whose  court  many  persons  are  sent  here, 
also  visited  the  prison  during  the  year,  and  his  colleague  sitting 
at  the  South  Western  Police  Court,  to  make  themselves  acquainted 
with  the  new  treatment,  especially  as  to  2nd  division  prisoners. 

Triple  division  of  offenders, — 1st  division. — It  is  the  exception 
for  an  offender  to  be  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  in  this  division. 
During  the  12  months  only  two  have  been  so  sentenced,  besides 
12  under  the  operation  of  the  Vaccination  Act. 

2nd  division. — The  provisions  of  section  VI.,  subsection  4 
of  the  Prisons  Act,  1898,  by  which  persons  imprisoned  for  default 
of  finding  sureties  for  keeping  the  peace  are  treated  under  the 
same  rules  as  an  offender  of  the  second  division,  leads  to 
results  which  perhaps  were  scarcely  anticipated  by  the  Legislature 
and  deprives  that  division  of  being  composed  of  the  select  of 
the  prison  population  who  are  not  in  the  1st  division. 

3rd  division. — From  these  the  star  class  have  been  in  numbers 
much  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  viz.,  about  3  per 
cent,  of  the  admissions,  while  of  those  whose  names  and  cases 
I  have  submitted  to  the  Visiting  Committee  for  their  decision, 
that  body  has  rejected  as  not  suitable  for  the  class  about  17  per 
cent. 

Power  to  earn  remission  is  a  most  effectual  incentive  to  industry 
and  good  conduct. 

Provision  for  part  payment  of  fines  is  taken  advantage  of  to 
a  very  great  extent. 

Corporal  Punishment. — The  new  procedure  has  reduced  the 
number  of  prisoners  subjected  to  this  punishment. 

Associated  labour  is  very  much  prized  by  the  prisonerH  and 
considerably  modifies  the  severity  of  a  sentence ;  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  prevent  surreptitious  communications. 

Conversation  at  exercise  is  highly  prized,  though  during  the 
year  43  asked  to  be  excused  the  privilege. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good.

Labour  in  which  the  prisoners  have   been   employed  is  as 
shown  in  the  employment  return  appended. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
proper  working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding,  <fec.,  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The    contractors'    supplies   have    been    good    and    generally 
punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
to  the  best  of  my  belief  been  complied  with  in  every  instance. 

A  very  large  number  of  persons  are  convicted  on  Mondays ; 
these  persons  are  for  a  large  part  persons  who  have  been  drunk 
on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  punishment  is  fine  or  imprison- 
ment for  seven  days,  or  multiples  of  seven  days.  The  result  that 
the  very  large  numbers  admitted  on  Mondays  are  released  on 
Saturdays,  when  owing  to  half-holiday  it  is  more  than  usually 
difficult  to  find  employment,  and  on  the  Saturdays  and  Sundays 
the  only  places  open  are  places  of  worship  and  places  for  drink, 
to  which  latter  they  gravitate  with  their  gratuities.  Whereas  if 
the  imprisonment  could  be  in  force  till  Monday,  that  is  the  day 
when  employers  are  more  open  to  receive  "  hands."

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1901,  the  varioas  agencies 
for  promoting  the  moral  and  spiritual  well-being  of  the  prisoners 
have  been  zealously  worked  by  the  whole  staff  of  this  depart- 
ment. There  has  been  no  break  in  the  regular  routine  of  services 
in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  and  week-d£^ys.  We  have  had  eight 
celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  a  total  attendance  of 
81  prisoners. 

Sick  patients  in  the  hospital  have  been  daily  visited  and 
ministered  to,  and  also  we  have  held  services  with  addresses  in 
the  association  wards  on  Sundays  and  week-days. 

In  addition  to  24,575  prisoners  interviewed  on  receptioa  and 
discharge,  we  have  made  6,282  cell  to  cell  visits,  and  1,434  visits 
to  prisoners  who,  for  various  reasons,  have  requested  to  see  the 
Chaplain.  The  total  number  of  prisoners  interviewed  by  the 
Chaplain  and  Assistant  Chaplain  was  32,^91. 

Wo  have  had  one  convict  under  sentence  of  death.  He  was 
visited  twice  daily  and  listened  attentively  to  our  ministrations. 
The  day  before  his  execution  the  Holy  Communion  was  ad- 
ministered to  him  by  his  own  particular  wish. 

The  complete  absence  of  complaints  with  regard  to  books 
abundantly  testifies  that  the  library  is  well  supplied,  and  that  the 
system  of  distribution  is  excellent.  This  result  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  regulations  which  now  govern  the  supply  of  library 
books  and  their  distribution. 

The  committee  of  the  Surrey  and  South  London  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  has  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  many  cases 
which  have  come  before  it,  and  has  evinced  great  desire  to  work 
in  cooperation  with  the  Chaplain. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Society^ 
Church  Army,  St.  Giles'  Christian  Mission,  and  the  Sheriffs' 
Fond.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  fairly  good.  No  epidemic 
has  occurred,  and  no  case  of  suicide,  but  there  were  six  cases  of 
attempted  suicide,  all  evidently  feigned. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  ventilation,  heating,  and  general  sanitary 
arrangements  have  been,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

All  prisoners  are  stripped  and  carefully  examined  the  morning 
after  reception,  before  being  put  to  work. 

Eight  prisoners  were  certified  insane  and  removed  to  asylums, 
five  of  these  showed  evidence  of  mental  defect  on  reception,  and 
no  doubt  were  mentally  defective  at  the  time  of  trial. 

There  were  six  deaths,,  one  being  a  judicial  hanging,  two  were, 
in  a  very  bad  condition  when  received,  one  died  within  three 
days,  and  the  other  within  six. 

Sixty-one  weak-minded  and  epileptic  prisoners  were  under 
special  notice  in  E  1  room  and  E  2  division.  Eight  of  these  were 
reported  to  the  police  on  discharge. 

Thirty-two  prisoners  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year 
sufEering  from  alcoholism  ;  twelve  immediately  after  reception, 
five  the  following  morning,  and  the  remainder  within  four  days. 
A  considerable  number  of  these  cases  required  special  attendants 
to  nurse  them,  and  all  recovered. 

It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  a  number  of  the  prisoners  received 
here  in  the  course  of  a  year  are  found  so  seriously  ill  on  reception 
as  to  necessitate  immediate  removal  to  hospital,  where  many  of 
them  remain  to  the  end  of  their  sentence  ;  most  of  these  prisoners 
were  charged  with  minor  offences,  and  sentenced  to  short  periods 
of  imprisonment. 

In  the  city  of  Liverpool  all  prisoners  who  complain  of  illness, 
or  appear  to  be  ill,  are  medically  examined,  and  the  result 
recorded  in  a  book,  with  any  recommendation  the  Medical  Officer 
deems  necessary,  such  as  *'  fit "  or  "  unfit  prison,"  "  a  case  for 
workhouse  infirmary."  These  facts  are  brought  to  the  magistrate's 
notice,  when  the  case  comes  before  him,  and  he  almost  invariably 
acts  on  the  Medical  Officer's  recommendation. 

If  this  system  were  adopted  in  London  there  would  be  fewer 
deaths  idiortly  after  reception.

The  state  of  the  prison  is  satisfactory  and  discipline  has  been 
well  maintained. 

The  Prisons  Act  of  1898  continues  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

The  privilege  of  earning  remission  of  sentence  by  industry  and 
good  conduct,  granted  to  prisoners  undergoing  a  sentence  of  over 
six  monthSy  continues  to  act  beneficially,  and  might  with  advantage 
be  extended  to  all  sentences  over  one  month. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  has  very  little 
effect  on  the  number  of  fines  paid. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  adopt  the  new  procedure  for  the 
infliction  of  corporal  punishment 

Addresses  on  the  following  subjects  have  been  given  to  the 
prisoners  by  specially  selected  gentlemen,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  which  have  been  listened  to  with  marked 
attention:—!.  "Temperance";  2.  "Thrift";  3.  "Temperance"; 
4.  "  Manliness  ";  5.  **  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  Her  Greatness, 
Her  Goodness,  and  Her  devotion  to  duty." 

The  Church  Army  held  a  mission  for  eight  days  from  the 
27th  May  to  the  3rd  June. 

Associated  labour,  in  bag  making  and  gardening,  has  been  carried 
out  amongst  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  stage  prisoners,  with 
satisfactory  results,  both  as  regards  the  output  of  woric  and  the 
bodily  and  mental  health  of  the  prisoners. 

Only  very  few  prisoners  have  been  considered  eligible  for  the 
privilege  of  talking  at  exercise. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  stafiE  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been — ^males,  good  ;  females, 
very  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  special  instructions  for  the  treatment  of  juvenile  offenders 
ooUected  at  this  prison  have  been  carefully  attended  to.

Daily  prayers  were  duly  conducted  throughout  the  year. 

* 

Two  services,  with  sermon,  were  held  on  every  Sunday,  as  also 
on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday. 

I  gave  a  weekly  address  of  a  semi -scientific  character  on  the 
subject  of  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicants,  and  was  glad  to  find 
an  attentive  and  intelligent  interest. 

The  number  of  convictions  for  drunkenness  and  offences  com- 
mitted under  the  influence  of  it  was — 

1897  ...  488  cases  out  of  1,166  receptions  =42  per  cent. 

1898  ...  646      „        „     1,638  „  =39        „ 

1899  ...  608      „        „     1,591  „  =38        „ 

1900  ...  527      „        „     1,388  „  =38 

When  the  law  has  been  made  more  stringent  as  to  serving 
persons  in  the  first  stages  of  intoxication  with  ^'  drink  *'  the  fore- 
going percentage  ought  to  show  a  substantial  decrease. 

A  monthly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  was  j^ield,  with 
an  attendance  varying  from  three  to  twelve  communicants. 

The  behaviour  and  attention  at  Divine  service  were  good. 

Seven  sermons  were  preached  in  the  chapel  by  various  clergy- 
men, and  two  by  a  Church  Army  captain,  in  addition  to  the  ten 
mission  addresses  given  by  Captain  Davey  during  the  eight  days* 
mission,  with  the  conducting  of  which  I  was  much  pleased,  and 
the  general  effect  of  which  was  to  soften  hardness  of  character. 
I  think  some  permanent  results  were  granted. 

Five  lectures  were  given  in  the  chapel  in  the  afternoon,  as 
follows : —

The  lectures  were  all  practical  and  earnest,  and  impressions  for 
good  were  made  in  each  instance. 

The  Visiting  Committee  have  now  sanctioned  an  occasional 
lecture  to  be  given  by  a  lady  to  the  female  prisoners. 

All  the  prisoners  were  visited  on  reception  and  discharge, 
daily  when  sick  or  under  punishment,  and  from  cell  to  cell 
systematically  and  frequently. 

Religious  classes  were  held  for  juveniles  twice  weekly,  as  a  rule, 
with  an  attendance  varying  from  three  to  twelve.  When  less 
than  three  instruction  was  given  in  their  cells. 

A  few  of  the  boys  were  very  impervious  to  good,  but  the 
majority  were  quite  susceptible. 

A  weekly  class  was  held  for  "  youthful  offenders  "  (16-21), 
limited  to  six  in  number.  The  members  were  very  attentive,  and, 
in  most  instances,  there  seemed  to  be  a  desire  for  increased  know- 
ledge of  religious  truth. 

A  weekly  class  was  held  for  female  adults  when  there  was  a 
sufficient  number  of  suitable  inmates.  The  behaviour  wasi 
excellent,  and  there  were  several  very  hopeful  cases.- 

Educational. — ^The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  diligently, 
carried  out  their  duties. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  ^'  return  "  made  that  55  cases  made 
progress  to  the  extent  of  one  standard,  11  cases  to  the  extent  of 
two  standards,  and  two  cases  to  the  extent  of  three  standards. 

Either  through  incapacity  or  shortness  of  sentence  six  oases 
remained  in  their  original  standard. 

In  considering  the  progress  made  it  should  be  noted  that  only 
18  cases  of  the  total  number  under  instruction  were  sentenced  to 
more  than  three  months,  and  that  many  of  the  juveniles  wei*e 
sentenced  to  14  days  or  a  month  only. 

Lady  Visitors. — A  weekly  visit  of  about  two  hours*  duration 
was  m^e  by  one  or  other  of  the  ladies  (of  whom  there  are  seven) 
to  the  female  department.  Their  help  is  untiring  and  dievoted,. 
and  greatly  appreciated.  The  loss  by  death  of  Mrs.  Barron,  wha 
Avas  a  lady  of  much  winsomeness,  is  greatly  deplored. 

Library. — ^We  have  our  complement  of  books  duly  classified  a&d 
catalogued. 

The  books  were  exchanged  and  circulated  according  to«regu]a<* 
tions.    The  prisoners  took  good  care  of  them. 
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Jayeniles. — Nambers  of  convictions  44  (thifl  number  includes 
three  on  remand  that  were  committed  to  a  reformatory).

There  was  only  one  reconviction  during  the  year  (though  there 
has  been  another  since).  In  the  former  case  laziness  and  bad 
character  account  for  it,  and  in  the  latter  a  bad  home.

Pour  were  sent  to  roformatories,  two  to  St.  Giles'  Christian 
Mission,  and  the  remainder  escorted  to  their  homes. 

Discharged  Prisoners'  A.id  Society. — The  sub-committee  met 
weekly  at  the  prison  and  interviewed  all  for  discharge. 

Number  discharged,  1,338.  Number  assisted,  439  cases,  i.e.y 
twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1900.  Income,  £206* 
Expenditure,  £191. 

Employment  or  '^  homes  "  secured  for  133  cases.  All  discharges 
were  met  by  agent  at  prison  gates. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  subscriptions  and  donations  have 
been  increased  to  the  extent  of  £140  per  annum  as  compared  with 
three  years  ago. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  record  that  the  number  of  discharges 
from  this  prison  (omitting  transfers  from  other  prisons)  was  337 
less  for  the  twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1900,  than  for 
the  year  1899. 

It  is  very  probable  that  the  work  of  the  D.P.A.S.  is  a  factor 
influencing  this  decrease,  for  employment  had  been  secured  for  a 
large  number  both  in  1899  and  1900  (313  all  told). 

It  seems  to  me  that  nearly  all  that  can  be  practically  and 
reasonably  done  is  being  done  for  the  reclamation  of  the  prisoner^ 
and  that  it  must  not  be'f  orgotten  that  the  sense  of  restraint  and  the 
more  or  less  troubled  state  of  mind  under  which,  generally 
speaking,  the  prisoner  labours  produce  in  him  an  unfavourable 
mood  for  any  great  moral  impressiveness,  although,  of  course^ 
there  are  many  instances  coming  under  my  notice  in  which  thia 
mood  is  overcome  by  other  forces,  and  it  encourages  me  to  be  able 
to  say  that  I  can  on  any  day  and  every  day  point  to  a  few  of  such 
cases  in  the  cells  of  this  prison. 

For  any  substantial  further  diminution  of  the  number  of 
criminals  we  must  look  mainly,  I  think,  to  the  work  of  social 
reform  in  cutting  off  the  supply  at  the  source. 

It  is  rather  disheartening  at  times  to  find  that  as  fast  as  one 
criminal  is  reclaimed  another  is  being  evolved,  to  wit,  the 
22  juveniles  mentioned  herein  who  were  first  offenders. 

I  have  met  with  uniform  civility  from  ofiflcers  and  prisoners,, 
and  must  express  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  cordial  and  valuable 
assistance  received  at  all  times  from  the  (Governor.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


I  received  from  you  the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  to  this 
prison  on  March  Ist,  1901,  having  previously  acted  as  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  since  November  28th,  1900. 

Since  that  date  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
good. 

One  prisoner  died  of  heart  disease. 

There  have  been  no  attempts  at  suicide,  real  or  feigned. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic. 

Every  prisoner  before  passing  to  hard  labour  has  been  care- 
fully examined. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  as  has  been 
shown  by  the  quarterly  sanitary  reports,  and  exceptional  and 
special  cases  when  they  have  occurred  have  been  provided  for. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  and  corridors  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  the  sanitary  arrangements  good. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  efficiently  carried  out« 
and  the  temperature  kept  up  to  56*^  F.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  year  has 
heen  good. 

Only  two  prisoners  of  the  1st  division  and  25  of  the  2nd  division 
have  been  received. 

Many  naval  and  military  prisoners  have  been  received. 

Many  part  payment  of  fines  have  been  made. 

Many  prisoners  have  earned  certain  remission  of  sentence. 

The  associated  laboor  has  been  carried  on  regularly,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  more  work  is  done. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  punish  many  prisoners  for  mis- 
conduct when  so  employed. 

.  No    objections    have    been    made    to    attending  conversation 

exercises,  and  few  have  abused  the  privilege. 

j  The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  during  the  year  has 

^  been  good. 

•  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good,  and 
no  corporal  punishment  has  been  inflicted.  One  boy  was 
whipped  by  order  of  the  Judge  at  Assizes. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

One  prisoner  awaiting  trial  committed  suicide  in  bis  cell 
during  the  dinner  hour  by  strangulation. 

Two  prisoners,  one  male  and  one  female,  attempted  to  commit 
suicide  in  hospital  during  the  night,  but  were  detected  and 
prevented.    There  were  three  other  attempts. 

The  following  labours  have  been  carried  on,  viz. : — First  class 
hard  labour,  pumping  water  for  the  prison  use  from  the  deep 
well  by  crank,  30  prisoners  at  a  time.  No  treadwheel.  Work  for  . 
prisoners  out  of  the  first  stage  has  been  gardening,  bag-making 
for  the  Post  Office,  sack  making  for  the  Navy,  nose-bags  for 
horses,  and  bag  mouths.  Tailoring  and  repairs  for  the  females, 
laundry  work,  needlework  of  various  kinds. 

The  weekly  refK>rt  of  the  progress  of  work  will  show  that  much 
valuable  work  has  been  done  by  prisoners,  viz.,  taking  up  old 
gas  and  water  pipes  inside  and  outside  the  prison,  and  laying 
down  new  ones.  The  continued  bad  weather  has  caused  much 
trouble  and  delay,  so  that  though  nearly  done,  there  still  remains 
some  outside  work  to  finish. 

There  has  naturally  been  a  good  deal  of  road  making  to  do. 

The  officers'  quarters  have  been  much  improved  by  painting,  &c.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  Sunday  and  week-day  services  have  been  duly  performed, 
as  also  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day.  Sermons  have  been 
preached  at  each  service  on  Sundays.  At  each  week-day  service 
I  have  also  given  an  address,  generally  upon  some  scriptural  subject, 
but  varied  occasionally  with  a  course  of  lectures.  Those  for  the 
past  year  were  upon  the  early  history  of  Christianity  in  Britain. 
These  lectures  were  much  appreciated  by  many  of  the  prisoners, 
who  were  evidently  interested  in  the  information  they  then 
received. 

Holy  Communion  was  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
month,  also  on  Easter  Sunday  and  Christmas  Day. 

Mr.  Boone,  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  C.E.T.S.,  has  occasionally 
preached  very  instructive  and  practical  sermons  in  our  chapel. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  for  that  purpose.  Very 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  and  many  of  those  under 
instruction  showed  a  very  laudable  desire  to  profit  by  the 
opportunities  given  them.  I  find  very  little  difiBcuity  with  those 
placed  in  the  school  list.  As  a  general  rule  they  recognize  the 
benefit  of  regaining  forgotten  lessons,  or  of  making  a  step  in 
advance.  The  occasional  objector  is  easily  led  to  recognize  his 
position  by  being  told  that  the  school  instruction  is  a  regular  part 
of  the  prison  duty  and  discipline,  to  which  he  must  conform,  and 
is  solely  for  his  benefit.  By  acting  firmly  in  this  way  all  trouble 
is  avoided. 

I  visited  the  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge. 

1  have  visited  the  sick  daily,  holding  a  short  service  with  an 
address  in  the  hospital  wards. 

I  have  visited  the  prisoners  in  their  cells  in  regular  rotation  and 
at  frequent  intervals,  and  have  at  all  times  attended  those  who 
expressed  a  desire  to  see  me. 

The  prisoners  have  been  attentive  at  the  services,  and  respectful 
when  visited. 

A  mission  was  held  in  this  prison.  It  was  conducted  by 
Captain  Hutton,  of  the  Church  Army,  of  whom,  as  well  as  of  his 
work  here,  I  desire  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms. 

The  two  lady  visitorsy  Mrs.  Aufltin-GU>urlay  and  Miss  Firmstone, 
have  been  most  kind  in  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  the 
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cases  bronght  to  their  notice,  and  have  rendered  very  valuable 
assistance. 

I  have  been  in  frequent  communication  with  the  different  police 
court  missionaries  in  the  county,  who  are  evidently  doing  a  most 
useful  work. 

Much  good  has  been  done  by  our  two  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Societies,  especially  in  sending  men  to  sea,  or  finding  them  other 
work  ;  in  placing  female  prisoners  in  homes  and  refuges,  and  in 
supplying  others  with  stock  or  materials,  clothing,  &c.,  and  helping 
others  to  return  to  their  friends. 

I  gladly  acknowledge  the  very  cordial  co-operation  and  assistance 
which  I  have  received  from  all  the  officers  of  this  prison  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties.

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
hard  labour. 

The  dietary  has  been  sufficient,  and  generally  of  good  quality.

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good ;  and  the  general  sanitary 
arrangements  satis&ctory. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison.

The  power  to  earn  remission  continues  to  have  a  most  beneficial 
effect  on  conduct  and  industry. 

Prisoners  have  availed  themselves  of  the  provisions  for  the 
part  payment  of  fines  to  a  very  small  extent.  Only  4  per  cent,  of 
those  committed  in  default  of  payment  of  fine  have  thus  obtained 
their  release. 

Associated  labour  is  always  carried  on  when  practicable,  and  is 
generally  regarded  as  a  boon. 

With  few  exceptions  prisoners  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
privilege  of  conversing  at  exercise.  Granting  this  privilege  is,  I 
believe,  a  retrograde  step,  and  I  feel  convinced  that  it  should  not 
be  extended  to  habitual  criminals. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  as  a  whole  has  been  satisfactory. 
There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  and  no  case  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  labour  on  which  male  prisoners  have  been  employed  is  as 
follows  : — Treadwheel  (when  required  for  pumping  water  for  the 
service  of  the  prison),  oakum  picking,  wood  chopping,  making 
mats,  rugs  and  nosebags  ;  also  work  in  connection  with  the  prison 
buildings.  Female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  knitting^ 
needlework  and  laundry  work.

Considerable  alterationB  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The 
gatekeeper's  quarters  have  been  enlarged  and  much  improved.  A 
large  treadwheel  has  been  taken  down  and  the  building  in  which 
it  stood  is  being  converted  into  an  excellent  shop  for  prisoners 
working  in  association.  A  disused  wing  of  the  prison  is  being 
pulled  down  to  provide  a  site  for  stone  breaking  boxes.  A  section 
of  the  new  drainage  has  been  completed.  The  buildings  are  in 
good  order,  and  the  boundary  wall  is  being  repointed.  The  roads 
and  exercise  yards  are  much  cut  up  owing  to  the  new  drainage 
work. 

Addresses  have  been  delivered  to  the  female  prisoners  by  the 
lady  visitors,  and  have  been  listened  to  with  great  attention. 

The  hydrants  and  fire  appliances  are  in  proper  working  order 
and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  generally 
punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with,  except  in  such  icases  as  have  been  distinctly 
reported  to  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  services  in  chapel  have  been  regularly  performed.  The 
prisoners  have  joined  heartily,  and  even  reverently,  in  the 
services. 

Three  of  the  Minor  Canons  of  the  Cathedral  and  several 
of  the  City  Clergy  have  preached  daring  the  year,  and  in  Lent 
a  special  course  of  sermons  was  preached.  On  Good  Friday 
a  shortened  form  of  the  Three  Hours'  Service  was  held,  addresses 
being  given  on  the  Seven  Words  from  the  Cross.  The  prisoners 
have  given  marked  attention  to  the  sermons  and  instructions 
given. 

The  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and  dis- 
charge, those  sick  and  under  punishment  daily,  and  longer  term 
prisoners  periodically'.  A  respectful  hearing  has  been  almost 
universally  given,  and  not  infrequently,  especially  with  long 
sentence  prisoners,  has  gratitude  been  expressed  for  the  teachings 
received. 

There  have  been  three  baptisms  during  the  year,  and  the  Holy 
Communion  has  been  administered  on  one  occasion. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  educational  work,  which  has 
been  zealously  and  efficiently  performed,  both  by  the  late  clerk  and 
school  master- warder  (who  has  been  transferred  to  clerical  duties 
during  the  year),  and  by  his  successor. 

Special  attention,  both  with  regard  to  education  and  the 
chaplain^s  supervision,  has  been  paid  to  juvenile  offenders,  and 
several  ca:>es  immediately  over  the  age  of  16  have,  with  advantage, 
been  placed  in  the  juvenile  class. 

The  total  abstinence  pledge  has  been  taken  by  318  prisoners 
during  the  year,  in  some  cases^  to  my  knowledge,  with  advan- 
tageous results. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Governor  and  all  the  officers  for  their  in- 
variable courteous  kindness  and  helpfulness.  The  visiting  Com- 
mittee and  lady  visitors  have  also  rendered  invaluable  assistance. 
Many  prisoners  have  been  helped  towards  a  new  start  by  the 
Dischargetl  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and  no  deserving  or  hopeful 
case  has  been  refused  assistance. 

The  work  has  certainly  had  its  hopeful  side.  Some  cases  have 
been  only  too  evidently  indifferent.  But  with  the  vast  majority, 
both  men  and  women,  there  has  been  a  willingness  to  look  facts 
inlhe  face,  and  many  have  given  reason  for  hopeful  confidence 
that  penitence  has  laid  the  foundation  for  a  better  life.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  for  the  year  ending  Slst 
March,  1901,  has  been  satisfactory.  During  the  year  the  creche 
has  been  instituted,  and  is  now  in  full  working  order.  I  cannot 
speak  too  highly  of  it,  and  the  Medical  Officer  reports  there  is  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  babies. 

No  offenders  of  the  first  division  have  been  received.  The  rules 
pertaining  to  the  second  division  have  been  found  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  highly  valued  by  the  prisoners, 
and  is  most  helpful  from  a  disciplinary  point  of  view. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines  is  still  widely  taken 
advantage  of  by  prisoners  and  their  friends. 

Eight  prisoners,  oo.  the  recommendation  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  received  corporal 
punishment. 

The  juvenile  offenders  and  those  classed  as  such,  and  prisonei-s 
in  the  star  class,  have  been  carefully  looked  after  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  ;  a  fair  proportion  of  the  star  class  are  employed 
out  of  their  cells. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable,  both 
in  the  various  shops  and  halls.  1  approve  of  it,  but  of  necessity 
it  takes  more  officers,  and,  when  these  can  be  granted,  more 
prisoners  can  be  employed  in  association. 

Conversation  at  exercise.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  privilege 
should  be  confined  to  star  class  and  second  division  prisoners.  I 
do  not  think  that  any  good  results  arise  from  the  general  adoption 
of  this  principle. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good. 

One  prisoner  escaped  in  November  last,  but  was  captured  the 
same  evening. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
proper  working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 
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Kztnots,         The  Progressive  Stage  System  has  been  duly  carried  oat,  and 
GoYemor'fl   the  rules  laid  down  for  the  govemnient  of  the  prison  have  been 
^P^*^'      complied   with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been   distinctly 
reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

Matmaking,  coir  yarn  mats  and 
rugs  for  War  Department  and  Office  of  Works,  oakum  and  fibre 
picking,  ship-fender  making,  sack  and  hammock  making,  includ- 
ing coal  bags  and  sacks,  seamen's  bags,  boarding  bags,  and  signal 
cones,  and  sand  bags  for  War  Department.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 


I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  moral  and  religious  instraction 
has  been  carried  on  without  interruption,  and  my  efforts 
have  been  ably  seconded  by  my  late  assistant,  and  are  now 
so  by  his  successor.  Without  being  too  sanguine,  I  have  a  good 
hope  that  beneficial  results  have  followed.  This  I  gather  not 
only  from  the  grateful  expressions  of  prisoners  while  here  (by 
no  means  few  in  number,  and  who  do  not  supplement  their 
expressions  of  gratitude  by  applications  for  money  or  other 
aid),  but  also  from  many  letters  received  after  their  discharge  ; 
and  by  the  additional  fact  that  only  one  or  two  of  such  have 
returned  to  this  prison.  I  may  fairly  assume,  therefore,  that  they 
are  trying  to  do  well,  and  am  encouraged  thereby.  That  there 
are  many  disappointments  is  what  one  can  reasonably  expect,  all 
things  considered,  and  I  am  all  the  more  thankful  to  know  of 
some  good  returns  for  labour  done. 

The  services  are  carried  on  as  usual.  Two  every  day,  also  daily 
in  each  infirmary  ;  four  each  Sunday,  and  in  each  infirmary. 
Prisoners  join  heartily  in  the  singing,  but  not  so  well  as  formerly 
in  their  responses.  Their  behaviour  is,  on  the  whole,  good,  and 
so  far  as  the  majority  is  concerned,  considering  their  antecedents, 
far  better  than  one  could  expect.  They  are  very  attentive  to  our 
sermons. 

The  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  every  month,  the  first 
Sunday,  and  also  on  great  festivals.  I  have  arranged  that  each 
hall  has  an  opportunity  three  times  a  year,  plus  festivals.  The 
average  attendance  is  about  10  per  month  ;  and  I  must  record 
that  without  any  exception  their  demeanour  is  always  very 
devout. 

School  instruction  is  carried  on  r^^larly,  systematically  and 
effectively.  Prisoners  vary  considerably,  not  only  in  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  privilege  of  being  taught,  but  also  in  the  ability  to 
assimilate  the  instructfon  imparted.  I  observe  this  more  with 
women  than  men.  In  some  it  is  sheer  inability  to  learn,  with 
others  a  disinclination,  lest  they  should  be  kept  in  their  cells  four 
hours  per  week.  They  would  rather  remain  ignorant  and  go  to 
work.  Nevertheless,  the  tabulated  report  which  I  send  you  will 
show  that  good  progress  is  made  with  those  under  instruction, 
and  justifies  the  record  that  both  schoolmasters  and  school- 
mistresses do  their  work  conscientiously  and  effectively.    Each 
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prisoner  is  examined  on  reception,  either  by  myself  or  assistant     EztciM>te, 
chaplain,  and  classified  accordingly.    There  are  also  intermediate    ^^*^^J|^** 
examinations.   Juveniles  and  convicts  commence  schooling  imme-      popart, 
diately  on  reception,  according  to  your  instructions.    I  am  often       "^ 
surprised  to  find  so  few  are  able  to  pass  the  third  standard  on 
reception,  who  yet  affirm  that  they  ha^e  passed  the  fourth  and 
fifth  at  school. 

Library  books  are  now  issued  tc  those  eligible  twice  every 
week,  which  boon  is  much  appreciated.    Only  a  few  prisoners 
prefer  high-class  reading,  but  the  periodicals  and  magazines  are  in   « 
great  request.    For  those  who  cannot  read,  the  picture  books  are 
valued. 

The  department  of  lady  visitors  continues  to  work  very  well. 
The  ladies  are  regular  in  their  attendance.  In  all  weathers  they 
come,  except  prevented  by  illness.  Their  work  is  a  labour 
of  love. 

I  regard  the  Prisoners*  «^id  Societies  as  a  very  important  branch 
of  the  work  as  connected  with  my  departmenjb,  and  one  in  which 
I  have  for  many  years  taken  a  deep  and  active  interest.  Very 
few  indeed,  if  any,  of  really  deserving  eases,  leave  prison  unaided 
in  one  form  or  another.  Applications  are  numerous,  and  com- 
plaints sometimes  made,  which,  however,  on  investigation,  are 
fouad  to  come  from  worthless  characters,  to  whom  the  offer  of  a. 
day's  work  would  be  a  positive  insult.  Prisoners  here  are  aided 
by  the  following  societies : — Royal  -Aid,  St.  Giles*  Christian 
Mission,  The  London  Female  Preventive  and  Reformatory  Insti- 
tution, Mrs.  Meredith's  Laundry,  Church  Army,  Sheriffs'  Fund 
Society,  The  Elizabeth  Fry  Refuge,  Home  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Mrs.  Whipple's  Home,  St.  Catherine's  Home,  Miss  Ford's  Home, 
The  Diocesan  Home,  Leicester,  St.  Helena's  Home,  and  Home  at 
Clewer.  As  regards  numbers  it  is  1,982,  some  180  less  than  la^t 
year.  As  regards  rjBSults,  I  am  persuaded  that  in  a  large  number 
of  cases  a  real  and  lasting  benefit  is  conferred. 

I  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  large  number  of 
prisoners  of  both  sexes  who  are  constantly  reconvicted  for 
drunkenness,  espectaHy  Women. ^Teoutdnftttier'a  'score' or Inore 
women  who  practically  live  here.  True,  their  sentences  are  only 
short,  three,  seven,  or  fourteen  days,  but  they  are  no  sooner 
liberated,  than  they  are  sent  back,  often  the  same  night.  They 
are  no  use  outside,  and  are  useless  when  here.  What  to  do  with 
them  I  cannot  say,  except  it  be  to  give  them  long  terms  of  im- 
prisonment under  the  Rogue  and  Vagabond  Acts.  It  is  lamentable 
to  see  these  wrecks  of  humanity  again  and  again  in  prison  ;  and 
go  out  only  with  increased  craving  for  drink,  which  they  admit  is 
the  curse  of  their  lives.  The  Inebriate  Homes  seem  hardly  to 
have  touched  the  fringe  of  this  problem. 

There  is  one  other  question  I  would  mention,  viz.,  prispnera 
exercising  in  pairs.  Doubtless  the  order  is  prompted  by  benevo- 
lent intentions.  It  is,  nevertheless,  my  firm  conviction  that  it 
works  for  evil,  and  not  good.  The  privilege,  if  allowed  at  all, 
should  not,  in  my  opinion,  go  beyond  the  star  class  or  the  second 
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Bxtraots,

division.  The  old  hands  are  generally  well  conducted,  and  there- 
by receive  the  privilege,  and  then  take  advantage  of  it  to  plan  and 
scheme  'Some  fresh  depredation  on  discharge. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  staff  under  me  have  worked 
well  during  the  past  year,  and  are  ever  ready  to  carry  out  my 
instructions  ;  also  I  continue  to  receive  ready  support  from  all  the 
officers,  from  the  Grovernor  downwards.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER^S  REPORT. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisouers  daring  the  past  year  was  good 

No  epidemic  occurred. 

There  was  no  oase  of  snicide.  Ten  attempts  to  commit  suicide 
were  made  in  the  prison ;  all  were  nndonbtedly  feigned. 

Four  prisoners  died  from  natural  causes ;  three  of  them  were 
in  bad  health  when  admitted,  and  two  died  within  a  brief  period 
of  their  reception. 

All  prisoners  were  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
labour. 

The  food  was  well  prepared  and  of  good  quality. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  were  good  and  sufficient. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  was  good,  and  the  heating  of  the 
prison  was  carefully  attended  to. 

The  general  sanitary  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  fact  of  so  many  phthisical  patients,  some  of  them 
with  active  tubercular  mischief,  and  capable  of  disseminating  the 
germs  of  the  disease,  constantly  passing  through  prison,  I  have 
adopted  the  following  procedures  which  have  been  in  operation 
since  January,  1899. 

All  prisoners  on  reception  presenting  physical  signs  in  the  chest 
of  phthisis,  and  others  suspected  of  having  the  disease,  are  care- 
fully noted  and  kept  under  observation,  and  a  microscopical 
examination  of  the  sputum  is  made  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Such  an  investigation  has  been  made  in  82  cases  (52  males  and 
30  females),  and  in  22  of  them  (14  males  and  8  females)  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  demonstrated.  Of  the  latter,  12 
improved  in  health  during  their  imprisonment,  6  retrained 
stationary,  3  became  worse,  and  one  died. 

In  the  fatal  case  the  disease  was  in  a  very  advanced  state  when 
the  man  was  received  into  prison. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  these  22  cases,  with  one  very 
doubtful  exception,  had  contracted  the  disease  before  their 
admission  into  prison. 

Tuberculosis  being  now  looked  upon  as  a  communicable  disease, 
due  to  the  *^  tubercle-bacillus,"  the  virus  leaving  the  body  of  the 
infected  person  with  the  discharges  from  the  organs  affected,  more 
especially  in  the  sputa  from  the  lungs,  the  disinfection,  or 
destruction,  of  the  sputum  of  phthisical  patients  becomes  of  chief 
importance.

Before  describing  our  precautions  for  preventing  the  dissemina- 
tion of  the  tnbercalar  infection,  I  may  say  that  in  the  early  days 
of  this  inquiry  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  at  once  remove  to  the 
hospital  every  suspected  case  as  soon  as  the  precise  nature  of  the 
ailment  was  ascertained,  care  being  taken  to  have  the  infected  cell 
blocked,  and  it  and  its  contents  disinfected  forthwith.  Since 
March,  1900,  however,  I  have  located  those  ,  cases  occurring 
amongst  the  males,  and  not  requiring  hospital  treatment,  in 
selected  adjoining  cells  on  the  ground  floor  of  one  hall,  and 
similar  arrangements  were  made  in  the  female  hall. 

Each  patient  wears  an  inhalation  respirator,  charged  with  an 
antiseptic  solution,  for  many  hours  daily,  and  is  also  supplied  with 
a  Dettweilers's  pocket-flask  ;  their  soiled  linen  (^underclothing, 
pocket-handkerchiefs,  sheets,  &c.)  is  fumigated  in  the  hot^ir 
chamber ;  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  dusting  of  the  cells,  and 
the  dust  and  sweepings  from  the  walls  and  floor  are  burnt ;  the 
cells  are  frequently  disinfected  and  afterwards  re-Umewashed. 

It  is  not  possible  to  carry  out  the  open-air  treatment  fully  in 
prison,  but  those  cases  not  in  hospital  are  employed,  whenever 
possible,  in  a  light  garden  party,  or  they  receive  additional 
exercise. 

I  have  only  to  add  in  conclusion  that  in  the  present  state  of  our 
knowledge  regarding  phthisis,  and  in  the  face  of  the  above  figures, 
it  is  impossible  to  doubt  the  fact  that  a  real  danger  exists. 

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  we.  should  not  relax  in  our  efforts 
to  prevent  the  transmission  of  the  tubercle  germ  from  the  sick  to 
the  healthy,  and  I  venture  to  think  that  the  precautions  taken 
here  are  well  calculated  to  do  so.

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  with  a  few  exceptions,  has  been 
satisfactory.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
punishments  as  compared  with  last  year,  tut  this  increase  has 
been  largely  due  to  the  repeated  offences  of  a  few  troublesome 
and  insubordinate  prisoners. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  work  in  connection  with  the  service 
of  the  prison,  such  as  cleaning,  cooking,  baking,  gardenings 
washing,  &c.,  the  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  knitting,  mailbag 
making,  needlework,  tailoring,  and  twine  spinning.  The 
articles  shown  in  the  following  list  have  been  manufactured 
during  the  year  for  the  Prisons  and  other  Government  Depart- 
ments, and  considering  the  small  number  of  prisoners  who  are 
available  for  this  kind  of  work,  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  output 
is  very  satisfactory  : — 

Prisons  Dei)artment.~162  aprons ;  590  badges ;  18  blinds ; 
219  caps  (day) ;  99  cases ;  45  capes ;  28  coverlets ;  734  drawers ; 
26  dresses  (liberty)  ;  90  gowns  ;  313  jackets  ;  190  petticoats ; 
45  shifts;  2,463  shirts;  156  skirts;  101  stays;  977  towels; 
585  socks  (liberty)  ;  and  uniform  for  female  officers.

^▼cmor    that  they  might  be  allowed  to  devote  their  leisure  time  in  doing 

•"q^J^.JJ**  fancy  work,  these  ladies  drew  up  a  scheme  which  they  submitted 

K^pQft,      to  the  Directors,  and  which  resulted  in  the  institution  of  what  is 

now  termed  *'  Recreative  Industry."    This  industry  has   only 

been  established  a  few  months,  and  is  consequently  only  in  its 
infancy,  but  the  Idea  is  to  sell  the  articles  produced  at  a  small 
profit,  and  so  form  a  f und«  which  is  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
lady  visitors,  for  the  assistance  of  deserving  prisoners  on  their 
discharge.  Many  prisoners,  chiefly  illiterates,  who  do  not  care  to 
spend  their  leisure  time  in  reading,  and  chronic  invalids  in  hospital 
have  gladly  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  have  produced 
many  articles,  such  as  woollen  shawls,  knitted  and  crochet  work, 
dressed  dolls,  <&c.,  of  intrinsic  merit.  The  chief  difflculty  at 
present  lies  in  the  disposal  of  these  articles,  but  I  hope  that  some 
means  may  shortly  be  devised  whereby  their  sale  will  be 
facilitated.  The  idea  is  an  excellent  one,  and  is  deserving  of 
every  encouragement. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order,  the  hand  pumps  and 
water  buckets  having  been  thoroughly  repaired  by  Messrs.  Shand, 
Mason  &  Co.,  during  the  year. 

The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  prison  buildings,  ofi&cers^  quarters,  and  fences,  are  in  good 
condition. 

The  Ruard  bars  have  been  removed  from  the  windows  of  the 
matrons'  quarters. 

Gas  burners  of  a  new  pattern  have  been  fixed  to  cells. 

A  covered  way  has  been  erected  from  the  prison  to  the  work- 
shops with  an  annexe  to  the  matrons'  quarters,  affording  shelter 
to  officers  and  prisoners  during  their  transit  between  these 
buildings. 

The  bridge  connecfing  the  infirmary  with  the  matrons'  hospital 
has  been  arched  with  galvanized  wire  netting  to  prevent  suicides 
and  accidents. 

Four  ordinary  cells  in  the  basement  of  B  hall  have  been 
converted  into  special  cells,  and  one  cell  in  A  hall  has  been 
fitted  with  coir  mats  for  epileptic  cases. 

Electrical  communication  has  been  established  between  the 
twine  shed,  the  kitchen,  and  the  central  hall. 

Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  workroom  to  })rovIde 
separate  accommodation  for  prisoners  in  the  star  class. 

Four  Buchan's  ventilators  have  been  fixed  in  roofs,  and  11 
fresh-air  inlets.    Tobin's  tubes  to  walls  of  A,  B,  and  C  wiiii^s. 

The  old  sashes  in  w.c's  of  A,  B,  and  C  wings  have  been  taken 
oat  and  replaced  by  larger  ones  which  afford  increased  ventila- 
tion. 

The  supply  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found  suilicient 
CO  meet  all  requirements. 
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The  contractors*  Bnpplies  have  been  good  and  delivered  with 
panctuality,  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  which  have  been 
duly  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  strictly  carried  out. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  have  continued  to  take 
an  unflagging  interest  in  the  work  of  the  prison.  They  have 
met  twelve  times  as  a  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  on  only  one 
occasion  was  there  not  a  quorum  present.  They  have  tried  all 
those  cases  of  serious  misconduct  which  have  been  referred  to 
them  by  the  Directors ;  they  have  interviewed  a  large  number 
of  prisoners,  and  investigated  all  complaints  of  prison  treatment 
made  to  them  by  prisoners. 

Fifty-four  visits  have  been  made  by  iadividual  members  of  the 
Board  irrespective  of  their  monthly  meetings,  and  the  practical 
interest  they  have  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners  is  shown 
in  the  recommendations  that  they  have  made,  6.^.,  for  the  better 
ventilation  of  the  halls,  and  for  the  protection  of  the  prisoners 
from  rain  when  going  to  and  fro  from  their  work  by  the  erection 
of  a  covered  way  from  the  halls  to  the  workroom.  Both  these 
recommendations  have  been  carried  out. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  members  of  the  Board  for  the 
cordial  manner  in  which  they  have  invariably  supported  me  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties. 

Our  lady  visitors,  Adeline,  Duchess  of  Bedford,  Lady  Battersea, 
and  Mrs.  Parr,  have  been  unfailing  in  their  endeavours  to 
ameliorate  the  lot  of  the  prisoners  by  their  advice  and  encourage- 
ment, and  many  prisoners  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  them 
for  the  practical  assistance  that  they  have  received  at  their  hands 
on  their  liberation. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the^prison  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  there  have  been 
no  cases  of  zymotic  disease. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  hospital  was  14,  and 
the  total  number  admitted  during  the  year,  62.  There  were  two 
deaths,  one  from  chronic  phthisis,  and  the  other  from  cerebral 
hemorrhage.  The  total  number  of  complaining  sick  was  5,400, 
giving  a  daily  average  of  14*8.  There  were  two  cases  of  insanity, 
both  of  which  were  removed  to  Broadmoor  Criminal  Lunatic 
Asylum.  In  both  cases  the  symptoms  were  noticed  shortly  after 
reception  into  the  prison* 

There  were  no  cases  of  suicide,  but  there  were  two  suicidal 
attempts,  both  by  strangulation,  and  both  of  which  were 
undoubtedly  feigned. 

No  prisoner  was  liberated  onjmedical  grounds. 

The  health  of  the  staff  has  been  relatively  good.  Fifteen 
officers  have  been  placed  on  the  sick  list,  but  there  has  been 
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no  death.    Five  have  been  inyalided,  viz.,  one  male  officer,  and 
four  female  officers. 

The  efficiency  of  the  hospital  staff  has  been  materially  increased 
by  the  appointment  of  a  trained  nurse,  and  a  school  of  instruction 
in  hospital  duties,  for  officers  under  probation,  has  been  insti- 
tuted during  the  year.  Eight  female  officers  have  already 
undergone  this  course  of  instruction,  and  one  is  at  the  present 
time  under  tuition.  Those  who  have  completed  the  course  have 
been  drafted  to  other  prisons,  and  the  knowledge  they  have 
gained  here  will,  I  venture  to  think,  prove  of  great  advantage^ 
not  only  to  themselves,  but  to  the  service. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  the  rules  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with  in 
every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to,  or 
brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Director.

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JS^*f^  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

Beport. 


The  customary  morning  prayers  and  an  address  suitable  to  the 
day  or  season  have  been  continued  without  intermission. 

Wednesdays  and  Fridays  shortened  Litany ;  on  other  days 
selections  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  as  full  a  servicey 
with  sermon,  morning  and  afternoon,  as  one  hour  allows,  of  which 
four  hymns  are  a  bright  feature. 

The  devout  appreciative  attention  shown  at  the  services  has 
been  commented  upon  by  the  clergy  who  have  occasionally 
visited. 

I  am,  moreover,  constrained  to  add  that  the  efforts  made  to 
impress  and  bring  home  to  the  prisoners'  minds  the  lessons  of  the 
several  holy  seasons  are  really  valued  by  many. 

Services,  with  an  address,  have  been  frequently  held  in  the 
infirmary,  and  other  sick  individually  instructed. 

There  have  been  seventeen  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion, 
three  of  which  were  in  the  infirmary.  Instruction  classes  were 
held  previously. 

The  Rev.  H.  T.  Coney,  Chaplain  on  the  Staff  of  Field-Marshal 
Earl  Roberts,  in  South  Africa,  gave  a  most  touching  account  of 
aspects  of  the  soldiers'  religious  life  at  the  front,  which  greatly 
pleased,  as  some  of  the  women  have  sons  and  near  relatives  in  the 
field. 

The  Rev.  C.  0.  Phipps,  Vicar  of  Aylesbury,  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Jones, 
and  the  Rev.  H.  £.  Staveley  have  given  valuable  Sunday  help. 

In  daily  intercourse  with  the  prisoners  efforts  have  been  made 
to  discover  hopeful  features  of  character,  as  bases  whereon  to  work 
in  preparation  for  liberty  and  commendation  to  those  who  may  be 
disposed  to  co-operate  in  their  rescue. 

The  schoolmistresses  have  carried  on  the  secular  instruction 
with  efficiency  and  patience,  and  the  women  are  thus  aided  to 
write  their  own  letters  and  petitions. 
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I  myself  often  test  their  progress,  and  take  the  opportunity  to     BxtiractB^ 
impress  upon  them  the  value  of  education.  ^^^RwOTt* 

The  accompanying  tables  hardly  indicate  the  scope  qf  the  work, 
inasmuch  as  some  have  been  received  quite  recently,  while  others 
who  have  passed  the  school  standard  are  trying  to  enlarge  their., 
attainments. 

The  varied  collection  of  books  in  the  library  enables  this  to  be 
done  successfully. 

It  is  encouraging  to  record  that  accounts  have  been  received 
from  the  homes  which  take  over  women,  that  nearly  all  have 
given  satisfaction.  The  Church  Army  is  ever  ready  to  open  its 
doors  to  test  and  start  afresh  any  case  with  a  will  to  do  better. 
This  may  be  said  too  of  St.  Giles'  Christian  Mission,  the  Salvation 
Army,  and  other  agencies. 

Temperance  work  and  thrift  have  not  been  overlooked.  Each 
prisoner  on  going  to  liberty  has  had  the  opportunity  of  taking 
a  pledge  for  a  long  or  short  period,  and  has  been  urged  to  renew 
it  in  the  parish  where  she  may  settle :  some  have  done  so  and 
continue  steadfast. 

Relapses  there  have  been,  and  little  surprise  need  be  felt  when 
the  material  to  be  dealt  with  is  considered,  and  yet  some  of  these 
have  been  again  reached  and  are  now  doing  better. 

I  would  emphasize  my  profound  sense  of  the  value  of  the  work 
of  Adeline,  Duchess  of  Bedford,  and  Lady  Battersea  in  their 
frequent  intercourse  with  the  prisoners.  It  is  peculiarly  a  woman's 
province  to  rekindle  the  better  instincts  of  such — to  inspirit  them 
to  renewed  efforts  to  regain  the  life  of  purity  and  rectitude.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  Bxtraote, 

Governor's 
— —  Report. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  has  been,  on  the 
whole,  good. 

There  have  been  six  cases  of  corporal  punishment,  and  13  escapes 
and  attempts  to  escape,  one  prisoner  being  still  out  of  custody. 

The  following  work  has  been  carried  out : — 

For  the  War  Department, 

Fort  Borstal. — Forming  left  front  and  left  flank  glacis. 

Cutting  turf,  reveting  slopes,  soiling,  and  sowing  grass  seeds  on 
parapets. 

Concreting  part  of  platform  for  drawbridge,  and  foot  of  slope 
near  ditto. 

Cleaning  and  weeding  parades. 

Tipping  gravel,  &c. 

Finishing  interior  slope  of  glacis. 

Workshops.  —  Repairing  trucks,  wheel-barrows,  and  making 
fittings  for  casemates.  Fort  Horsted  and  Borstal,  sharpening 
tools,  &c. 

For  the  Prison  Department. 

Separate  Cells. — The  four  exercise  yards  have  been  levelled 
and  laid  with  tar  paving,  the  roof  repaired  ;  a  new  semaphore  and 
a  signal  staff  have  been  made  and  fixed. 

Prison  Halls. — ^A,  B,  C,  and  D  halls  have  been  painted,  two 
coats  externally  ;  new  partition  beams  have  been  fixed  ;  partitions, 
roofs,  floors,  &c.,  repaired  as  required ;  asbestos  fixed  to  60  gas 
boxes,  and  100  sheet  iron  extraction  pipes  made  and  fixed  ;  four 
cells  converted  into  two  in  A  hall. 

Chapel. — Wire  netting  has  been  fixed  to  roof  lanterns ;  the 
interior  revamished  and  painted  ;  a  new  altar  table  has  been 
made  and  fixed  ;  altar  platforms  have  been  reconstructed ;  new 
altar  rail  in  hand. 

.  Kitchen. — ^Wire  netting  has  been  fixed  to  lantern  of  bread  room ; 
new  washing  troughs  have  been  made  and  fixed  ;  new  grown  built 
to  oven  ;  potato  steamers  removed,  repaired,  and  refixed  in  fresh 
position. 
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EztraotB,        Temporary  Offices. — Stucco  has  been  removed  and  the  walls 
€U)Yemor*s  rendered  in  cement ;  new  coal  store  has  been  built  on  N.E.  end  ; 
^^^^'      Governor's  office  has  been  match -boarded,  and  new  latch  locks 
fitted  to  all  the  offices. 

Infirmary.  —  A  new  back  boiler  has  been  fixed  in  kitchen, 
chimney  stacks  repaired,  and  new  louvred  pots  fixed  ;  the  padded 
cell  has  been  reconstructed  and  new  pads  made  and  fixed  ; 
officers'  ward  has  been  cleaned  and  distempered. 

Steward's  Offices. — Have  been  painted  and  papered  throughout, 
new  latch  locks  fixed. 

Steward's  Stores. — New  concrete  floors  have  been  laid  to  coal 
and  coke  stores. 

Prison  Yards. — Two  new  lamp  posts  have  been  fixed  ;  a  portion 
of  the  parade  ground  has  been  levelled  and  gravel  laid. 

Officers'  Latrines. — Brick  partitions  have  been  removed  and 
replaced  with  slate  slabs,  and  a  corrugated  iron  screen  fixed  in 
front. 

Laundry. — ^A  new  hydro  extractor  has  been  fixed  ;  hot  water 
and  drying  apparatus  and  coppers  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired 
as  required. 

Entrance  Buildings.  —  Have  been  painted  and  distempered 
throughout,  and  a  new  bell  turret  fixed. 

Artizans'  Yard  and  Shop. — ^The  fence  has  been  reconstructed  ; 
portion  of  the  shop  repaired,  and  guard  bars  fixed  to  windows. 

Prison  Buildings. — The  walls  of  halls,  bath  houses,  water  closets 
have  been  scraped  and  limewhited ;  gas  and  water  services, 
bells,  &c.,  kept  in  repair  and  renewed  as  required. 

Governor's  Quarters. — A  syphon  gas  stove  has  been  fixed  in 
hall,  additional  gas  laid  on  to  four  rooms,  drawing,  dining, 
smoking,  and  two  bedrooms  repapered,  hall  and  staircase  var- 
nished, ceilings  distempered  throughout. 

Deputy  Governor's  Quarters. — ^A  syphon  gas  stove  has  been 
fixed  in  hall,  additional  gas  laid  on  to  bedrooms  and  pantry,  two 
bedrooms  repapered,  all  ceilings  and  walls  of  kitchen  and  scullery 
distempered. 

Medical  Officers*  Quarters. — A  syphon  gas  stove  has  been  fixed 
in  hall,  and  one  bedroom  papered  and  painted. 

Superior  Officers*  Quarters. — Roads  from  main  road  to  quarters 
have  been  levelled,  repaired,  and  laid  with  gravel ;  repairs  to 
roofs,  &c.,  carried  out  as  required. 

Officers'  Quarters. — Hoofs  to  two  sets  of  quarters  have  been 
stripped  and  refelted  ;  extensive  repairs  to  roofs  generally  carried 
out ;  new  sinks  fixed  to  six  quarters ;  new  porch  doors  fixed  to 
two  principal  warders'  quarters ;  one  sot  of  quarters  papered  and 
painted  throughout ;  walls  and  ceilings  distempered  to  17  sets  of 
quarters  ;  repairs  to  water  closets,  washing  coppers,  and  troughs 
carried  out  as  required. 
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Ohief  Warder*8  Quarters. — Four  rooms  papered  and  painted ; 
ceilings  distempered  thronghont. 

Boundary  Fence. — Extensive  repairs  have  been  carried  out  from 
time  to  time  as  required. 

Fort  Borstal.*- 432  feet  run    of   new    barrels    prepared  for 
cheyaux-de-frise. 

Drains,  &c. — Have  been  periodically  flushed  and  disinfected 
and  repaired  as  required. 

The  farm  land  has  again  yielded  satisfactory  results,  the  profits 
being  slightly  in  excess  of  last  year. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfactory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  supply  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  prison  rules  and  regulations  have  been  complied  with  in 
every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to  or 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Directors.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  work  of  the  Chaplain^B  department  has  gone  on  very  much 
as  before.  Ably  supported  by  my  schoolmaster  in  my  endeavours 
to  supply  each  convict,  week  after  week,  with  suitable  library 
books,  I  can  record  a  growing  and  now  almost  entire  satisfaction 
in  this  respect  throughout  the  prison  ;  while,  by  means  of  other 
books  of  a  morally  instructive  or  devotional  character,  carefully 
selected  for  such  as  are  able  to  read  them,  much  good  has,  I  am 
sure,  been  done. 

Next  to  the  books,  which  are  always  the  first  thing  about  which 
a  prisoner  shows  his  anxiety,  are  perhaps  the  letters  he  is  allowed 
to  receive  and  write.  Of  these,  incoming  and  outgoing  together, 
even  in  this  small  prison  a  large  number  pass  through  our 
hands  weekly,  both  for  reading  and  issue ;  and  I  am  happy  to 
add  that  this  very  important  pan  of  the  work  is  done  also 
without  a  hitch. 

Visits  from  the  Chaplain  are  the  third  feature  of  the  prison 
system  for  which  the  men  look  to  relieve  the  tedium  and 
monotony  of  their  daily  round,  and  while  it  is,  of  course,  well 
known  by  them  all  that  they  can  apply  any  day  to  see  him,  yet  I 
have  found  an  increasing  consideration  on  their  part  to  refrain 
from  making  unnecessary  demands  upon  one's  time,  leaving  me 
the  more  free  to  pay  visits  of  a  spontaneous  nature,  such  as  are 
always  more  appreciated.  I  find  it,  I  must  say,  a  very  real 
pleasure  to  visit  them.  Such  civility  and  courtesy  as  they  can 
show  is  willingly  offered.  The  ready  putting  away  of  a  book  on 
which  they  may  be  engaged,  the  standing  up,  and  offering  of  a 
stool  which,  with  a  pillow  for  cushion,  they  will  place  in  the  least 
uncomfortable  position  the  cell  allows — all  this  represents  much 
more  than  appears  on  the  surface,  showing  certainly  a  disposition 
to  hear  all  that  one  has  to  say.  They  speak,  too,  very  freely  in 
turn,  as  I  encourage  them  to  do,  thus  letting  off  a  little  (some- 
times a  good  deal  of)  steam,  and  saving  themselves  from  trouble 
by  the  advice  or  warning  which  one  is  the  better  able  to  give 
them. 

With  regard  to  their  moral  and  spiritual  improvement,  there  is 
always  a  difficulty  in  estimating  it.  A  few  are  plain  spoken,  and 
say  that  in  a  place  of  this  kind  no  improvement  can  be  expected 
in  them.  Others  give  usually  such  answers  to  my  questions  as 
ihey  think  one  would  wish  them  to  give,  and  will  do  much  to 
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-pleaae  (as  they  think)  the  Ohaplain,  rather  than  to  benefit  them 

selYes.    Thus  it  10  a  common  thing  for  men  to  learn  and  repeat    ^^^"fj?* 

for  me  the  catechiBm,  some  or  all  of  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,      ««P^ 

whole  Psalms,  chapters  of  Proverbs,  &c.,  and  even  to  read  through 

^he  Bible,  thinking  it  apparently  a  sufficient  reward  to  get  a  word 

or  two  of  approval  for  so  doing.    That  it  is  not  so  with  all, 

however,  is  evident,  I  am  thanklf al  to  say,  from  letters  that  come 

io  me  more  and   more  frequently  from  discharged  prisoners, 

speaking  of  good  received  here,  good  resolutions  adhered  to,  and 

good  habits  maintained  in  their  after  life.     Such  letters  as  these 

are  the  encouragements  but  for  which  one  would  often  feel 

tempted  to  give  up  such  work  as  this. 

I  must  now  mention  that  all  the  duties  prescribed  for  me  by 
the  rules  of  the  prison  have  been  carried  out.  Prisoners  in  the 
special  cells  have  been  visited  daily ;  those  in  hospital  also, 
where  prayers  have  been  said  each  morning ;  while  the  chapel 
services  on  week-days  and  Sundays  have  been  held  regularly^ 
with  sermons  as  required.  Holy  Communion  has  been  adminis- 
tered almost  monthly  to  an  average  of  about  siic  prisoners.  Not 
often  can  I  get  outside  help  for  the  pulpit,  but  through  my 
having  been  on  sick  leave  for  the  last  2^  months  of  the  year  1900, 
there  was  a  change  of  preachers  during  that  time,  all  of  whom 
testified  to  the  very  close  attention  o^  the  convicts.  The  Rev^ 
H.  A.  Hickin,  Vicar  of  St.  Peter's,  Rochester,  who  was  in  charge 
during  my  absence,  has  shown  his  usual  keen  interest  in  the  men, 
and  on  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  by  permission  of  the 
Directors,  brought  his  choir  with  him  into  the  chapel  to  sing 
carols,  an  act  of  kindness  for  which  almost  every  prisoner  has- 
since  expressed  to  me  his  grateful  appreciation.  On  another 
Sunday  the  Rev.  Canon  Pollock,  from  the  Cathedral,  was  good 
enough  to  preach,  his  unique  experience  enabling  him  to  speak 
with  peculiar  fitness  to  such  a  congregation  as  this,  as  was  felt^ 
indeed,  by  them  all.  Quite  lately,  too,  a  lecture  in  the  chapel  on 
"  Alcohol "  was  given  by  the  Rev.  S.  D.  Scammel,  of  Chatham, 
such  as  could  have  only  the  best  results,  four  convicts  having- 
since,  and  in  consequence  of  the  lecture,  expressed  to  me  their 
determination  to  sign  the  pledge. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  -Societies,  to  many  of  whom  I 
have  written  during  the  year,  have  done  good  service ;  it  being 
especially  gratifying  that  the  Church  Army,  on  whose  behalf  Mr.. 
Colin  Campbell  has  paid  us  a  visit,  has  definitely  undertaken 
work  of  this  kind. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  all  in  the  discipline  department 
for  the  very  ready  and  efficient  support  given  me  in  numberless- 
ways  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

I  have  the  honour  to  report  very  favourably  as  regards  the 
health  of  the  prison  population  during  the  past  year. 

Ten  ordinary  invalids,  suffering  from  various  chronic  ailments, 
have  been  removed  to  Parkhurst,  together  with  eight  cases  of 
mental  deficiency. 

The  food  has  been  of  good  quality,  and  the  meals  well  cooked 
and  served.  This  result  has  been  attained  by  critical  inspection 
of  all  supplies  received  from  the  different  contractors,  together 
with  daily  visits  to  the  kitchen  by  the  Governor  and  myself. 

The  average  number  of  convicts  on  a  daily  allowance  of  extra 
bread  has  been  45  per  cent.,  calculated  on  an  average  prison  roll 
of  213. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  their  families  in  the  married 
quarters  has  been  very  good  ;  and  there  has  been  a  gratifying 
freedom  from  infectious  disease,  both  in  the  prison  and  in  the 
quarters. 

No  death  has  occurred  in  the  prison  during  the  period  under 
review.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  satisfactory,  with  two 
exceptions. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  on  the  whole  been  good. 
On  the  11th  September  five  prisoners  were  tried  by  the  Board  of 
Visitors  for  mutinous  conduct  on  the  bogs,  and  with  inciting  other 
prisoners  to  misbehave.  The  ringleader  was  flogged,  and  the  others 
sentenced  to  long  terms  of  dietary  punishment  with  forfeiture  of 
remission  marks. 

There  were  six  assaults  committed  by  prisoners  on  officers  during 
the  year,  none  of  them  of  a  serious  character. 

There  were  five  deaths  during  the  year,  all  from  natural 
causes. 

There  were  three  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  the  year, 
two  with  the  cat,  and  one  with  the  birch. 

There  were  three  cases  of  attempted  suicide  during  the  year,  one 
of  which  only  was  genuine.  One  of  the  attempts  was  made  by  a 
convict  just  discharged  from  Brentwood  Asylum. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  held  their  monthly  meetings 
regularly  throughout  the  year,  with  occasional  visits  by  individual 
members.  I  regret  to  report  that  Sir  Massey  Lopes  has  resigned 
the  Chairmanship  on  account  of  ill-health,  though  he  still  remains 
a  member  of  the  Board.  He  is  succeeded  in  the  Chairmanship  by 
his  son,  Mr.  Henry  Lopes.  The  prisoners  thoroughly  understand 
that  they  must  apply  to  the  Board,  and  not  to  the  Director,  with 
regard  to  reports,  punishments,  &c.,  and  that  the  only  appeal  from 
the  Board's  decision  is  by  petition  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the 
usual  way. 

I  beg  to  draw  attention  to  the  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  petitioning 
which  has  crept  in  of  late  years.  If  a  prisoner  is  dissatisfied  with 
anything,  no  matter  what,  he  immediately  petitions,  and  very  often 
brings  false  charges  against  officers,  &c.,  and  the  valuable  time  of 
the  Governor  is  taken  up  in  examining  and  reporting  upon  the 
different  points  raised  in  the  petitions  for  the  information  of  the 
Dire<3toi%  and  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  petitions  are  getting  so 
numerous  and  voluminous,  that  it  almost  requires  the  services  of 
a  special  clerk  to  attend  to  them.  They  usually  take  the  form 
of  complaints  against  prison  treatment  and  discipline,  change  of 
party,  appeals  against  reports,  and  so  on,  and  I  think  it  would  be 
to  the  advantage  of  the  service  if  the  right  to  petition  were 
restricted  to  intervals  of  say  six  months,  except  in  special  cases 
with  the  permission  of  the  Director  or  Board  of  Visitors. 
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Daring  the  past  year,  with  the  Banction  of  the  Directors,  four 
lectures  have  been  delivered  to  the   Protest  \nt  prisoners  in  the 
prison  chapel.    The  chapel  will  only  accommo  lute  SOO  prisoners, 
so  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  could  not  attend,  even  if  the 
Roman  Catholic  priest  had  wished  them  to  do  so,  which  he  did 
not.     The  movement  so  far  has  been  experimental,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  if  such  lectures  would  be  appreciated  by  the  prisoners 
generally,  and  tend  to  good  results,  and  to  the  elevation  of  the 
moral  tone  of  the  men,  as,  if  so,  the  number  might  be  increased 
and  the  subjects  varied  on  future  occasions.    The  first  address 
was  given  on   the  23rd  October  by  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Matthews, 
Vicar  of  Blaenavon,  Monmouthshire,  and   the  subject  selected 
was  **  Temperance."     I  was  not  present  on  this  occasion  as  I  was 
on  leave,  but  the  Deputy-Governor  attended,  and  reported  that  it 
was  a  most  admirable  and  interesting  address,  not  bigoted  in  any 
way,  and  was  listened  to  with  marked  attention,  and  was  much 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners.     The  second  lecture  was  delivered 
by  Colonel  Herbert  Everitt,  of  the  White  Cross  League  Chm*ch  of 
England   Society,  on    the    23rd    November,  the   subject    being 
*'  Moral  Courage."     All  the  Protestant  prisoners  attended,  and  the 
same  arrangements  w^ere  made  as  before.     I  was  present  at  this 
lecture,  which  was  an  able  exposition  of  the  subject,  and  delivered 
in  a  forcible  energetic  style.     It  interested  the  prisoners,  who 
listened  to  it  with  great  attention.    The  third  lecture  was  delivered 
by  Professor  A.  M.  Worthington,  Royal  Naval  College,  Keyham, 
the  subject  being  "  The  Stars."    This  was  a  scientific  lecture,  and 
more  difficult  of  comprehension  by  the  audience,  especially  as  the 
lecturer  was  unassisted  by  drawings,  photographs,  models,  <&c., 
which  could  not  well  be  brought  into  the  chapel,  but,  notwith- 
standing this,  he  treated  the  subject  very  ably,  and  endeavoured  to 
adapt  his  remarks  to  the  intelligence  of  his  hearers.     It  was  a 
highly  interesting  discourse.     I  was  present  and  feel  sure  the 
prisoners  understood  a  great  deal  of  it.    The  fourth  and  last  lecture 
was  on  "  Betting  and  Gambling,"  and  was  delivered  by  Captain 
Davey,  Senior  Missioner  of  the  Church  Army,  on  the  18th  February. 
This  was  also  a  very  interesting  lecture,  and,  as  I  was  present, 
I  can  affirm  that  it  was  received  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
previous  lectures,  with  great  patience  and  attention.    The  lecturer's 
remarks  were  delivered  in  a  homely  impressive  style,  with  an 
earnestness    of    purpose  which   could   not   fail    to   interest  his 
hearers.    As  regards  the  moral  effect  of  these  lectures  upon  the 
prisoners  I  cannot  speak  with  any  certainty.    There  is  no  doubt 
they  interest  the  men,  and  give  them  something  to  think  about  in 
their  cells.     It  is  also  a  little  excitement  and  refreshment  to  them, 
and  it  gives  them  the  opportunity  of  hearing  what  they  would 
not  otherwise  hear,  and  anything  different  to  the  ordinary  prison 
routine  is  welcome  and  eagerly  looked  forward  to  as  a  break  to 
the  dull  monotony  of  prison  life.    The  prisoners  behave  in  a  very 
quiet  orderly  manner,  and  it  seems  only  reasonable  to  conclude 
that  discourses  such  as  they  hear  must  have  some  good  effect  upon 
them  sooner  or  later.    No  application  has-  been  made  to  stay  a'way 
from  these  lectures,  which  would  have  been  the  case  if  they  had 
not  been  appreciated.     Some  of  the  men  are  naturally  of  alow 
type,  and  would  benefit  very  little,  if  at  all,  by  any  lecture,

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BxtraotB^    but  to  the  best  characters  they  andoabtedly  do  good,  and  if  this 
^g^^^J'^  is  the  only  good  derived,   it  is  something  gained  by  forcing 
^'^         their  thoughts  into  other  channels,  and  helping  them  to  form 
better  ideas. 

Captain  Davey,  Senior  Missioner  of  the  Church  Army,  held 
an  eight  days*  mission,  from  Sunday  the  7th  to  Sunday  the 
14th  October  (inclusive).  He  preached  twice  on  both  Sundays 
in  the  prison  chapel,  and  addressed  the  men  on  each  week-day 
morning,  an  extension  of  time,  from  ten  to  fifteen  minutes,  being 
allowed  for  the  purpose.  He  also  had  an  interview  in  their  cells 
with  116  prisoners  who  had  applied  to  see  him  during  the  mission 
on  purely  spiritual  matters.  His  addresoes  were  most  interesting, 
and  listened  to  with  great  attention.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of 
Captain  Davey's  earnestness  and  persuasive  powers  as  a  missioner, 
and  I  feel  sure  that  his  addresses  roused  and  invigorated  the  men, 
and  a  great  deal  of  good  has  resulted. 

I  regret  to  report  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John  Hodge,  Chief 
Warder  of  this  prison,  after  a  continuous  service  of  upwards 
of  43  years.  He  has  been  an  excellent  officer,  and  his  courage  in 
dealing  with  some  of  the  worst  criminals  in  times  of  difficulty  and 
danger  has  been  most  praiseworthy. 

The  buildings  and  fences  have  been  kept  in  repair,  and  the 
following  work  has  been  done  by  convict  labour  : — 

An  extension  to  No.  6  Prison  is  in  progress.  The  concrete 
foundations  are  nearly  all  put  in,  and  the  footing  walls  of  12  cells 
built.     The  granite  dressings  for  the  basement  are  prepared. 

The  walls  of  the  new  stables  at  the  farm  are  built  to  damp- 
proof  course,  the  latter  laid  on,  and  nearly  all  the  gi*anite  dress- 
ings for  this  building  are  prepared. 

The  Princetown  drainage  work  is  nearing  completion,  6,560  feet 
run  of  drain  pipes  are  laid  on,  17  manholes  built,  and  13  lamp- 
holes  formed.  A  considerable  amount  of  rock  has  been  en- 
countered in  the  excavations  for  this  work. 

About  4,300  tons  of  granite  have  been  quarried,  and  about 
2,900  tons  split  to  sizes  and  carted  to  the  prison  for  dressing  and 
building.  About  900  cubic  yards  of  earth  have  been  excavated 
from  the  quarry  head  and  removed  a  distance  of  about  60  yards. 

The  new  boiler-room  for  No.  1  Bath-house  has  been  completed, 
and  a  circulating  boiler,  cylinder,  and  hot  and  cold  water  service 
pipes  laid  on  to  the  baths. 

New  latrines  and  urinals  for  the  officers  have  been  completed. 

The  new  tank  for  gas  water,  capacity  about  13,000  gallons,  has 
been  built  and  the  pump  fixed. 

Structural  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
chaplains'  quarters,  and  a  new  system  of  drainage  put  in,  and  the 
quarters  painted  and  papered  throughout. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  warming  of  the  hospital 
block  by  the  introduction  of  two  hot  water  circulating  boilers, 
coils,  and  4-inch  pipes. 

The  room  used  as  a  study  at  the  Roman  Catholic  priest's 
quarters  has  been  enlarged,  and  a  new  bath  with  waste  and 
ventilating  pipes  fixed. 
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Three  extraction  Tentilatoni  have  been  made  and  fixed  in  the 
roofs  of  the  civil  guards*  day  and  night  rooms.  Govemor^i 

A  new  bell  cote  has  been  made  and  fixed  over  the  entrance  to       

the  gatekeeper's  lodge. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  warming  of  No.  4  Prison 
by  the  introdnction  of  fonr  Onmey  stoves. 

About  14  tons  of  granite  paving  have  been  prepared  for  and 
f  orwsurded  to  Portland  Prison. 

Onard  bars  have  been  made  and  fixed  to  16  clerestor^^^  windows 
in  2  C,  4  0,  and  5  prisons,  and  opening  gear  refixed  to  these 
windows. 

A  stone-cutting  shed,  120  feet  long«  has  been  built  and  taken 
into  use. 

An  extension  of  the  blacksmiths*  shop  is  in  progress.  The 
walls  are  built  to  an  average  height  of  15  feet,  and  the  roofing  is 
prepared  ready  for  fixing. 

About  1,200  cubic  yards  of  granite  rubble  have  been  broken  up 
for  concrete  work  and  repairs  to  roads,  and  the  latter  have  been 
kept  in  repair. 

To  improve  the  lighting  of  the  room  in  which  the  metric  work 
is  done,  a  larger  window  has  been  put  in. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  push  on  with  the  new  block  of 
separate  cells,  and  I  am  pleased  ta  say  that  the  building  is  now 
practically  finished,  and  is  only  waiting  for  the  cells  to  be 
certified  by  an  Inspector  as  fit  for  occupation,  before  the  prisoners 
from  No.  6  Prison  are  transferred  to  it.  Since  October  last  we 
have  been  so  much  hindered  with  bad  weather,  and  have  had 
such  a  quantity  of  rain  and  fog,  and  latterly  so  much  frost  and 
snow,  that  it  has  impeded  the  progress  of  the  work  at  the  exten- 
sion of  No.  6  Prison  very  considerably.  When  this  builaing  is 
completed,  the  prisoners  now  occupying  the  small  corrugated  iron 
cells  in  2  A  and  B,  and  4  A  and  B  Prisons  will  be  transferred  to 
that  building,  and  this  will  do  away  with  the  necessity  of 
prisoners  occupying  these  objectionable  cells,  and  the  proposed 
extension  of  No.  2  Prison  can  then  be  taken  in  hand,  and  the  rest 
of  the  programme  considered. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  good  season  for  crops  and  live  stock. 

The  yield  of  hay  was  up  to  the  average,  and  was  saved  in  fair 
order. 

Cereals  cropped  well,  and  were  saved  in  good  condition. 

The  turnip  crop  was  excellent  in  quantity,  and  is  reported  to 
be  one  of  the  heaviest  on  record.  The  roots  have  sustained  the 
winter  in  excellent  condition. 

Garden  produce  also  made  good  returns. 

The  horses  have  done  well  throughout  the  past  year,  and  are  all 
in  good  condition.  There  is  a  definite  improvement  in  the  young 
horses  owing  to  the  purchase  of  good  sires  and  mares,  and  the 
money  spent  in  the  purchase  of  these  has  proved  to  have  been 
economically  expended.  The  cart  stallion,  *^  Holcombe  Con- 
queror,*' purchased  in  1896  for  £105,  has  recently  been  sold  for 
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Eztraota,     the  sum  of  £205.    During  the  time  this  horse  has  been  at  this 
^^«"ior*8   prison  he  has  been  exhibited  at  the  local  and  county  shows  and 
P^^'      has  won  seven  first  prizes  and  a  second  prize. 

The  cattle  have  also  done  well  and  are  in  good  condition. 
The  losses  from  scanter  during  the  year  have  been  less  than  in 
former  years. 

The  sheep  have  done  fairly  well.  The  lambing  season  which 
is  closing  has  been  carried  through  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
the  yield  of  lambs  is  above  the  average,  although  severe  snow- 
storms were  experienced  during  the  season.  None  of  the  sheep  or 
lambs  were  lost.  This  was  due  to  the  extra  precautions  that  were 
taken. 

Pigs  have  done  well  throughout  the  year. 

The  numbers  of  live  stock  on  the  farm  are — Horses  and 
ponies,  78  ;  cattle,  131 ;  sheep,  553  ;  pigs,  41  ;  fowls,  36. 

The  amount  realised  for  farm  produce  sold  and  transferred  to 
prison  use  was  2,642Z.  lbs. 

The  annual  sale  of  the  farm  stock  took  place  on  the 
5th  September.  About  the  usual  number  of  cattle  was  offered^ 
but  owing  to  the  pressure  on  building  operations  at  this  prison, 
fewer  cart  horses  could  be  spared  for  sale.  The  prices  on  the 
whole  were  considered  to  be  most  satisfactory.  The  horses 
realized  3031. 12s.  &d. ;  cattle,  451/.  lOs. ;  sheep,  357Z.  9^.  6d. ;  and 
wool,  99/.  7s.  Id. 

1  think  that  great  credit  is  due  to  the  farm  bailiff,  Mr.  Oourlay,  for 
the  present  satisfactory  state  of  the  farm.  His  energy  is  untiring^ 
and  the  excellent  care  that  he  has  taken  of  tbe  sheep  and  lambs 
during  the  exceptional  and  trying  winter  just  passed,  in  not  having 
lost  a  single  sheep  or  lamb,  speaks  for  itself,  and  is  most  praise- 
worthy.

The  discipline  both  amongst  officers  and  prisoners  has  been  kept 
up  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and  I  continue  to  receive  from 
the  Deputy  GoTernor,  the  Medical  Officer,  and  other  officers  all 
possible  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

The  appliances  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good  working 
order,  and  the  water  supply  is  adequate.  A  new  manual  fire 
engine  has  been  supplied. 

The  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  have  been  good  and  sufficient. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  of  good  quality  and 
punctually  delivered,  except  in  the  cases  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out  and 
is  working  satisfactorily. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  govern- 
ment of  convict  prisons  have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance^ 
except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to,  or  brought  under 
the  notice  of,  the  Director.

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EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  BrtraotB, 

Ohaplam*s 
<^—  BqporL 

The  dnties  of  my  department  have  been  performed  to  the  beet 
of  my  ability,  and  I  have  been  ably  seconded  by  my  scripture 
reader,  who  is  a  most  painstaking  and  conscientious  man. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  monthly,  and  on 
the  greater  church  festivals,  the  average  number  of  communicants 
being  24. 

A  preparatory  class  is  held  monthly,  average  attendance,  50. 

The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  has  been  administered  to  two 
men,  after  careful  preparation. 

There  have  been  three  deaths  of  Protestant  prisoners ;  I 
ofBciated  at  the  Burial  Services. 

Whenever  possible  I  invite  brother  clergymen  to  address  the 
men  on  Sundays. 

During  Lent  the  Rev.  A.  Baring-Gould  gave  a  course  of 
addresses  in  the  chapel  on  subjects  suggested  by  the  season.  He 
was  well  received,  and  the  result  encouraging. 

In  the  month  of  October  an  eight  days'  mission  was  conducted 
by  a  representative  of  the  Church  Army.  The  missioner  preached 
twice  on  Sundays  and  gave  a  short  address  daily.  He  also 
interviewed  a  large  number  of  men  who  had  applied  to  see  him. 

Several  cases  have  come  under  my  observation,  moved,  1 
believe,  to  serious  thought  on  the  occasion,  and  of  whose  future 
I  entertain  a  good  hope. 

Daily  visits  have  been  made  to  prisoners  in  the  separate  cells. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  of  these  men  frankly  acknow- 
ledge their  faults,  and  admit  the  justice  of  their  punishment ; 
others,  and  the  greater  number,  deny  everything,  and  impute 
falsehood  to  everyone. 

The  infirmaries  are  attended  to  with  daily  and  punctual 
regularity.  Short  services  are  held  and  addresses  given  on 
Sundays  and  also  during  the  week. 

I  regret  that  with  the  very  limited  time  at  our  disposal,  it  is 
well  nigh  impossible  to  make  much  progress  in  the  way  of  cell  to 
cell  visitation.  The  applications  to  see  the  Chaplain  with  regard  to 
books,  petitions,  letters,  and  other  matters,  are  so  numerous  as 
to  occupy  almost  every  available  moment  of  our  time. 

Still  it  is  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  record  that,  in  the  face 
of  many  difficulties,  I  have  seen  every  prisoner  once,  and  nearly 
all  the  occupants  of  the  No.  5  Prison  (which  has  accommodation 
for  272  men)  twice.

It  was  my  original  intention  to  pay  two  visits  to  each  prisoner 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  but  pressure  of  work  in  other  directions 
compelled  me  reluctantly  to  abandon  the  idea. 

Quite  a  new  feature  of  the  year*s  work,  as  far  as  this  prison  is 
concerned,  has  to  be  recorded.  A  course  of  addresses  on  moral 
subjects  was  given  monthly  for  four  months,  beginning  in 
October.  The  following  list  will  show  the  varied  nature  of  the 
subjects : — 

October. — Temperance  :  Rev.  A.  A.  Mathews.    Monmouth. 

November. — Chivalry  :  Col.  Everitt,   Hon.   Secretary,  White 
Cross  League. 

December. — The   Stars :    Professor  Worthington,   R.N.  Col- 
lege, Keyham,  Devonport. 

February. — Betting  and    Gambling  :    Capt.   Davey,  Church 
Armv. 

In  my  opinion  the  experiment  proved  a  conspicuous  success. 
The  subjects,  with  the  exception  of  the  third,  which  was  some- 
what abstruse,  were  pre-eminently  practical  in  character.  The 
lecturers  were  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  matter  in  hand, 
free  of  speech,  earnest,  even  enthusiastic,  able  to  rivet  attention, 
enlist  sympathy,  and  I  believe  to  make  an  excellent  impressioa. 

If  these  lectures  are  to  be  continued,  and  to  form  a  part  of  our 
reformative  machinery,  only  men  should  be  invited  who  by 
training,  experience,  and  capacity,  are  qualified  for  the  work 
they  undertake. 

On  the  ground  of  what  one  conceives  to  be  the  exact  moral 
value  of  such  lectures,  it  is  not  easy  to  speak  with  definiteness 
One  is  on  safer  ground  when  speaking  of  the  cordial  appreciation 
with  which  they  are  anticipated  and  received.  On  this  point 
there  is  no  sort  of  doubt.  The  unanimity  is  striking  and 
conclusive. 

It  is  possible  to  be  too  sanguine,  and  to  fall  into  the  mistake 
of  over-estimating  the  moral  effect  of  lectures  such  as  these.  No 
immediate  and  striking  result  should  be  expected.  If  they  are  to 
prove  successful,  as  I  confidently  anticipate  will  be  the  case,  the 
effect  will  show  itself  in  the  gradual  uplifting  of  the  moral  tone 
of  the  prison. 

Beyond  this  expression  of  opinion  I  cannot  go.  I  will  only 
add  that  I  am  grateful  to  the  Directors  for  their  ready  co-operation 
and  for  their  interest  in  a  movement  which  was  both  unique  and 
not  altogether  free  from  difficulties. 

The  various  Aid  Societies  are  working  well,  and  in  accord,  on 
behalf  of  our  discharged  prisoners.  I  mean  no  invidious  com- 
parison by  singling  out  one  society  from  the  others — I  believe 
they  are  all  keenly  alive  to  the  work  of  rescue — but  I  must 
mention  the  Church  Army  as  being  able  to  show  an  excellent 
record  in  the  number  of  cases  disposed  of,  and  satisfactorily. 
Complaints  are  often  made  by  old  offenders  that  they  are  hunted 
down  by  the  police*  and  in  sheer  desperation  driven  back  to 
their  old  ways.    These  are  ex  parte  statements,  and  to  be  received 
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with  caution ;  further,  they  conflict  with  the  statements  of  others 
who  by  word  of  mouth  and  in  written  assurances  after  discharge, 
testify  to  the  desire  of  the  police  to  put  no  obstacle  in  the  way 
of  a  man  who  is  honestly  endeavouring  to  regain  his  lost  position 
and  character. 

Education. — On  this  point,  I  can  only  say  that  we  are  doing 
what  we  can  with  the  limited  time  at  our  disposal  to  carry  out 
our  instructions. 

The  accompanying  table  records  the  year's  work. 

I  may  be  wrong,  but  the  conviction  is  forcing  itself  upon  me, 
that  one  of  the  causes  of  crime  is  the  faulty  and  unsuitable 
character  of  our  present  system  of  education.  The  one,  and  sole 
idea,  seems  to  be  to  turn  lads  out  of  school  equipped  for  the 
requirements  of  every  day  life,  in  a  word,  to  make  them  sharp 
business  men.  The  question  of  moral  training  occupies  no  place 
in  the  curriculum  of  the  most  modern  educational  system.  The 
result  is  what  was  to  be  expected.  The  youth  leaves  school  with 
the  vaguest  conceptions  of  right  and  wrong,  and  in  the  absence 
of  any  good  counteracting  influence  at  home  and  in  social 
environment,  quickly  drifts  into  crime. 

Our  library  is  well  stocked  with  literature  of  the  most  varied 
kind.  It  will  interest  the  Directors  to  know  that  a  gentleman  of 
considerable  literary  fame,  who  visited  the  prison  a  short  time 
ago,  expressed  surprise  at  the  wide  range  and  useful  practical 
nature  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  works  provided  for  the 
prisoners'  education  and  entertainment.  The  books  most  in 
request  are  just  those  which  attain  the  largest  circulation  in  other 
libraries,  but  there  is  a  gratifying  and  increasing  demand  for 
works  of  an  educational  character. 

T  have  paid  regular  visits  to  the  Dartmoor  Prison  Officers*' 
Schools,  Prince  Town,  tested  the  registers,  and  on  each  occasion 
found  all  correct. 

Looking  back  to  the  yearns  work,  I  cannot  conscientiously  think 
of  anything  more  that  could  be  done  to  promote  the  moral  and 
spiritual  good  of  these  unhappy  people  than  has  been  done.  Tel 
the  little  apparent  result  makes  one  often  feel  sad  at  heart  and 
desponding. 

Still  we  continue  to  labour  on  in  faith  and  hope  that  every 
earnest  effort  on  behalf  of  the  sinful  suffering  men  must  bear 
good  fruit  in  Ood*s  own  time.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

Great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  hospital  by  the 
introduction  of  hot-water  pipes,  and  no  difficulty  is  now 
experienced  in  maintaining  a  uniform  temperature. 

The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  that  portion  of  the  old  prison 
where  additional  stoves  have  been  placed. 

The  daily  average  number  under  treatment  in  hospital  was  37*5. 

The  rate  of  mortality  was  5'2  per  thousand  prisoners,  and  the 
average  age  at  death  46  years.

Beport. 


Nothing  has  occurred  to  modify  the  opinion  expressed  last  year 
as  to  the  success  of  the  changes  established  by  the  Prison  Act  of 
1898,  except  in  the  matter  of  talking  at  exercise,  to  which  I 
propose  to  advert  later  on. 

The  Board  of  Visitors,  at  its  monthly  meetings,  deals  with  an 
average  of  22  to  23  applications.  These,  for  the  most  part,  take 
the  form  of  statements  of  grievances  and  appeals  against  reports — 
not  very  numerous  ;  complaints  as  to  medical  treatment,  generally 
by  querulous  invalids  whom  nothing  will  satisfy  ;  and  requests 
for  extension  of  the  time  allowed  for  visits.  In  addition,  there 
are  a  few  garrulous  and  more  or  less  feeble-minded  convicts  who, 
month  after  month,  put  their  names  down  for  the  Board,  with  no 
apparent  object  beyond  securing  an  audience  for  their  rambling 
speeches. 

Since  the  last  report  four  convicts  have  been  brought  before 
the  Board  of  Visitors  on  charges  of  misconduct.  Of  these,  three 
were  found  guilty  of  assaults  on  officers,  but  as  they  were  all 
medically  unfit  the  question  of  corporal  punishment  did  not  arise. 

As  regards  the  talking  at  exercise  on  Sundays  allowed  to 
convicts  in  the  fourth  stage  and  special  class,  although  no  direct 
breaches  of  discipline  have  been  traced  to  it,  I  venture  to  suggest 
that  its  advantages  are  open  to  grave  doubt. 

If  looked  upon  as  a  relaxation  from  the  rule  of  silence,  per- 
mitted on  grounds  of  health  or  of  humanity,  its  necessity  is  t  ot 
apparent.  Were  convicts  kept  in  solitary,  or  even  in  separate 
confinement,  it  would  be  a  different  matter ;  but  as  this  cl  ss  of 
prisoner  is  in  association  all  day,  except  at  meal  times,  the  risks 
of  mental  harm  arising  from  restrictions  on  speech  may  be  put  on 
one  side.  It  is  the  solitude,  of  which  silence  is  only  a  subsidiary 
feature,  that  is  dangerous  in  the  system  of  imprisonment  which 
obtains  in  some  countries. 

From  another  point,  the  indulgence  may  be  viewed  as  a  reward 
for  good  behaviour.  In  this  regard,  it  is  worth  while  to  consider 
what  are  the  probable  topics  of  conversation  between  men  whose 
manner  of  life  when  at  large  has  landed  them  in  penal  servitude  ; 
and  whether  the  bringing  together  of  criminals,  shortly  to  be  set 
at  liberty,  is  not  likely  to  develop  friendships  between  members 
of  the  very  class  that  it  is,  in  the  interests  of  society,  desirable  to 
keep  apart.    I  suggest  that  it  is  at  least  questionable  whether  a 
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conTiot*8  good  conduct  in  prison  should  be  rewarded  by  a  priyilege,  Sxtiaota. 

involving  serious  risk  of  moral  harm  to  himself,  and  giving  €k>Teni^i» 

opportunity  for  planning  future  depredations  on  the  community.  B«pon 


AsBuming  that  the  general  ruleof  silence,  besides  being 
for  the  maintenance  of  discipline,  has  been  adopted  in  order  to 
guard  against  these  evils,  its  practical  enforcement  is  not  rendered 
more  easy  by  official  recognition  of  talking  amongst  even  a  limited 
number  of  convicts. 

Addresses  or  lectures  to  prisoners  may  now  be  organised  under 
certain  conditions.  I  regret,  however,  that  owing  to  various 
adverse  circumstances,  I  have  not  been  able  to  take  advantage  of 
this  permission  to  any  great  extent  The  principal  difficulty,  of 
course,  lies  in  finding  persons  willing  to  undertake  the  task,  and 
able  to  put  their  subject,  whatever  it  may  be,  in  a  form  to  be 
appreciated  by  men  of  such  varied  range  of  intelligence  as  are  to 
be  found  in  this  prison.  Nevertheless,  I  think  that  this  difficulty 
may,  to  a  great  extent,  be  overcome  ;  in  which  case  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  value  of  the  innovation.  I  believe  that  the 
lectures  that  have  been  delivered  were  appreciated  by  a  large 
majority  of  the  convicts. 

With  regard  to  the  labours  on  which  prisoners  are  employ ed« 
the  distinguishing  feature  here  is  the  printing  industry,  carried 
on,  together  with  bookbinding,  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  upper 
prison.  Thirbuilding  is  in  need  of  considerable  repairs,  especially 
as  to  the  roof  ;  and  I  suggest  that  the  opportunity  might  be  taken 
to  increase  the  workshop  accommodation  upstairs  by  removing 
the  obsolete  iron  ceJls.  If  this  were  done  the  number  of  men 
employed  in  this  industry  could  be  largely  increased,  and  they 
need  not  be  restricted  to  the  star  class.  With  adequate  machinery 
and  motive  power,  I  am  convinced  that  a  very  lucrative  printing 
business  for  Government  offices  could  be  established.  At  present 
the  presses  are  worked  by  manual  labour,  from  10  to  12  men  out 
of  the  30  in  the  shop  being  so  occupied  when  first  joining  the 
party.  This  necessary  rule  excludes  all  "  light  labour  "  prisoners. 
If,  however,  the  motive  power  were  supplied  by  an  engine,  many 
of  these  men  could  be  employed  as  printers,  which  would  be  very 
much  more  profitable,  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  public,  than 
the  work  that  has  now  to  be  found  for  them. 

In  addition  to  the  particular  reasons  mentioned  above,  I  would 
always,  on  general  grounds,  advocate  the  extension  of  workshops, 
in  distinction  from  the  form  of  labour  generally  associated  with 
the  term  *'  public  works."  In  the  shop  a  man  has  to  exercise  his 
intelligence  as  well  as  his  physical  strength  ;  interest  in  his  work 
is  therefore  aroused,  and  the  habit  of  industry  may  be  acquired, 
while  he  has  less  time  for  brooding  over  the  petty  details  of  his 
surroundings.  Moreover,  it  would  follow  from  this,  and  from 
the  fact  that  in  a  shop  each  man  has  his  appointed  place  and  his 
appointed  work,  that  the  control  of  a  body  of  men  is  made  more 
easy  for  the  officer,  and  furtive  conversation  more  difficult  for  the 
convict. 

With  a  few  exceptions  the  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers 
has  been  good.

The  live-stock  at  the  end  of  the  year  cousiBts  of  3  horses, 
1  bull,  26  dairy  cows,  12  heifers,  7  calves,  1  boar,  11  sows, 
88  store  pigs,  and  10  fatting.  The  horses  and  cattle  are  in  good 
health,  but  the  pigs  have  suffered  greatly  from  lung  disease 
owing  to  defective  styes.  Seven  new  styes  wore  erected  during 
last  winter,  but  more  are  badly  needed. 

The  crops  generally  have  been  very  good — the  onions  ex- 
ceptionally so — but  owing  to  heavy  rains  a  portion  of  the  potato 
crop  was  diseased.'  The  hay  and  corn  crops  yielded  well,  an«i  were 
harvested  in  good  condition. 

The  following  works  have  been  executed  during  the  year  : — 

A  Hall. — Roof  repaired,  skylights  stripped  and  reglazed,  and 
painted  three  coats.  New  bathing  boiler  fixed,  and  brickwork 
made  good. 

F  Hall  (Infirmary). — Stott's  lights  and  ventilators  fixed  in  four 
wards.  Ceilings  of  same,  and  nnrses'  rooms,  washed,  stopped,  and 
whitened,  and  walls  and  woodwork  painted,  three  coats.  Two-inch 
bead  and  flush  door  and  frame  made  and  fixed  in  passage  to 
padded  cells  ;  brickwork  and  rendering  made  good. 

Prison  Halls. — Walls  of  cells  and  corridors  scraped  and  lime- 
whited. 

Storekeeper's  offices,  and  passage  to  same,  and  messenger's 
room,  painted,  papered,  and  varnished  throughout,  ceilings 
whitened. 

Visitor's  Board  Room. — Openings  cut  in  outer  wall,  three  pairs 
of  2-inch  double-hung  sashes  and  frames,  2-inch  framed  partition 
with  two  doors,  and  three  sets  of  framed  iron  guard -bars  made  and 
fixed,  three  stone  window-sills  worked  and  set,  and  brickwork 
made  good.

Blacksmith's  Shop. — ^Temporary  shop  fitted  up,  old  one  pulled 
down,  bricks  cleaned  and  stacked,  new  shop  built  and  fitted 
up  with  forges,  benches,  Slc.    Iron  gates  and  frame  made  and

Ceilings  whitened  and  wall  papers  made  good, 
new  kitchener  fixed. 
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Deputy^  Medical  Officer's  House. — ^LAttice  soreen  for  yard  wall 
made,  painted,  and  fixed ;  fifty*feet  ran  of  oak  park  paling  fence 
fixed  next  main  road.  External  work  of  honse  painted,  two  coats. 
Walls  of  bathroom  and  staircase  stripped,  repapered,  and  varnished, 
and  ceilings  whitened,  new  sink  fixed  in  kitchen,  walls  damaged 
by  settlements  repaired,  and  paper  made  good.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Extracts, 

Chaplain^ 

Report. 


Divine  serriceB  were  conducted  twice  on  Sundays. 

On  Christn^  Day  and  Good  Friday,  at  matins  there  was  the 
usual  service  with  sermon,  while  at  evensong  on  the  former  day 
carols,  anthems,  and  sacred  songs  were  sung,  and  on  the  latter, 
"  The  Story  of  the  Cross,"  with  anthems  suitable  for  the  festival, 
were  well  rendered  by  the  choir.  By  permission  of  the  Governor 
and  Medical  Officer,  these  services  were  repeated  in  both 
hospitals. 

About  once  a  quarter,  in  addition  to  the  above,  we  had  a 
"  Musical  Sunday  Afternoon,"  the  solos,  quartettes,  &c.,  being 
selected  from  the  leading  composers  of  sacred  music.  Much 
gratitude  was,  from  time  to  time,  expressed  by  the  prisoners  for 
so  pleasing  a  break  in  the  ordinary  routine. 

Eighteen  sermons  were  kindly  preached  by  the  neighbouring 
clergy,  and  were  highly  appreciated. 

Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  on  the  chief  festivals.  The 
usual  notices  and  preparation  were  given,  in  accordance  with  your 
instructions.  The  average  number  of  communicants  was  74.  It 
proved  a  great  encouragement  to  find  that  over  twelve  per  cent,  of 
our  Church  of  England  prisoners  were  not  only  communicants, 
but  also  manifested  by  subsequent  good  conduct  their  sincerity 
and  earnestness  to  prove  examples  to  others. 

The  harvest  festival  was  held  on  Octob'^r  16th.  The  chapel 
was,  as  usual,  tastefully  decorated  with  flowers,  ferns,  and  corn. 
Special  sermons  were  preached  by  the  Chaplain  of  "  The  Home 
of  Industry,"  Parkhurst. 

Daily  services  were  held  each  morning  in  the  chapel  and  the 
two  hospitals,  so  that  (including  the  lunatic  division)  prayers 
were  said  twenty-four  times  per  week,  and  seven  addresses  given 
— sermonettes,  "  plain  talk,"  and  lectures,  varied  as  much  as 
possible. 

A  successful  eight-days  mission,  from  January  6th  to  13th 
inclusive,  was  conducted  by  Captain  Arthur  Hanson,  of  the 
Church  Army,  whose  plain  and  manly  addresses,  so  full  of  earnest- 
ness, made  a  deep  impression  upon  his  hearers.  There  were  150 
applicants  for  private  interviews  with  the  misaioner. 
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Extracts,  Two  lectures  were  given.  The  first  by  Mr.  Milroy,  C.I.V.,  on 
Governor's  «  The  manners  and  customs  of  the  inhabitants  of  South  Africa  ;  " 
Report.  ^i^Q  second  by  Captain  Davey,  Church  Army,  on  "  Betting  and 
gambling.**  The  majority  of  men  appreciated  the  movement,  in 
so  far  as  it  manifested  an  interest  in  their  welfare,  lifted  them  up 
out  of  themselves,  and  gave  them  more  profitable  topics  for 
conversation  during  talking  exercise  than  grievances  real  or 
imagined. 

The  minority  considered  that  there  was  nothing  to  be  learned 
beyond  what  was  already  to  be  found  in  the  books  of  the  prison 
library. 

Education. — The  school  was  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations.  Five  men  received  instruction  from  me  in  the 
higher  branches  of  education.  One  of  these,  about  four  weekrf 
after  discharge,  passed  a  successful  examination,  obtaining  a  high 
place  in  "  honours."  This  was  one  of  the  special  cases  in  which 
you  kindly  permitted  the  prisoner  to  receive  a  reasonable  supply 
of  classical  works  from  his  friends.  Advanced  dictionaries, 
popular  and  technical  educators,  and  books  of  reference  were 
greatly  in  demand,  while  several  requests  were  made  for  works  in 
Spanish  and  French. 

Blind  Prisoners. — I  have  again  to  record  that  we  were  able  to 
teach  two  blind  prisoners  to  read.  One  of  these  lost  his  sight  a 
few  days  after  admission.  At  the  end  of  three  months  he  could 
read  very  fairly.  I  quote  his  words  when  desiring  to  express  his 
gratitude  : — "  I  thought  I  should  have  gone  mad^  but  being  able 
to  read  like  this  has  saved  me  and  given  new  life.** 

The  sick  were  daily  visited  by  myself  and  the  scripture  reader, 
alternately,  in  both  hospitals.  Holy  Communion  was  administered 
to  those  unable  to  attend  chapel,  in  one  of  the  association  wards. 
The  daily  average  number  visited  was  128. 

Lunatic  Division. — Prayers  were  read  by  the  scripture  reader 
and  myself  alternately,  for  those  who  wished  to  attend,  and  the 
men  were  regularly  visited. 

Visits  and  Applications. — ^Up  to  the  date  of  my  severe  illness,,  I 
paid  upwards  of  1,044  special  visits  (not  including  hospitals),  and 
received  1,015  applications,  many  of  which  required  a  second 
visit. 

Discharged  Prisoners. — Several  grateful  letters  were  received 
from  men  who  had  obtained  honest  employment  and  were  doing 
well.

Eight  prisoners  manifested  great  anxiety  concerning  their 
wives  and  children  (whom  they  had  left  starving).  On  com- 
municating with  the  Church  Army,  these  sad  cases  of  destitution 
were  relieved. 

Altogether,  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  various  recognized 
Aid  Societies  was  195. 

The  scripture  reader  and  the  two  school  masters  worked  most 
conscientiously.  1  regret  that  1  have  now  lost  the  assistance  of 
the  senior  schoolmaster,  who  retired  on  March  25th  last,  after  35 
years'  good  service. 

During  my  illness,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Ince  has  most  efficiently 
carried  on  my  duties. 

I  record  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  the  hearty  co-operation 
and  willing  assistance  rendered  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties  by  the  Governor,  the  Medical  Officer,  and  the  rest  of  the 
prison  staff.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT.

The  sanitary  state  of  the  establishment  has  been  satisfactory,  and 
the  general  health  of  the  inmates  fair  for  an  invalid  class. 

During  the  year  the  daily  average  population  of  the  prison  has 
been  703,  and  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  hospital  127, 
the  greatest  number  under  treatment  at  one  time  having  been 
150.  Deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  22.  Nearly  all  of  these 
resulted  from  old  standing  chronic  disease,  and  in  13  instances  the 
disease  existed  at  the  time  of  first  reception  into  a  local  prison. 
Cardiac  and  tubercular  affections  account  for  a  large  proportion  of 
the  fatal  cases.  Three  convicts  of  73,  77,  and  85  years  of  age 
respectively  are  included  in  the  list,  and  help  to  swell  the  numbers, 
which  are  rather  higher  than  usual. 

Five  prisoners  were  released  on  medical  grounds. 

During  the  year  18  prisoners  were  certified  insane,  and  the 
number  remaining  in  the  lunatic  wing  under  treatment  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  22. 

Weak-minded  prisoners  continue  to  be  collected  here  from  the 
other  convict  prisons,  and  to  be  dealt  with  under  special  con- 
ditions. Their  present  number  is  88.  Presenting  as  they  do  all 
degrees  of  mental  deficiency,  ranging  from  mere  eccentricity  up 
to  the  borderland  of  actual  insanity,  they  are  difficult  to  classify 
and  for  the  most  part  unfit  for  the  ordinary  penal  discipline  of  a 
convict  prison.  At  the  same  time,  being  criminal  in  habits,  they 
are  prone  to  violence  and  impatient  of  control,  so  that  special  care 
is  needed  to  keep  them  in  order  and  prevent  them  from  infiicting 
injuries  on  each  other.  The  management  of  such  a  class  in  prison 
is  beset  with  considerable  difficulty  as  well  as  danger,  and  calls 
for  tact  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  them 
to  a  much  greater  extent  than  if  they  were  ordinary  lunatics. 
This  class,  as  might  be  expected,  supplies  the  largest  proportion  of 
those  who  are  eventually  certified  insane. 

The,  health  of  the  subordinate  staff  of  the  prison  has  been 
satisfactory,  but  17  officers  were  invalided  during  the  year,  some 
from  permanent  disease,  and  others  from  attaining  the  age  limit 
of  service.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  changes  in  system  effected  by  the  Prison  Act  of  1898  have 
now  been  sufficiently  long  in  practice  to  judge  the  results. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  has  met  each  month,  and  one  or  more 
members  have  visited  the  prison  at  other  times.  The  system 
under  which  certain  administrative  duties,  formerly  performed  by 
a  Director,  now  devolve  on  the  Board  of  Visitors,  has  been  carried 
out  most  successfully,  and  has,  I  consider,  strengthened  the  hands 
of  the  Governor. 

The  restriction  of  the  power  to  award  corporal  punishment  to 
certain  offences  only  has  not  been  followed  during  the  year  by  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infliction  of  this  punishment, 
10  prisoners  having  been  flogged,  a  number  which  exceeds  the 
combined  totals  of  the  three  preceding  years.  There  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  use  of  most  foul  and  abusive  language 
towards  officers  by  convicts  belonging  to  a  class  having  little  or 
nothing  to  lose.  It  is,  I  think,  regrettable  that  this  offence,  and  that 
of  continued  disorderly  conduct,  can  no  longer  be  held  in  check 
by  the  fear  of  corporal  punishment. 

The  rule  under  which  conversation  at  one  exercise  on  Sunday 
has  been  permitted  has  not  led  to  good  results  in  all  cases.  More 
care  is  now  being  taken  to  restrict  this  privilege  to  prisoners 
whose  antecedents  justify  the  belief  that  they  will  not  contami- 
nate others ;  so  habitual  criminals,  and  prisoners  who  have  been 
convicted  of  certain  offences,  are  now  being  debarred  from  this 
privilege. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  worked  satisfactorily,  but 
tasked  labour  can  only  be  applied  to  a  limited  extent  at  this 
priBon. 

An  official  from  the  Church  Army  held  an  eight  days'  mission 
in  June,  and  in  January  '*  General  "  Booth,  of  the  Salvation  Army, 
delivered  an  address  to  the  Protestant  prisoners  in  the  chapel ; 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  confirmed  14  convicts  in  March. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  such  exceptions  as  these  to  the  ordinary 
routine,  if  not  too  frequent,  are  beneficial. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  satis- 
factory ;  they,  as  a  rule,  show  tact  and  great  patience  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties. 

The  star  class  prisoners  have  behaved  well,  with  the  exception 
of  a  section  composed  of  naval  and  military  convicts. 
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There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  serious  crime,  assaults 
on  officers,  Ac,  which  I  attribute  to  the  presence  of  an  unusually 
large  number  of  convicts  of  very  bad  character.  Many  of  these 
h§ive  now  been  transferred  or  discharged,  or  removed  from  the 
general  body  by  being  placed  in  the  second  probation,  or  at  work 
in  a  "  separate  "  party. 

I  regard  this  outbreak  of  serious  crime  as  exceptional,  and  I  do 
not  anticipate  a  recurrence. 

The  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  appeal  and  complaint  to  superior 
authority  still  continues.  This  acts  very  injuriously  on  discipline, 
by  strengthening  the  disposition  to  resist  authority,  now  so 
prevalent. 

The  conduct,  however,  of  the  large  majority  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  satisfactory,  especially  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  and  fences  is  satisfactory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
working  order  ;  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  are  now  sufficient. 

The  contracts  have  been  satisfactorily  carried  out,  and  supplies- 
punctually  delivered,  except  that  for  making  officers'  uniform, 
which  has  entailed  much  trouble  and  inconvenience  to  officers  ; 
this  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Directors. 

The  new  wing  is  approaching  completion,  and  excavations  are- 
being  made  for  the  foundations  of  another  wing. 

The  progress  of  young  prisoners  in  the  following  trades  has  been 
satisfactory : — blacksmithing,  tinsmithing,  building,  carpentry,, 
moulding,  painting,  shoemaking,  stone  dressing,  and  quarrying. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as- 
have  been  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Director.

The  cell  tables  are  being  fixed ;  also  door  frames,  fresh  air  inlet       —"— 

▼entilators,  gas  boxes,  girders  for  landings,  cell  shelves,  hammock 

hooks,  slate  landings,  and  gaard  bars  to  skylights. 

In  the  basement  a  large  heating  boiler  has  been  fixed  and  the 
necessary  flues  formed,  and  the  hot  water  pipes  and  coils  are 
ready  for  flxing  in  culvert. 

Wrought-iron  cradling  to  carry  these  pipes  has  been  made  and 
fixed  in  the  culvert. 

Four  large  cast-iron  reservoir  tanks  have  been  fixed  in  the  roof 
to  supply  the  building. 

A  new  water  main,  meter  and  valves  is  being  laid  to  connect 
this  hall  with  the  Verne  water  main. 

Extraction  culverts  have  been  built  in  the  clear  storey,  con- 
necting the  flues  from  cells  with  the  shafts.

The  Protestant  chapel  has .  been  heated  with  hot-water  pipes 
and  radiators,  and  the  apparatus  room  altered  to  suit  fixing  of 
Keith's  champion  boiler. 

A  table  and  rotable  has  been  made. 

The  sashes  have  been  fitted  with  new  sockets  and  pivots,  and 
the  divisions  in  the  chapel  removed  and  the  seating  re-arranged. 

A  new  doorway  has  been  built  communicating  with  the  vestry, 
and  the  old  doorways  built  up. 

Two  wrought-iron  gas  standards  have  been  made  for  the 
sanctuary,  and  a  brass  hand-rail  for  the  pulpit. 

Two  new  pumps  have  been  fixed  in  the  E  quarters  yard  for 
pumping  rain  water,  and  one  in  the  Governor's  garden. 

Twenty -one  doors  and  frames  have  been  made  and  fixed  to  the 
yards  of  F,  G,  H,  I,  and  J  quarters,  and  three  to  the  yards  of  A 
quarters. 

Two  wrought-iron  gates  have  been  made  and  fixed  to  the 
staircases  of  C  quarters. 

A  new  glass-panelled  door  has  been  made  and  hung  to  the  hail 
of  the  Medical  Officer's  quarters,  and  a  dresser  fixed  in  the  Clerk  of 
the  Works'  quarters,  and  a  garden  gate. 

A  separate  party  shed  has  been  built  to  accommodate  12 
prisoners  in  the  Sunday  exercise  yard.

Two  epileptic  cells  are  being  prepared  in  the  separate  cells,  and 
four  for  suicidal  cases.

PORTLAND  PRISON. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  ended  March  31st  the  Sunday  and  week-day 
services  have  been  regularly  conducted  by  me.  Every  week- 
day morning  I  have  also  held  a  service  and  given  an  address  in 
the  infirmary,  where  an  opportunity  is  specially  afforded  of 
making  some  good  impression.  There  have  been  eight  celebrations 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  an  average  attendance  of  57  com- 
municants. I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  communicants  as  a  rule  set 
a  good  example  in  the  prison.  A  Confirmation  was  held  by  the 
Bishop  of  Salisbury  on  March  10th,  when  14  out  of  the  20 
candidates  were  confirmed.  The  Bishop  expressed  his  pleasure 
on  the  improved  appearance  of  the  chapel. 

An  eight  days'  mission  was  held,  beginning  June  24th,  1900,  by 
Captain  Hanson,  of  the  Church  Army,  which  was  very  successful, 
and  proved  a  help  to  many  of  the  prisoners.  He  visited  58  men 
who  had  applied  to  see  him.  General  Booth,  of  the  Salvation 
Army,  gave  an  address  at  a  religious  service  conducted  by  him  on 
January  7th,  li»01.  The  prisoners  welcomed  his  visit  with  pleasure, 
and  listened  to  him  with  great  attention.  A  few  members  of  the 
Church  of  England  elected  to  remain  in  their  cells.  There  were 
64  applications  to  see  one  of  the  Salvation  Army  officers,  some  of 
whom  were  visited  by  him.  There  is  great  promise  of  help  from 
the  Salvation  Army  as  a  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society.  The 
Church  Army  has  already  done  much  good  in  this  direction,  and 
given  assistance  to  many  cases  that  I  have  recommended  to  them 
through  their  agent,  Mr.  Colin  Campbell. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  tone  and  behaviour 
of  the  prisoners  lately.  Earlier  in  the  year  there  was  a  mutinous 
spirit  at  work  which  threatened  to  be  serious.  I  attribute  the 
mischief  to  the  arrival  of  a  considerable  number  of  troublesome 
men  from  Dartmoor  at  one  time,  and  the  abatement  of  the  evil  to 
various  causes — the  method  of  dealing  with  it,  the  removal  or 
discharge  at  intervals  of  some  of  the  worst  characters,  and  the 
separation  in  the  prison  of  others.  Far  the  larger  proportion  of 
prisoners  appreciate  and  are  the  better  for  recent  privileges,  but  a 
small  section  only  abuse  them  and  try  to  make  their  fellow  prisoners 
unruly  and  discontented. 
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My  chief  difficulty  is  with  the  library  and  other  books,  aboat  Extracts, 
which  daily  complaints  are  made  to  me.  During  the  past  year,  Chaplain's 
in  addition  to  arrivals  and  discharges,  punishments,  and  sick,  I  RepOTt 
have  been  called  upon  to  make  5,521  visits  on  application.  In  one 
month  there  were  546  applications,  and  out  of  the  total,  3,229  have 
been  to  make  complaints  about  books.  Consequently  very  little 
time  is  left  to  visit  other  men  who  have  a  claim  upon  me,  and 
whom  I  should  like  to  see.  The  present  system  of  issuing  books 
does  not  seem  to  be  satisfactory  ;  I  am,  therefore,  considering  how 
it  can  be  improved.  It  is  doubtful  whether  a  really  satisfactory 
plan  can  be  adopted  without  some  extra  help,  as  it  would 
necessitate  a  considerable  amount  of  book-keeping.  At  present 
the  library  is  practically  managed  by  only  one  of  the  school- 
masters, who  is  not  equal  to  the  task  single-handed.  I  shall  be 
thankful  if  this  difficulty  can  be  met.  The  other  members  of  the 
staff  have  their  own  duties  to  attend  to,  which  hs  ve  been  very 
much  increased  lately,  but  they  do  their  best  to  give  occasional 
assistance  to  the  schoolmaster  in  charge  of  the  library. 

Regular  instruction  has  been  given  to  the  small  number  of 
prisoners  who  were  eligible  to  receive  it,  and  some  have  made 
satisfactory  progress.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT.

The  general  health  of  prisoners  has  been  good. 

No  death  had  to  be  recorded. 

No  infectious  disease  (if  we  exclude  influenza)  has  to  be 
noted. 

Five  hundred  and  thirty-two  patients,  including  re-admissions, 
have  been  treated  in  hospital  during  the  year,  the  majority  for 
short  periods  only,  for  trivial  ailments. 

The  operation  room  has  been  reorganised  in  conformity  with 
later  sanitary  ideas. 

As  regards  the  officers  and  their  families,  their  general  health 
has  been  good. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  (82  cases)  occurred  at  the  end  of  May 
and  lasted  till  the  middle  of  July. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (one  in  quarters),  one  case  of  diphtheria 
(in  quarters),  and  one  case  of  erysipelas  (not  in  quarters),  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Improvements  in  sanitation  continue  to  be  carried  out,  but  some 
very  desirable  alterations  in  E  quarters,  and  the  drainage  there,  have 
yet  to  be  undertaken. 
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
